The Emperor Akbar (reign 1556*1605 \.d.) set the example of 
having a detailed history of his reign written by official command. 
The result was the Akhar-ti&inah or ‘Book of Akbar* of Abul Fazl 
(completed by other hands uft^r that author's death). Then catpe 
the Emperor Jahangir, who dictated his own memoirs, known as 
the Ttuuk-UJakangirii and therefore no ofiicial Jahangir ^ndmah had 
to be written about him. This book, however, combiucji the literary 
characteristics of sn axitobiography with those of an official history, 
or in other words, it gives the Emperor's own reflections and feelings 
a.s well as an objective record of the events of. his reign. Indeed, in 
this reign, the literal y tyiu* of the Mughal official histories was 
determined for the future, as was exemplified by the PddishdhnCtmah 
(ShSh Jahan), the 'Alafngir-ndmah (cf Aurongzib, or mpleted by the 
ifadsir-i-Alamgiri), the Lahddur iyhah-fidwak (Shah Alani 1) and later 
attempts like the Turikh^uAhniad Shdhi and the Tdrikh-i-*Alamgir 
SdnL 

In all these works, or Ndmahs proper, the events arc built upon 
a ligid skeleton of dates clnouologically arranged ; there is an 
accurate but tirefcome assemblage of minute names of persons and 
places in the course of every month's narrative of occurrences, and 
the mechanical division of the book into a chap/t'er for each regnal 
year is followed. Such a collection of facts, if it is to be cfjrrect, 
requires a basis of written oflanal rea-rds, and this basis was supplied 
by the or official reports of occurrences regularly sent from 

every province to the central tyovernment of Delhi. By an order 
issued in the 24th year of his reign (1580), Akbar appointed in 
each province of his empire a uniform set of officers, one of whom 
was the Waq§i‘-navis or Recorder of Events {Akbar-muiah, Bev. 
tr., hi. 413, also 559). Jahangir continued the system. As he wntet., 
“It bad been made a rule that the events of the subahs should !)c 
reported according to the boundaries of each, and news-writers from 
the Court had been appointed for this duty, riii^ being the rule 
that my revered father had laid down, I also observe it, .... and 
information is thus acquired about the world and its inhabitants.'’ 
{Tusuk, Roger'vS tr, i. 247, see also BakdrisldnA-Ghayibi, Borah's 
tr. i 209.) But the system of appointing secret ncws- writers to the 
pro\-inces was realty borrowed by the Indian Muguals from the 
‘Abbasid KhSlifs who had borrowed it fiom the ancient Irfinian 
empire. The difforeat classes of these news-reporters and their 
method of work are fu/ly described in my book, Mughal Administra- 
tion, ch. IV. sec. 6, 

When this State iiitelligence-dep&rtment wa.s fully developed 
with the ex^an^on of the Mughal Empire under Shah Johan and 
AurangEib, (1627-1707), a huge collection oi reports, wiitten on 
small slips of paper and' transmitted to the ^capital in bamboo 
cylinders (nab) at regular weekly or fortnightly-fntcrvals, — canie to 
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be formed in the archives at the capital. Besides these there were 
the ^hbWrai-i-d^rbar4-‘fnu*ala, or reports of everything that was 
done w said in public at the Court or camp where the Kiiiperor was 
present in person. These were written daily,— sometimes twice a day, 
when (as usual) there were morning levees and evening Courts held 
by His Majesty. Such akkbarais or manuscript news-letters were 
sent to the vassal princes, provincial governors, and generals out on 
campaign by their paid ^enis at the imperial Court, and differed 
pnly in . their place of origin from the letters coming ai a contrary 
direction, namely the letters of the Government spies in the 
niufassil which supplemented the more open rej^rts of the official 
waq&V'Uavis, 

On this accumulated mass of accurate, detailed, and absolutely 
contemporary fiords of occunenccs, some Persian author, known 
for his mastwy of polished courtierly prose, was selected by the 
Emperor to work and write the Ndnuih or official annals of his 
reign* The^ bo<ik was read to tlie Emperor and corrected under the 
royal direction before being passed for publication, — the tenii 
'publica^On* here meant, the release of the book for being copied 
for presentation to the princes and high nobles. The Emperor, after 
one, or two trial hearings, delegated the "^ ork of revision to his 
w'aasir. 

These official annals, in addition to being full ot nauseating 
'flattery of the author^s patron and his “sacred** offspring, were 
esdxemely verbose ; for example the r^oxtl of the first 20 \ ears of 
Shah Jahan's reign occupies 1662 printed pages of 22 lines each (or 
33*1 pages for a /migle year on tlie svera^e); the hist^'ry of the 
first decade of Auraiigxib*s icign cn\ers 1107 pages of the sxuiie si/c 
(or 1107 pages for one year). But their details and dales of 
incidents are valuable, HjoukIi I have detected instances where the. 
Ndmah has given a wrong date owing* t.o the carelesvsness of the 
lustorian's clerks in making extracts /rc*m the 7vaqt^d in the imperial 
record office for being worked into bis history. However, Ihe 
survival of the dkhhardt for that jiailiciilar day has enabled me to 
correct the wrong date eiilcrtd in the Safttalu 

It must also be conceded lliar the author *s flattery of the 
Emperor, though fulsome and offensive to modern taste, is more 
a defect of manner than one of fact. In these official histories, no 
fact has been really falsified, though credit is often given to the 
Emperor where he did not deserve it. We shall have more patience 
with the courtly author and derive greater profit from his book if we 
remember that he is only following the facqn de parUr i>revaletit 
iti Asiatic courts. And why Asiatic /)iliy? The Stuart king of 
EngteUd watf styled “His Gracious and Sacred Majesty" and 
. t^Apohon*^ Monitenrs w'ere not models of factual veracity.. Thtis, 
with a Ndmah in our hands, we get the true basis for a narrative pf 
the events of that monarch's reign an^ can then form our jown 
' judgment of the characters, and political forces. Thdr chief . d^ect 
one which.^quaHhe.s them from being called historic iti. the 
modern sense of-iP term, is their ab#)lute silence abolit the ecopoffilc 
and social aspecTapf the times, and what is known as “the condition 
of the people". ‘ 
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The history of the first ten years oi Auran^xib’s wa> 
written, under his orders, in the form uf a rull-si/cd Ndmali, by 
Mirza Muhammad Kazini, under the title of uamak. 

(Printed in the Bibliotheca Iiidica series by the K.A.S. Ben^^al.) Bui 
after the author had completed the first decade, the Kinperor forbade 
him to continue it any iurtfur. 'l‘he reason for pi 
^iven by Saqi Mustard Khan as, “Because tins inonarcli of the 
external and internal itui.xrse preferred laying: the loundatioJis ot 
things esoteric to displaying things external^, (p. 6^^ <>f the priiifed 
Persian text.) What really happened was that when (about lfi70^ 
the history of the tenth year w’as completed by Kazini, A^mangzih 
curtailed his Stale exi^eriditure and closed Hit; costly deparitnent of 
prolix official anual:^. There is no aidhority for the popular legend 
that he forbade Iho writing of his history In any one else as a criiiu. 
or that Khali Khan’s histotn* i- so entitled bot'aiise it was wTiilen 
in secret (hhufia\ in fear of any such royal prohioition. The word 
Kkdfi has nothing to do wilh kh:ifta ; it really net ns ha native of 
KhwM’,— a district of Khurasan situatid belweei’ Herat and 
Nishabur {Iincyclop(U‘dia of Islam, ii. 86b.) 

Aurangzib’s finances did not niiprovc wlicii tlie sccoad dw'ado 
of his reign ended in 1678. He now found himself too mnch in- 
volved wdtii the tribes on the Afghan frontier and was scon allei wards 
too hard pressed by the Rajputs and the Marutlins, to allow him to 
spend any thought or money on such non- utilitarian purpo.scs as 
the conipilation i f a florid and verbose chroincle of liis reign. And 
his eircuiustance.‘i did not improve ui> to the end oi his lite. 'rhiis 
it liappcaed that no complete histot.v of his reign came to l>e 
officially composed while hr lived. 

After l;is death (in 1707), his last sccretar\ and fa.vourile 
disciple in >State policy and religiosity, ri^avetidlah Khan Kashmiri, 
urged Saqi j!ilu?>lahi Khan to complete the hritf.<ry of such a inodei 
sovereign, fu order to help him in this work, the State archives 
were Uirovvn open tn him and he made exUacts of i)ic nt?cessaiy 
materials to be used in his bc’oic, whid: was completed in 1710 'md 
entitled Madsif-i-'Alawgir.

Of oui author Muhammad Saqi Musta'd Kliau's hfo, we know a 
few facts only, all supplied by him either in his own Hislorv of 
Auraug^rib or in his preface to Ids patron Bakhtavvar Klmn’s l»^'f;k 
the Miidi-uL'JliUm, He w'as lyruughi up by Baklitauar Klian (a 
lavpurite officer of Aurangzib, whose character is noted it) tlic 
Madsur, (p, 253 of the printed text). In this .Khan’s c.>labhsl!mc’nii 
our author filled the offices of nnmshi atid diunbi. He assisted his 
patron, during the last seventeen .years of his life, in die composition 
of the MirdLui^Akm, which Aurangzib authorised him al'tfT 
Bakhtawar’s death, to make He then passed into the 

imperial service wRh a maftsab. He held iiiider:^4his Emperor in

A gentleman of Patna City, named Babu Ram Bahadtir (alias 
Chhotu Lai), has a Persian ms. named Inska^i-Matluh, which contains 
letters mitten by Saqi Musta‘d Khan to his contemporaries, but it 
lacks pp. 9-48, and the paper is old and brittle. 

The Madsir»i-* Ahmgifi has been written in a very much 
abridged form compared with che Nihmits ; on an average it gives 
1 1 pages to one year's narrative, against 1 107 pages for one year of 
the same reign in the 'Alamgirmmah. But the loss is really one 
of the flourers of rhetoric rather than of facts. Consequently in 
many places it reads like a dry list of official postings and promotion.s 
as in our Governmwit (razette^. But its other f>ortions give valuable, 
sometimes interesting information, especially the few that embody 
the author’s person.^] observations and reflections on events, or 
character-sketches . 

In liiis translation the tCTct has been slightly condensed. Not 
a single fact or date has been omitted by me, but the prolix wording 
of some sentences has been replaced by a plain recital of their 
.substance, and many trite reflections and nioralisatious (which are 
conventional in Persian historical literavure at the beginning of a 
chapter or section) have been omitted altogether ; also, verses and 
long laudatory plirascft. But every significant epithet has been 
preserved. I have inseited the page numbers of the Persian original 
in the body of my translation, so that any curious reader cati easily 
satisfy himself that this is a roinplete reproduction in Knglish of 
the Iv.storical matter of the original text. All the Hijera dates have 
been converted to the Christian era according to Swami-Kannu 
Pilldi s Indian Fphejneris. 

This translation was made by me many years ago for my own 
use, and it was laid aside \>hen my History of Aurangzih in 5 
volumes was completed. On the Royal Asiatic Society of Bengal 
agreeing to print it and thus fill a long-standing gap of 51 years in 
the authentic sources of Mughal Indian history available in English, 
my translation was compared word for word with the original, 
revised, and in several places expanded by the addition of phrases 
and setilences from the original which Jiad been omitted in iny 
rather too utilitarian first version. Evci*y word of the Persian text 
which I now consider to be significant and necessary for bringing 
out the author's tOne and spirit, has been restored. • 

In this -work of revision I have been very greatly helped by 
Professor 'Nirod Bhusan Roy, M.A., whom the ^ciety has app<^t^ 
to assist tne in pret>aring the copy and seeing this (and several ^ther 
books planned by the vSociety) through the press. He ha^jpatoe 
through my translation with meticulous care and persiatiittl^ 
my attention tq^ every point where he thought it bett» tb JhOTO 
former wotdiniPbr amplify a passage id order tq icMdce if 
more clos^ tp the original author's intentions., Aftec 
t have in mos^cases accepted his view and made the

Hasan Askari, M.A. (Professor, Patna College), with an old tnanu- 
script of the Persian original, transaibed aboiit 1750, from the 
Waqf library of Diwan Nasir Ali (in Khujwan, Arrah district), 
which furnishes a much more correct text than the proUed Biblio- 
theca Indica edition and fills up certain soriniih gaps in the latter not 
noticed when the text was printed. My English translation has l.x'en 
jcvised a second time by collating it with this newlj' found manu- 
script under Professor N. B. Roy’s caie, and a great improveineiit 
effected. Most of the emendations I have made in the printed Persian 
te^i; from this manuscript and other authentic sonrct^, an; indicated 
by inserting in the body of the book the word Cor wilhiu brackets, 
without burdening the pages with a footnote on every variant reading. 
Many other obvious errors of the printed text also have been silently 
corrected. P'or this enhancement of the usefulness of the transhition, 
the reader’s gratitude is due to Professor Roy. 

Owing to the present difficulty of printing, the translation has 
been printed with a bjue minimum of the most necessary diacriticul 
marks, namely a, 7^, and the apostrophe for \iiit. But it hai been 
ootisidere<i unnecessary to insert these marks in the ca. e of vv»>ids 
which occur most frequently, or eoutinue the sysleni to the er^d of 
the book after following the rules for several page?*. Nor have I 
been able to maintain ttniformity in the spelling of proper names 
throughout such a long book full of such names. This is particularly 
the case with regard to the final h. 

The elaboiatc index ha.^ been prepared by Professor Nii>>ci 
Bhrsan Roy and ought to prove very helpful to the reader by reason 
of its accumulation of in.hjrniation and niethvxlicai arrangement. 'I'hc 
glossary of obscure words has been added by me.

-CHAPTER I 

WAR OF vSOCCESSlON BEOINS 

[‘2]* On the 6th Sept. 1657/7th Zil.H., 1067 A.H. 
the Ivmperor Shah Jahan, who will henceforth be desijiiiatec! 
'Ala Hazrat , — fell ill at Delhi, [3] and had to give up the 
work of government. His eldest son, Dara Shukoh, sci/;ing 
the opportunity, clased the roads of the arrival of news from 
the provinces, and this led to great disorder in the Empire ; 
(so that) Murad Bakhsh^ the fourth son of the Emperor, and 
Subah(lar of Gujrat, crowned himself (there), ajid Shah 
Shuj'a, the Emjjeror’s second son, did the same thing in 
Bengal, and advanced with his army on Patna. Dara 
vShukoh, in his fear of Aurang'/sib’s power, (had) tried to 
alienate Shah Jahan ’s unind from him, and by means 
of various lies induced liim to recall to Court the army 
previously sent to reinforce Aurangzjb. And with the 
dc.sign that in the Emperor's lifelhuc and under his 
protection he v.ould get rid of Shuj'a and Murad Bakhsh 
and then with peace of mind turn to the affairs of the 
Det^'an and the removal of Aiuangzib, Darii conveyed the 
Pym^or TO, Agra when his di.seasc was at its \\<jrst. He 
sent Raja Jai Singh with imperial and hLs own troop.“ 
under the cohimand of his eldest son Sulaimau Shukoh 
against Shuj'a.^' At the sar^time dlaja Jaf-want Sir.gh, -- 
who being related to Shiili Jahan’.s motiier, was greatly 
trusted and given the title of Maharaja, and was one of the 
chief Rajas of Hindustan, was sent with a large army 
towards Malwa on the way to the Deccan, in order to 
bar the road. A separate force under Qasim Klian was 
appointed to accompany the Maharaja to Ujjaia, and, 
[4] if found politic, to start against Murad Bakhsh. 
Through Dara Shukoh’s magic arts the Emiieror’s mind

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was soniewhaL estranged from Aurangzib. He ordered ‘Isa 
Beg? Aurangzib’s agent (at Court), to be imprisoned for no 
offence, and confiscated his property; but after a time 
realising the ^bamefulness of this act released him. Among 
the villainous ways of Dara tJhukoh — ^what became the chief 
cause of Aurangzib’s wrath was the inclination of his heart 
to the principles (or practice.s) of tlie Hindus and the 
spreading of disregard of Islamic religious prohibitions 
{Ihahdt and [lhad). Therefore, considering it necessary to 
defend the faith and the State, Aurangzib determined to go 
to Shiib Jalifm and to can'v (witli himself) Murad Bakhsh, 
who after doing some foolish acts, had at this time siil)- 
missively beggedi the firitronage- of Aurangzib. As it was 
probable that Jaswant Singh and ^asiin Kiian would fight, 
Aurangzib prudently collected the incan.s of wMr, and on 
Monday, the 25th January, Jd58;Tst Janiad A., lOfiB A.H., 
started from Aurangabad towards Burhanpur, where he 
arrived on Thursday, the lUh P'ebruar\7‘25th Taraad A., 
and w’hence he scut a letter to Shah Jahan (Ix'gging i)er- 
mi.ssiou) to vi.sit him in his illnes.s. bio reply came in one 
month, but alarming news continued to .u rive. fa.suanL, at 
the instigation of Dara Shukoh, displayed aggression. On 
the. 20th March/25th Jamad S., Aurangzib .started for 
Agra, and on W'cdne.sday, the 14th April /2l.st Raj.ib, when 
marching from Dipalpur [51 he met on the way Murad 
Bakh.sh, who had come from Ahmadiibad to sec him. 
Aurangzib halted at Dharmatpur (situated 7 kos fn»ni 
Ujjaiii), one kos off from whidi village Jaswant Singh and 
Qasim Khan had encami>cd for the pnrjxisc of fighting. 
The enemy .stepfied beyond their limits and prepared for 
fight. On Tlnirsdav, the 15th April 1058/22nd Kajab, 
Aurangzib marshalled his army iii battle order, and beat 
his drums for battle. Jaswant, too, drew up his troops and 
rode (out) to fight, and the two armie.s clashed together. 
Though the Hindus were very numerous they were 
slaughtered, and at last Jaswant look to flight with a small 
party towards his ‘home’ Marwar. 

[*>1 Qusim Khan and other imijci-ial soldiers considered 
it fortunate to fly with their lives from such destruction. 
Aurangzib gained the victor}? and captured all the property 
of the.eneniy,^ At the Prince’s order nearly .six thousand 
dead bixliSS of-the enemy were counted. 

On SnilSay the 23rd May 1658/lst Ramzan, 
Aurangzib grossed the ClWRbal and heard that Dara 
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Sluikoh had advanced from Dholpur. On Friday, the 
28th May /6th Ramzan, he arrived near the army of Diiifi 
and baited at a distance of kos. Darii on horseback 
advanced that da}^ a littK' in front of his c:unp, hut not 
daring to step further in his fear of Aurangzib, he toniiented 
his soldiers, who were all fully armed, by keening them all 
the day in the burning wind. Vast nunilrers pc-rislied of 
.excessive hunger and thirst. At the end of the day he 
retired to his place. The following day, Auran^^^zib ordered 
his army to advance towards Agra. That morning, the 
29tli May 1658/7th Ramzan, Dfira drew up his army on 
the ground he had taken up the dav l>efore and advanced 
against the army of Aurangzib. A violent baltle foiltAved: 
it began with the roar of gnn.^ and muskets on both sides ; 
and the fire of slaughter blazed forth. Rustam Khan, 
Rao Chhatra Sid, Raja Rai Singh Rathor and oilier chief.s 
of Dara’s army were .slain, and although f7| he still liacl 
a (large) body of tiwps with himself, his liriiiness was 
shaken ; he descended from his elephant and mounted his 
horse. At this untimely move on hi.> jxirt liis .soldiers were 
disturbed in mind and look to flight. The breeze of victory 
blew oil Auraugzib*s banners. One of the wonderful sigu.« 
of Aurangzib’s fortune was this, that, while so mam 
Commanders of Dara Shukoh were .slain that the like 
not seen in any other battle, — not to speak of his lo.sses in 
common soldiers - not one of the leaders of the victorious 
aimy i^erished except ‘Azam Khan alias Multafat Khan, 
vs’ho died after the \'ictory from the violence of the (hcit) 
w'ind. 

Darn after hi.*? flight arrived at his house in Agra in the 
evening with his son and a few servants, and after staying 
for three jnahars (quarters) of the night took tlie road to 
Delhi. Aui'arigzib, after rendering thank.s to I he Giver oi 
Victory, reached the enemy's camp, and slaved in the tent 
of Dara vShukoli, wliich wm.s stamling. Next day the army 
marcbetl to Samugarli. This day he sent a linmble letter 
of apology to Shall jalian, excising himself for the occur- 
rence of the battle. On Tuesday the Jnne . J'Jth Ramzan, 
he reached the garden of Nmnianzil situated in Agra. Shah 
Jahau sent a reply to the letter,* and on the day following 
presented to him a sword [8] named Alamgir. Die lugh 
grandees and other imperial officers came In tniops to the 
Court of Aurangzib in hope (of his patronage) and each 
received favours suited to his rank. On^ Friday, the llth 
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June/ •20th Rarazn.n he entered the city and occupied Dara 
Shtikoh’s palace. On the l‘2th June /21st Ramzan he learnt 
that Dara Shukoh had arrived at Delhi on the 6th Jitne/14th 
Ramzan. Although Aurangzib’s aim was to see Shah 
Jahan, j^ct Diirii had by secret letters filled the Emperor’s 
mind with d^^tnlst of Aurangzib. Therefore he gave up his 
design and on Srmdiiy the Idth June /22nd Ramzan .started 
for Delhi. Oti Tuesday, the 15th June/24th Ramzan, he 
received at Ghatsami the news of Diina’s flight from Delhi. 
On the 21.st June/oOth Ramzan, Bahadur Khan wa.s 
appointed to pursue Dara, As Murad Bakhsh was violently 
preparing for rebellion and was waiting for an oppor^nity 
to carry out his futile plans, Aurangzib made him a prisoner 
at Jlathurd, on Wednesday the 2ord ]unc/2nd Shawwal, 
and thus freed the p\.'ople from tnischief and tumult ; the 
captive was sent to the fort of Delhi under Shaikh Mir. 
On learning that Darii Sliukoh had started for Lahore, 
.'Vurangzib decided to set out for the Panjab. 

WR.ST CORONATl' >N' 

As astrologers indicated Wednesday the 21 st July /1st 
Zil Q., as an auspicious day for the accession, [l)| and n<> 
time was left to go to Delhi and make preparations for the 
ceremony, Auraugzil) stayed for a few hours in the garden 
of Aghrabad [ -Shiilamar], and sat on the throne at .the 
above-mentioned auspicious lime. The presorts which 
were made to the Princes, the high grandees, the mansabdars 
and other officers, are beyond numbi'ring. ‘Abdur Rfushid 
Tatawi found the date of accession in the Quranic text, 
Ali'it-aUah, &c. 


PUK.<4(;ir OR DARA 

As this coronation ceremony wa.s decided to Ire short, 
many of the rites of accession were put off to the .second 
(year’s) eeiemony, e.g., reading the khuLba, stamping 
coins, and settling the Kriiiieror’s title were not carried out 
on this ot^asimi but kept in abeyance. 

Be^e the acces.sion, an anny was srat ijmder Khalil- 
ullah join Bahadur Rhau, reach, the Satlcg, and 

arrangSiiowrossing that river. Aurangzib now' letoiht that 
Sulaimlh (^ukoh had hasten^ towatd.s Hardwar frost the, 
other side iSj tlxe Ganges river, intending to join his father 
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by the road of Saharanpur. Xuran^Kib api^ointeJ Aniirul- 
umarJ alia^ ^aista Ehan and Shaikh Mir ;;ntl other chiefs 
to engage in the expedition against him. On Thursday, 
the 22ttd July /2nd Zil Q., [10] he ordered his tents to Ije 
pitched outside, for the inarch to the I'anjab, On Wednes- 
day, tlie 4th August/loth Zit Q.. a letter was received from 
Bahadur Khan announcing the crossing of the Satlej by the 
imperial army and the flight of Dara’s men. At this time 
Sulaiman Shukoh fled into tlie hills of Kashmir and so the 
Emperor ordered the force .sent against him trt return. 

Dara after reaching Lahore collected iKsirly iMl.OriO 
troopers, and on hearing the nevv.s of Bahadur Khan and 
Kbalillullah Khan’s crossing the Satlej, he po.sted a large 
force under Daud Khau on the Bias river to bar their way, 
and sent Sipihr Shukoh alter him. Thereupi.u the limiXMor 
wisely ordered Raja jai Singh and a few other chiefs to 
join the first detachment. Dara learning of it foimcl that 
he could not resist, and started from !,.ihore towards !vluli.ui. 
At this lime Maharaja ja.swant Singh came fi-om hi;, 
country and ruWsed his forehead iu humility and shame at 
the threshold of the Court. The liinperoi graciously par- 
doned his faults, showed him itni»erial favours and sent him 
to Delhi. 

(!)n Sunday, the I2lh Sept. /’idih Zil. FI., tlie Em|)eror 
cAme to know from Klialilnllah f^han and other nol)les at 
Haibjitpuri Pati that Dara Shukoh had come out of Laliore 
with adequate cquii)ment and was intending to fight the 
imperial l'orce.s, and that on seeing thi.s the imperial t^Slcers 
had slackened their pursuit. Thereupon, the Ivmperor seni 
Prince ‘Azam from thi.s .station, with the unnecessary 
.s<.ddiers and baggage [11] to 1/ahorc, while he himself 
decided to make a forced march. When he learnt that D.ira 
vShukofa, without standing firmly even iu Miill.5n, had 
started for Bhakkar and that many of hi.s foiloweri had left 
him, and the causes of his trouble were on the increase, the 
Emperor gave up his forced march and ti a veiled bv ea.sy 
stages to Multan, without halting anywhere. Although Saf 
Shikan Khan had left Multan on Wednesday, the 22ud 
Sept./4th Muharram, in pursuit of Dara, yet for grcatcT 
caution Shaikh Mir too was sent with 9,0(')0 troopers on the 
same errand. At this time the limperor heard that hi.s 
brother Shah Shuj'a to whom he had been strongly attached 
before his accession, had come out of Bengal with hostile 
intentions. 
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Hence Aiirangzib set out from Multan on Thursday the 
fUHli Sept. /.12th Muharrain, and arrived in Delhi fort on 
Saturday, the 20th Nov. /4th Rabi. A., News of vShuj*a*s 
disturbance came in succession. The Emperor had intended 
to overlook (vShuj’a's conduct) as fjr as possible, but when 
Shuj'a audaciously advanced to the frontier of Benares, he 
determined to tight. The Emperor had no lielp hut to order 
Prince Muliammad Sultan to march out of Agra in that 
direction on Saturday, the 4th Dec. /18th Rabi, A. As it 
was repeatedly Jearnl that Shah Shuj‘a wished to advance 
beyond the limits of Benares, the Emperor considered it 
politic fo go Lo the hunting-hxlge of vSoron and wait foi' the 
news about Sliuj'a, so that if he returned towards Patna the 
Emperor would recall his deputed troops, otherwise he would 
fiillv engage in fhe expedition against him. [12] 

Therefore, on Thursday the 2ncl Dec. l()58/lGth 
Rabi. A., he left Ikdlii. On the Gth/2(M:h Rabi. A., news 
came that the deputed tro(>j)s hud reached EUawah on the 
5tb. The Emperor advanced hunting and reached Soron on 
Sunday, 10th Dec. /drd Rabi. S. As his design was to make 
a peaceful end to the affair of ShujM, he sent him a letter- 
full of gotxl counsels to learn the details of his intentions. 
Bui when ho learnt for certain that gentleness and mercy 
ucnild be thrown away on him, he set out from Soron on 
Ihiesday the 21st Deo. /5th Kabi. 8., to put him down. Order 
was sent to Jiluliammad Sultan and the detachment not to 
force an 'encounter but wait for junction with the Emperor. 

On Sunday the 2ud January, 1059/17th Rabi. S., the 
imperial tents were pitched outside the village of Korra, 
where Prince Mulianunad Sultan was staying with Hie 
advanced 'detachment, and four kos from which Shuj*a was 
waiting. Mu’azzam Khan, who had been summoned hy 
conmmnd from Klmndesh, arrived in the imperial camp oa 
this day. 


BATTi.U WITH SHArt SHUJ^A AT KHAJWA 

Shuj'a, planting his artillery in front, wished to 
marshal his ranks in battle array. On Tuesday, the 4th 
JanuarW19th Rabi. vS., the third day followitig the 
EnyjerSjh’s arrival at Korra, it was ordered that, the, artillery 
shoi^ld^ot be carried in front but made to dpp^te the 
army m Shuj'a, and the imperial army shouH/jbravely 
engftge in battle. [IS] At the imperial orders upon 
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waves of troops tiished forward, while tieariy 9l),<X)0 horse- 
meit prepared themselves for action. It was ordeieci that the 
Emperor’s camp and tents should remain where they wen . 

That day Shuj'a, too was engaged in marshalling his 
troops. After four gharis of the day had inssed, the 
Emperor traversed the distance separating (his camp) from 
Shuj‘ii’.s,*and when three prahars had pa,ssc(i he drew nj) his 
ranks a mile from Shuj'a’s armt'. Sliuj'a without advancing, 
sent some pieces of cannon in front and there was a hot fight 
til) nightfall, when Shuj'a withdrew hi.s artillery. After 
taking steps for precaution and watchfulness, strengti-.cning 
the entrenchments, and urging his tr(«ps to be on the alert, 
the Emperor retired to a small pavilion, pitched on llic 
battle-field. 

Towarchs the end of that night an event li.ipjicncd whicli 
sliort-.sighted men regarded as a catastrophe, and whicli 
caused a dispersion in the inijx'rial army. It wa.s as follows. 
The wicked Maharaja Ja.swaiit Singh, win* outwardly jao- 
fessod obc'dience but at heart sought for some occasion for 
ini.schicf, ?t tlic very time when the Emi>eror had given him 
the command of the right wing, planned to take to flight and 
informed Shuj’a of his design. At the end of the night, 
he turned back with all hi.s own troops and another body of 
Rajputs, and first pliinderc'l the camp of Muhammad vSultan 
which was in his way; great opjn’e.ssion [34] was committed 
on the camp ; alarming news spread ; mischievous people 
laid hands on the iiniierial effects and the pro^ierty of the 
nobles and soldiers. When the Ennieror heard of it, he did 
not stir from his place. Although ne.arly half of his army 
had dispersed, yet the Emjwror reiving on Providence did 
not pay any heed to his smallness of number, but set out for 
the battle-field. This day Shuj’a changed tlic formation he 
had adopted the day before, and drew up his Lroop.s lu 
another manner. 

The firing of rockets, guns and muskets bc'gan between 
the two sides. This day many .serious rever.ses befell the 
imjierial army; the Emperor had not more than 2, (Kit) 
cavalry round him.seif, yet in whatever side he turned his 
face or made a firm stand, the damage was repaired. And 
at the sight of his intrepidity and valour, his Bahram-like 
soldiers by their heroic exertions made .such a terrible de.s- 
truction of their, enemy that Shuj’a’s ranks were brokeu. 
He fled from the field, and the imneriaHsts gained this 
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vi-onderful victoty s<^ely through tJie aid bf Heaven ajOd not 
through their ovm efforts, [16] 

The Emperor ti>anked the Giver of- Victories, and, 
losing witli his. Army through the camp of Shuj‘a which 
was near the tank of Khajwa, halted. That very day 
he sent Prince Muhammad Sultan from the place in pursuit 
of Shuj'a, and himself stav'-d there till Tuesdhy, 11th 
January /2f'tli Rabi. S. On Wednesday, the IShh he 
"marched from the environs of Khajwa and on Friday the 
14th/29th Rabi. S., he came to the ijver Ganges. At that 
stage Mu’azzaui Khan and other great nobles were deputed 
to join Prince Muhatnuiad Sultan in pursuing Shuj'a. 

PtIRSL’IT OP T>ARA .SHUKOH Ct)NTmunD 

1 shall now w'rite about the army detached under Shaikh 
Mir and Saf Shikan Khan to pursue Diira. On Wednesday, 
the 2’ind Sept. /4tJi Muharram Saf Shikan Khan ha.s-teued 
from Multan in pursuit of Dara, crossed the Bias river and 
heard that Dara had gone further on. The Khan, therefore, 
advanced and .ifter a few day.'^’ halt in e.'ij->ectation of Shaikh 
Mir and Dilir Khan was joined by their army. News came 
that Dara had crossed the ri\'er at Bhakkar and halted at 
Sal;kar. The imiieri.’.l officers thought it l)est that Shaikh 
“Mir and Dilir Khan should cross the river with their soldiers 
.lud march along the other bank towards Sakkar, while vSaf 
Sliikan with his Inxips should hasten along Ihi.s side tow'.ards 
Bliakk-.r, .so that the enemy might be cru-shed between the 
two sides. 

Next day according to the plan Saf Shikan Khan [16] 
parted fronj Shuikli Mir and .started for Bhakkar. Shaikh 
Mir crossed the river in tw o days and arrived within 12 kos 
of Sakkar on Saturday^ the 23rd Oct. /6th Safar, his army 
reaching S.ikkar on the 24th. Three day.s before this Saf 
Shikan Khan had arrived at Bhakkar but had marched away 
the day before Shaikh Mir’s arrival. It was found that Dara 
had gone forward on the IBth Oct. /.30th Muharram, leaving 
hi.'; liiav}' baggage in the fort of Bhakkar, the rest of bis 
treasures and i)ro[)erty were in boats while he himself was 
travelling through tlie jungles. Baud Khan and other 
leadei-.s, among his followers "hamdg deserted him, (Dara) 
wanted to go from Sakkar towards QandabSr, pat at the 
desertSjCof his followers and. the refusal of Ws women he 
had stanWd for Tatta. Saf Shikan Khan left Agfear Khan 
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with a force at Bhakkar to press the siege Imrd .ind himself 
went towards Siwistaii. A letter of Muhammad Salih 
Tarkhan, qiladar of the place, now reached him sayiny 
that Dara had come within 5 kos of the fort, and that Saf 
Shikan Khan should come up quickly and bar the path of his 
treasure boats. The Khan sent his relation Muhammad 
Ma'sum in advance with a forc4, to pass beyond Diira’.'^ Ix)ats 
and entrench on the bank of me river. He hiiu.self marched 
at night, passed 3 kos from tWc front of Dara’s army, waited 
for the enemy’s boats, and wished to cross the river and 
attack the enemy. As Data's boats advanced and opjK)scd 
the arrival of the boats atconipanying Saf Shikan, lit s<;r.t 
a message to Muhammad Salih to send lH>ats from that side 
and also opjwse Dara. As Muhammad Salih wa.s not divinely 
guided to carry out this firder; he sent to say that on this 
side the water ([17] was waist-deep, and so the boat.s ivould 
pass by the other side; therefore Saf Shikan Khan did not 
cro.ss over. Next day it became evident from the dust -cloud 
on the other side that Dara was marching and removim; his 
boats by that side. Thus a splendid victory war trusiratcd 
through the duplicity of Muhapimad Salih. 

In short, Diira cro.s.sed the lov' hill of Siwi.stan, and Saf 
Shik.in Khan marched two .stages in jiursuit of him on that 
very side of the river. Shaikh Mir arriving on the other 
bank sent a mo.ssage saying that it was better that Saf Sliikaji 
Khan should cro.ss the river and rorue over to his side, so 
that the two might carry on the pursuit together. Theretore 
Saf Shikan Khan crossed the river, and le.init that Dara 
iiad reached Tatta and intended to go to Cujrat. Saf 
Sliikan Khan hastening before Shaikh Mir came within one 
kos of the river at Tatta, but Dara marched away tow^ard.s 
tiuji'at from the other bank of the river. Saf Shikan Khan 
crossed the river, by building a bridge in seven days. 

Meaulime an order was sent to Shaikh Mir. Dibr 
Khan, and Saf Shikan Khan to give up Iho pursuit and 
return to the Emperor. When the Emperoj heard oi Darii’s 
going to Gujrat, he returned from Allahabad. On Satur- 
day, the 15th January, 1659/lst Jamad. A., w'hile encam{X‘d 
on tlie bank of the Ganges he ie.arnt from Muhammad 
Sultan’s despatches of the capture of Allahabad. A.s it 
was necessary to punish Jaswant Singh, who wanted to join 
Dara, he sent Muhammad Amin Khan, Mir Bakhshi, with 
9,{K,X) cavalry from Gh&tainpur ou the X6th January /‘^nd 
Jamad. A., to destroy him,

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Darn, set out ou Monday, the 18th March /4th Rajab oh 
'return from Ajniir. 

A despatch from Prince Muhammad Sultan brouffht 
the news that-Shah Slinj'a had halted for a feu- days in 
Mungir wishing to I'eside there for some time, but through 
fear of the approach of the im^jerial army had fled towards 
Jahaiigirnagar, and Mu’azzam Khan had entered the fort 
of Mungir. On Thursday, Hie 7th April /24th Rajab, 
the Emperor icaohed Fathpur, and on Tuesday, the 
EHh April /(3th Shaban he started for Delhi. He ie.arut 
from Muhammad Sultan’s despatches that Shah Shiij’a, 
who had gone to Rajmahal before this, had removed his 
baggage to boats when the iniierial army approached that 
city, and Rajmahal, ion, was occupied by the imperiali.sts. 

News came tliat Dara after leaving Ajmir had gone to 
Gujrat I — AhruadubadJ and wished to .seize it a second 
time, hut Sard.'ir Khan, one of the oflicers of the Iwai rein- 
forcements [22] oppo.sed him, and Dani, giving up tlic 
desire of capluriug the city, fled for refuge to Kanhji Kuli. 
(jn .Monday the 2nd May, the Emperor reached the iialacc 
of Khizirabad. A hall of eleven days was made here, and 
oii Thursday the 12th May/2i)th Shaban, he entered the 
Delhi fort.

At the first auspicious corouation ceh:br:iaous hail hovrn 
^Teatly curtailed on account of the cKpcditiuu into the 
Pan jab and also want of leisure, the r<‘admj^ of the khittha, 
the stamping of coins, and the ]>rocluin:ition of the 
Emperor’s title had been postponed. Now that the '.vork 
of conquest had been completed, lie ordered liis officers to 
make preparations for the coronatiori celebrations, and lliey 
dhl their best. On Sunday. 5th Juxu: l()bt)/il4th Raniz;ui, 
when the Kinperor was 40 years 7 inontlis and IJf days 
(solar) or 41 3 'ears 10 mouths and 2 days (lunar) old, he, 
sat on the throne. . . . 

[ 28 j An eloquent khCiUb a.scended the pulpit and rejid 
an impressive khiifhah, and he was rewarded to his liearl’s 
conteiit. Such quantities of gold and silver coins wcic 
dislribiited in the name of the Km; in or that the wide l.ag 
( f hope was filled by picking them np. The courtiers 
bowed to do lionoui, and sang the praises of and prav^ed 
for tlie Pnnperor. The doors of imperial treasuries were 
opened to all people; and the ex:i>ectotjons of all, young and 
old, were fulfilled. 

Ill former limes the sacred Ouranic m./o (Kalwa) used 
to be .stamped on gold and silver coois, and sncli coins 
were cujijtantly touched with the hands and feet of men; 
Anrangzib said that if wocid be Ivdter to stamp some other 
words on coins. .At tins time Mir ‘Abdul Eaqi, ^\\r- 
named Suhbdi, showed the follcwiiig couplet of his own 
composition 

“King Auraugzib ‘Alaingir 
Stamped coins, in the world, like* tnc* bright 

full moon.” 

The Emperor liked it and ordered that one face of 
mohars and rupees should be stamfXid with this \erse and 
the other with the name of the mint^city and the year of 
accession (in which they would be coined). 

The Emperor's title on the giand seal was ordered to 
be engraved as Abul Zafar Muhi-iid-din Muhammad 
Aurangi^ib Bahadur ‘Alamgir Padishah Gha/i. It was 
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ordered that edicts should be issued announcing the accession 
and the iiappy news [24| df,*pr6tection and happiness to all 
{Jifts of the Empire. , Emperor with openhanded 
liberality gave, grand rewat'ds to the princes, begains and 
imperial handmaids ; every one of the nobles and faithful 
scrvant.s receivetl promotion and title according to his 
rank ; pious a,nd religious men, poets, nmsician.s and singers 
received suitable rewards and gifts. 

The Eniperw ordered that these entertainments should 
continue on the same scale up to Friday', the 19th 
August/ 10th Zil H., {the dale of Id-uz-biiha) and be joined 
to the latter, so that during the whole period the desires 
of. the people might lie ^gratified and their long-standing 
hopes realised. MullJxShah of Badakshaii found the date 

of the acce.ssiou,-Hf' tlie chronogram ZiU-al-} faq , “The 

Shadow of Truth”, 

Another scholar found the. date in Po.fishiih-i-wnlk-i- 
haji-iiiUm, and a third in /.ch-i-dnranf! lea idj-i-lmilhhdfidn. 
Mullii ‘As'.ixullah, son of Mulla Taqi of Isfahan jhlo 1 found 
the clu'ouograin in tlie word.s of Gul, Imidl-viulk-liJIn 
yiiliyia nuiii yishsiui. 

As the Emjieroi ’s (first) xicLorie.s were g;iined in the 
month of Raimcan, he ordered that in official records the 
first day of this month .should be counted as the commence- 
ment oi' ev'erv year of his reign. 

As the preceding .sovereign.s, following the practice of 
Jamshid and iVau.shirwau, u.sed to regard the first day of the 
month of Farw.irdi a.s a day of great rejoicing and to 
celebrate it with festivity', thi.s j>ious faith-protecting 
Emperor ordered that, in the place of the (Persian) now 
year's (nauroz) celebration, an imperial fe.stivity should be 
held every yegr in the month of Eamzan and continued to 
the hl-ul-ftlr (Oil th#lst Sliawwal), and that this celebration 
should be called the vishdt>-dfroz jashan. 

in order to put down forbidden practices and vices, 
Muilfi 'Auz Wajih, the chief of the learned men, was 
ap]K»inted Censor, and instead , of an annual stipend,, of 
15,()00p’ilpee<i he was given the mansah of a hazdrt (100 Ir.) 
Thank God that even now, owing to the piety of the 
Emperoi , the whole of Hindustan is free from the fihh of 
innovation and heresy. • ' ’ 

At this time the Emperor leamt fyoiiu the ne#?i4^€r 
of BeWg^Mat Prince Muhammad who

On Saturday the 2nd July/21sl Shawnai, n'-ns eaino 
to Court of the capture of Daru Shuhoh wi;h his .son Siinhr 
Shnkoli, on Friday the lutli Jnne/‘ 2 *.!th Raitizan bv Malik 
jiw'an, the 'zamindar of Dadar and 1*2(11 of tlic hasieninc 
of Bahadur Khan on receipt of tlie letter of ilio s-iKl .Mdik 
and his taking over charge of KAh the pn.soiKrs. The 
Amir-nl-ujiirirfi wa.s appointed Snhahdar of the Deccan nre 
Prince Muhainmad Mu’azzani, ’Aejidat KHan was niiuh- 
wnunandaiU of Daulatabad vice ’Aqil Khan, who with 
Wazir Khan was ordered to come to Court in the company 
of the prince. Saturday, the 2nd July, Ki.lU /21st Shawwai, 
was the Otii (solar) birtlid.iy of prince Muhammad ’\zam. 
He v.'as j>rcsented with a jewelled sarperli. a dagger with a 
pearl-.sct .sta'ap, and five horses. Malik jiwan was rewarded 
for D.'ira’.s capture by a rote of honour being .sent him, and 
the .♦•auk of a hazari (2(X) tr.) and the title of Bakliliar Khan 
Ixdng conferred on him. Qabil Khan Mimshi wanted to 
retire to seclu.sion ; lie wa.s given an annual stipend of 
5,f)()0 ru[H‘Cs. Raja Rajrup was sent to the liilhs of 
Srinagar, to hold tefoje Prithvipat, the zamiudar of that 
place, hoixjs and fears and thus induce him to surrender 
Sulaiman Sliukoh. News came, from Bengal that vSliaii 
vSbuj'a while going from .^kb-arnagar to Tanda had sms- 
trected from Alawardi Khan’s .ictioms a Hi.sh to desert him, 
and had therefore slain him and his son Saifullah. '‘At this 
time an order was issued to build a Shir lidji wall around 
the fort of Agra, and in three 3 'fcars the work was completeu 
under the supen ision of ’Itibiir Khan. 

On THe,^Hy, the 2 nd August/ 23rd Zil.Q., look place 
the. ceremony of weighing the ICmperor on hi.s 4*2nd lun*ir 
birthday ; gold of the Empcror’.s weight was distributed 
among the jxior; and all men, far anff near, were rendered 
happy by the granting of robes, piomolioii of rank, and the 
gift of jewels, horses, and elephants. 

, [27,] At this, time Bahadur Khan brought Daru ,Slmkoh 
to the exfdt^ - Court. He wa.s kept in the palace of 
JChissirlbSdv . As it WSS necessai-y for viriou.s reasons do 
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remove the dust of his life from the plain of ^‘the world of 
^the living, on the night of Tuesday, the 30tli August /21st 
Zil.H., the lamp of his life was quenched, and he was buried 
in Iluniavun’s tomb. Saif Khan was ordered to convey 
Sipihr Shukoh to the fort of Gwalior, and then return to 
Agra and be its Subahdar. Raja Jai Singh who had 
lagged behind Bahadur Khan am'ved at Court and vvas 
I’.onoured with favours. As owing to their many forced 
marches the Raja and Bahadur Kliaii had last many 
horses, the Emperor graviously presented the Raja with 
200 and the Khan with 100 horses. 

-At this time, according to his usual generosity the 
collection of road -toll (rdhdCiri) on the transit cf grains and 
other articles wa.< aboli.slied for ever. On tlii.': accoun'^ the 
Crown -lands made a sacrifice to the amount of 35 laklis of 
rupee.s a year ; and what was given up for the whole Rnipife 
cannot be imagined. 

At this time oulfiqar Khan Qaranianhi died. Tl’.e 
Emperor graciously consoled hi.s son Asad Khan and his 
son-in-law Namdar Khan by the grant of robes of lumoiir. 
Bakhtiar Khan zamindar of D.idar wa.s sent back to his 
estate. Mu’azzam Khan during his service under Qutb-ul- 
nmlk liad conquered the country of Kaniatik; one of it.s 
strong forts, Kanji Kota, (Gandi Kota) [28 1 wa.s held by the. 
men of the Kh.an. but Qutb-ul-inulk coveted it. Mir Ahmad 
Khvvali vvith the title of Mustafa Khan was sent to govern 
this country. New.s came from the province of Kabul that 
Shej-ullah [ — Sher Beg j, son of S’adat Khan, grand.son of 
'rarbiyat Khan deceased, had .slain his father with a dagger. 
The Euqx>ror ordered Mahabat Khun the nazim to imprison 
him, and apiKjinted Shamsliir Khan as commandant of 
Kabul fort 'ice the murdered man. 

Now came from Tunin-Iand that love had changed into 
quarrel between Subhan Quli Khan, ruler of Bal&, and 
his brother Qiisini Sultan, who held command of the fort 
and that Subhan Quli Khan liad got rid of him by clever 
devices. 

The going over of .Prince Muhaqimad Sultan to Shuj’a 
w’us a great i alamity to the army in Bengal. Though the 
Emperor felt rca.ssured h’ora Mu’azzam Khaa’s commanding 
the army, yet after the celebration erf the wrighi^-Ciepiam^ ’ 
at the.xdihmencement of the 41st solar year of his- life,— 
when thittid^ires- or the p«>ple were sedated with gifts— ■ 
he set out. as a measure of ^cau^i^ with tlw army towards

the bank of the Ganges on Sunday, the It-lth Nov./tith 
Rabi.A. Raja Jai Singh was rewarded with one lakh ol 
rupees ; Raja Jaswant Singh was pardoned andVeslored to 
the title of Maharaja. 

’ Mir Ibrahim, son of the late Mir Nuinan, w.is dcniaed 
to convey article.s wo'-lli 0 lakhs and dO.O(X) nij)ees to tlie 
Sharifs of Mecca and Medina. On Thursday the '24th 
November/ 19th Kabi.A., the Kniperor reached Garhmuk- 
teshwar. ()3i Sunday the 27th /22ud Rabi A., Piince Mu- 
hammad Mu’azjiam with Wazir Khan having- arrived troni 
tlie Deccan, [29] had audience of the Emperot . On Ihiesday 
the 20th Deeemoer/lStl) Rabi.S., the Prince- was married 
to a high-born lady of Khura.san. On Saturday, the 7ih 
January, lG00/4th Jamad.A., the Empe>-or ’narchcd fron! 
Garhmukte.shuar towards Allahabad. At this time a 
de.spatch came from Mn’azzam Kh-an stating that he Iirul 
crossed tlie Ganges, determined to end the war with »Stuij'a, 
while Shuj’a had left Tanda which was liis niiliiary base 
for Dacca. As the real object of this march of the Ivrnjx'ror 
was to .strengtlicn the army of Bengal, and -as liis mind was 
quieted alKait that affair, he returned from j Mau i Sham- 
sab.-id toward.s Delhi, the fort of which he entered on 
?donday, the IGth February, 1000/1 1th Janvad.S. 

A.s it was the jnons Emperor’.s intention to offer obli- 
gatory prayer s in congregation, by the side of hi.s retiring 
place, he laid the foundation of a small mosque, of marble 
with carviiig.s plants and fret-work of various kinds. It 
rvas completed in the .space of d yeans at an exix'nditure of 
one lakh and GO, 000 rupees. ’Aqil Khan h'und the chrono- 
gram in the holy verse, Inml-niasiijiil-iUa jala iafua- 
ma'-allah. 

At this time new.s came from Bengal that prince 
Muliammad Sultan [30] at the tii-ne of Shuj’ri’.s flight to 
Dacc.'i bad repented of his conduct, come back to Akbar- 
nagar in the same way that he had left it, and joined Islam 
Khan. Muhammad Mirak, macebearer, carried lo him a 
robe with mrities from the Enijreror, and Fidai Khan wris 
ordered to bring the Prince to Court. When he arrived 
near the capital, Ahih Yar Khan went forward on ri.nrs- 
day, the 26th April, 16G0/25tli Shaban, .md vouvoved 
him bj’ water to vSalimgarh, hi.s custody being given to 
Mu’atamad Khan.

CHAPTER III 

THIRD VEAK OK RKIGN : (1070 A.H.) 

],st Maj', 1060 — loth April, 1601 

Now bc.i'an the mojith of Ranizati. On Thursday, the 
24tli May, 1000/‘21th Ramzan, 1070 A.H., a charming and 
grand assembly was lield, and joyous music was played. 

On thi.s auspicious day news came from Bengal that 
Shuj’a, unable to make a .stand at Dacca, had fted to Arakan, 
on Sunday, the Gill May/Otli Ramz.iu ard that Mu’o/.zam 
Khan had entered Dacca. 

It had been ordered that the (Celebrations .should iK-gin 
on the “24th Rainzati, the date of the 2nd acce.s.sioii, and be 
•'arried on to the ‘Id-ul-fitr. During thi.s ]x.\riod al! oh'icers 
of the Court far r.nd near, great and small, were [61 i 
gratified with gifts by the Emperor. On the morning of 
the 'Td day the Etnjx-ror went to the moscjuc, and for twf) 
days after the Td the festivilics and banquets vvcrc contimu'd. 

I .shall now leave the account of tl.e incidents of thv“ 
Court, but thi.s .small book cannot held e'.cu an abridged 
history of the o;vurrence.s of Bengal and the CKertious of 
tlic imperial army, which had been deputed from .Allahabad 
in January lGo9 under the leadership of Prince Muhammad 
Sultan and Mu'az/aim Khan in pursuit of Shuj’a. There- 
fore I give up the attempt to describe thi.'' affair in detail. 
SuJfice it to say tb.at the march of the imjierial army put 
Sliuj’a to .such hard straits that none could hold with him 
save Sacyid ‘Alam Badali-ka.sh, one of the vSayyids of 
Barha, and Sayyid Quli Uzbak with twelve Mughals and a 
few other men. After- txavensiiig calamitous regions, he 
reached the most villainous island of Arakan where lie was 
entrapiied in the snare of that land of infidels. His fate will 
be narrated in the proper pdace. 

(^1 Sunday, the 15th July, 1660/17th Zil. Q., the 
Ivmperor was w'eighed on his ^th lunar birthdays The 
people were rewarded. The princes received mtaiy kinds 
of.favpur. jMu’ajszara Khan 132], the general in Bengal, 
was given the high titles of Knan-i-Khato3n aad BipahsalSr 
and t^i^ank of a 7 hazm, (7 feasor dnaspa and setiaspa) ; 
a robe a jewelled .sword were sent to him in reward of 
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his suppression of Shu j 'a* All kinds of reward <iik1 favoui 
were bestowed on the commanders of the army scat lo 
Bengal and on the viceroj^s and courtiers. 

Najabat Khan wlio for some offemes luul incm reii ilic 
imperial wrath, now got his pardon, carae unarmed .md was 
cherished with the gift of a sword. Mansur, broDier the 
Kashghar chief 'Abdullah Khan and MaluK, the bivlliei 
son of the Khan, who in fear of him had come to Iiiuia 
by way of Badakhshan had audience and entcicd the 
imperial service?. Presents from the Bcgani Saliib und 
other begams and princes, consisting of jewels : nd jcwcdled 
ware, were presented to the Kmperor and accented. At t!ic 
joyous ’ld-uz-/.aha 7th August royal pifts v cu: 

bestowed on vast nuinlxrs of people. 

Rao Kaj'n Bhurtia [of Bikaiiir j, at Dara’s instigation 
had come lioine from the Deccan without permissicai. Amir 
Khan was now sent to that quarter to take ii;e frighlciied 
and humiliated man with himsedf if he begged paitloii, 
ot1)cr\visc to boldly extirpate him. When the Khau reached 
the frontier of Bikanir, the Rao came a)icl waited on hiiii 
and through the KhaiiN interccssitm was iutrodiiccd to the 
forgiving Emperor and received gifts. 

On Sunday, :^nd ScidoiTjkT/7t!i Muliarrani [‘/3'j, 
iklilas Klian Khv/eshgi, who brought the lrec.sures, jewels, 
other effect.s and vvonwn of Shuj a from Jlengal, liad 
audience. At this lime the fort of Chakna situated in Konkan 
was conquered by the Ajiiir-ukumani, viceroy of the 
Deccan, who had been sent out to imt down the wicked Shiva 
and to capture his strong places, which lie had seized owing 
to changes (decay) in the Bijapnr • administration and the 
slaughter of AlV.al, the Bijapuri leader. The Kliaii after 
properly punishing Shiva’s men, established ompo.^ts in 
some ’places. 

At this lime took place the festivitv of the weighijig of 
the Emperor on his 4ord solar birthday and vast numbers 
of men were gratified with favour.s. 

At this time Parenda was c:\pturcd- witiioat a blew. 
Ghulib^ the *Adil Shfilii commandant of the ^ort, proposed 
to the Aniir-ul-iunara the surrender of the fort, l^ith a view 
to entering the imperial service. The AmirUiUmara sent 
Mufcbtar Kban as qil’adar and summoned Ghalib to himself, 
and oilvbehalf of the Emperor gave him the rank of 4 ha uni, 
the title of Khan and other rewards. At this time l^ritlui 
SJngb, zamindar of the Srinagar hills, wroL<j,a letter to Raja 
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Jai Singh bogging pardon for his offences and dfering to 
^surrender Siiluinian Shukoli. At the Raja’s request, his 
sou Kiiniar Ram Singh was given leave to depart for 
bringing away Sulaiman, and he brought him to Delhi on 
Thursday, the 27th December, 16G0/5th Jamad. A. He 
was kept in Salimgaih. On Tuesday, the 35th Jan. 
lOGl /24th Jamad. A. Murtaza Khan conveyed him and 
prince Muhammad Sultaji to Gwalior and entrusted them 
to Mu'atamaci Khan, its qiladar. 

When the Kmperor Jearnt from the news-letters of the 
port of Supt [3-4; that Husain Pasha, governor of Basra, 
had sent with his scrx .iut ^asim Aqa, a letter of coiignitula- 
tion on his accession nnth horses of the Persian breed fi>r the 
limperor, an order was issued on Mustafa Khan collector 
(tuutasaddi) of the jjort of Surat to give Qasim Aqa 4,000 
rupees Tor his e::ncnses, aiul send him to the Court. At 
tills time liirahiiu Reg, envoy of Subhan Quli Khan ruler 
of Ralkh, arrived at Court with a letter and pi'jseats 

of Turar-liind. As lie had an old ailment, he died iu a few 
days; his companioiis were given robes and ‘iO,(KH) rupees 
and sent awuv. 

As famine appeared in many places of the .Pmpire, it 
was ordered that in rd,htion to the jiennanent alms-hauses 
ten more should be ojKUied in TVllo and twelve otlur.s in 
the ]>argnnalis an'iitid it for the relief of the poor. Similar 
arrangements were made in .I,aliore. In iiddition to the 
sunounts customarily spent in the months of Muhorram, 
Rajab, Sha*ban, Ram/un, Rabi'-ul-awwal, j;nd Zilbijj, this 
year double the amount was distributed. Orders were issucii 
to tlie grandees down to commanders of a thousand that they 
should practise charity on their own account, and this .alms- 
giving continued until the scaivity was turned into plenty. 



CHAI^ERIV 

FOURTH YKAR OF THR REIGN. (]()7l A K.) 

20 April 1061---9 April ^002 

With the month of Ramzan [.%] liegan the 4th year 
of the reign. The 24th of Ramzan was the anniver.'^aiy ot 
the Coronation, and last year the celebration.s !K;;an thi-.t 
date. But as owing to the fast the jxtople It, id no liking 
for enlertainnjent, the coinmencement of thi.s- Lelcbration 
wa.s iKXstixmed to the day of ‘Id (1st Sliawwal) ani it was 
given a duration of ten days. A son was fxM-n u, Prince 
Muhammad Mu’azzam, and named .Sultan .MMliamma.’ 
MtiiV.uddin. 

_ The Emperor learnt that .Budiiq Beg. amba,ssadi>r of 
Shah ’Abbas JI, king of Persia, had entered Multan on 
Friday, the 10th Apiil, 1661 ,, 29th Shaban, Tarbiyat Khan, 
the. .Subahdrir, had entertained him hosjiitably and picsented 
him with rupees aiid nine picce.s of cloth. At l.ahore 

Khalilullah Khan very haepitably treated him and gave him 
20, 000 rupees, an enamelled sword and dagger, and seven 
pieces of cloth from among the rarities of India. When he 
arrived at Sarai Baoli, food fjom tlic Emperor’s own table 
w as sent to him, and he was ordered to lla^•c audience on the 
22nd May /3rd Shaww.al. 

AVhen ilie mouth of Siuuvvval lK*gan. pre|)aratioHS ■.'•ort; 
made fur the rf> 3 ''al fe.sii\’ities, as ordered bt'fore. The 
Emperor went to the ‘Idgah. (20th May iOOl, ‘Id-ul-fitr.) 
After his return from that jdacc he engaged iti gratify ing 
the desires of the Wvirld : the Princes, nobles. Raja.s, a.uiix.s, 
all received rewards and gills Iwvond their de.s’'‘c. 

Qasim Aqa Rumi at int.jr\dcw’ pre.sented five Arab 
horses a.s an offering from Hmsain Pasha [3(5 1, and some 
nurses and Georgian slaves also on his turn account, fie wa.s 
favoured with a robe and 5, 0(H) rupees. When Budaq Beg, 
envoy of Persia, eaine to the outskirts of Delhi, on the 3rd 
day from the ‘Id, 22nd or 23rd Afay, .Asad Khan, .Saif Khan 
and Multafat Khan {inducted him from outside the city to 
the Presence. The interview was ordered to take pjac.; in 
the Hall of Audience. After bowing he presented the Shah’.s 
letter of congratnlation on the Emperor’s acce.ssion. A robe, 
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a turban-jewel (jigha), a jewelled dagger, a festive argaja 
with a gold cup and saucer, and betels with a gold betel- 
casket and tray, were presented to him. The mansion of 
Rustam Khan was assigned for his residence, and Mir ’Aaiz 
Hadakhshi as his care-taker. On Sunday the 'i6th May /7th 
f^haww.al, the Shah’s presents were offered lo the Emperor; 
these included 66 honses, one round pearl weighing 37 carat, 
.and these were valued in all at four lakh and 22,000 rupee.®. 

On Saturdaj' the 6th July, 1661 /19th Zil. Q., the 
Em}3eror was rveighed on his 45th lunar birthday, in the 
customary way; oil j^eoplc, great and small, at Court and 
in the provinces rc-cei\’ed pre.'-ents. On Saturday, the 27th 
July/lOth Zil, H., the 'Id-uz-zuha took pl.acc. The Emperor 
gave rcnige to the F’etsian envoy, with a reward of one lakh 
of ruiTces, robes, an enamelled dagger, witli*.i i)earl strsi]). 
a horse with gold s.a(ldle and bridle, .an elephant with gold 
litter and .silver trappings, a gold-embtoidered hou.sing, one 
daruii elephant, and a ^dlfH with gold trappings. It was 
.stated that a replv to the 8hrili’.s letter wrathl be .soon }37 i 
.sent. From first to last .5 lakks of rupee.® were bestowed on 
the ambassador and 35 thousand impees c-n his couijianion.s. 
’.\ipl Khan begged pirmi.ssion to go into retirement; an 
annual subsi.stcnce of 9,006 rupee.® was settled on him. 

The Kmix^ror wa.® weighed on his 41tii .solar birthd.iv, 
and conferred favours on all. Qisiin Aqii, an officer of H usain 
Piisha, was sent back with J2,(KX) rupee.'-- and a rptx-, .and 
hi.s comp.anions got 1,000 rupee.® ; a jewelled sword was st-nt 
for the Pasha. 

()u Sunday, the 17tii November /4th Rabi. S., Khw5ja 
Ahmad, .son of'Khwaja Kha-wand Mahmud, einoy of ’ Abdul, 
’Aziz Khan the ruler of Bukhara, arrived in the enyiron.s of 
Delhi. Saif Khan advancing conducted him to the lvmi>cror. 
He presented a letter and gifts consisting of roadster Turki 
horses, large twc-hunipt:d male and female camels and other 
things, one of wliii-h being a ruby worth 24,000 rupees. 'J'he 
Emperor graciously ga.ve him that da 3 ' a rolw, a dagger with 
a pearl strap, 20,000 rut>ees and a mansion to .suy in. 

, ’ At this time the daughter of Raja Rup Singh, vrho hau. 
been :on verted to Islam and brought up in the imperial 
harem, was married to Prince Mnhanimad Mtt’azzam. The 
details of this splendid ceremony can be learnt froth the 
honouied book {' Alamgimamah) * * * :* .

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ACCOUNT OK THli CON^UfiSt OFKUCH BIHAR AND ASSAM 

Towards the end of the year 16f57 A.D./1()67 A.H., 
owing to the illness of Shah Juhau, disturbances broke out 
in all the frontiers, Bliim [=Pran] Narain, zatnindar of 
Kuril Bihar occupieil the Kainrup district, appertaining to 
the imperial dominions. Just then Jayadhnaj Singh, Raja 
of Assam, who considered his country safe from the inroad 
of the imperial army and wanted to conquer the aforesaid 
district deputed a large army by the land-route to the 
district, [40 J of Kiimrup. 

The Khan-i-Kluiiutn, knowing the invasion of these two 
countries to be urgent, started from Khizrpnr by order of 
the Emperor, on Friday the 1st November, lOfil/lBth 
Rain. A. His army occupied the city of Kuch Bihar on 
Thursday; the lOth Dec., '7th Jamad. A., and named it, 
'Alamgir-nagar. On Thunidaj', the 9th January, KiOii/ 
28th Jamad". A., the army set out for the conquc.st of Assam 
by way of Ghoraghat. After campaigning for live months, 
the Isla.’uic standard \\as planted in Garhgaon, tlic capital 
of Assam, on Monday, the 17th March /(ith Shabun. I 
cannot describe in detail what the ‘AUm/iinmmah gi\es 
fully, namely, the great de.signs of the faithful army, tlicir 
e.xcrtions and hardships in tliis campaign through extreme 
devotion and fidelity to the Emjieror, the capture of eonnt-

Although Maharaja Jaswant Singh greatly exerted 
liinuself to root out Shiva, to desolate his country, and to 
conquer liis forts, yet no result satisfactory to the imperial- 
ists was produced.

His brainless hea«l 
led him b* mak'* a tumult. The Emperor ordered that he 
should return to liis IcKlgiiig, that Kumar Riini Singh 
.should make him alight in a house near his own paviilion 
and bring hi.s .son Sumbha with himself to tlie audience^ and 
tiiafji^Fuiad Khan should Avatch him in view of the fraMand 
sat||nic trickery of this arch-deceiver. 

;.A royal letter conraining all these matters wa.s sent to 
Rjaja Jai v^ingh [561 afiking him to wnrite what he considered 
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politic, so that Shiva might be treated accordingly. After 
two or three days, ihis knave in terror of the Kin[>eror’s 
wrath, turned to contriving somc 4emedy; and )>eseco!nn.L» 
the intercession of the nobles, he professed submission -and 
repentance. About this time the despatch of [ai Singii was 
received, saying ‘‘I have given him promise and assurance 
of safety and he is engaged in our warfare in this region. 
Pardoning Ins offences would be advisabk”. Tliorefoit* 
Philad Khan was ordered to remove tlie guarcis from his 
house. Kumar Ram Singh, too, slackened his wau*h. This 
artful cheat feigning sickness fled with hi.s son on v^undiiy, 
the 19th Augnst/27th Safar. Tliereuiou, Kinuar Ram 
Singh \vas diMnissed from his mauf^ah. An order wns sent 
to Raja Jai Singh saying tlmt the troublc-makei W.laji, 
who was related to Shiva and had been crc;itcd a o-h.izcii'i 
(same tr.) at the Raja*s request and was staying n itli liim, 
should l.>e arrested by cunning and scut i1k* Court. 

A.s the Emperor Itad deiddcd on going to Delhi, for 
transacting t'crtain affairs, he sent in : dvauce the Begam 
Sfihib and other ladies of the harem. 

At this time ti despatch of Taibiyat Khan, \viu> bad 
been sent on an emb«i.ssy to Persia w’a,s received, stating the 
wickedne.ss of heart, folly, violence of temper, and iiniiu igi li- 
able haughtines.s of ilu' wretched vSliah 'Abbas, :ii\d reporting 
that he wished to go Khui'a--iin with a view to v\ aging 
war. After Tailhvat Khan’s arrival at th.e Cciurt, this 
matter w-as again comnninlc.otcd to the Knipcror by him and 
other reporters. The Emperor delcrinined to punish this 
empty-headed king, who wished to destroy the .illiance 
between tliem without any reason, j 57 i Accordingly he 
flrst deputed Prince Muhammad Mida/zam with Maharaja 
Jaswant vSiugh and declared that he liiinself wonhl iUarch 
to the Panjab. As Tarbiv at Khan laid c( 011101 ted sotne 
faults in conducting the emba.*'’s\y he was forbidden the 
Court. On Tuesday, the 9th Octolxu /19th Rabi. S., the 
Emperor .set out by the Jamima from ;\gra to Delhi, wliicb 
wa.s reached in 14 stages. 

\ On Satnrda}^ the 27th October /8ih Janiad. A., l,e uas 
weighed on his 49th solar birthday. Amir Khati, nazim 
of Kabul had arrested and sent some Mughals to the Conit 
uti the suspicion of their being spies. The Emperor 
apj^int^ ‘Itimad Khan and Mulla ‘Abdul Qawi to inv esti- 
gate their case. The Khan took one of them 'vithout chains 
or handcuffs to his private room. Suddenly the man rushed 
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out of the room, went to the servant who stood outside with 
his weapons, snatched away his sword, and returning struck 
the Kh.in and killed him. The people around, cut the man 
doMi. The hhniHiror was grieved, to hear of the death of 
such a faithful old servant, and gave robes and promotions 
to his sons and other relatives. He visited the mansion of 
J‘afar Khan the premier noble, who offered presents of 
jewels and jewelled ware.

A. His minister placed his 
eldest son MiVza Sail on the thnme. On Wednesday, the 
I'Jfli D.:c«.‘inher ■'•24th Janiacl. S.. Aurangzib leantl this news 
at his private 'innlin.e- lodge (///iJs shik.ir) from tlie letters 
ol report'-'fs on the ftciiUiers, and said “My wish was 
different (from thisj. But its the True Avenger hasjmnislicd 
him for .his sins, it would not lj<- generous and heroic to send 
an arm-'' a.gainr.t the country of Iian". So an order was sent 
to Prince Mnhaiuin.'.l Midazzani not to advance beyond 
(aihoi'e, but stay there for a few days. 

Huliadiir Kiian, an ofHctr sent with the Prince, returned 
from the way to the Court, and was sent to Allahabad as 
Suhahdar. Raja Jai Singh, after arresting .Shiva's relation 
N'ctaji sent him to the- Court. He was made over to Fidiii 
i'ilirin and aecepled Islam. 

Ati Raja Jai Singh after concluding the expedition 
against Shiva, had gone with the imperial army to punish 
‘Adil Khan, Abul Muhammad, gianvTson of Bahlol, one ol 
the ‘Adil Shalii chiefs .joined the Raja, after two .stages had 
ixsiii pa.ssed. Tiie n'.Mv-eomer was created a ii-hasari (same 
number of troopersi at tlio Raja’s request and apjwintcd to 
assist in tile war. At th.e Raja’s command and through 
the exertions and services of Shiva and bis general Netaji 
I off] the forts Plialtan, Tliathwara, Khawan, and Manga 1- 
k-da were cai»turcu. J>urin,g thi.s period many heroic attacks 
and fight.s look place with 'Abul Mubammao, Khawa.s Khan 
and %ir countless army. The imperial army triumphed; 
alhthe \ iila.ges .idjacenl'to Bijapur were rcpeaRxlly overrun 
and Harried hr our tvoop.s.

robes, tents, pavilions, precious carpets, and all other articles 
of .splendour, were sent with them; and the above officers 
were ordered to hasten to Kashmir, meet the noble Khan 
there, and act as his caretakers till his arrival at the Court.

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On Thursday, the 19th Dcvembcr/lSth Rajah, 
Danishinand Khan was made Mir Bjikslii vire Muhammad 
Amin Khan, 'and presented with a special robe and a jewelled 
pen-case. At this time Khwaja Bahlol w'as appointed com- 
mandant of Gwalior vice Muhammad Mu'atamad Khan aiiil 
received a robe, a horse, a dagger, and the title of Khidmat- 
gar Khan, while the title of Khidinatgar Khan was changed 
to Khidmatguzar Khan, At this time it was learnt from 
the news-reports of Bengal that the wretched Assamese had

With the month of Ramzan, the 11th yeai- began, 'fhc 
courtiers set Sbout making preparations for the (annual 
coronation) festivity. The month of Ramzan was .spent in 
fasting during the day aud remaining quiet at night. On 
Thursday, tlie 5th March/ 1st Shawwal, the Kmperor went 
to the mosque to perform the two-fold prayers of Td-ul-titi", 
and on his return sat on the throne in the Public Audience 
Hall. The Princes and ijeers made their .saiutation.s and 
were granted promotion;-!, robes of lionour, aud titles. 

Coronation Gazette : Muhammad ‘Azam got a robe and 
ii jewelled dhup, and Muhammad Kambakhsh .i roU'. 
Uindat-ul-mulk J'afar Khan was given a robe and a .silver- 
liilted dagger, Dani.shmand Khan, Mir Bakhshi, a robe, an 
elephant, and promotion to the rank of a o-Jiaedri (2,000 tr.). 
The imperial physician, gained promotion to the rank of 
2,500 zat, (100 tr.), [71] Himmat Khan to the rank of 
hazdri (1,200 tr.), and Lutfullaii Khan to that of ^yi 
hazdri (500 tr.), Muhammad Ism'ail, son of .5.sad Khan, 
got his appointment to the rank of 3-.vadf. Muhammad 
Y'aqub, .son of Shaikh Mir, formerly a ^-sadi (100 tr.) now 
got an increment of 200 troopers, ^brahim Khan was 
appointed Subahdar of Bihar, vice La.snkar Khan and raised 
to the rank of a ^-liazdn (5,000 tr.) Mahabat Khan, Subah- 
dar of Ahmadabad Gujrat, had audience, and wa.s created 
Subahdar of Kabul vice Sayvid Amir Khan. 

As the Emperor had no liking for pleasure, and his 
devotion to duty left him no time^for festivity, he ordered 
that the chief musician Khu.sh-hal Kh,in, Bisram Khan, 
Ras-bin, and others might come to the Court, but must not 
make music. Gradually (music) was entirely forbidden. 

On Thursday, the 12th March/8th Sh-awwal, ‘Abdullah 
Khan (the exmlled King of Kashghar), who had come to the 
environs of Delhi, alighted in one of the gardens. The 
Empemr Ordered arrangements to be made for his hospitably 
receptkm. On Sunday, the 15th March/llth Shawwal, 
Uroaat'^til-mnik J'afar Khan and Asad Khan '-went outside 
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tho city to brin^v him to His Majest.y. While riding he 
siwok hands with the two, came to tlw^ door of the Halls of 
Audience on horseback, thence reached the red barrier 
{kathra) in a palki, [72] and the silver barrier on foot. 
►Sitting down near the golden barrier, he partook of the 
Kinperor’s own bread and water, which had teen presented 
to him. He then kissed the jewelled .staff presented to him 
and took it in his ;'.nns. After one praliar and six gharis 
he went to see the ghusalkham, and then sat on the river- 
side. After an hour, the Kmperor appeared ;*the Khan went 
up to him, made his salutation, and shook hdiicls with Hi.s 
Majest 3 ^ The Emperor took him by the hand to the mosque. 
After half an hour he was permitted to depart. Ekkataz 
Khan, Mubariz Khan, .and Khwaja Muli.amtnad Sadiq ctjii- 
ducted him to the havdi of the late Rii.stam Khan, a charm- 
ing house w'hich had been fumished afresh with carpets 
and (Alier things from the Emperor’s ix‘rsot);il furnihire 
department. He was now presented with 11 lakhs of rujjees 
in cash, 20,()(M) ni])ees in kind, .and lb horses with tnq^ping.s 
of jewel, gold and .silver, ;ind gold-embroidered liorse-cloth, 
which had been a.ssemb!cd in tlio Audience Hall. He with 
his ladie.s pas.sed the whole of the next day in visiting and 
merry-making in the garden of Sahibabad.' [751! On behalf 
of the llegam vSaliib he w.xs presented with 20,000 rnj)ets, 
eighteen titans of ch'th, a jewelled dagger with phnl-katara, 
a jewelled betel-ca.se with a gold tra_v, an enamelled spittoon, 
a crystal chaughara, and 200 dishes of food with iirgajuh and 
ptln. On the 29th March /2.)th Shawwal, wdieu the EnijKtror 
after rising (from the throne) was .standing near the fountain 
of the Court, ‘Umdat-ul-niulk brought the Khan with him- 
self to the Presence. There was not a yard’s distance 
between them : The Khan bowed, the Emperor laid his 
hand on hi.s^ gracious breast. At bi.s command, be stood in 
front of the Ein|)eror near the fountain and was presented 
with a tuighun falcon. ‘Umdat-ul-mulk was commanded 
to entertain the Khan with an ele'phanl-light and to sit with 
liim there, wliile the Emperor went to his Khavirabgah 
{.sTeepiug room). 

On vSaturday, the 26th April /28rd Zil, Q., the Emper’or 
was w'eighed in the gbusal-khana, in the customary manner ; 
the 62^d lunar year of his life began. The Prihtes and the 
gnmd(i|s received many gifts; while the Beg^ ^hib and 
otlKT kdie,s and princes sent pretents to, the Emperor. On 
SuRtlay, the 3rd May /1st Zil. H., iPtahmat Banu, daughter 
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of the King of Assam, was manied to MuhaiimuicI ; 

the bride’s settlement was 1 lakh, 60,000 rupees. 

It was reported from the province of Tatt;., that lUe 
village of Samawani, in the jurisdiction of the jwit of l/ni 
[74], had sunk down with 30,(X)0 residents, owing to uu 
eartliquake. 

()n Tuesday, the l‘2th May /10th Zil. H.. the Ivinperor 
went to say his two-fold Tdnzzalui prayers. <,)ii Fi idav , the 
I7th Julv/17th Safar Muhammad 'Azam was crjitraeted U- 
jahanzeb Bauu Begam,* the daughter of D'uTi Shukoh and 
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Uidar Uakht. 

Nadini Baiiu Begain, who was the daughter of Jahan Banu 
I-kgaui, who was the daughter of Sultan Munld (4th of 
Akbar) and wife of Sultan Parwiz, tlie elder brother of 
Sliah Jahan; the cereniony was performed in the house of 
the IJinpcrorks elder sister Jahanara Banu, surnanied the 
Begam Saliib, who had brought her up like licr own 
daughter. ‘Umdat-ul-mulk Jhxfar Klian and oilier nobles 
conceyed l,fi0,000 rupees to her as nuptial present (.<achiq). 

On Saturday, 1st August/J3rd Rabi. A., Lashkar Khan 
was apix)inted Subahdar of Multan vice Tahir Khan, News 
came from Bengal that at first the dust was raised and then 
a terrible apparition of great height appeared; after some 
hours it disappeared. Tlien it was found that foj* half a 
league (round it) men and animals were lying !:illcd und 
wounded. On Monda3^ 14th September /ITlh Rabi.v^., 
news came from Jaunpur that heavy rain had fallen for 2*2 
days commencing on 7th August, Many high buildings and 
22 Anirds of the east wall of the fort had tumbled clown. In 
some places the lightning had struck ; some men liad beeti 
killed, others wdio had become senseless recovered conscious- 
ness with the loss of their hearing. 

‘Abdun Nabi Khan [76] after removal fro^p his post iit 
Fathpur Jhunjhnu, was created a 2-hami {1,(X)0 tr.) and 
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a])iK)intcd faujdar of Mathura. /Muhammad ‘Ali Khan wa.s 
appointed diwin of Raushanara Banu Begam. 
j The Emperor ordered the Subahdars and faujdars of 
jthe provinces of Allahabad and Oudh to search for and send 
tmanacled and fettered to the Court those men who castrated 
■'children and to regard it as a peremptory order that no one 
'should be allowed to engage in this wicked practice. 

On Wednesday, ‘21 .st Octolier 1668 /‘25th Jamad. A., the 
51st solar year of hi.s life began. The Emperor sat on the 
tlirone in tiie ghusiilkhana, which had been decorated for the 
ceremony of weighing. He stopped the practice of (birth- 
day) weighing. * * * Muhammad ‘Assam got a special 
robe with a half-sleeve co:it and a jew’elled turban. As 
‘Abdullah Khan after spending eight month.< in hap])iness 
in Delhi, wanted to visit the holy cities, [76] he received 
leave to depart. The imperial offic-ers prepared the requisites 
of his journey. Order.s were issued to the Subahdars, 
inagistrates and faujdars of the road fi-oin Delhi to Surat 
that they .should conduct the Khan through their respective 
juri.sdictions in the best manner. /Sui)erintendcnts of 
guc.st.s’ were appointed, a.s .at the time of his coming. From 
first to la.sl ten lakhs of rnjH'es were spent on him. 

' ‘Iiiayat Khan, liie diwan of Khalsa was raised to the 
rank of ii-sadi tr.), Shaikh Sulaiinan w'as appointed 
darogha of ’adaljit, vice Mir Hiusaini, and a 7-sadi (70 tr.) 
Islam Quli, the blaster of the horse of ‘Abdiul ‘Aziz, king of 
Bukhara, was made a hazari. Sayyid Amir Khan, the 
dismissed Subahdar of Kabul, had audience, and presented 
5(X> moliar.s and ‘2,000 ru]>ees. He ki.s.sed the Emperor's 
feet, and the Kiui'eror laid his gracious hand on his back, 
Khush-hal Khan and other masters of revels were 
given 6,000 rupees and 40 .suits of liheVat. Sayyid ‘Usman, 
the messenger 'if the Sherif of Mecca, was allowed to depart 
with a robe, 0,000 rui)ec.s and a horse with .silver trappings. 
Shaf’i Khan was apixiinted di-mn-i-lan vice Kifayet Khan; 
Tahir Khan the dismissed Subahdar of Multan, had 
audience, and presented 1(X> mohars and 1,000 rtipees. Five 
htmdred mohars sent by Mahabat Khan ft*] on the 
occasi^ of the bii'th of a son, were presented to, Emperor ; 
itjie s^ was named Zamfina Beg. The Bakhshis 

J5i.^^c1ered to dismiss all trorjiiens up to excepting 

Site^^'ants^ and zamiiidafs. Saf Shikari' Khaik;£txmi the 
Prince Muhammad Mu'az^aW aod 
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the qiladai of Parenda, came and lu>d aiidiciKT of tlic 
Pvinperor. 

Tile Emperor in order to obey the rules of the Ihiiy 
law and to put down imcanonical innovalions, ordered the 
removal of tlie two stone elephants of exactly the sain? size 
which had been made by skilful artisans and {Jaced </a tin* 
two side-posts of tlie fort, from which circumstance the door 
was called Hatiapul. 

Marriage of 'Azam. Tlie festivities bc;^aii or Monday, 
the 21st December, IbbS/iJTtli Rajab. On Sundae, the 
tlrd January, I(W)9/10th Shaban.. the fCnipcTor s-:it in the 
Court of Private Audience; the Prince received a rtjbc witl; 
chahdrqah, ten Arab and ’Iraqi horses, two clojdiants 
gold trappings, a taldii\ a jewelled sword wurtli 2(>,00() 
rupees, a turban [78] worth ^>0,000 rupees and (asli 
amoimting to 12 lakhs of* rupees. The Begain Sahib was 
presented with the elephant Sarwarganj, woitli logjiKj 
rupees and Jahiinzeb Bilmi Hegaiii with two elephants. 
After 5 gharis of night, the Prince came ‘.N'itli poni]> and 
sliovv to the P/Uiperor, who now went to the mosque. The 
knot was tied by Qilzi ‘Abdul Wahhab, uitli Mir Sayyid 
Mnliaminad Qanaitji as his deputy, and Mulla ‘Aiiz Aklisi' 
kati and vSliaikh Saifullah Sirhiudi as tlie witnesses. The 
marriage-portion was six lakhs of rupees. The Emperor 
with the ijrince rode on liorseback to the house of tlie 
Begam vSahib. Grandees down to commanders of 1500 
formed the train of the Prince. After two prahars and one 
ghari of night, the Emperor and the Prince returned. 
Towards the morning the bride came to the Prince’s house. 

On Sunday, the 10th January, 1660/17lh Shahan, the 
limperor vi.sited the Prince at his house. | 79 1 All the 
gi'ound from the fort to the seraglio of tlie prince was 
covered with cloth of gold, .silver and pljiin cloth. Tlic 
luiiperor sat on a throne of gold. The courtiers made iheir 
bows. It was ordered that grandees down to coniiiianders 
of 1500 should make their salutations for their robes of 
honour through the mediation of tlie Bakhshi and others 
through that of the daroghq of khilal-khdna. The Prince 
inade^ a present of jewels and cloth valued at five laklis of 
rui)ees. Then the Emperor vi.sited the iitner apartments 
(tnahal) and afterwards returned to the ])alace. At the time 
of the Emperor’s arrival, the Prince had advanced to receive 
him outside the band-ro(in. At tlie time

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of his return, he was honourably dismiss^ from within 
the ghnsdkMna. On Wednesday, the 6th January /Wth 
Shaban, ‘Abdur Rashid, the amliassador of Bulbaris Khan, 
the ruler, of Kashghar, had audience and presented his 
master’s letter. It was made over to Khidmat Khan, the 
diiiogha of petitions. 

On the 13th January/20th Shaban, the Emperor 
ordered that men should not u.sc in their garments cloth of 
gold, as the wearing of it was opposed to the Holy Law. 



CHAPTER XII 


TWRIJ-TH YEAR OF THK RKTGN. 1079 A. H, 

‘23rd January, 1()(>9 — 12th Jaiuiarv, 

The Emperor passed the montli :>f Raiivan in reli-ious 
observances. The courtiers made pro]>arali()ns‘ foi celo' 
brating the coronation day. [80 j Tlie moon of Slia^wal 
became visible on Friday. On tlic day of Td the liiH])eror 
visited the ’Idgah, and at the time of retiini »)ffereJ ids 
Friday prayer in the great Jamhi Mosque, list Siiawwal 
was Monda}', the 22nd Febniarj'^]. Next Tuesday, the 
2nd Sliawwal he sat on the jewelled throne. 

Coronation Day CazclU\ Prince Miiliaimnad 'Azam 
got a robe and promotion to the rank of V)-ha::iiyi (9,(Mj8 tr.) 
Prince Akbar a robe, TJmdat-ul-mulk J'afar Khan, 
Muhammad Amin Khan, Asad Khan, Abdiir Rahnran 
Sultan son of Nazar Muhamniad Khan, Namdar Klian, 
Danishtnaiid Khan, Sayvid Mniiawwar Klian and other 
oiTiccrs, great and small, were rewarded with robes, horses, 
elephants, and promotions. Badh* Sultan son of Khnsrau 
vSultan was made a 2-haziiyi (2(){) tr.). Amir Khan, son of 
Khaliliiliah Khan, was made darogha of mansabdars vire 
Hasan ’Ali Khan. Mii'ataqad Klrr^n, son of Najabiit Khan, 
who had been removed from his mansab for some offence, 
was reinstated as a 2-hazdri (same tr.). Abul Muhammad 
jK1 1 grandson of Bahlul Khan Miyihia, who came Ij’otii the 
Deccan, had audience, and was created a o-hazdri (4,000 tr.) 
with the title of Ikhlas Khan. Muklitar Klian, the qiladat 
of Parenda got leave to return (to his pOvSt). 

On Thursday, the 8th April, lo('9/17th Zil. Q., 
occurred an eclipse; pra\’'ers were said and alms distributed, 
as was the custom* 

The I^)rd Cherisher of the P'aith learnt that in the 
provinces of Tatta, Multan and especially at Benares, tlie 
Brahman misbelievers used to teach thmr false books in 
their established schools, and that admirers a lul sliideiits 
/ both Hindu and Muslim, used to come from great distances 
to these misguided men in order to acquire this vile learning.. 
His Majesty, eager to establish Islam, issued '(>rder.s to the 
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governors of all the provinces to demolish the schools and 
lemplcs of the infidels and with the utmost urgency jnit 
down the teaching and the public practice of the religion of 
these misbelievers. 

On Friday, the Uth April/18th Zil. Q., occurred the 
53rd lunar birthday of the Emperor, observed with the 
usual celebrations at Court ; Hi.s Majesty sat on the throne ; 
but no weighing took place, as that practice was stopped 
from the Jlth 5 ’ear. Musicians and singers remained 
exclhded from the Conn. The band (naubat), however, 
played happy strains, as formerly. Prince Muhammad 
‘Azam got a robe and a shield with jewelled knobs, 
Muhammad Akbar a robe, ‘Umdat-ul-mulk J’afar Khan 
and other [82] courtiers were rewarded with robes. 
Muhammad Mu'azzam sent to the Emijeror a ruby, which 
‘Adil Khan King of BHapur had presented : it weiglied 
5 tank and 5 siirkh; its price was estimated at 20,00{) rupees. 
A robe was sent by the P^m{ieror to the Prince. Dilir Khan 
was made a 5-hazari (.same Ir.) in reward for the capture 
of Deogarh. 

.''News came from the province of Allaliabad that 
Alavvardi Khan ‘Alamgirshahi had died. His brothers 
Hasan ‘AH Khan, Arslan Khan, Muhammad Sliah, 
Amanullah Khan, Ilazbar Khan, Husain ‘Ali Khan, and 
Sanjar, were pre.seiited with robes of condolence and con- 
soled. Mir Khan was created Subahdar of Allahabad, and 
a i-hazdri (3,000 tr. do-aspa) vice the deceased, and gi\'eti 
a robe. Mu'ataqad Khan was made darogha of the servants 
of the retinue ijilau) in his place ; Hinunat Khan was made 
darogha of the Diwan-i-Khas; Kamgar Khan, .son of 
J'afar Khan, was appointed darogha of the jewel-market, 
Lutfullah Khan, son of the late S'adullah Khan, was 
appointed darogha of dak chauki vice ‘Aqil Khan who had 
turned hermit, and he received a haldband; two liorses 
were presented to Mir Shihabuddin, messenger of the king 
of Bukhara. 

On Saturday, the l.st May /10th Zil. H., the Emperor 
went to the. rao.sque to perform the prayers of the *Id-uz-zaha. 
[83 i Bularfd Khan from the Deccan wa.s graiit^ audience. 
.iim:im Ibrahim, who had by cohiJnand accompanied 
'.i^lidullah Khan Kashghari to the port of Stirat, returfied 
■uid had audience. Mirza Mukarram Khan Safavi, after 
giving up the robes of a hermit, came to the Court without 
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arms; the Emperor presented him with a sword. It was 
ordered that the ranks of officers from 900 to 200 cut slum Id 
be re]x>rted in their absence, and those from 100 to 20 
should be«ijersonally presented stiniding. Saif Khan wa.s 
made Subahdar of jfcishmir vice Mubariz Khan. 

On Wednesday, the 13th May/21st Zil. H., it was 
learnt that ‘Abdun Nabi Khan, faujdar of Mathura, in order 
to punish the turbulent men of the village of Tilpal had 
attacked and at first defeated them, but was himself killed 
during the fight by a musket-ball. He wa.s a religiou.s and 
benevolent man and combined administrative capacity with 
bravery in command. He built the lofty moscjne of Mathura. 
I'li.s brother’s son and (own) .son-in-law, Muhammad Anwar 
was given a robe of condolence. His property was .seized 
for the State ; the cash amounted to 9:1,000 gold niohars, 
and 13 lakhs of ru|)ees. 

On Thursday, the KUh May /22nd Zil. H.. R'adandaz 
Khan, was appointed to root out the rebels near Agra ] >S4 1 * 
and received a hor.se with gold trappings Sarhttland Khan 
was ap|X)inted Qur Begi vice Himmat Khan. Muhammad 
Amin Khan, nazim of Lahore got pernii.ssion to return to 
his post. M'asnm Khan reported that a coimicrfeit Shnjbi 
had appeared in the neighbourhood of Morang and raised 
disturbances. Urgent orders were i.ssued to Ibrahim Khan 
and Fidai Khan that if he rai.scd his head within their 
jurisdiction, they .should lx;head him. 

Saf Shikau Khan, was apjxiinted fauidilr of Mathura 
vice Alxlun Nabi Khan and Dilir Himmat, son of Bahadur 
Ruhila, that of Nadarbdr. Brahma Deo Si.sodia w.as 
appointed to accompany Saf Shikan Khan, Sayyid ‘Abdul 
Wahhab, messenger of the King of Machin, had audience. 
vSalih Bahadur, macebcarcr, was sent to demoli.sli the tein])Ic 
of Malarna. 

On ThursTlay, the 3rd June 3669/ 13th Muharram, 
after one prahar of the night, the Emfreroi- bv way of the 
garden of Haiat-Bakh.sh, visited the porter’s' lodge which 
vvas assigned for the residence of the saint Shaikh Saifuddin 
Slrhindi. After an hour spent in talking with the saint 
and honouring him, he returned to the palace. 

It was reported that the wandering Hindu saint, 
Uddhav Bairagi,. was confined in the chabutrri of tlie police 
station in punishment for .his .seducing men to^false l>elief.<, 
and that two Rajputs who were his disciples used to vi.sit 
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Qazi ‘Abul Muk’aram, son of Qazi .‘Abdul Wahliab for the 
purpose of trying to get him released, and that finding , an 
opfwtunity [8^ they had fatally stabbed him on the way 
with daggers. The Emperor ordered all the three (Hindus) 
to be executed, Raghunath Singh Sisodia left tlie RanS, 
joined the Emperor, was created a liazari (300 tr,), and 
presented with a dagger worth .1,000 rupees, 

ARRU'AI, OF HITS.VIK PASHA, t.ATK OOVKRNOR 
OF BASRA 

Ne\vs-writer.s of Multan had before this informed the 
Emperor that Husain Pasha, the governor of Basra had 
quarrelled with the ruler of Turkey and been replaced by 
Yahia Pasha, that as he could neither stay there nor return 
to his kiug, he chose to batiish himself from his country 
with his family and a few servants, and at first went to 
Persia, where he met with no welcome, and that at last 
deciding to go to the im]>erial Court he was coming to India, 
stage by stage, 

[Sti j The Emperor approved of his desire, and ordered 
Arlaq Beg, macebearer, to carry a robe, a pdlki, and a 
I’euuile elejjhaiil to thi.s lucky man at Sirliind, and to 
persuade him to vi.sit the Emperor with perfect composure 
of mind. On Thursday, the 1st July/ 11 th Satar he leanit 
that Husain Pasliil h;id airived at Aglirabad. By the im- 
perial command B'ulad Khan the kotiadl met him at the 
sail-mai'ktt. Bakhshi-ul-mulk Asad Khan, Sadr-u.s-sadur 
‘Abicl Khan and Mir Tuzuk Ekkataz Khan waited on him at 
the Lahore gate of the city -wall, and conducted him to the 
Emperor. Bakhshi-ul-mnlk Dauishmand Khan and Asad 
Khan acted as his guides up to the door of the ghusalkhuna.

Sayyid Miinawvvar Khan, sou of Sayyid Khan Jah.hi of 
Barha, wa.s aj>i)ointed faujdar of B.ailia. Kai Makaraitd 
after tran.sfcr from Bareli was apix>inled to Beir.'al. A babv 
elephant w'a>' presented to the yning Prince Miihamnrul 
Kam Bakh.sh. Raja Ram Singh, soil of Mirza R:ija ]ai 
Singh, was promoted by the addition of 1,{W)() trooi>ers. 
jSS] [.sliim Khan received an increment of 1,000 -rat 
(same tr.), tankhiva for ten months, and his son.s taukhuul 
for eight months in cash, and permanent e.x.ein]^tion from 
the pajnnent of the price of the food of the eWJe in hi.’ case, 
and excTiqition for two -years in the ca.s'e of his sons. 
‘Abdullah Khan was rc.slored to the rank of 2-ha2iiri 
(1,000 tr.) and granted a robe, an enamelled dagger, and 
the jio.st of daroglia of ghimalk liana. On Thursday, the 
2nd September, JlitiO/Joth Rabi. S., Mirz-a Mukarram 
Kliaii Safavi died of a .severe fever. 

It was reported that, according to the Kinix-ror’s 
command, his ofiicers had demolished the temple of 
V'isvvan.ath at Kashi. 

On Saturday, the .I8th September /2nd laniad. A., 
Ekkata?

Dildar, son of Ulfat Khan (MnhSmmad Tahir) and grandson 
of Daulat Khan, who 'b^ ill will to Multafat Khan, 
suddenly struck bis sword on the back of the Khan with 
both bis hands. • soon as he faced round, the as.sailanl 
struyk.thps^ pth§r blows ;'MuItafat Khan reciNved them Pn 
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his shield, and thrust kt him with his sword. Meantime 
Himmat Khan struck/ at him with his sword, Pazlujlah 
Khun, Mir-Tuzuk hit him on the head with a rod. Getting 
17er})lexed and [89] receiving blows with sticks from 
Buhraraand Khan and others, the assailant ran up to the 
marble stool. Jamil Beg Khawas who used to fan the- 
Emi>eror with a chomtr, stabljed him in the armpit with a 
dagger. He wa.s despatched, and his corpse wa.s tjiken up 
and thrown outside. The men of the left hand group 
(danffal-i-chap) and the slaves of that day’s guard, both 
high and low, were degraded in rank. Two kror Jam from 
the chakla of Hisar which had been a-ssigned as jagir to 
Prince Muhammad Mu'azzam was granted as in um , LiiUi 
in.stead of it a jagir was a.ssigned to him in the Deccan. 

On hfonday, the 11th October / 2>5th Jamad. A., it was 
learnt that when four gharis of the night had passed, a star 
on the east sliot out of the sky and fell towards the we.st, 
lighting up houses, as with moonlight, and then a sound 
like the rumbling of thunder was heard. By the graciou.s 
favour of the Emiieror J’afar Khan was ordered to visit the 
gardens of Agharabad and Nnlbari, and he did -so. 

On Monday, the ‘26th Octobcr/lOlh Jamad. S., l)cgan 
the 52nd .solar year of the Emperor’s life. Festivity, 
presents from and to princes and grandee.s. [90] I.slam Khan 
was pre.scnted with l{)0 jnecesof gold-embroiderv, Fazlullali 
Khan and Hazbar Khan conducted Shadman Khwaja, the 
messenger of Balkh, from the door of the ghusalkhana. He 
presented the respects of Subhan Quli Khan, and received 
a robe and 10,000 rujiees. Safi Khan was sent as Subalidar 
of Orissa vice Tarbiy^at Khan, (^n Snnda}'^ and Monday, 
31st October and 1st November / 15th and 16th Jamad. S., 
the Emperor visited the tombs of Humayuu, Shaikh 
Nizamuddin Attlia, and Khwaja Qutbuddin Bakhti.ir Kaki 
Tushi. Kewards in cash were given to the attendants of the 
three .shrines and they showed tl)e sacred relics. Muhammad 
Yar, son of ‘Itiqad Khan, was first appointed a 4-sadi. ‘Ali 
Akbar, raes.senger of the king of Golconda, had audience, 
and offered a tribute of 1,000 mohars and 15 elephants.

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Rustam B6 Ataliq and I were sitting together on one side, 
when Mir Shihabuddin came, to me and said, “My father 
calls me, but 1 am not getting niy master’s Tiermission to 
go”. At this time the Ataliq and I supi'orted this recjuest 
saying that a letter might be kept written so tliat after the 
perniission was given there might not 'oe the ('clay of 
writing.

Or. Sunda}', the "itrfth Novemlxc, ](>69/ J4tb Rajah, the 
imperial tent.s [92] were pitched near the Jamnna, and the 
array set out towards Agra at the !ip)M>iiit«! hour. 'I'he 
RmiJeror hunted on most of the days of llic jeumey. On 
Saturday, the 4th Deceiiiber/ 20111 Rajab, wliile ririing out 
to hunt, he learnt the circnm.staiKe.s of the rebellion in the 
villages of Rewara, Chandarkha, and Sarkliud. Hy order 
of the Kniperor Hasan ‘.\H Khan attacked them. They 
fought up to noon with bows and muskets ; and then, being 
utiable to rc.si.st any longer, many of them performed the. 
jauhar of their w'omeu, and rushed to fight at close quarters ; 
many of the imperialists including the companions of 
Hasan ‘Ali Khan attained martyrdom, while :i()0 of the 
infidels went to hell and 250 iiersons, male and female, were 
made prisoners. The Khan returned to the Emjvror at 
sun.set and reported ou the battle. The _pri.soiier.s were 
ordered to be made over to Sayyid Zain-iil-‘Abidiu; jagirdai 
of the place.

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Khan, [93 ] and made a commander of 3,500 sat (2,(X)0 tr.) 
and was given a robe, a sword, a horse. Amanullah, son of 
Aluwardi Khan ‘Alamgirshahi, the faujdar of the envirmis 
of Agra, got an increment of ^ troopers and was ordered 
to help the aforesaid Khan. Under the Khan were placed 

3.000 barqdndaz troopers, 1,000 archers, 1,000 musketeers, 

1.000 rocket-men, 25 pieces of cannon, l,fXK) beldars and 

1,000 labardars (pioneers and sappers). Hushdar Khan 
governor of Agra came to interview. 

On Wednesday, tlie 16th December /1st Shaban a letter 
accompanied by 1,000 mohar.s was received from Prince 
Muhammad Mu'azzam giving news of the birth of a .son 
to the daughter of Rup Singh Rathor. The child was named 
Daulatafza ; a letter and jewels woith 100,0(K) rupees were 
sent to the child and its parents. On Friday, tlie 31st 
December/ 17th Shaban, the Emperor visited the tombs of 
Shah Jahan and Mumtaz-uz-zamaiii, and presented 44, (KX) 
rupees to the oflicers of the tombs on behalf r»f himself and 
the two princes. 

On vSaturday, the 1st January, 167(>, IHth Shaban the 
Kmijeror took up hi.s residence in the palace of Agra fort. 

Gokla Jat, the accunsed rebel and the ring-leader of 
the disturbance in the country of Tilpat, who w'as the cause 
of the killing of 'Abdun Nabi Khan and had plundered the 
pargaaa of S'adabad, [941 was captured through the valour 
and efforts of Hasan ‘Ali Khan and his peshkar Shaikh 
Raziuddiu. The Khan sent him and his comrade vSonki 
to the Emperot in charge ot Shaikh Qawui. By imperial 
order, hi.s limbs were hacked off one after another in the 
< hahutra of the kotwdlt. His .son and daughter were made 
over to Jawahir Khan, iidzir, for being brought up (as 
Muslims). The daughter was married to Shah Quli 
Chelah (slave), an intimate servant of high rank. The son 
became a mejnoriser of the Quran with the name of Fazil, 
and in the opinion of the Emperor surpassed in correctness 
all other memorisers, and he had the happiness of hearing 
His Maje.sty’s chanting of the Quran.

CHAPTER Xin 

thirternth vkar of the reign. (30B0 A.n.) 

18th January, 1670 — 1st January, 1671. 

On Thuisday, ‘27tli January/ 15th Rainzan, the justice- 
loving Emperor ordered that c-oniplainunts should not be 
.excluded from the .side of tiie window of darsan : the harem- 
officer.s were to draw up their ]ietitions by means of t\)pes 
and show them to His Majesty. During this mouth of 
Ramzan abounding in miracles, the Emperor as the 
promoter of juj tice and overthrower of mischief, avS a knowcr 
of truth and destroyer of oppres.si(>n, as the zephyr of the 
garden of victor}' and the reviver of the faith of the Prophet, 
i-ssued orders for the demolition of the temple situaied iu 
Mathura, famous as the Dehra of Kesho Rai. In a short 
time by the great exei'tions of his oflicers, the dc.structiou 
of this strong foundation of infldelit}’ \\a.s .accomplished, and 
on its site a lofty mosque was built at the expenditure of 
a large .sum. This temple of folly was built by that gros.s 
idiot Bir.'^ingh Deo Bundela. Before hi.s acce.s.siou to tin.- 
throne, the Empeior Jahangir was displea.sed wdth .Shaikh 
Abul Fazl. [y6] This infidel became a loyal favourite bv 
slaying him, and after Jahangir’s acce.'ision was rewarded 
for this servio.' with the permission to build the temple, 
which he did at an expense of thirty -three laklis of rupees. 

Praised be the august God of the faith of I.sliim, that 
iu the auspicious reign of this de.stroyer of infidelity and 
turbulence, such* a wonderful and seemingly imiKwsible 
work wa.s .successfully accomplished. On .seeing thi.s 
instance of the strength of tlie Emperor’s faith and tlic 
grandeur of hi.s devotion to God, the. proud' Raja.s were 
stifled, and in amazemhut they stood like images facing the 
wall. The idols, large and small, .set with costly jewels, 
which had been .set up in the temple, were fa?ought tp Agra, 
,and buried under the steps of the, mosque of the’ Bcgam 
&hib, in order to be continually fcrdddeii The naime of 
'“l^lpthtira was changed to Islamabad. ’ 

* On 12th Fdliruary, 1670, |he day of ‘W, the Emperor 
rode out on a huge eleiflmnif i^ith Priiiee Mlihaimnad 
■‘Azam seated behind him',. .auA dismounted at the ‘Idgah. 
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[97] Next day, he sat on the throne of gold presented by 
Amiruhumara ‘AH Mardan Khan and placed in tlie middle 
of the hall of the palace. .Prince.s Muhammad ‘Azam and 
Akbar received robes. ‘Umdat-ul-nmlk J'afar Khan got an 
increment of 1,000 troopers and 1 kror of dam a.-; reward. 
Raja Ram Singh, who was a d-hasilri (4,000 tr. do~-asl)a, 
seh-aspa), was raised higher by 1,000 trooper.s on condition 
of serving In Assam. Kumar Kishan Singh, sou of Ram 
Singh, was given. a jewelled turban. Ha.san 'AH Klian’.s 
conditional rank of l,50f> was made unconditional, and he 
was granted kettle-drums. Ashraf Khan and Himmal Klian 
were promoted by 500 trooi^crs; Mir Taqi was nvidc ;i 
ii-hazari, Multafat Klian and Mughal Khan wort promoted 
by 500,- and so made 2~hazaris. 

Sazawar Khan and Fazlullah Khan were each given 
100 troopcw.s. Baklishi-ul-nudk A.sad Khan and P'aizullali 
Khan were presented with two riding liorse.s of great siMJcd. 
'Abdur Rahman Sultan and Bahrain Sulfiii each got 
rupees as reward. Shadman Khwaja, ambas.sador of H ilkli 
got leave to depart, with 25,000 rupee.s in lasli, a robe, a 
jewelled sword worth 5,(yX) nipee.s, an elephant with a silvci" 
.saddle, a flowered sliawj, 160 pieces of cannon, Aghalmni 
turban, and Gujriiti foia of the same value; his followers 
received 10,000 rupees a.s reward. Muhammad ‘Abid, son 
of Zahid Khan Panjabi got tlie rank of llyhazdn (301) tr.) 

[98] and the title of Nawazish Khan. Darab Khan, 
diirogha of the Emperor’;', own musket-room, Ixcame 
daroglia of the ghusalkhana vice ‘Abdpllah Khan. The 
bayutdt of Agra thus reported the price of grain to the. 
Emperor: fine .Sukhda.s rice at 14 seers, wheat 36 seers, 
pulse 1 md. 2 seers, ghee (raughan) 4 seers, for a rupee and 
the prices of other anicles were al.so according to this 
stiindard. 

On Sunday, the 27th March 1670/15th Zil Q., the 
64th lunar year of the PHnperor’s life began. Festive 
decorations were suspended. The officers of the band-room 
were ordered that the music of the ceremony which used to 
be played all day was (henceforth) to be played after the 
passing of one praJutr, as at tlie festivity 'on Snnday.s. 
B^htawar.JKhan, darogha'of the khawases, was presented 
witli.a dagger having a crystal handle. Sayyid Amjad 
Khan, son of Mir Sayyid Muhammad Qanauji, \i'a.s 
appointed CehMr of the inijjerial ciiiiip vice 05zi Muhammad 
Husaifl,^. deceased . 
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The courtiers who used to salute each other by raising 
the hand to the head, were now ordered to say [simply] 
•s'a/Jw ‘alehiim. 

On Wednesda}', iJOth April /9th Zil. H., Mnlla ‘Abdul 
‘Aziz ‘Izzat, son of Mulla ‘Abdul Rashid Akbarabadi, had 
[99J audience in the mosque through the mediation of 
Hirnmat Khan and Bakhtawar [cor.] Khan. He, after acquir- 
ing know ledge of both the traditional and rational branches of 
learning alike and attaining to the higii rank of a master 
of all the science.s, ^v"^s .spending his days in a life of 
seclusion in his house contented with a daily stipend of three 
lupecs only, and never bowed his head down in supplication 
to any of the jxiwerful grandees. As fortune had destined 
him for celebrity and advancement, his great intellectual 
powers, wisdom, mastery of meaning, elegance of language, 
.sound understanding and agreeable nature, judicious .speech 
and jwwer of devising plans became the cause of his being 
taken up for training and favour at the Court t)f the 
Emperor, who discover.*' and discern.s all merit. The Shaikh 
at first got a ntansah of 400, a robe, 5 horses, a .sword, a 
dagger, a .six:ar, a decorated palki and other article.s. On 
the fourtli day, when the grants were refiorted a second time 
for confirmation, lie got au increment of 100 (80 tr.) and the 
jwst of ddrot'hn-i-'ars-i-ntukarrar, iw Lutfullah Khan. 
He was elevated by being given the right of private 
audience, and that of not having to raise his hand to 
his head before anylwxly, -salani 'a/efe' being enough for 
him. 

Mew.s eame from the Deccan that Shivaji after seizing 
the fort of Purandar had captured the qiladar, Raziuddiii. 
Bakhtawar Khan is.sued orders to the diwani officers that 
they should re|y>rt to the Emperor the income and expen- 
diture at the end of the year and .should bring to the ghusal- 
khanu, (every) Wedne.sday the regi.ster.s of the Diwans of 
the iankhrm and the Crown-land departments. ‘Iniivet Khan 
reported that since the reign of >Shah Jahan the public e.x- 
lienditure had exceeded the income by 14 lakhs of rupees. It 
was oroered that tiie jjrivy purse (kltdha) income should 
he fixed at fmu- krores of rupees, and the expenditure the 
.^upe. .^ter looking over tlie accounts of disbursements. 
His Majtfety retrenched many items of the expenditure of 
li-r Pvmjieror, the Princes, and the begaras. ^ 

Tt was reported that Hasan ‘Ali Khan was sparing no 
exertion in slaying and capturing the infidel rebels, plun- 
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dering their houses, destroying their families and demolish- 
ing their strong forts, and had planted Shah Muhammad 
Nawaz, Sidatn Baluch, Shaikh Baziuddiu, L‘al Muhammad, 
Nazar Muhammad and others in full control over the mahah 
of the zamindtari •, he was ordered to come to Court. On 
Wednesday, the 6th April/26th Zil. Q., he had audience 
and was highly praised. On Saturday, the 9th April, 1670/ 
28th Zil. Q., news came from Delhi of the death of 
Badrunnisa Begam, daughter of the Emperor. The father 
greatly loved her for her Rabi‘a-like piet}-, memorisation 
of the Quran, good character and manners. 

News came that Prince Muhammad Mu'azzam had 
k-eu instigated by flatterers to act in a self-willed and 
independent manner. [101] The Emperor’s letters of 
advice producing no effect, he summoned the Prince’s 
mother, Nawab Bai from Delhi, in order to send her to her 
son for bringing him back to the right path if any trace of 
recalcitrancy was found in him. Iftikhar Khan wa.s .sent 
to the Prince, with a verbal message of mingled kindnes.s 
and reproach. The Khau speedily went to his destination 
and discharg^ hi.s mission. As the Prince’s character wa.s 
full of devotion to the Emperor and the reports again.st 
him were utterly false, he replied very submissively, 
expressing grief and regret. His Majesty, therefore, 
renewed his favour to the Prince, an'I liecame very angry 
with Ittikhar Khan for his error of j'udgment. When the 
Khan returned he and his brother Multafat Khan {T02J 
were deprived of their ranks and titles. Sher Beg, mace- 
bearer, conducted Sultan Husain across the river of Attock 
and brought Mir Ibrahim Husain to Lahore, under his 
strict escort (sazawali). Ashraf Khan was made Khan-i- 
saman vice Iftikhar Khan and_Mughal Khan was made 
darogha of the macebearers vice Ashraf Khan. Haji Ahmad 
S'aid Khan became darogha of ‘ arz~i-ttiukarrar vice Mughal 
Khan. (In Tuesday, the 29th March/17th Zil. Q., news 
came that jDilir Khan after reinstating the zamfudrir of 
Deogarh in his zamindari had returned to Aurangabad. 
Nawab Bai, summoned from Delhi, reached Sikandara on 
Thursday, the 13th ApriJ/2nd Zil, Q. Prince Muhammad 
Akbar, Bakhshinlmulk -A.sad Khan and Bahramand Khan 
advanced to meet her, and conducted her to the imperial 
harem. 

Oo Thursday, the 21st April/lOth Zil^ H., oa-urred 
ths The Ewpefor visited the Tdgah for prayer 
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aud sacrifice. Dost Miiliammad, file iCftwffca-reader was 
rewarded with a robe and .5(X) rujjees and Ni'atnat Khan 
Bak.awal (superintendent of the kitchen) with a knife, 
accordiujj; to the fixed custom. Robes and jewelled dagj^ers 
were .sent by a uiaccl)earer to Dilir Khan and Daud Khan. 
Hitji Shaf'i Khan beciune divean of the Deccan vice Mukar- 
raniat Khan, Kilayet Khan di\van-i-tan vice the Haji, Shah 
Kh'.vaja daroj^ha ol the departments of branding and muster 
(ddgh and fashiha) vice Kifayet Khan. Nawab Bai started 
for Aurangabad. »SIie was commanded to spend two day.s 
at Gwalior with her eldest .son, Muhammad vSultan who was 
imprisoned there. fltUdJ Sarbuland Khan was to conduct 
her to Prince Muhammad Mn'azzam in the Dcccai;, aud 
then return.

with a pearl necklace worth 10,000 rupees, and a smarani 
worth 7,00() ruj/ces. Amanai Khan, alias Sayyid Ahmad 
Khattab got the title of Khan, and w'as sent to Bengal as 
diwan. ‘Abdullah Khan of Xashghar, after visiting the 
holy cities, returned to the Court, he was presented with 
1 lakh of rupees from the revenue of Surat and Malwa. 
News came that Danishmand Khan, Mir Bakhshi, the 
nazim and qiladar of Delhi, had died on Momity, the 
I8th July/lOth Rabi. A. He was one of the greatest .scholars 
of tlie age and his life was devoted to charity and piety. 
Lashkar Khan, Subahd^ of Multan, w'ho had come to 
Court, was appointed the first Bakhshi vice the deceased ; 
he got a lift of 10(X) (same tr.) on hi.s rank of 4-luizdri 
(same tr.) Himmat Khan, the third Bakhshi, was made 
second Bakhshi vice Asad Khan, Namdar Khan w^as 
appointed Subahdar of Delhi, and Mu'atamad Khan 
commandant of the fort. Sayyid Aujir Khan who [1-061 
after reigning his rank was living in Deljii, died on ’3rd 
September; 1670/27th Rabj, S. The Emperor gave robes

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of nioiirning and words of consolation to Muhammad 
Ibrrihim, Muliamitiad Ishaq, and Muhammad Y‘aqub, the 
sons of his brother Shaikh Mir. News came from Peshawar 
that Muhaiauiad JVmin Khan had reaclied that place on 
Wednesday, the 17th August/ 10th Rabi. vS. Riding coats 
for the rainy season were presented to Asad Khan, Murtaza 
Khan, ‘Abid Khan, Hasan ‘AH Klian, Tahir Khan, and 
other ofheers at Court and the provinces. Haji Ahmad 
Sayydcl Khan was a])pointed diwan of Jfegam Sahib. 
Lutfiillali Khan was api'ointed darogha of ' ara-i-mnkarrar 
vice him. Faizullah Khan u'as made faujdar of Sainbal 
vice the agents of Prince ‘Azam, and Sarbnlaud Khan 
was made Qiishbcgi (ma.ster of the hunt) vice liim. 

On Saturday, the llflth October/J4th Janiad.S., 
[the o^rd I solar year of the Emperor’s life l>egan. He sat 
on the throne of gold. '* R‘adiindaz Klian wlio had gone 
with Udai Klian was summond to the Court and had the 
hoiuair of audience. 

It \ras learnt tiuit on vSimday, the 2nd October, 
.Iti70/27tli Jainad.A., the accursed Shiva had attacked 
Surat, burnt and plundered the town for same hours, and 
tlieii retired. A letter with 1000 moliars came from Prince 
Muhammad Mu‘cuzam announcing the birtli of a son to him 
and Nm-unnisa Begani, [J071 the daughter of Saujar, 
NajaiJi-i-Sani. Mirza Muhammad, the agent of the Prince 
])rcsented them to the Kmjieroj-, who gave the baby the 
name of RaiP-ush-.shau, Sarbiilaiid Khan who had gone 
to the Deccan as escort of Nawab Bai, no\v returned and 
had audience. Mahabat Khan, the ex-Subahdar of Kabul, 
come and liad audience, the E^mperor remarking “You are 
welcome’’. On Monday, the 28ili November /25tii Rajab 
he was sent on the Deccan expedition, and presented with 
a ro))e with half -sleeve and collar, a horse with gold trap- 
pings, and an elephant with faldir. His son Bahram got' a 
jewelled dagger. Rao Rup Singh, son of Rao Karn, ‘Raja 
Amar Singh, son of Kislian Singh, Dilir Himmat, brother 
and Suhrab, brotlier’.s .son of Mahabat, and other officers of 
that Khan’s «irmy received presents. 

It was ordered that ribbon frills in the European style 
shoiJd not be attached to the boats and of the princes 
and peers. 



CHAPTER XI V

CHAPTER XVI 

SIXn'EENTH YEAR OK THE REIGN : 1088 A.H.

Muhammad Mu'azzam wa.s a QiO-hazari (15,000, tr.). ^He 
now got a reward of three krors of dam and an iucrenient 
of 10,(X)0 (5,000 tr.) Sultan Mu'izzuddin who svas getiUng a 
daily allow'ance of 150 rupees, now received an increment 
of 60 rupees, Sultan Muhammad ‘Aziin was getting 100 
rupees daily; it was now increased by 50 rupees, 'fhe 
Princes and grandees of the Court and the provinces .sent 
peshkash worth about 50 lakhs of rujiees. The envoy f)f 
Sikandar ‘Adil Khan, king of Bijapur, presented jew'els and 
embroidery worth four lakh.s of rupep. The envoy of 
‘Abdullah Qutb-ul-mnlk, king of Haidai'ubad, ])resentcd 
articles, gems, and China-ware va.scs of Golkonda. The 
Emperor ordered these presents to be considered as equi- 
valent to three lakhs of rupee.?. Bahadur Khan [1^4- 1 
became Subahdar of the Deccan vice the agents of Prince 
Muhammad Mu'azzara, and got the title of Khan Jahau 
Bahadur ; a special robe and a jew-elled dagger, were sent to 
him through a mace-bearer. He was a Q-fmari (6,000 tr.) 
(i^dspa and seh-dspd, and now got an increment of 1,000 
."jSLpers. Mir Ibrahim, son-in-law of Safiyyah . Bann 
loam’s Kokah, was given the faujdari of Miwat with the

Dianat Khan, 
who had no equal in the art of asttoloj^ical calculations,

(In Thursday, flOth January, lG73/21st Shawwal, 
Zubdat-un-nisa Begam was married to Sipihr Sbukoh the 
sou of Data Shukoh.

/)00 rupees. On Monday, the 10th March /1st Zil. H., 
Asad Khan resigned the post of deputy diwan [126] . The

• their seals a little htlow that of the high diwan, and transact 
the diwani affairs. 

Farjam EirlSs had agreed to marry his daughter to his 
sisler*vS son, aged 15 or 14.

H., he was executed in accordance with the Qiizi’s 
decision at the reservoir of the jalaukhana in front of th.c 
Hall of Audience, in the presence of the heirs of tlie deceased, 
viz, his wife and his daughter who was married to ‘Ali Quli 
Birliis. The Emperor had expressed a wish tliat thev would 
renounce their 'tigiit of blood*, but they did not agree. The 
corpse was made over to his mother who was waiting at the 
gate of the fort in a chariot {rath). 

[127 j On W^nesdav, the 19th March/lOth Zil. H., 
ooiHirred the Td-uz-zulia. * The Emperor went to the mosque 
for the two- fold prayers of *Td, accompanied by the four 
Princes, and sacrificed a sheep. Prince Muhammad Sultan 
sacrificed a camel, b}' command. During the retiirn journey 
d mad man coming up to the equipage flung a stick. It hit 
the corner of the royal Sedan chair {takht) and fell on the 
Emperor’s knee. The inacebearers arrested him. But His 
Majesty ordered him to lx* released without doing him any 

Sunday, the 23rd March/14th Zil. H., Kam Bakhslf 
w;,i 5 pcirciimcis'ed. Maiv Singh, Maha vSingh and Anup 
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Singh, the sous of Rai Singh, came to Court after their 
father's death and were granted audtenc e, aii ''1 received 
robes. Mirza Jan Miiiu-chelir. fanjdai ol Trich died. The 
Hmperor said, *T grant the mdhi and mardtih to Khan 
Jtilian Bahadur. He should get them made.” Ruliullah 
Khan, son of Khalilullah Khan, becair.e faujdar of 
Dhamuni. Baqi Khan, bakhshi of the subali of the 
Deccan, died, and Murshid Qiili Khan, got his place. On 
Wednesday, the 28rcl April, .1673/1 6tli Muharram, news 
came that Mahabat Khan had started from Zafarbagh near 
Peshawar towards Kal)nl. Sarhuland Khan was ordered lo 
take charge of the records of the Walasbahi department, in 
addition to his own. 

On Monday, the 16th Jiitie/Ulh Rabi. A., it wa. 
leanit that two hoiir.s before noon a halo apj'»eared nmnd 
ihc' sun like a rainbow and lasted for seven gharis. 

On Friday, [128! the 18th Jtily/FJth Rabi. vS., 
Muhammad MiPaz/aira^s wife, the daughter of Whdul 
Mtimin, died. After returning from the Jambi mosque, the 
Fnifjcror jxiid a visit to the bou.se of the Prince, read the 
faliha, and then returned to the palace by boat. On 
Saturday, 2ud August /'28th Rahi. S.. lews came from the 
Deccan that Kirat Singh, the .son [Mirza Rvaja] Jai Singh, 
had died. On Wednesday, the 20th August/I7tli Jamad. 
A., a son was born to Prince Akbar, and named 'Abdul 
Wahliab, On Wednesday, the 24lli September /22nd 
Jamad. S., a son was born to Prince Muhammad Mu'azznm, 
and named Khnjistah Akhtar. The alarm caused lo the 
zymiiidar of Kiimaon by the march of the imperial army 
across liis kingdom, wa.s removed by the mediation of Sayyid 
Mnrtaza Khan, and Im was pacified. He reqiic.sted Hamid 
Khan to conduct his son to llie Court. Ffc did so on the 3rd 
October /2 ik 1 Rajab, and the ]>rince. at tlic time of his audi- 
ence presented .1 ,()()() mohars and 3,<.n)0 rupees as 
and got a robe. News came from }^er.si;i that the cities of 
Nishapnr, Herat, and vSabzawar, had .sunk in the ground. 
Kh:ni Ja.hiin Bahadur, after a forced niarch of 60 Jots, 
severely defeated the rebel Shivaji, look a large bootv, and 
sent it with .Dalpat Kumar [1291 to the Km})eror, wlio 
viewed the things on Wednesday, ' t lie 22nd October /2].st 
Rajab. The Khan showed a three-legged bagla (a kind of 
heron) brought from the hilhs of Kuinaon. P^niziillali Khjjn 
came from MonlddbacI to interview. Mahabat KMiaTi neglected 
to cliustise the Afghan rebels, and went \o Kabul by a sectet 
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understanding with them that neither side was to harm the 
other. The Emperor was highty displeased at this. On 
Monday, the 17th November /17th Shaban, Shuj'aet Khan 
was sent to punish the Afghans with a large army and plenty 
of war-materials, and was presented with a special robe, a 
jigha of jasper set with jewels, an Arab steed with gold 
trappings, and an increment of 500 zdt (same troopers). 
Sarfaraz Khan was made the naib of the topkhana, Khid- 
matgar Khan deputy qiladar, and Darbar Khhn, naib of 
the ghusalkhana. His (Darbar Khan’s) followers too got 
robes, swords, horses, elephants and promotions.

On Suncla}^ the 4th January, lb74/i)th Shavvvv.il ho had 
audience and received many favours, a special robe, a jewel- 
led dagger with phul-katdra and pearl ilaqa. a sword with a 
gold saz, a shield wrought with roses, a macc (asa), kalf^i of 
jasper, .10,000 rupees in cash, the rank of 3-liazari (1,500 tr.) 

His son vSaclruddin was giveiva r()b<\ 
a sword with a gold sas^, and tlie rank of 700 (100 Ir.). Mir 
Ibrrdiini, the son of vShaikh Mir returned to the Court after 
a visit to Mecca and was re.stored to his rank of 1,500 
( 1 ,000 tr.). Hakim vSfdih Khan died. Mourning robes were 
presented to Hakim Mulia.san, and to the other sons and 
relatives of the decea.sed. [131 j Muhammad 'AH Khan, 
son of Taqarrab Khan was made darogha of tlie hirkinlq- 
klidnah vice him, Mir ‘Abdur Rahman, son of the late 
Islam Khan, was .vent as an envw to Haldarabacl. 1'he 
8th March/lOlh Zil. H., was the day of the ‘Icl-uz-zulia, 
v.'hen the Emperor visited the mosque for the two-fold 
prayers. 

Snirj‘AKT khan's death, 'CHK ICMPEROR GOES TO 
HASAN AliDAT 

The Emperor learnt that on Saturdav’, the i4lh 
Februarv/l^th Zil, Q,, Shuj'det Khan after crossing the 
Gundab had drawn up lii.s forces for crossing the kotal ^pnss) 
of Kharapa. The Afghans, who were waiting for an op])or- 
tunity,' heiiimed him round in the narrow ];a,ss. Though the 
imperial trcM)ps fought valiantly and were untiring in their 
exertions, yet as Providence had willed it othenvise the}' 
failed to carry the day and Shuj'act fell in the course of 
the fight. The rest, who had saved Uicir liviss from the ston<‘- 
showering Afghans, fled br*>ken Pesluivv.ir. The ECmpeuc 
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decided to go there in person [132], and started on the 7th 
April, K)74/.nth Muhamiin, for Hasan Abdal. Himnial 
Kiiaii was made daroglia of tlie ghusalkhana and Saf Sliikau 
Khan iliat of the topkhana vice Slnij'aet Khan deceased. 
Safi Khan mixiin of Agra, was appointed nazim of Delhi. 
Mii‘:itain;.id Khan got the subahdari of Agra in addition to 
liie qilacliin of Agra fort. Faizullali Khan went back to 
A'lorfidabad. Ilitamam Khan, dan\glia of buildings, and other 
oflicers of Delhi went back to thei»* posts. Qaw'amuddiii 
Khan and his son \rere ordered to go to tlie Emperor after 
two months. Shaikh 'Alxiul ‘A'/iz, faiijdar of the chakla of 
Sirhind, got the title of Dilawar Khan. S«arbuland Khan 
was ordered to advance along the foot of the liills, with 2,bl)() 
troopers and the artillery. Naindfir Kbain having incurred 
llie royal rlisplea.sure, vvas removed from his rank and 
granted a pension of 4,000 rupees a year. Mnhannnarl 
Salih, son of Fklai Khan, got the title nf Khan and was 
.sent to his father. Rahinat Khan bayntat, was sent to 
rc<ihore to arrange for celebrating the anm'versary of the 
death of the Prophet. Mir Kliaii, son of Khalilullah Klun 
was removed from Id.'* rank for refusing to take U]) tlie 
faujdiiri of Inch: Isin'ail Hut, /amindar of Multan, wa^ 
sent back to liis home on Tue.sday, the 23rd Juin^/20tii 
Rftbi. A,, and received the title of Khan and a horse. 

Iitikhar Khan and ‘Aqidat Khan were sent to nnnforcc 
Ph'd.di Khan in the expedition to Jammu. [133 j Raja 
‘Inayetiillah, zamindar of Rajacr, wais given leave to depart. 
On i'riday, the 12tli June/18th Rabi. A. Bakh.shi-iil-nuilk 
Sarbuland Khan w'as sent to Peshawar with Bad^i Snltan, 
Namdar Khan, and a strong force. On SundaA^; the 14lh 
June/2()th Rabi. A., Maharaja Jaswaiit vSingh, thanadar of 
Jamriid, advancing from his charge, had audience with the 
Emperor at Rawalpindi and reedved a .special robe and an 
arsi wortli 7,000 rupees, and at the time of depiirlure a 
s\vor(1 witl] jewelled sdz and an elephant with laldir. On 
Friday, the 2Cth June /.2nd Rabi. S,, the Emperor readied 
, [ the palace at] Hasan Abdal. 

A charming anecdote is told of the virtue and kindness 
of His MajevSt}”, the vice-gerent of God the Giver. Two or 
three days after his arrival at the above place he visited the 
garden of *Ha,san Abdul. The author\s servants complained 

under the wxdl of the palace an old man used to^ work 
a^^ater-mill, which was turned by the water that issued 
irom the garden and fell into a niU. As the place was in 
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charge of the palace ndzir^i; ofllcers, they liad closed the 
path of water. As a consequence the people hne) difficulty 
in grinding flour, and the old iium too found ii Ijard to 
secure his liveHhood. [134) I rejKwtccl llic whole luaLter 
to Bakhtawar Khan, and he in his turn to tiu; [vini^eror, who 
orderecniini to go and {)ersonally open the wrUcr-course, and 
issued strict orders so that none should hinder tiu- old inanhs 
work. In accordance with the Kniperor's order it was done. 
At night, when the Khan returned to hi.s quarters after 
-1^* praha}\s^ His Majesty who was then sealed at his tahle 
entrusted two cli.shes of food and fi\’e ashrajls i^l.aikli 
Abiil Khair, son of the great scholar and co\r- tier Shaikh 
Nizam, saying, “Carry thesv to Caklitavvar Kliaii, he will 
guide you to the house of t]u* old man, as ho may possibly 
know^ it.

'Pile old man, who Imd rawer before in his life heaul the 
name of palhi, not to speak of liis seeing a pti/ki with 
poie.s of silver, was brcnglit in. The Ivnrpenr* inquired 
into his circum.stances. He replied that he laid two 
ur.niarried daughters and two sons with b^ire heads amcl 
feel, bring.

rupees tverC jiresentcd m Inin , lie jKis.sccl tuT/higTits in tlie 
'nianal ,~and lecciv ed iiKaiey, ornaments, ar.d dresse.s fnnn 
all [I35j. As lie had heard from .somt* one tlial I li.id 
pressed In’s suit on Bakhtawar Khan, he came and st^x)d 
liefore my tent, with a do-slulla on his back, a gown 
(peshWilz) with a daman (hem) on his body, a scarf ''.itli gold 
thread (ddman-hadlu) on liis liead, ki)tl:hah drawers en liis 
legs, his lap full of gold coins, rupees, and gold oni-rments, 
and a face full of a hundred wrinkles and l>leared eyes. 1 
asked ‘‘Who art thou?” He replied “I am tlie man, who 
ha.s come to such a gfXid fortune tliroiigh the iicl]) of you 
and your Khiin.’' “Be you blessed !“ I rejoined, jud took 
him to the Khan, who also made liim some ,prcsi aits.

The eunuchs took the palkis 
and fetched them. This time he got 1,000 rupees for dowry 
(kanydddn). The people of the mahal gave him money, 
ornaments and dresses, double those of the first occasion. 
He was granted water for a second mill in the neighbour- 
hood. Order vyas issued to the ndzir to give him sanads 
from the imperial daftar exempting him from the payment 
of taxes and molestation for anj’ of the prohibited cesses 
(itbwdb). 

Hakim Sanjak went by command to the old man's 
house to treat his eye. Afterwards the man was taken to the 
houses of Princes Muhammad Snltiin, Muhammad ‘Azam, 
Muhammad Mu'azzam, Muhammad Akbar, Asad Khan 
and Yalangtosh Khan and fav<mred b}' them. His daughters 
were married His sons put on cloaks of gold embroidery. 
His wife, having pa.ssed through the beauty and vigour of 
youth, was known as the old crone and leader of the 
villagers. But it was seen as a i.-ict that thi.s old woman 
Znleklia-like grew youthful again through tlic grace of the 
Ymsnf of the Age. It is no exaggeration to say that the 
wrinkles [136 1 on her lace disappeared and g.ave place to 
loveliness. Her bleared ej'e.s sparkled again. *

and a force with the nece.ssarj- equipments to chastise the 
Afglians of Jamrud and Khyber. Rai La'l Chaiul was sent 
to investigate the affairs of the Crownlands of the Snbah of 
Kabul. The P'mperor decided that Prince Akbar and Asad 
Khan should ha.sten to Kabul by way of Kohat. On 
Tuesday, the 15th SeptemlK'r/'24th Jainad. S., the Prime 
received a special robe, a knlgi of heron’.s, feather {j)ar-i- 
Ualang), a sword and a jewelled shield, 50 Arab, ‘Iraqi, 
hill-breed and Tnrki horses, and an elephant with silver 
sdz; Asad Khan was gi\'en a special robe, a sword, a hor.se, 
and an elephant. Shahamat Khan, Ghairat Khan, Sayyid 
Munawwar Khan, Mabariz Khan, Siadat Khan, Muftakhar 
Khan, Sazuw'ar Klvan^ Kamj^^ab Khan, Mnliamniad Isma'il 
the .son of Asad Khan. ‘Inayet Khan, Mufakhar Khan, 
Bahramand Khan, Hayat Beg, Dilir the son of Bahadur 
Khan, Kumar Kishan Singh the son of Raja Ram Singli, 
and other officers wee appointed to posts and commands and 
received- presents. On Sunday, the 27th September /7th 
jiBkajab, Fklai Khan was ajipointed Subahdar of Kabul vice 
IWahabat'Khan and a strong force with abundant material 
i[lH7j was s^t w'ith him.

He began to show laxity in discharging his 
work and attending at the Court, and as ii it were tlie will 
of God that he would not come out of this plight, lie applied 
to be permitted to go to Lal](>re for some time.

It was ordered that Lutfullah Khan as his deputy 
should present the officers to the Emperor and Bakhtawar 
Khan should bring the secret pa])ors for His Majesty’s 
sigiialiire. After arriving at Eahore, the Shaikh wrote the 
foliowang {J^hazal to Bakhtawar Klian. j )38 ; Omitted.

.started for Delhi. vSayyid Ali Akbar, Qazi of Lahore, 
became his deputy. ‘Abdullah Khan of Kashghar, who had 
been living liappil}" on the Emperor’s bounty at Delhi, died 
on Wednesday, the 20th O('tober/10th Sluiban. Mourning 
robes were presented to Nasir Khan and other relatives of 
the decea.sed. 

On Monday, the 8th November, 1675/29tli Shaban, 
news came tliat ‘Abdullah Qutb-ul-mulk, king of Haidara- 
bad, had died, and been, succeeded by yVbul Hasan, his 
Iji'other’s .son and own son-in-law. Namdar Khan was 
"restored to the rank of 4-hazdri (2,000 tr.) and made 
Subahdar of Oudh vice vS‘aadat Khan; Mukbtar Beg, 
ibe third son of Islam Khan, who had arrived with 
the Khan’s family at Ujjain, was created a 7-sadi 
(QUil^r.) Amanat Khan [144 ] resigned bis post of peshdast 
klialsa and became commandant of Lahort*. Kifayet 
Khan heskda^U ’’4’ the dajiuf-i tan, got the vacant office in 
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addition to his own, Khan Zanun, son of ‘Azam Khan 
deceased, became iiazim of Berar and a t^-hazari (3,000 tr,) 
Abul Hasan, king of Haidarabad, scni with liis envov 
Qavvam-ud-din tribute of nine lakhs of rupees, jewels, and 
elephants. Robis were given to the envov at arrival :m«] 
dcpaiinre. Ruhullah Khan was reinstated in the grade of 
1,500 (400 tr.) and made faujdiir of vSahriranpur, Tnrbival 
Khan became darogha of the Eiupen^r’s retinue rice 
Miikarrani Khan Miihaniiiiad Ishaq, the second sou of 
Shaikh Mir. 

Mukarrani Khan with his younger brother Shamshir 
Khan, Muhammad Y‘aqub and a strong fone, was ordered 
to punish the Afghans near the kotal of Kluipash. On 
Friday, the 11th JuiK 7 27t1i Rabi. A., it was learnt that he 
had repeatedly fought witli the enemy, plundered many of 
their houses, and taken mmy prisoners. One day, at fir .t 
a few Afghans apix'ared. The Khan despising iheir 
number, flung himself on the enemy, and at fi^st defeated 
them. Afterw'ards two countless forces, wdiich liad lain con- 
cealed in the w^aist of the hill, charged him. vShainsliir 
Khan and Mir ‘Azizullah, son-in-law^ of vShaikh Mir, boldly 
stood their ground and heroically [145] died, witli n large 
number of the imperialists, Lack of water and of road on 
any side whatever caused the death of many horse and foot 
soldiers. A great defeat befell our .side, and terrible hard- 
ships on high and low alike. Guided by men who knew tlie 
country Mukarrum Khan with some other lucky survivors, 
went to ‘Izzat Khan thanahdar of Bajanr, The latter, who 
had often defeated the Afghans, was firmly entrenched 
there witli his retinue. He regarded the approach of the 
fugitives as a very fortunate circumstance and offercfl them 
various kinds of relief. The Emperor wa.'^ v-ery sorry to 
hear of the death of hi.s semints, especially young Shamshir 
Khan, and praised Tzzat Khrm for his services. He ordered 
MukaiTam Khan to come to Court. A letter of condolence 
and a mourning robe were .sent to Muhtasham Khan. On 
Monday, the 14th June/30th Rabi. A., Bakh.^dii-ui-mnlk 
Sarbuland Khan was sent with a large army (in all 1),0()0 tr.) 
and a vast quantity of material in order to Her*! cfTectively 
with ^he enemy. Aghar Khan was made thfinalidar of 
Jalalabad, Hazbar Khan of Jagdalat, Faraq Khan of Lam- 
ghanat, Allahdad of Gharib-Khanali.^ Sulurib .son of 
Garshasp, faujdar of Danki, Klianjaf Khan that of 
Bangashat. Tne Emperor onlered Sufid Kluak fi) be called 
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Mughalabad and Bazarak Fatihabad. The newsi'writer of 
the force of Fidai Khan rejxjrted that on Thursday'; the 1st 
July /17th Rabi S., the Khan [146] had start^ from 
Pesli-Bulaq towards Kabul. As this Khan had done his 
utmost in attacking the Afghans, plundering and destroying 
their homes, and his services had gained praise, he was 
given the title ‘Azam Khan Kokah. On Thursday, 
the 2<)th Angust/T4th Jatnad, S., news came that Hazbar 
Khan thanahdar of Jagdalak had fought a battle with 
the Afghans, and been slain with his .son and other im- 
})erial soldiers, and that ‘Abdullah Khwe.shgi, thanahdar 
of Barangab and Surkhab had fled from liis outpo.st 
{^Ihdmh), many of hi.s companions having been slain or 
captured. 

Oii_ Tue.sday, the 19th October/ 9th Shaban, a letter 
from Amir Khan reported that ‘Alam, Isin'ail and 
other Afghitn rebels of vShahjah.anpur and Kihitgolah, vdio 
after being defeated by the iinj)erial tnwps had taken .shelter 
in the fort, had been captured and tl);it they wei-e being .sent 
to the Court with Ibrahim Khan who w.as coining from 
Bengal. 

Bakhtiiwar Khan by order took securities from the 
astrologers of the Emiiei-or and the Princes that they would 
not cTiiustruct almanacs for the next year and orders to the 
same purport were .sent to the provinces. 

A basket fell into the well of the havcli of Muhammad 
Shaf*i Mir-i-saman of Mnhanimad Sultan; two men who 
successively descended to bring it up, died. Tlie third 
shouted from midway “Take me out“ ! After remaining 
unconscious for an hour, he recovered and said “A dark 
goblin betaine vi.sible before me at the Ixittoin of the well 
and [147J cried mit in a terrible voice, “Why are yon 
coming? Get out’*.

On Monday, the •27tli November /Isl Shawwal, occurred 
the ‘Id-ul-fitr. Shah ‘Alain Bahadur was a i{)-haz5ri 
(25,000 tr.) ; he got an increment of 5-hazar Irooix'rs. 
Muhammad ‘Azam wa.s a 16-hazdri (0,tH)0 tr.) and now 
received an increment of h-liazdri zal. Yalaugto.sh Khau 
Bahadur, a haz&ri (500 tr.) received promotion of 500 (200 
tr.)

' Yalangtosh Khan Bahadur foolishly .stabbed himself with a 
knife, his rank was reduced by 5-i’adi (2(.M) tr.). Krimgar 
Khan was dismissed from his mansah. 

Mulla ‘Auz Wajih, the leading theolooian died. His 
home was Akhsikat in Samarqand. During his study under 
Mir ‘Auz Ta.shkandi, he .surpassed all his clas-s-fellows. 
After having served for .sometime a.s a teacher iu Balkh, he 
came to the Emperor Shah Jahan’s Court iu the Ibth year 
of his re’gn, and took .service as mnfii of the camp. In 
Am'angzib’.s reign he was Censor of the army for a short 
time, and exerted himself far beyond any other holder of 
the post in putting dgfwn vices. [157] The rest of his life 
he spent in teaching, lieing highly liohonred by the nobility. 

When Muhammad ‘Azam, who was coming from

Muhammad Qasim Khan 
collector [169] of the port of Cambay, became that of Surat 
vice Ghia.snddin Khan.- Kiim Bakhsh, on finishing the memo- 
rising of the Quran, received a robe, tu-o horses with gold 
sds, a jewelled sarpech, a j^arl necklace, a shield wrought 
witii jewelled flowers {gul), a quiver, and a bow-«\se. 
KhanahzM Khan became thanadar of Ghaznin vire Alah 
Yar Khan, and the latter got the former’s post of qiladiir 
of Kabul. ‘Azam Khan Kokah was appointed Subahdar of 
Bengal vice the Aniir-ul-umara, .lud received a robe, a 
jewelled dagger, and a horse worth 5lX) mohars with gold 
saz. ‘Tna 3 'et Khan l)ecame pesMasl of the Khalsii oflioe 
vice Kifiiyet Khan. Mughal Khan, who had been dismis.scd, 
wa.s reinstated as a '2-hazdri (.1,000 tr.); Fazlullah Khan, 
di.smissed, was restored to his mansah and .sent to serve in 
Bengal.

The Prince was taken serious!}' ill. For a .short time 
he remained weak and confined to bed. On Sunday, the 
8rd December, 1070/ 7th Shawwal [100] the Fmperor, at 
the imperial hunting -lodge of Malar, learnt of his death. 
Inspite of his fortitude, the Km(ieror wept on hearing this 
news. Ruhullah Khan Khan-i-samfin, vSiadat Khan, ‘Abdur 
Rahim Khan, vShaikh Nizam and Mulla Muhammad Y'aqnb 
were ordered to bury him near the tomb of Klnvaja 
Qutbuddin, and to get the whole of the Qunln recited and 
.'ihn.s distributed for the peace of his soul. He wa.s bom in 
1089 A, D. , '.1049 A.H. and lived 88 years 10 months. 

A letter came from Muhammad Akbar to say that he h.id 
entered Ujjain'on Saturday, the 23rd December, 1070/‘27th 
Sliawwal. Sultan ‘Ala Tabar, .son of Sipilir Shukoh, died 
and the robe of mourning wa.s given. On (Sunday, the 28tli 
Jannary, .T077/4th Zil. H., Akbarabadi Mahal of Shah 
Jahan died. Bakhshi-ul-mtilk Sarbuland Khaiti was ordered 
to aboU.sh the tankhwa of eight and seven inotith.s, and to 
give the naqdis tankhwa for .six inbnths only. On Friday, 
^e 30th March /5th Safar, the Emperor learnt that 
,yazlullah Khan; who had been appointed to Bengal, had 
'^en mortall}' .stabbed by a servant tyith a dagger. Op 
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Tuesday, tlie-ard April/9th Safiir, Sikaiidar Sliaii, son of 
Pniice Muhammad ‘Azam, died. A h-tter tame fiom Khan 
Jahan liahadur to say that oti Monday the l.4tli May/2ist 
Rabi. A., Naldurg had been captured bv the inii)criah.st.s.'"()n 
^)th June/17th Rabi. S., the death octurred of Sultan I Ibl j 
Mas' and Bakht, son of Sultan Muhammad dtteasc;d. N^ews 
came from l^jjain that Kishan vSingh H.ld.a had tome to 
interview Prince Akbar; while putting cni the robe of 
honour he had a sudden altercation witli tlit Prime, and 
.stabbal him.self to death in the .stomach. His lour .servant.s 
.slew fifteen men (of the Prince) before they were slain. On 
Saturday, the 4th Augu.st, ir.77/14th Jamad. S.. Piincc 
Muhammad ' Azam reached Patna ; and Sh.ili ‘Alam Bahadur 
reached Kabul on Thursd.ay, the lOlh Augu.st/^Stli 
Jamad. >S. Qutbuddiu Khun and Raja Indrainau Bundcia 
died. Alxlur Rahman Khan, the bakh.shi and news-wnler 
of the Deccan, wa.s informed that Khan Jahaii Baliadur >vas 
summoned to the Court, and that Dilir'Khan wa.s ordered 
to keep watch till the airival <rf another Snbalular, and that 
the affairs of-the place were to be ixmducted with hi.s advice 
‘fJmdat-ul-raulk Asad Khan vva,s sent to the Deccan with 
a large army and a vast .store of materials. 



CHAPTER XXI. 

21st ykar of the reign : 1088 a.h. 

18ili October, 1077 — Otli October 1078. 

J^rince Akbar came from Ujjain, had interview on 
Tuesday, the 30th October/13th Ramzan, and received a 
robe with half-sleeves, a hdldhand, and 5 horses. [102] On 
Sunday, the l8th November /2nd Sha^rwal, the day follow- 
ing tlie ‘Id-ul-fitr, the Phnperor sat on the throne ; according 
1o the custom of the celebration (of coronation) betel-leaves 
and scents were distributed among the persons present at 
C'ourt. The Emperor ordered the few appaiel that had been 
used in the decoration of the coronalion festivity to Ix' 
removed, and said to Bnkhslii-ul-mulk vSafi Khan, ‘‘1 abolish 
the celebration; return the peshhash sent by the Amir-iil- 
umar«a, and tlie other grandees are not to make any presents 
to rne. The clerks should use inkpots of China-ware and 
gilt stone, instead of silver ones. The amounts* of in' dm, 
which were brought into the Court ou silver trays, should 
henceforth be brought on shields. Men who litivT no 
such dravvers as are sanctioned by the canonica.l law, should 
come dressed in socks. In the hhiV al-hhanah embroidered 
cloth should b(' used instead ot stuff with gold and silver 
flowers worked on it. The factory of do ddmi (extremely 
fine cloth) established at Chanderi should ke abolished. 
Erect a kathra of lapis lazuli set in gold, in the place of the 
uncaiionical kaihra (railing) of gold and silver. Do not idant 
rose-beds in any imperial garden, except in that of Agbrabiid 
and Nurbari. No wansabddr above the i-sadi sliould Ixgin 
the construction of jmcca houses without permission.*’ 

I Another text adds, ] “remove the gold and silver censers 
for burning aloe-wood which are brought into the royal 
residence.” . 

On Monday, the 2()th November /lOtli Shawwal, Katn 
liakhsh w'as made a H-hazari (2,(K)() tr.) and given a Himan, 
a tugh, a banner, kettle-drnms, an umbrella, 30 horses, 
and 15 elephants. [163] Winter dresses were presented to 
the princes and peers of the Court and the /provinces. On 
Wednesday, the 28th November /12th $hawwal, Ibrahim 
Khan was a])pointed Sttbahdar of Kashmir vice Qawamuddin 
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Klwn; Muliammad Yar Khan sou of ‘Itiqad Khan hccunic. 
darogha^ of the goldsmith's department vice Khidmatgilr 
Khay, Sa/Jiwar Khan became faiijdfir of Oanauj. Mnlianunad 
N'aim, muslirif of the stable,' l)eeainc bak'hshi of Kam 
Bakhsh. Khwfija Bahauddin, son of Klnvaia Parsa, 
daughter’s son of Subhan Qnli Khan, king of Balkli, came 
from vilayat and received a robe, 14,()(X) rupees in cash, 
and a jewelled dagger. Khwaja Khidmat Khan became 
daroglia of jewellery market (jaii'ahir bazar), vice ‘Itiqad 
Khan. Mughal Khan became iikhta begi, vice Rulnillah 
Khan, Munawwar Khan was sent as faujddr of Ratha, 
Mahoba, and Jalalpur Khabdup, vice Subhakarau Biuidela. 
Muhammad Kazini, author of the ‘ Ijaingirmhuah became 
darogha of the .sale department. Ai Begani, sister of 
Najabat Khan the son of Sarbuliind Khan, died. Namdar 
Khan conducted Najiibat to the Emperor to receive a robe 
of condolence, (.‘n’ Monday, the 15th Apiil, JC>78/;jrd 
Rabi. A., Savyid Murtaza Khan died ; of high birth, charit- 
able and bravo, he used to keq) [104| his soldiers on high 
pay and in great splendour. The Emperor sent Bakhtawar 
Khan to make inquiries before his death. The Khan 
brought' to the Emperor thi.s prayer from the Sa 3 -yid. 
“I had hoped to gix’c up my life in the service of my nuiister. 
But it is not to l)c, hence my grief. Others pre.scut gold 
and gems to His Maje.stv, I wanted t(; pre.scnt a few lives 
(of Ihe enemy) in e.xchaugc of mint. That might probably 
be o1 U.SC to liis MajesUr” After the Sa_v\id's death many 
of his servants, from haziltis to commanders of 80, were 
taken into the inqxM-ial service, and tlv hxxtmen too vveie 
jmovided with iwsts in the worksho]) and store departments 
(karkhanazat) , 

On Thursday, the IHth April, T(i78/()th Rabi. A., 
Shaikh ‘Abdul ‘Aziz died. Two dav's lx;forc, Bakhtawar 
Khan had sent the author to him. to carry the imperial 
command that there sliould be no .slackne.ss in his treatment, 
and tliat if he wished, the Emi)eror was ready to send diu' 
of the Ynnani doctor.s that he desired to treat him. When 
I went, I found him reclining in bed and engaged in coin- 
])osition ; his words were being written down bv’ his pupils, 
such as Mir Hadi, Muhammad S‘aid ‘Ajaz, and others. On 
hearing the imperial message he replied to the author, “I 
have no prejudice for any particular system of treatmeut. 
But I have no faij^h in the book-knowledge of the.se men 
{i.e., the Yunani doctors of the Courtj[., If anv' of 'them be 
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fit for being given a call, I have no objection. I have chosen 
as iny doctor 'Abdul Malik, on whose book-learning, 
diagnosis, cxjjerience, and prudence I have reliance. Life- 
is not .so precious an article that for prolonging it [cor.] 
wc should make such frantic exertions. We must be 
drowned in water, when it ri.scs aboi'e the head.” I reported 
this s]ieech to Bukhtiiwar Khan, who asked nie to write it 
down, and then read it to His Majesty. The Emperor [1.05 J 
said to the Khan, "You will not believe that the greatest of 
scholar.s has said so. The fear that wc feel spring.s from 
the thought of how our acts would be judged by God. * 

Lutfullah Khan liecaiue durogha of ‘ars-i-mukarrar 
vice . him. Ashraf Khan became news-reader vice 
Lutfullah, Muhammad Yar Khan became darogha of 
qurkhamh vice Imainwardi, who became faiijdar of Saharan- 
pnr, Mnhs.in Khtin darogha of chini-khanah vice Muliaui- 
mad ‘Ali Khan. On Monday, the Bth July lt»7B/‘28tli 
Jainad. A., Hannd Khan came* to Court and received a robe 
of condolence and the post of darogha of khas-chauki vice 
liis decea.sed father. Iftikhar Khan went to Ajmir in hi.s 
place. Qawanuuldin Khan came to Court from Kashmir 
and got a robe. ‘Abdur Kahim Khan became akhta begi 
. e '* Mughal Khan, Lutfullah Khan was graciously 
authorized to enter the fort in his palki. 

The news-writer of the. Deccan reported that Dilir Khan 
had a stiff iig'ht with the army of Golkonda; an elephant 
was killed by a rocket, the elephant ridden by the Khan 
was wounded by a musket-ball ; the servant who rode on the 
elephant behind the Khan was killed b 3 '^ a rocket; the fire 
of the rocket even fell on the collar of the Khan, but it was 
extinguished with the water of liis leather-bottle, many of 
the enemy as well as the Khan’s followers were .slain. 
Fighting and guarding his own troop.s he reached hi.s tent 
at evening. 

On Sunday, the 20th jaiiuarj*, 1678/Otli Zil. H. Shah 
‘Alain Bahadur front Kabul inter\dcwed the EmjXJror and 
received a .special robe and a jeu'clled jigha. His sons and 
.subordinate grandees [106 J received robes and jewels. 

24th January/ lOth Zil. H., the Emperca- went to the 
mosque, to .say the Iwo-fold ‘Id-uz-zuha prayers. On 
VUidnesday, the 8th Majy/26th Rabi, A>, Itt learnt .of 
'Sfivaji’s attack on Mungi-patan. 

The uews-w'riter of Surat rejjorted that a mare had 
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delivered a colt -with three legs; the third leg was ch>sc lo 
the chest, and all the three legs were used in walking 

Murad Bakhsh's daughter was married tr* Kliwaja 
Y'aqub, brother’s son of Khwiija Sfilili Naqshbandi; the 
Emperor presented a rpbe, a horse with gold .s«r, a jiiiha of 
jasper, 4,(X)0 rupees in cash and a fciualo elephant. ' First 
Sarbuland Khan conveyed the groom to the ‘Icorlii (|)oitico) 
of the Bcgam Sahib for salutation, o'jext tht kiu)t was tied 
in the nio.sque of Skbarabadi. The marri.ige seltleuieni was 
two lakhs of rupees. Snlainian Shukoh’.s dan.ghtcr wa.s 
married to Khwaja Bahanddin, son of KJiw-aja Pars;',; and 
the same favours were conferred on him too. Sultan-ud-din, 
the .son of Sayyid Muhammad .successor of Qutb-i-'.tlam 
(vsainted dead), brother’s .son and .son-in-law of Sadr-u.s-.sadur 
Razavin Khau, received a robe, a female elephant, and 1,000 
ru])ees when leaving for Ahmadabad. 

On Monday, the 2yih April /J 7th Rabi. A., Qa warn ad- 
din Khan was made Subahdar of Lahore, and Kamgiir Khau 
hayittiU vice Rahmat Khan, Sayyid Muhammad Bij.ipuri, 
one of the sons of Gliau.s-ul-’azam, who was highly revered 
by all there, came to Court and received a i.v;asion of 0,0uO 
ruijees a year. On Friday, the hth .litly/‘35th Jamad. A., 
.Akbar was appointed SubalKlfir of Multan and presented 
with a special robe, a j)eari neekhicc, a ruby neck-j'H-ndant, 
f 167] two lior.ses with gold siiz, and an clei)hant with laldir, 
Safi Khan was appointed to serve under him, ‘Abdur Rahim 
Khan becoming his deputy. The daughter of Kirat Singh wa,s 
married to Muhammad ‘Aziin ; 68, (XX) rupees, jewels, a gold 
litter (chandol), a palki, and live doUs with .silver railings, 
were given as dowrj'. t^u the day of mairiage the Prince 
received a special robe, a pearl necklace and a jewelled 
kalgi; Qamruddin, sou <»f Muklitar . Khan wa.s created a 
Khan. _ A peshkash of eleven lakhs of rupees was received 
from ‘Adil Khan Bijapuri. Amir-ul-unifira Shai.sta Khan, 
who had come from Behg.al, was granted audience in thc 
piivatc chamber. He received a splendid robe, a dagger 
with its handle set with jasper, sdz of enamel with ‘iiiuja, 
and dhup with sdz of gold. He was hononreii h\' being lue- 
.sented with the truncheon ('asa) of jasp^er wliich i)ie Knugeidr 
carried in hi.s own hands. The Amir-ul-uniara ’s jieshka.sh 
amounted to thirty lakhs of rH[jees in ca.sh and jewels costing 
four lakhs of rupees. It included a mijTor, bcffie which, 
if a watermelwi tva.sj>laced, it dried up and dro]).s of water 
trickle from i^ ArKrthep was a ca.sketj,^'<iiii/«q). to otic side 
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of which a [toy] elephant \<»ai^ied and to the otJier a goal;-; ’[ 
the elephant could not 'phil... i^vay but the goat dragged ^ 
away the casket and the ^elepKant. The Ainir-ul-uitoara 
according to his request, attained to the highest point of the 
ambition of courtiers, and was authorized to come in a pallet 
up to the ghusalkhanah, and to sound his band (nauhat) after 
that of Shah ‘Alara Bahadur. The Khan [108] went by. 
command to interview Shah ‘Alam Bahadur, and presented 
to him 200 mohars and 2,(X)0 rupees. After emlwace he was 
seated near the Prince’s masnad, and presented with a robe 
with chdhdrqub and a dagger with handle of Jasper. 

On Sunday, the lOth June, lf)78/('th Jamad. A.', the 
Amir-ul-umara was sent as Subahdar to Agra vice Hasan 
‘Ali Khan, and rewarded with a special robe and two Arab 
and ‘Iraqi horses. ‘Abdur Rahman Khan, bakhshi and 
news-writer of the Deccan, was deprived of the title, of Khun, 
because he had altered the amount that Bahadur Khan had 
collected from the ruler [of Bijapur] in entering it into his 
nfewsrletter. When Bahadur Khan, after his removal from 
the -subalidari, reached the Court from the Deccan, he was 
puni.shed for some .serious offences and for life tyranny in 
extorting peshka,sh, by being deprived of his rank and title, 
— life property in cash, articles, furniture, and elephant.s 
being conli.scated. The Emperor, however, graciously over- 
looked the offences of this old .servant and gnanted him an 
interview, on Tliursday, the 23rd May/lltli Rahi. S., when 
he was restored to his fonner rank and title. By command, 
‘Aqil Khan conveyed (him) to the presence of Slyih ‘Alam 
Bahadur, who gave him a rolie and dagger worth 7, ()()() 
rupees. 

News came that ‘Azam Khan Kokah, the di.smisscd 
Subahdar of Bengal wa.s coming to Bihar, when lie died at 
Dacca on Friday, the 24th May/ 12th Rabi S. The new 
Subalidar, Prince Muhammad ‘Azam, hastened from Patna 
to that side (on hearing of it). [169] Nurullah Khan was. 
appointed deputy of the Prince for governing Orissa. Saif 
Khan was made Subahdar of Bihar. The Emperor condoled 
*with Khan Jahan Bahadur, the younger brother of the 
deceased, and presented robes to his two sons. .Robes were 
.sent with a macebearer to Salih Klia]^ and other sons of the 
- deceased. The proiierty- <rf the deceased — ^tv«fity-twq lakhs 
oj^upees dnd 1,12,000 mohars-— was conffscated. 

^ Wednesday, _^the 18th September, 1078/ 11th 
' ^twban, Prince Shah ‘Alant BahUdur .with ^ va.st army was 
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ii^t to govern the subalis of the Deccan, and presented with 
€ sjiecial robe with jewelled haUhand, a pearl tiechlace, a 
jigha, three horses, lua elephant with gold sdz, and one lakh 
dshrafi in cashj and to his original stipend of six kror dam 
was now added four kror dam, besides (tlie increase of) his 
mansahi His sons were promoted and rewarded properly, 
and his followers favoured with robe.,, liorses, and elejihants. 
Qawamuddin Khan, Subahdai of Lahore, was entrusted 
with the faujdari of Jammu in addit’on.

Jan Beg, son of Bakhtan Beg, 
got the tiih* of Atish Khan. It was ordered that on Sundays 
iijid Thiii-fdays Tnayet’ Khan and Kifavet Khan should 
wine to t,ie Emperor ror reixirting the diwani business. 
Asiiish Biciu, daughter of Murad Bakhsh, and w'ife of 
Khwiija Muhammad Salih, died. Amir Khan, Subalidar of 
iL'ibui, readied his po.>t on Saturday, the 8th June/27th 
Rabi. S. 


News came from Janiipin that it began to rain on 
\Vedne.sday, the OOtli May /Titli Rabi. S. ; the lightning 
sliiick the eastern hall* where Ghr.irat Khan was .sitting; 
six men died, two regained consciousness after a time ; the 
Khan was Inirt in the leg, but remained safe. On Monday, 
the OOtli July/19th Jaraa.l. S., Mnhaini.iad ‘Azam entered 
Dacca. From the papers sent by Shaf'i Khan diwan of 
Bengal, the Emperor leanit that the Ainir-ul-umani had 
drawn (spent) one kror and thirty -two lakhs of riiix;e.s in 
exces.s of his tankhwa for twelve, months.

On Weduesda}', the RHli February, the Ivmperor arriyed at 
Ajmir; after visiang the tomb of Khwaja Midiniuldin, he 
entered the palace: On Wednesday, tlie l^Oth Fchniary ' 
‘J5tli Muharram, the late Maharaja’s agent reported that 
his two wives whe were pregnant |17t‘Jl had after reaching 
Lahore delivered uvo sons with an interval of a few hours 
between them. Saiiista Khan fioni Agra had audience on 
tile ‘28th February /27tli Muharram. On vSunday, the 2n(l 
March/29tli Muharram. Shahrukh, a servant of Prince 
‘Azairi, brought to the Court a despatch aunonneing die 
conquest of Oaulmti, and received a rew'ard of l,()00 riqices. 
Tlic Emperor grimted to the prince a pearl necklace of 91 
beads worth two lakhs of ruj:)ees, and a jewelJed turbaii-end 
wortli 2ri,000 rujce.s. 

On Monday, tlje 10th Marcli;7th Safar, Prince 
Muhammad Akbar ctmo from Multan, had aiulicucc, and 
received a robe with lialf-sleeves and a hulahuud. New'^ 
came from Multan that ‘l/zat Khan, the dismissed vSiibalKlar 
Tatta, had arri\ed at Multan as the* deputy of Prince 
Akbar, and Safi Klian had slanecl for Lahore. Sayvid 
‘Abdullah was .sent to fort Si'vanah to attach the ]n'operty 
of the deceased Raja. The Amir-ul-niuara was sent back to 
Agra with a special half-sleeve robe, a hdlahand and a 
jewelled dagger. Darab Khan who had been sent with a 
strong force to punish the* Rajputs of Kluindcla and to 
demolish the grgJit temple of the plac<g attacked the place on 
the 8th March /J)lh vSafar, and slew the tlirec hundred and 
odd men who h^id made a bold defence, not (uit of them 
escaping alive. ‘The temjiles of Kliandcia and Sannla and 
all other tem]>l(;s in the neighbourhocxl were* dcmolislicd. 
Tahawvvar Kliaii became faujdar of Ajmir vicf Iftikhar 
Khan. [174] The Emperor permitted tin- agents of Rana 
Riij Singh to present his letter. He begged that his son 
Kumar Jai Singdi might make his bow to t)ie Emperor; it 
was granted. Muhamrrtad Na'iin was ordered to act a.s his 
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guide. On Tuesday, the 1st April, 1679/29th Sftfar, Indra 
Singh, .son of Rao Rai Singh went to the tent and brought 
Ixim to the Emperor. At interview the KumSr received a 
special robe, a nepklace of pearls and emerald, an arsi of 
jasper, a jewelled punch! and a female el«fphant. Faizullah 
Khan and Mukhtar Khan, who came to the Court from 
Moradabad and Malwa, were sent back to their posts, 
Amaiuillah Khan became faujdar of Gwalirtr vice Mn'atamad 
Khan. On Monday, the 10th March /7th »Safar the imperial 
camp left Ajmir for Delhi, which was reiiphed on Wednes- 
day, the 2nd April/lst Rabi. A. I 

As all the aims of the religious Erajiferor were directed 
to the .spreading of the law of Islam and tlje overthi'ow of the 
practices of the infidels, he issued orders to the high diwriui 
officers that from Wedne.sday, the 2nf: April, 1679/lst 
Rabi. A., in obedience to the Quranic in unction "till they 
])ay commutation money (jazia) with the hand in humility’’ 
and in agreement with the canonical traditions, jazia .should 
be collected from the infidels {zimmis) of tic capital and the 
provinces. Many of the honest scholars of the time were 
appointed to discharge the work (of colleking jazia). May 
God actuate him to do that which He loves and is pleased 
with, and make his future life better than the present ! 

[17-5] On Sunday, the 13th April, 12th Rabi. A., 
Prince Muhammad Akbar was sent to Lahore, and pre.scntcd 
with a sjiecial robe of half-sleeves, a quiver, a bow-case, two 
horses with gold saz, a jewelled sarpech, and a muttaka. 
Muhammad Zaman Luhani was made a Khun, iiud ShrUi 
Beg Khan Kashghari got the title of ’Abdullah Khan, 
Iftikhar Khan and others, after being rewarded, accom- 
panied the Prince. On Saturday, the 19lh April /18th 
Rabi. A., Kumar Jai Singh, son of tlie Rana, was .sent back 
to his home with a robe, a iiearl sarpech, a ruby pendent, a 
jewelled turban-end, an Arab horse with gold trappings and 
an elephant. To the Rana Raj Singh wetje sent a farman, 
a robe, a jewelled saxpech and ^),000 rupe^. 

On Sunday, the 25th May /24th Rabij S., Khan Jahaii 
Bahadur came from Jodhpur, after deraoli^ing the temples 
and bringing with himself .some part-loads iof idols, and had 
audience of the Emperor, who Highly praised him > and 
ordered that the idols, which were mostly jewelled, golden, 
jiisiivery, brorfee, copper or stone, should ^ ^ast in the yard 
(jilaukhanah) of the Court and under the Sl^s of the Jam’a 
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mosque, to be troddeu ou. They remainecl so i<)r,^oiiic time 
and at last their very names wore lost. On Monday, tlie 
‘JJtli May/25th Rabi. S., Indra vSingli, son of Rao Rfii 
Singh, grandson of Aniar Singh, was ;ij»yointcd Raja oi 
Jodhpur in succession to hivS uncle Jaswant Singh, and given 
the title of Raja, a special robe, a sword. []7<) i willi jeweriecl 
sdz, a horse with gold sdz, an elephant, banner, high, and 
kettledrums. He presented a tribute of tuirlv-si:v lakhs <;f 
rupees which was graciously accepted. It was formerly the 
practice of the IvmixTors to apply the likCi willi tlicii* own 
hands to the foreheads of the great Rajas, and in this reign 
Asad ICtian had by connnaiid put the tikii c-n the i'oreh(‘ad of 
Raja Ram Singli. The practice was now forbidden, .‘'alutatiim 
Uiialini) alone being declared to be enougii. 

‘Aqil Khan became Baklishi-i-tan vice Sali Khan. On 
Tuesday, the :Hth Jnne/25tli Jamad. A., Diirab Khan of the 
Baiii Muklitar (Sayyid clan) died. Mouiniiig :ohes wi-'i* 
presented to Jan-sipar Khan, his hrotlier, to Muluiininad 
Khalil, Mtihanimad Taqi and Muhammad Katnyab, his 
sons, and to his son-in-law Lashkari. Rnhullah Khan 
succeeded him as luir atish; and Bahrnmand Khan became 
akhta hegi vuc Rnhullah, ‘Jtiqad Khati bakhshi of the 
ilhadis vice Baiiramarid. News came, from the army of 
Prince Muluimmad Muhi//4am that vSImr/hi Khan Bijapuri 
had interviewed him, the. ]ym()eror created iiitii Rustam 
Klian, and sent liiin a letter, a robe, a liorse, an elephant, 
a banner, ruid kettledrums. 

As R'lja jaswant Singh had left no son wdien he died 
in (the province of) Kabul, Ids trusted servants, viz, [1771 
vSonang, Raglnuiathdas Bhatti, Rauchhor, Uurghdas aiic! 
others, reported to llic Kmperor after the RajaV;; death tliat 
two of liis wi\'es who were pregnant had, after iheir arrival 
at Lahore, delivered each a son. These se-vants aftei* 
reporting the fact of the birth of the sons, begged llial 
umnsah and the kingdom might be conferred (on one ol 
llieni). The Ivmperor ordered that the soils should sent 
to his Court, and that when they w'Oiild come oi age, man'^nh 
and fdj would be granted. These sli.illow-braincd ])eo])ic 
after reaching Delhi pressed their recpiest witli great 
insistence. At this time one of the two sons died. When 
the Emperor learnt that these wicked men Mischievously 
wished to flee, can*y the second son w ith the Ho mothers to 
Jodhpur, and raise a tumult there, he on Tuesday, the ISlIi 
July, 1679/lOth Jamad. S., ordered both the Riinis and the

child, who Wre living in the mansion of Rup Singh 
Rathor, to bo seized and placed in Nurgarh. Fulad Khan 
Kotwal, Su 3 ^vid Hamid Khan with the nien of the khas 
chauki, HamW Khan, son of Baud Khan, Kam^uddin Khan 
son of Dilir Khan, and Khwaja Mir (who had got the title of 
Salabat Khan) with the servants of the cavalr}' (risdla) of 
the laic Prince Sultan Muhammad, were ordered to make 
these wicked men abstain from their criminal plan, [178 1 
and to prevent them from carrjdng out their crude design, 
and if they foolishlj' engaged in tight, to give them projjer 
chastisement. The tijEcers appointed tried counsel and 
friendly dissuasion; buf the wretched infidels rashly took to 
fighting, and after slaying many of the imj>erialists, large 
numbers of the defenders perished. When the Rajputs found 
themselves hard pressed by the imperialists, they slew the 
two Ranis, who had been brought into the field in male 
attire, left the second sou, who had been concealed in the 
house of a milk-veiidor there, and then broke, .and fled. 
Fulad Kh.an who hud learnt the fact about the second .sou, 
took him from the milk-vendor’s house to the Court. li\’ order 
he w'us .shown to the Raja’s ser\ ant-girls who had bt.en made 
prisoners, and they acknowledged him to be the Raja’.s .son. 
He wa.s kept in tlie harem in charge of the servaiHs of 
Zob-un-tii.sa Bcgam, and named Muhatninadi Raj. The 
Khan next da\' secured the ornaments and other thing;s of 
the child, la the tumult the property of the Raja, the two 
Ranis, and the other Rajj'iits was taken away by plunderers. 
What [17t)i| the ini])eri.al clerks seized for the Stale was 
ordered to be delivered into the treasury (kotha) of the 
The corp.ses of both the Ranis and of Ranchhor 
the Rajput yhief, and the heads of thirty of their captains 
were counte(l. The rest, w'ho had escaped from the imperial 
officers, reached Jodhpur on Wednesday, 28rd July /24th 
Jamad. S. [They under the instigation of Durgadiis and 
others impntled to Raja Jaswant Singh two counterfeit boys, 
one Ran-tha’^nb (who died) and the other Ajit Singh, and 
caused disturf>ance9. Tahir Khan, faujdar of Jodhpur, who 
had not shuwjn any \'igour in obstructing the fugitives,, wa.s 
di.smissed and deprived of his title of Khan. Indra Singh, 
who wa.s too -incompetent to rule the countrj' and put down 
the disturbaices, was summoned to Court. ^ 

^ On Sunday, the 17th August /20th Rajah, tile Emperor 
-Sisited the ,^ardeti of Khizirabad. A strong force was sent 
®nder Sar[^Iand Khan to wTest Jodhpur frmn the Rajputs. 
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On vSatnrdHij', the 23r(l Anjjusi,, 26tli Kajab. tlu- 
Emperor learnt that Raj Singh (Rath-ni", oiu' of the officers 
of the Raja, having gathered together a countless host, had 
encountered Tahawvvar Khun faujdui- of Ajmir ; a severe hght 
was waged for three days ; after the discluirgc of arrows nid 
bullets, fighting at close quarters took j)Iacc ; inouuds of thi; 
slain were formed on both sides; at last I'ahav.wai • Kh an 
gained the victory [180] and Raj vSingh with iniinbeiless 
men went to hell. Indeed, so great was the \ alour cvhibited 
(by the imperialists) that the R.ajputs never again came 
forw.ard to fight, but hid their iieads in deserts and 
wildernesses. 

On Friday, the 29th August, J()79/dnd Sha'Iwn, 
Muhammad Akbar from Ivahore had audience; a robe and 
special jewels worth 77, (HK) rupees; were eojiveted to ins 
liouse by Klivvaja Himinat.

9'tiai d.iv 
Muhammad Akbar was sent from the stage of the village of 
Piilain, to go in advance to Ajmir, tind w;is presented witli a 
sjiecial robe, a hdliihaiid , and sectni horses. His subordi- 
nates, too, received favours. ‘Ttimad Klian Ilnrhamuldiu 
became diwan of Delhi, Mir Hidavctnllah baklishi and news- 
writer, Aflaluii, qilad.ir, ‘Abdullali Chalpi, bayiitat, Nnr-

Himinat Khan, Sttbahdfir of Allahabad, had 
audience on Frida 5 % the 26th September/ 3 st Ramzan, and 
was at once sent to serve under Prince I^uhaininad Akbar 
and presented with a special robe aiicha horse with gold sar: ; a 
coloured sarpech adorned with an cnunjild f«)r the Prince was 
entrusted to him. On the 2nd October '7tli Ramzan, a letter 
accompanied by a peshkash of 400 moliars was receKed from 
Prince Muhammad ‘Azim announcing the birth of a son to 
the daughter of Kirat Singh. !iH2!. T!ie child was named 
Muhammad Karim. On the 4th Octol^er/lOth Ramzan, ri 
a letter was received from Dilir Khan stating that the fort 
of Mangalbida had been wrested from Shivaji. 

On Sunday, the 2()th October, 1G79/Ist vShawwal, 
occurred the ‘Id*ul-fitr. A farman of praise was .sent 

to Sujan Singh for his having captured Shivaji\s fort. Hafiz 
Muhammad Amin Khan, vSubulidar of Ahmadribad, had 
audience, and was rewarded along wn'th liis companions. 
P'akhar Khan w^^as sent to Delhi with a robe. Tahawwar 
Khan given a robe, a quiver, a bow, and an elephant, 
and vsent to occupy Mandal and other iparganahs. ludni 
Singh was made thanadar of Nimbaj, Raghunath Singh 
that of Siwanah and Dhaman, and Muhakam Singh Mertia 
that of the viMage of Pur. On the 24th November, a letter 
with 900 mohars was received from Muhammad Akbar, 
announcing the birth of a son, who was given the name of 
Nekusiyar.

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MUHAMMAD ‘AZAM\s itAPID MARCH FKoM BKNOAL 

Traversing tins vast distance, in spite ot its difticulties, 
in obedience to the Emperor’s comiuand, w is one of the feats 
of this Prince. Trustworthy men wlu) acLOTop'utied liiiii 
narrate that after midnight the Prince entered a palki and 
slept. Mustafa Rashi, Ivohrasp Beg, Qfisim l>ei; and llireo 
or four ojfHcers like them, waited on tno hriiu\; tnms. 
F'roiu day-break to noon he rode on horseb.ick, so that at 
tlie time of liis alighting not jn.n'c than two or three men 
were with him. Gradnallj^ the otliors dropped in. 

He left the baggage, harem, and karkiiavjs with Mir 
Hadi and 1,000 irooi)eT.s at Patna with xOtdcrs to follow him. 
P'rom Patna t<> Benares, wliu.h was traversed in seten di»vs, 
he was accompanied by Jahar.-zeb Biinii Begaiu. At 
Benares, Mir Khan and Shah yuli Khan ?>akhshi were 
ordered to convey her vStage fre siage iindei- escort of 
t"-oopers; Ihc}^ readied (Delhi) in twciity-tive days, while 
the Briiice by rapid marches finished the jonrne}' frf>»n 
Benares in twelve days and three Ijours, and had andience 
on Tuesday, the IGth Dccemlx:r, i(M'J/*2.Srd Zih Q/ 'Ohat 
clay he h id travelled seventy kos. 

Ouc day when he was riding on •; wretched post-liorse 
|']84! he .said to Qilsim Beg, “My quiver now appears to 
me lieavy'h The Khan replied “Tin’s servant may retriovc 
it’\ The Prince asked “What wili 3'OU do w’tli vour own 
qiiivei ?“ lie replied “I shall fasten V'air qniv»a on mv 
back,” and did so. Five hundred Khii<ih-a>pd troopvr.s 
tovraed hi.s retinue, and many nicr were favoured witli the 
gift of horses. Twelve troopers, four footmen, one chohildr, 
one road-measurer (jarib-kash), and two tiTne-keepcr.s 
{irhariiilis) who had been constantly in attendance, arriic-d 
with the Prince. 

One day, during tiic Journey, while rlic Prince and liis 
son Bidar Bnklil iiere riding on po.st-lioT.ses, under the 
protection of God, the vShahzada felt very thirsty. They 
reached a well near a village; a water-earner prc.svntcd a 
cup of water, tlie Prince gave hiir tvvo ushrafis, A villain 
saw it and imagined that lie was a macebearer caiTviug a 
large number of dshrafis. He haired die road and .shouted

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to the servants not to advance. • The Prince did hot attend 
to it, and the servants did not stra at his bidding. The 
wretch came forward violently. The Prince^^ pierced him 
with an arrow through the brea,st. The villain fell down 
there and did not rise up again. The servants went on their 
way. Suhrab Beg, one of the officers, who was* following 
the Prince like a shadow, re.ached the place, rwognised the 
arrow, [135] cut off the villain’s head, and after extracting 
the arrow h.a.stened to overtake the Prince. He showed the 
arrow and uttered this couplet in the place of a praj’er : 

“To all foiir quartei's will spread tlie fame of thy royal 
command, 

Kven as thy arrow ha.s reached the heart of thy foe;.’’ 

After thi.s the Prince ordered tliat some charn and two 
anna, four anna pieces of gold and silver, copjrer coin.s and 
cowries also .should be kept in lii.s fiocket. At many of the 
stages the officers of the jagir of Shah ‘Alani Bah.adur and 
other grandee.s brought costly horses, camels, and mules, 
and presented kids and fowl. But nowhere was cooked food 
procurable, o.vcept one day from the hou.se of the Qazi of 
Malpar. So he (usually) lived on dry bread, dry fruit.s, aiu' 
fried barley. One day the Shfih/ada s|X)ke of [t:isting | 
lihichfi. The servants went to a sardi, cooked it, and 
brought it in a second-hand dish or kalora of w<X)d. Both 
father and .son were hungry, but the Prince after a look at il, 
ordered his .sou to eat it. He in aversion refiused to eat it. 
The Prince constded him by .saying, “Gi>d willing, we sliall 
get food from the l‘<in[)eror’s own table in two or three 
days.” •!= 

On the 17th December, I67t)/24th Zil. Q., Bidar Bakht 
wa.s made a A-hasdri tr.), ‘Abid Klian was given the 

title of Qalicb Khan. On Satiird.ay, the 3rd January, 1380/ 
11th Zil. H., when tlic Emperor marched from Mandal 
[186 j, it was learnt that the men of the Rana had evacuated 
the IXI.SS of Debar!. Hafiz Muhammad Amin Khan rejxnrted 
that .some of his servants had ascended the hill and found 
the other side of the pass also deserted; (evidently) the Rana 
had evacuated Udaipur and fled. Gii tite , .4th, January /T2th 
Zil. H., the Emperor encamped in the p{»s. Hasan -Ah 
IKhan was sent in i)ur.suit of the infidel. Prittc^ Muhammad 
Hzam and Khan Jahan BaliMur wer^ pft Dotted to view 
tJdaipur. RuhuUafa Khan and Ekkati^' Khag, wept to 
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demolish the great temple in front of tlic Rrma^s palace, 
which was one of the rarest buildings of the age and the 
chief cause of the destruction of life and property/ of the 
despised worshipi)ers.

(test cd. by me) ^ 33; Rhtili Kh.-, n. 207, and Madsit-ul* 
umira; U, 83^. ^ 
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was despatched uuder Hasan ‘Ali Khan to punish and 
pursue the Riina ; his companions were rewarded when taking 
leave. Shaikh Rassiuddin, the leader of his companions, did 
good service in this expedition and got the title of Khan. 
Ruhiillah KhSiu became Mir Bakhshi vkn Sarbuland Khan 
deceased, but the name of the jwst was not verbally men- 
tioned.

New.s came from Lahore that Sayyid *Ali Akbar, Qazi 
of the place, never bowed to anybody on account of his 
honc.sty, bravery and .spirit, but in contra.st with him his 
sistcr’.s son Sayyid I‘'aril wa.s fooli.sh, violent and abusive 
and had made the lives of the udzim and kotv'dl miserable 
by hi.s words .and deeds. At last they attempted iiis life. 
The Qdyi died a .‘shameful death in the conflict with Mir 
Qawamuddin Khun, the nazim. He aiul Xizamuddin, tin- 
koiwdl, were removed from their ranks and po.sts. The 
kotwdl was executed in Lahore and Qawanmddin was 
summoned to Couit. Prince Muhammad ‘.Szain became 
Subahdar of the Panjab vice him, and icceivcd a t\irban 
end and jewelled mutlakd. LxUfullah Khan became deputy 
Subahdar, Abu Nasr Khan bc'coming daroglui of 
uiukiirrar vUe him. Qawamnddin Kli-m on reaching the 
Court at Ajmir, wa.s subjected to much disgrace in the 
Court of tlie Holy Law, till at la.st Sayyid ‘Ali Akbar, tlie 
son of the deceased Qazi, at the cnt’ceaty of the grandees of 
the Court gave up the demand for his e.xecntion in considera- 
tion of his old age. About the same time the Khan died, 
out of pity for his own wudition. 

On Satmday, the ‘21th January, l('H()/2ucl Mnharram, 
the Emperor went to view lake Udaisagar, constructed, bv 
the Rana, and ordered all the three temples [l'H9] on its 
banks to be demolished. 

News c.'ime that Hasan ‘Ali Khan having cros.sed the 
pass on. Wednesday, the 2.1st January /9th Zil. H., had 
attacked the Rana, who had fled kaviijg Ills camp and ])ro- 
perty behind. In tlu.s expedition mueb ^grai^ was captured 
by the 'soldiers and it led td cheap^fe^i, .. On the 29th 
j^iiuary/7th Muharram, Hasan ‘Ali Khan brought to the 
(Rm])eror twenty camel-loads of tents and other things cap- 
tured from the Rana’s palace and reported that one hundred 
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and seventy-two other temples in the euvinm.s of Udai[.nir 
had been destroyed. The Khan received the title of Kaliadiir 
'Alamgirshahi, On the 31st January /Otli Muluirram, 
Khan, Jahau Bahadur was scut to BlKiinsior (for.), and 
presented with a robe, a jewelled dagg.u*, and a liorse with 
gold saz. 

On Monday, the iiiJnd Feln-uary/Lst Saf;ir tlie Knijicror 
went to view Chitor; by his order sixty temples of the 
place were destroyed. On Friday, the 'i(5th/5tli Safar, 
Khan Jahan Bahadur came from Rhainsror and had aiidiciuv 
at Chitor and was honoured by being presented with a half* 
sleeve from the liinperor’s own person. On Sunday, the 
28th February /7tli vSafar, Hafiz Muliannnad 7Vinin, Nazim 
of Ahinadabad, was sent to his post, and given a robe, a 
liorse, and an elephant. On the Ist March Khan Jalian 
Bahadur Zafar Jang Kokaltiish Klian l>ceanje Siibahdar <>f 
the Deccan vice the eldest Prince, and was presented with 
a robe, a jewelled dagger, a horse, and an elephant. Shaikli 
Siilaiinan, darogha oiF *adalat, got the title of PYizil Khan. 
C>ii Thursday, the Itli Marcli/12th Safar [190 ' Muhammad 
Akbar was a]'pointed with a well-equipped force to guard 
the environs of Chitor, and presented witli a s])ecial robe, 
a jxiarl necklace, a jewelled jiv^ha, a horse, and an elephant. 
Ha.san *Ali Khan, Raziuddin Khan and others \verc re- 
warded with robes and sent with the Jhdncc. Hakim 
Siiam.sa, who liad reached the Court willi the daughter of 
‘Adil Khan Bija]niri, received a special lobc, a honse with 
gold sac, an elcjjhant, the rank of H-hazdri (1,090 tr.), the 
title of Shamsuddiu Khan and ])osting under Khan Jahaii 
Bahadur.

On Saturday, the 0th March, 1080, he started ironi 
Udaipur, ‘Abdullah Khan who had been dcjirivcd of his 
annual pension, was given the rank of a.

Majesty, wes led astray by his evil luck. On account of his 
improper lapse.s [191] he was removed from his rank of 
a hazdri (70 Ir.) and tlie ix).st of being close to the Emperor’s 
person and qauungoship of the subah of Tatta, with his 
son-in-law ‘Abdul Was'i. On his ajiplication the Emperor 
wrote ’‘Go to Delhi”. After his arrival, P'ulad Khan was 
ordered to confi.scate his house, to place him on a hor.se in 
the same state in which he would come out of his hou.se, and 
to expel him from the city. It was done. During his two 
and a half years of close attendance on the Emperor {taqar- 
rah) lie had amassed twelve lakhs of rHi)ee.s in ca.sh, besides 
articles and a newly-built house. All the.se were now con- 
hscated. He went to Eahore and died tliere. ?'az.iil Khan 
became darogha of tidkehauki rkc Qiibil Khan and his 
heart’s desire was gratified. Shaikh Makhdum of Tatta, 
inunshi of Muhammad ‘Az.-iin, became munshi of the 
Emjieror. He received the rank of ‘^sadi (tTX) tr.). a dagger 
with sdddlikftr, ruix*es in cash, and ten piecc.s each of 

cloth, fotah, jamaw'ar, and kinkhab. Afterwards he ro.s<.- to 
lie a 1 )4-hazdn and got the title of Fazil Khan and the ixwL <d 
Sadr, which he held till hi.s death. His |K),st under the 
Prince, was given to »S]iaikh ‘AMul Wali. son of vShaikh 
‘Abdus .Sanuid J'afurkhaui. 

On Monday, the 22nd March, tlie Emiieror arrived at 
Ajmir, and after first visiting the tomb of Khwiija 
Mu'iuuddiu entered the palace. [192]. Mughal Khan, .son 
of Tahir Khan, came from the Deccan, had audience, and 
was made First Mir Tuzuk. Salabat Khan was removed 
from his rank for some offence and succeeded by Bahramand 
Khan in tiie i)o.st of darogha of topkhaua. ‘Abdur Rahim 
Khan replaced Bahramand as akhta beg’. Hayat Beg, son 
of Baqi Khan got the title of Khan, Khwaja Kajnal that of 
Khanjar .E.han, and ‘Abdul Wiihid, .son of Mirza Khan, 
that of Mil Khan. K^mgar Khan, .son of Hiishdar Khan, 
who had been removed from his rank, stabbed himself in 
the stomach in’ four places, but recovered through the kind 
attention of his relatives. 

OnA^'ednesday, the 31.st March, 168p,/10th Rabi. A., 
?i®iris Khan, news-reader, who had written the third 
.,*ume of the Pddishdhmmah, wa.s killed with a pen-knife 
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by a mad student, whom the Khan had Ixicn taking care of 
with a view to saving him from inolostalion ))y other men, 
and whom he made to sleep near liiniself at night. On 
Monday, the 5th April, IBHD/loth Kabi. A., a ietter was 
received from Shah ‘Alain Bahadui, saying tliai the kluillm 
had been read in His Majest 3 '’s name in Bijapur, and coin.s 
stamped in gold and silver in his name. Tiie eouitier.s 
bowed to express their con.gratnlation. 

On Thursday, the (5th May/.1fith Rahi. S., Muhammad 
‘Azam advanced one stage, by command, to welcome his 
.sister, and conducted her and Anrangabadi Mahal to the 
Bmperor’s harem. The Emperor learnt that [ I9;5 | Nhizai 
Bey the Ataliq of Subhan Quli Khan, King of Balkh, was 
coming to Court. Orders were issued to jmy him 5,(KV) 
rupees from the treasury of Kabul and the same sum from 
that of lyahore. yalandar Bet', envoy of Balkh, had audi- 
ence and received a robe, a "dagger, and 1,000 rujiees in cash. 
Haji Shaf'i Khan became diwan of Bengal vies Mir Mughis, 
and was succeeded by Sharif Khan as darogha of and 
idshtha. Hamid Klmn was appointed l» ])imi.sh the relxds 
of vSojat and Jilaran. Muhamnmd Mirnk, matebcarer, got 
the title of Khan, lltikhilr Khan became f.'nijd.ar of Jauniiur 
vice Shujii'et Khan, Muitafat Khar who had been jne- 
viousl}' disini.s.sed was now restored to the rank of a H-haztiri 
(1,000 tr.) and appointed faujdrir of Ghazi])iir Zaiminia. On 
Thursdat'. l-he "ilOtli May/l.st Jamad. A., Bahramaiid Khan, 
darogha of tojikhiinah, who had his quarters in a g'srden on 
the other side of the lake of Anasagar, was sitting in the 
.shade; of a tree, when the lightning struck (him). The Khan 
jumped into a reservoir, and recovered his .senses after a few' 
hours. 

On Wednesday, the 9tli Jnne/i31.st Jamad. A., news 
came that Khan Jahan Bahadur had reached Aurangabad 
and inten'iewed Shah ‘Alain Bahadur, and the latter h.ad 
.started for the_Court. On the I4th ,lnnc/2r)tli Jamad. A., 
Muhammad ‘Azam and Bidar Baklit after being rioblv. 
rwarded started on the exiiedition agaimst the Rana. [194] 
iViazar Beywa.s given the title pf Aurang Kh.'in and the rank 
of ^hazdri (700 tr.), Muhammad Amin, the title of Shfili 
Quli Khan, and Haji Muhammad, that of Mir Kiian. 

On Friday, the 26th June, Muhammad ‘Azam reached 
Chitor. Muhammad Akbar, after inler\'iewiiig (him) during 
a ride, started froni (Jlhitor for Sojat and Jitiiran. 
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News came from the Deccan that on Friday the l-ith 
May, 168()/24th Kabi. S., Shivaji after leturning from a 
journey dismounted from his horse, twice vomitted blood 
m fhe excess of heat, and sank down into the pit of hell.* 

Abu Tnrab, who had been sent to demolish the temples 
oi Amber, returned to Court on Tuesday, the 10th August/ 
24th Rajab, and reported that he had pulled down sixty-six 
temples. Khwiija Mn'atamad Khan, qiladar'of Gwalior 
died on Thursda}-, the 26th Augnst/lOth Shaban.

On the lUth 
January Mubarrain, news came tbat the thanadar of 
Mandal liad been slain and that vSin.ill fort had Ix-eii captured 
by the rebels. As for the men [‘204 [ who had joined Mtiliani- 
mad Akbar in revolt, it was ordered that Khwajas Manzur 
and AInhrim should be imprisoned in Carh-Bithli, Murtaza 
Quli in Alwar, Faraq (or Qazzaq) Khan in Gaalior, and 
Mxtliammad Hatim, son of Ghaznafar Khan in Kqugra, 
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Qazi Kliubullah, Muhammad ‘Aqil, Shaikh Tai}^ab, and 
Mil- Ghulain Muhammad of Amroha, who had affixed their 
seals to a decree declaring the deposition of His Majesty 
as demanded by religion, were sent to fort Garh-Bithli after 
being tied to planks and severeh- flogged. Many others were 
flogged and imjirisoned. Zebunnisa Begam, whose letters to 
Muhammad Akbar were discovered, was deprived of her 
annual peimion of four lakhs of rupees, her property M'a.s 
confiscated, and she was lodged in fort Salimgarh. On tlie 
iii.‘3rd January /IBth Muharrain, Kainbakhsh was married to 
I' akhr-i-Jahan Khanam, daughter of Barkhurdar Beg, n»an- 
sabdar. On the ‘20th January/lOth Muhamm, Auranga- 
badi Mahal, Salima Banu’ Begam (wife of Muhammad 
Akbar) and other dependents were .sent to Delhi. News came 
from tile army of Shah ‘Alum Bahadur tliat he had readied 
Jalor and Muhammad Akbar Sanchor, and that Qalich Kli.in 
was hastening in pursuit with a force. 

The news-writer of the army of Muhammad ‘Azam 
reixnted that he (the Prince) having learnt that the Rami s 
diwan Dayaldas wanted to make a night attack,' had .sent 
Dilawwar Khan against that wretch. A battle ensued ; [205 j 
main- of tlie enemy were slain; after slaying his wife he 
broke away; his daughter and a few otlier [ler.son.s were taken 
pri.soiiers. Qalich Khan who had come to Coui-t without the 
Prince’s pei-mi.5sion , was refirsed audience. At first Ilitiniam 
Khan, kotwiil, kept him under surveillance; then he wa.s 
made over to Salabat Khan. Muhammad Ibrahim surnamed 
Shuj’aet Khan left Akbar and came o\er to Sliah ‘Alam, 
wlio sent him to the Court, where he was made over t<i 
.Salabat Khan and kept under surveillance in the Akbari 
jialace. Hafiz Muhammad Smin Khan sent a letter stating 
that Muhammad Akbar, having advanced with the Rathors 
by way of the bill of Dongai- to the territory of the Raua, 
wanted to go to Ahniadabad ; at this time spies brought the 
news ihat after passing by Rajpipla he had gone to the 
Deccan by wa}' of Sarangarh. Sazawar Khan was inipri.soned 
u itli his son for ah mffence, made over to Jalal Beg Ming- 
ba.shi. Muhammad Shaf'i inushrif of ghusalklianah, who 
evidently shared bis guilt, was dismissed from his rank and 
post. Mughal Khan became akhtabegi I'ice him, and Bahra- 
mand Khan, Mir Tdzuk vice Mitghat Kham. Mirza Mubam- 
»nad, son of Murshid Quit Khan got the; mushr^ of -ghusal- 
khanah. Tapidas, peshdast of Ruhullah Khan, and Bal- 
tcishan his munshi M'cre , made over to the j^otwalj as they 
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were securities for GanRaraiu, an ‘amla of Kiian Jaliilu 
Bahfidur, who had rebelled in tlie province of Allaliahad. A 
letter came from Khan Jahan Bahadur stating I^Odj that 
Muhammad Akbar had passed by Hnrlianpur on Suiid iy, 
the 16th May, 1681 / 7th Jamad. A., and cuteicd tiie tcrritoi \- 
of vSambha, who had kindly and boiiciiraldv yiven him 
shelter in his dominion. Mnlianunad Maaili and other sous, 
brothers and sons-in-huv of Himmat Khan clcoe ised, received 
monniing robes. Ashraf Khan iwcanie First Bahhshi cu.- 
the deceased, and Kamgar Khan Ix-camc news- reader 'i iVr 
Ashraf Khan, his own place of haynUlt beiiiy taken by 
‘Iniiyet Khan. Bad'i-uz-y.aman Maluibatkhani whose skill 
helped him in the .service of the Kniperor, got the title of 
Rashid Khan and became peshiinsi- of khril.sa i'iit ‘Iniiyet

The Qazi tied the 
knot in the mosque of khds and 'dm. The dowry was 
50, (KK) rupees. Sher Muhammad Kohati got the title of 
Sher Khan. 

On Satm-day, the 6th August/lst Shaban, a letter wa.s 
received from Khan Jahan Bahadur, to say that Akbar was 
living in the fort of Pali, near fort Maspuli;’*' 200 cavalry 
and 800 infantry were with him ; and Sainbha had assigned 
a pension to them.

Muhammad N'airn 
who had conveyed a robe of condolence for the death of Rana 
Raj Sijjgh to his son Rana Jai Singh, returned and had 
audience. He had received (from the R.ina) 4,(l00 ru]>ee.s in 
cash, two horses, 19 thdm of cloth, and four camels. He 
was permitted to retain them instead of surrendering them 
to the State.

On Monday, the 5tli vSepteiiiber/2nd Ramzan, the 
Emperor issued orders for liis eanlp ti> be moved from Ajmir 
towards Burlianpur. On Tliursday, the Slh/Rth Kaniziin, 
lie started from that city and halted at the stage of Dcoiai. 
On Friday^ the 9lh Septemk'r/fith Ramzan, vShfilizada 
Miiliammad ‘A/iin was sent back to Ajmir, after bein ,':4 pie* 
sentcd with a special robe, a pearl swanmi, a jewelled 
dagger, a sword, a horse, and an elephant [213]. ‘T'mdat- 
iil-miilk Asad Khan was aj>j)ointed to accompany liiin, and 
received a sjK'cia! robe, a jewelled dagger, and a horse. 
Ttiqad Khan, son of Asad Khan, Kamfduddin Khan, son of 
Dilir Khan, Raja Bhim and liis son, Dindar Khan, son of 
Namdur Khan Nvho lx*came Marluunat Khan) and others, 
after being given rubes, jewels, horses and elephants were 
appointed to tiiis army. ‘Inavet Khan, faiijcliu'of Ajinir, and 
Sayyid Yusuf Buklifiri. qihddar of Oarli Bitlili, were sent 
back. On Saturday, the 10th September ^7tlv Ranv/an, 
llew^s came from Delhi thiit Jahanara Kami Bcgain had di^v! 
on Tue.sda 3 ^, btli vSeptember, ]()81/3rd Ramzan. She 
was buried in tlie compound of the .se])iilclirc of Shaikli 
Nizrun-iid-din Anlia, where she had constructed lier owai 
tomb in her lifetime, Tlie Eni|7cror wa.s very .sorry to hear of 
the death of his loving eldCsSt sister and forbade the beating of 
naubat for thy'ce days. This lady, now* wrapped up in divine 
forgiveness, was endo^ved wdth tlie gracious qiuilily of 
charity' and tlie noble trail of benevolence. vShe alv\ aA's took 
care to be polite in her manners to her equals and bestowed 
her gifts and compas.sion on the general public. (With her 
death) the shade of bounty was wil.hdrawn from the head 
of the world, and the store of liberality disa]>j)eared from 
the hand of the age. The Emperor ordered her title to be 
written as SahibaUvz^zamani, ‘i- * **• * 
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[214] He bestowed favours on her servants and 
dependants. Uzbak Khan Nazar Bey, who had been dis- 
missed frorii rank and permitted to go to Mecca, died on 
Wevlnesday, the 21st September/] 8th Ramzan. On 
Monday, the 10th October /7th Shawwal, Mukhtar Khan 
had audience and the next day received an ‘<ua witli^a jasftcr 
handle. On Saturday, the 2’2nd October/19th Shaw\yal, 
new.s came that Fulad Khan, fanjdar of Delhi, had died. 
vShukrullah Khan succeeded him. C.)n I'hursday, the 27th 
October /24th Shawwal, Qalich Khan was sent on the 
Deccan expedition, and presented with a special robe, a 
horse, and kettledrums. Shihabuddin Khan was ordered to 
guard the rear of the imj^rial array till the arrival of tlu.' 
camp-followers. News came that Muh.'immad ‘Azam had 
left Burhanpur for Aurangabad on the ‘iilth October/20th 
Shawwal. and reached the latter place, on hriday, the 11th 
November/] 0th Zil. Q. 

On Sunday, the 13th November/ 12th Zil. Q., the 
Hmperor reached Burhanpur. News came that on the 14th 
November, ‘Ttiqad Khan and other imperialists had .attacked 
the Rat hors who had assembled in a bexly of nearly 3,tXK) 
troopers in Merta ; a .severe battle was fought. Fi\c hundred 
of the enemy [215] fell in the battle iucludiug Sonang, hi.s 
brother ‘Ajab Singh, Shyainaldas, Biliarida.s, Cokuldas 
and other chiefs, killed or wounded. The rest fled avyay. 
Many of the in!|«rialists were slain. Sard.'ir Tarin, Slier 
Afkan and others were wounded. ‘Itiqad Khan rceevved 
an increment of 6t)0, and his follower.s t!.K) were rewarded. 
On Tuesday, the 22nd November/ 21, st Zil. Q., Abdunnabi 
Beg Rozbhani, got the title of Khan and the daroghaship 
of the Deccan artillery. At midnight on the ‘23rd November, 
two chamljers of gunpowder neai' the citadel of Burhanpur 
fort caught fire; many men were killed. That very night 
robbers attacked the camp (daira) of Lutfnllah Khan Kokah, 
near Lalbagli, at Dacca; .six men were .slain, twenty 
wounded and the pi'opcrty was looted.

Muhammad Paiiah, adopted .son of the Sliah (‘Azam) got 
an emerald parkimuah. SliamsnJdin Khan and otiicr .sub- 
ordinates of the Prini'e were rewarded, fsharif Kiian l>eeame 
Sadr of Hindu, stan i ire Qalich Khan.

Mir ‘Abdul Karim, son of Amir Khan, sr.rhari of kbawa.ses, 
a favourite of the Emjieror, liecamc daroglia of the 
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ja-namazkhaiiah vice 'Abdul Qadir, son of Hafix Ibrahim. 
Ikhlas-kesb, new-s-uriter, one. of the disciples of MuSa 
‘Abdullah Sialkoti, was given this sj)ecial name on Sunday, 
when he was converted to Islam and made mitshrif of the 
purchase department [221].

A., by 
command, Kaui Bakiisli lielc! audience in the old ghusal- 
kijanah [225"! and conferred favours on tlie officers of the 
Emjx'i'or and hi.s own. Baliraniaiid Khan was ordered to be 
present wlieiiever the Prince held Court, and to remain 
•Standing; On Sunday, the 4th March, l()8;J/15th Rabi. A., 
Kam Bukhsh was married to Azarin Bami, daughter of 
Siadat Khan Safavi. Khidmatgar Khun conveyed to the 
Prince’s lionse a special rolx' with lialf-sleeves woven with 
pearls, and Kliidmat Khan jewels worth two laklrs and 
2fi,000 rupees.

On Friday, the 20rd Jime/Mtli Rajah, Princes 
Muhammad Mub'/./aiddin from Zafarabad jBidar j and 
Muhammad *Aziiii from Jhirhanpur, arrived and Jiad 
audience. Prince Mnhamiuad Raf*i-ul-qadr showed a {dece 
of nastdliq wilting of liivS own, and received a sarpcch of 
ruby. On Sunday, tlie loth Julj /80th Rajah, when llie 
4lst year of Slifih ‘Alam Bahadur’s life began, he was pre- 
sented witli a jewelled turban -«nd worth tme lakh and 5,18() 
rupees.

And that iiitiiuate courtier, Bakhtawar 
Khan, who on account of liis friendsliijj with scholars and 
Iiennits w.'is the .iutennerUaiy of their applications to the 
Rin};er»r, \vas oi’dered to write to the Mulla on his own 
behalf giving him a hint of this matter. After the farmdH 
and the letter had been received, the Mnlla wrote in reply 
to the Khan “{The present) i.s the time of separation, (froui 
tlie world) and not a time for acquiring fame in this world, 
lu obedience to the Iviuijeror’s command, T am going to the 
Court and shall .secure tlie blessing of visiting the tomb of 
Khwaja Mu'iuuddiu and interviewing the Kniperor’’. The 
Emperor liked these word.s from this chief of wi.se men. As 
he had written, he caitie to Ajmir and stayed at Court for 
some days, const'intl3' enjoving the Emperor’s compauj’. 
After performing tlie pilgrimage to ihc saint’s tomb he 
returned home with the hhnperor’s consent, and died there 
(.shortE') afte rw.'irds . 

[2f)()) Tlie EiiijKTor learnt that Prince Muhammad 
‘Azam Shah, who had been .summoned to the Presence from 
tlie bank of the Nirfi,' had arrived bj' forced marches, inspite 
of the eNces.s of rains luid abundance of mud, and that on 
account of the lack of porters he had brought only a small 
teal. The Emperor ordered one of his own tcnt,s to lye 
pitched (for the Prince) near the mo.sque of the ‘Idgah. In 
the evening the Enqieror learnt that on the wa^' while the 
Prince was coming on horseback, tlic ekpliant of P^atli Jang 
Khan turned mad,. charged the lroop.s, and approached the 
Shah. He shot an arrow at it; it came nearer. His horse 
shied ; dismounting he faced the elephant and hit its trunk 
with his sword. By this time his retinue, who had been 
.scattered, gathei-ed together and slew' the elejdiant with 
blows. Prince Muhammad Kam Bakhsh and Ruhnllah 
Khan went (by order) immediately and pre.sented (to the 
■Prince) 4,060 ruiiees from the Emperor, 500 mohars from 
Kam Bakhsh .and 100 mohars and 1,000 ru)>ee.s on behalf 
of Ruhnllah. The Prince Kam Bakhsh departed after one 
quarter of the day and four hours. Next day, when the 
interview with the Emperor was to take place, the Prince 
wjth all the grandees down to hazdris, advanced to meet 
‘Azam. livery one made presents according tojiis rank. 
FJy (^mand, the Shah reached the citadel, playing joyous 
j?rusic from hi.s own camp. Prince Bidar Bakht had 'also 
the tenour of being received in audience. [231] As the 
Shah’s mansion (haveli) was out of repair, he viras permitted 
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to live in the apartments close to the oicl hail ot aiulieiice 
till its rej^air. Muhammad Salini A^lam, a servant of

[234]* Rashid Khan repoi ted lu tlie Ivniiieror that His 
Majesty had ordered fifty-two lakhs of rupees spent in 
Ganhati to be recovered fronf the Aniir-iil-umara ; but tlie 
latter had written that in all seven lakhs of rupees only were 
spent; tlie balance of the amount was the price of th<!

On t!ie 27th Jiily/T2th f^haban, tlie Emperor was shown a 
jewelled necklace (har), a ]iearl arsi, und two elc].)hants, 
which Qiitb-ul-niulk had sent to Klian Jahan and tlie latter 
to the Court, On the 5tli Angust/2ist Shaban [2351 the 
Emperor visited the guard-iryom (;f Muhammad ‘Azam Sliali 
situated within the fort of Aurangabad. The Prince received 
as present a ring worth 27fi rupees, Jalianzcb Fk’inu Begain a 
j>earl necklace and ruby i)endent worth 14,0(»0 rupees, Oaiti-

showered for three prahars; at last Durjan wSingli had fled 
away under cover of tlie darkness of the night. Thereupon 
Anirudh Singh had entered Bundi witli ]\is own troops and 
other officers of the Emperor. "-f. 
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[2.% J The Bhnperor sjx^nt the month of Ramzan in the 
mosque of the palace, in doing deeds of charity. 

On Monday, tlie 20th August/7th Ramzan, Muham- 
mad ‘Azam vShah was sent ou the Bijapur expedition, after 
being j)re.sentcd witli a robe, a sarpechj a jewelletl dagger, 
an elephant, 100 honscs, and two lakhs of ruix;es. RidSr 
Bakht was jmc.sented with a role, a xarjfcch, a ka/gi, a 
claggei , and an elephant and .sent with lii.s father. Sayyid 
Shcr Kltan, Iklilas Khan, Karaiiluddin Khan and others 
appointed to the army of the Prince irere variously fa\'ourcd. 
On Friday, t!ie 17th Augu.st, 16.S:i/^th Ramzan, a letter 
was receiied from Ibrahim Khan, Subahdar of Kashmir, 
stating that through the exertions of hi.s son Fidai Khan, 
tile land of Tibet was conquered from its zamindar Ddfti 
and added to the Empire. The Emperor ordered his courtiers 
to make their bows for the conque.st find the music of joy to 
be ])layed. I'lie Khan w.is rewarded for the victory with an 
increment of 'i-hazdri tr., making him a 5-huzdri (same tr. 
■2,000 ilo-aspa) one kror of dam as in' am, the despatcli of a 
fiirmau full of praise and the presentation of a special robe, 
a jewelled phul kai'dra dagger with pearl ‘ildqa worth 7,00t) 
rupees, an Arab horse worth 2(X) mohars with gold sdz and 
an elephant from the Emperor’s own stable worth 15,000 
rupees. Hi.s duteous .sou [237] from a l~xadi (400 tr.) 
became a hazdri (700 Ir.) and was presented with a special 
robe, a .';\vord wrought with gold, with enamelled sdz, an 
‘hdqi horse with gold saz. worth 100 mohars, and an 
elephant worth 1],()(X) rupees. 

Atish Khan went by command to the array of 
Muhammad ‘Azam Shah lutd broiight to Court Muham- 
nmd Hadi, son of Mir Khan. He was at kept in the 
..c«tody of Ruhullah Khan and then in that of S?dabat Khan. 
Qt Friday, the 7th September/gSth Ramzan, he was ordered 
to be imprisoned in the fort of P^ulatabad, 
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On the 15th September /3rd Shawwal, as commanded 
by His Majesty, the advaiice^tents of Shall ‘Alam Bahadur 
came out of Aur;mg5bad, playing sweet niusic, with the 
object of extirpating the enemy in the direction of Konkan 
and Ramdarah and other lands of the Marathas. 

Dilir Khan Afghan died of severe illness. He had 
fought well in many battles. He was a powerfully built man 
and of great strength. He had a v/onderful ap])ctite, control 
over his clansmen, and good luck all through his life 

I shall now give some description of the tombs of the 
saints of the Faith and the village of Ellora. Eight kos 
from Aurangabad and three has from the fert of Daulatabad 
are the blessed tombs of Shaikh Burlnlnuddin, Shaikh Zain- 
ul-Haq, Shaikh Muntakhabuddin Zar bakhsh, Mir Hasau 
[‘238] of Delhi, Sa 3 ^yid Raju, father of Mir vSayyid Muham- 
mad Gisudaraz and other knowers of God, many of whon: 
were follow’er.s of Nizamuddin Aulia. These are places of pil- 
grimage to the world. The.se holy men came to this conniry 
and re]X)se here, through the exertions of Muhammad Shah 
Malik Juna, son of Tughiaq, who considered the fort of 
Deogiri the centre of his kingdom, named it Daulatilbad, 
wi.slied to make it his capital, and removed the peojde of 
Delhi with their families to this place. 

A short distance from here i.s a place named Ellora 
where in ages long past, sappers possessed of magical skill 
excavated in the defiles of the inoimtain spaciotis hemscs for 
a length of one kes. On all their ceilings and walls many 
kinds of images wuth lifelike forms have been carved. The 
top of the liill looks level, so much so that no sign of the 
buildings within it is apparent (from outside). In ancient 
times when the sinful infidels had dominion over this 
countr}', certainly they and not demons (jinn)* were the 
builders of these caves, although tradition differs on the 
jx)int ; it w^as a place of worship of the tribe of fal.se believ ers. 
At present it is a desolation in spite of its strong founda- 
tions ; it rouses the sense of \vaniing (of doom) to lho.se who 
contemplate the future (end of things). Iti all seasons, and 
particularly in the monsoons, when this hill and the plain 
below resemble a garden in the luxuriance of its vegetation 
and the abundance of its water, people come to see the place.

THK KMPEROR’S march RROM AlIRANGABAT) TO 
AUMADNAGAR 

On Friday, the 12th October, 1683/l.st Zil. Q., the 
Emperor reached Karnpura. The sound of artillery struck 
the ears of the enemy. Muhammad ‘Azam Shah and Bidav 
Bakht who hud come to the Emijeror were sent to Gulshana- 
bad [Nasik] on Tue.sday, the 30th October/19th Zil, Q., 
with robes, sarpech, elephant^ and a short sw'ord (nimchah). 
Pam Nayak, zamindar of Sd^ar, interviewed and received 
a robe, a sword and a dagger. The zamindari.of Chanda 
was transferred from Ram Singh to Kishan Singh, 

On Tnesda}’, the 13th November /3rd Zil. H., the 
Emijeror arrived at the earthen fort of Ahmadnagar, built 
by Dilir Khan. Qazi Shaikh-ul-Isl.um, son of Qazi ‘Alxlul 
Wahhab, was seized by a longing for God, on account of hi.s 
merit and natural godliness. He decided to renounce the 
world, and though the Emperor pressed him not to resign 
the Qaziship for which such men are pre-eminently fit, he 
did not recoil from his purpose, 'rhe Phnperor Imd to assent. 
At the recommendation of that favoured holy man, he gave 
the Qazishi]) of the imperial camp to Sayyid .?bu S'aid, 
son-in-law of Qazi ‘Abdul Wahhab. He came from Delhi, 
had his interview, and received a robe, a sword, and a 
dagger. 

On Tue.sday, the 20th November /10th Zil. H., 
Muhammad Khalil [210], envoy of the king of Shalir-nau, 
interviewed, receiving a robe and 1,000 rupees. The 
agents of the zamindar of Srirangpatan arrived with 
peshkash and received 200 rupees. Sayyid Ughlan was 
ap}X)inted tutor of K.um Bakhsh. Muhammad Salih, Qazi 
of Aurangabad, becunx Qazi of Delhi, and Muhammad 
Akram, mufti of the Emperor’s camp, took his place as 
Qazi of Aurangabad. Mir ‘Abdul Karim, became amin of 
.seven chaukis ift addition to the diroghaship of the jS- 
’immaz-hhamh. Sarbuland Khan (originally Khwaja Y'aqub) 
was sent to chasti.se the rebels near Baha^urgarh. KiQigftr 
Khan became akhta begi vice Mughal I^an; Shui|S^6t 
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Khan, son of Qawamuddin Khan, Mir Atish; and Matlab 
Klian bakhshi of the dhadis. At midnight, on Tuesday, 
the 18th December /9th Muharrain, Ruhullah Khan was 
sent to punish the enemy near the river Nira and Bahramand 
Khan towards Ashti. M'amur Khan, who had got the title 
of Dilir Khan, attacked the enemy and gained a victory, 
being rewarded with a robe, a far man, a tugh, and a banner. 
On Monday, the i24th December, i(583/l()th Muharram, 
Shihabtiddiu Khan, who had repeatedly defeated the enemy 
in .severe fights was created Muhammad Ghazinddin Khan 
Bahadur. [!241j His brother, Muhamm.id ‘Arif, got the 
title of Mujahid Khan, and Muhammad Sadiq Khosti that 
of Sadiq Khan, while robe.s, elephants, horses and promo- 
tions were granted to Dalpat JBundela, Raja Udwat Singh and 
other subordinates of the Kha|i according to their respective 
ranks. Mir Hashim, servant of ‘Azam Shah, brought to tine 
Kmperor tlie Prince’s letter announcing the birth of a .son, 
and 1,000 mohars as nazar. The child was named Zi-jah, 
and pre.sented with a cap woven with pearls, a jewelled 
rhashmak, and a ftearl string (lari). The Mir got a robe 
and 5(X> inpees. 

News came that the enemy had .spread near Pattan. 
At midnight Bahramand Khan received a quiver and bow 
and (set off to) carry out the order (to beat them away). On 
Sunday, the 27th January, lC&4/19th Safar, a letter was 
received from Khan Jahan Bahadur, .stating that the enemy 
iiad gathered together on the bank of the Krishna ; he had 
hastened from a distance of thirty kos, and after a .severe 
fight slain countless infidels, and captured their property 
and women. A farmdn wa.s sent to him in pi ai.se of his deed. 
Of his sons Muzaffar Khan got the title of Himraat Khan, 
Nasrat Khan that of Sipahdar Klian, Muhammad Som'i'*’ 
that of Na.srat Khan, Muhammad Baqa that of Muzaffar 
Khan, and Jamaluddin Khan .son-in-law of [Bahadur Khan ] 
and the son of ‘Azam Khan- Kokah that of Safdar Khan. 
‘Umdat-ul-Mulk A.sad Khan [242], who had been (left) at 
Ajmir, came to Court. On Saturday, the 2nd February/ 
26th Safar, Bakhshi-ul-mulk A.shraf Khan advanced to the 
door of the ^husalkhanah to welcome him. On the 4th 
Muhammad 'Azam Shah and Bidar Bakht had audience, and 
left for Bahadurgarh on . Wednesday the .T3th Febniary/7th 
Rabk A., after receiving robes and jewela-. Salabat Khan 

f ^ibth«r text read* Sbafi. 
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having come from Naulakhali*Audh received a robe at inter- 
view; Muluk Chaud, diwan of ‘Azam Shah, after receiving 
a robe was ordered to take with himself sixty elephants 
w'hich had been presented to the Prince. Sufi Bahadur came 
from Kasbghnr in search-'^f setAUce, had inter\’iew, and 
received a robe, a dagger band with gold s«s, u sword, and 
1,000 rupees. 

On Tue.sdaJ^ the llth March,' Ki84/ 4th Rabi. S., 
Randaula Khan died. On Sunday the 16th/9th Rabi. S., 
Shukrullah Najam-i-Sani got the title of ‘Askar Khan, 
Sayyid Ahsan, .son of Khan-i-danran, that of Ahsan Khan, 
Muhammad Murad, .son of Murshid Quli Khan, that of 
Muhammad Murad Khan. On Monday, the 81st March/ 
24th Rabi. S., Ghaziuddin Khan Bahadur wa.s .sent towards 
Punii and Garh-namuna, and. .'presented with a quiver and 
bow, 10,000 rupees and two mounds of gold. Qamruddin, 
.son of the daughter’s .son of S‘adullah Khan deceased, got 
his first mimsab of 4-sadi (100 tr.). On Saturday, the 6th 
April /29th Rabi. S., Muhammad N^aim became diwan of 
Delhi. On Sunday, the 20th April/16th Jamad. A., 
Baklishi-ul-mnlk Ruliullah Khan was appdnted with a 
s^ong force to reinfore* Shah ‘Alam Bahadur. [243] With 
him .were simt 20,(X)0 ashrafi, 100 horses, 500 camels, 
twenty-five mules, for the Prince, and robes jewels, 
elepbants, and horses for the Prince’s sons and officer, s. On 
the same day Muliammad ‘Azam Shah, Bidar Bakht, and 
Wiilajah were presented witli robes, jewels, horses and 
^ephants, and .sent away. Safi Khan was ap])ointed to 
guard the subah of Aurangabad. Bahramand Khan coming 
from Gulshanabad, interviewed and received an elephant. 
Shuja'et Khan got the title of Saf Shikan Khan, a .special 
robe, a jigha, a banner and a tugh, and was sent toward.s 
Srirangpatan. One hundred and twelve .servants of the. 
rebel Sambha, who were impri.soned in the chabutra of the 
/co^wah, were executed. Muhammad Yar, son of Dilir Khan 
M'amuri, got the title of M‘amur Khan aud wa.s sent to his 
father. On Sunday, the llth May/6th Jamad. S., a daily 
ix'iision of eighty rupees wa.s a.ssigned to SultSn Walajah. 

On Saturday, the 17th/12th Jamad, So news wa.s 
bjpught by Khwaja Y3kut of the birth of a son to Kara 
.B^lihsh ; the Khwaja got a robe, and the Prif^u robe with 
.A Imlaband, and a jewelled turban-mid. Haii Ism* ail khas- 
nawis, who hit upon the phrase “the son or Kam Bali^h’’ 
as giving the date of his birth, got a robe. The child was 
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named Ummed Bakhsh. Shuja'et Haidarabadi came to 
Court in hope of service, and received tlie rank of 5-}wznri 
(same tr.) and the title Shnja'et Khan. Ttiqad Khan was 
sent with a strong force towards Zafarabad Bidfir. [•244! 
Mirak Khan, faujdar of Jalandhar doab, became lliat (tf 
Gitjrat._ On Sunday, the 18th May. ;l(;84/13th jainad. S., 
Sliah ‘Alam Bahadur from the Koiikan had audience, and 
received a robe and jewels worth three lakh.s and !M),0(X) 
rui)ee.s. His son.s got robes and jewels. Rjiluillah Khan 
and Munavvwar Khan interviewed, receiving robes. Mughal 
Khan, who had gone to back Anirndh Singh jof Bundi ] 
and root out Durjaii Singh, came back victoriou.s and had 
audience, receiving a rolx'; and praise, Haji M.ihtrib 
Haidarabadi made his bow of .service to the Emperor. On 
Thursday, the 26th june/23rd Rajab, Muhammad J'afar, 
envoy of Qutb«ul-mulk, had audience. He was llie .son of 
the preceptor of Hafiz Muhammad Amin Khan. When 
Md. Amin went from Agra to Kabul, he requested Bakhta- 
war Khan to present him to the Emperor for service. After 
presentation he was given a mansab under Muhammad 
Akbar. His ability made him rise to the j:)Ost of darogha 
of filkhanah under that Prince, After Akbar’s revolt he 
v\eut to Haidarabad. There he bragged of being a high 
person connected with great amirs and thus influenced Sbni 
Hasan and his ministers, and got the title of ‘Ain-nl-mulk. 
When Qutb-ul-mulk had occasion to send an envoy to the 
Emperor, J ‘a far was apixfinted to the office on account of 
his false pretensions. He had iio help l)Ut to come on the 
embassy. At the audience Bakhtawar Khan said to the 
Emperor, “This man [245] Is so and so.” The Emperor 
said, “Sec the mischievousness of Abul Hasan ! He has sent 
Akbar’s officer as envoy to me.” J'afar knew me and .sent 
a mes.sagc asking me to see him. After beholding his 
splendour, wealth and prodigality in the market as a buj^er, I 
•sent to him to ask “Why did you come here ?” He said, “Tlie 
desire of seeing (old) friends brought me here.” I replied. 
“You have acted very ill.” After two da,v.s the kotwal all 
of a sudden went to his house, brouglit bmi to the chahutra, 
and confiscated his household furniture and slaves, with 
much cash. After a time he was given the rank of a 3-.vadi 
and was sent to Bengal. 

On Monday, the 80th Jime/*27th Rajab, Zinat-un-nisa 
liegani came from Aurangabad to tlie Cbxirt. Muhammad 
Kam Bakhsh, Siadat Khan and Kamgar Khan advanced 
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to welcome her and conducted her to the imperial harem. 
On Thursday, the 24th July/21st Shaban, 500 mohars were 
presented to the Emperor by Muhammad ‘Azam Shah as 
nazar for the birth of a son to the mother of Walajah. The 
courtiers bowed. The child was named Walashan. On Fri- 
day, the 1st August/29th Shaban, the Emperor learnt that 
Mirza Muhammad and Bihari Das, jeweller, who had gone 
to Qutbulraulk, had received — ^the former 10.000 rupees, 
an elephant, and an arsi, and the latter 8,000 rupe^ and an 
elephant — ^and they had returned leaving the presents with 
the ambassador. The Emperor ordered them to be returned 
(to Qutbulmulk). An acknowledgment-receipt bearing the 
seal of ‘Al'dur Rahman qiLadar of Bahadurgai’h, for two 
wives, (me daughter, and three slave-girls of the wretched 
Sambha, was placed before the Emperor. Khan Jahan 
Bahadur Zafar Jang Kokaltasli, Dilir Khan, Ghaziuddin 
Khan Bahadur, and other high grandees [246] and warriors 
had up t(} this time captimed from the enemy and added to 
the Empire .so many forts and mahals attached to them 
that it \vould require a volume to give details about 
them. * * * 



CHAPTER XXVIII 
28th year ok the reign : 1095 a. h. 

•2nd August, 1684r-‘21st July, lf585 

Tlie Emperor passed the whole month of Ramzan in 
religious performances in the retreat of the mosque. On 
vSunday, the 3rd August /2nd Ramzan Mughal Khan became 
vSubahdar of Malwa vice Khan r<aniaii deceased, «and received 
a robe, an elephant named Zulfiqar, and promotion to the 
I'ank of S^-hazdri (3,0(J{) tr.). On the 6tli/6th Ramzan 
Siiidat Khan was given the title of Mu'azzain Khan, and 
appointed Qush begi vice him. Haji Shaf'i Khan became 
conimrindaiit of Aurangabad vine Safi Khan, who was made 
nazim of Agra vice Muhataslmra Khan, who [247] was 
made subahdar of Allahaba<l vice Saif Khan deceased, 
Mul)ajnmad Taqi, son of Darab Khan, Matlab Klian and 
other relatives of Mukhtar Khan, Subahdar of Alimadabad, 
who were mourning his death were graciously presented 
with robes. The faniilj’ of Baui-Mnkhtar is well-known to 
the world for many excellent qualities. Mukhtar Khan was 
]ire-eminent among them and renowned for g<x)dness of 
every kind. 

In the afternoon, on Tuesday, tlie 19th August/18th 
Ramzan, Qazi Abii S‘aid united Prince Mu^izzuddin to 
Sayyidunnisa Begani, daughter of Mirza Rustam son of 
Mnkarram Khan in the presence of the Emperor and vShah 
*Alara Bahadur; 1,000 rupees and a robe were presented by 
His Majesty to the Qazi. News came of the death of Kifayet 
Khan J*afar who was without mansab, at Delhi on Saturday, 
the 23rd August/22nd Ramzan, and of vSaif Khan, Subahdar 
of Allaliabad, on the 26th August. 

On Monday, the 1st September /1st Shawwal, <x"ciirred 
the Td-ul-fitr. ***'’*' On Thursday, the 4th September /4th 
Shawwal, Salabat Khan became muiasaddi of the }X)rt of 
Surat vice Kartalb Khan Muhammad Beg, who was 
appointed faujdar of Alimadabad, Khanahzad Khan, son 
of Himmat Khan, was made darogha of servants of the 
retinue, ince the former, Salih Khan son of ‘Azam Khan 
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Kokali became faujdar and diwiin of Bareli. [248"] ffis son 
Nuruddin received a robe and accompanied him. Kamyab 
became bakhshi of the archers vice him. Yalangtosh Khan 
Bahadur who was enjoying an annual pension, received a 
mansah- on the 2nd September, 1684/2nd Shawwal. 
Bahrmn, brother of J'afar Khan, father of_Bahramand 
Khan, died at Delhi. To Umdat-ul-mulk Ssad Khan, 
sister’s sou of the deceased, wjis pre-sented a half -sleeve of 
silk embroider}', which the Emperor took off from his own 
person. Ashraf Khan condoled with Bakhshi-ul-mulk 
Bahraniand Khan and brought him to Court, where he 
received a mourning robe. 

On Monday, the 8th September /8th Shawwal, the 
marriage entertainment of Mu’izzuddin took place. He was 
presented with a baladast khiVat, precious jewels w'orth one 
lakh and 50, (XK) rupees, a horse w’ith gold saz, and an 
elephant with .silver sdz. To Sayyidunnisa Bcgam were 
presented jew’cls worth 67,000 rupees. After the i»aghril< 
jjrayer, Sliah ‘Alara Bahadur and other Princes with great 
}X)mp conducted the bridegroom through a lane bordered b} 
lighted lamps from his own mansion to the imperial palace. 
The Emjwror placed a pearl sahra on the bridegroom’s head 
with his own hands. The celebration was supervised by 
Zinat-un-nisa Begam. After two pds the bride reached 
the bridegroom’s hou.se. On Sunday, the 21st September/ 
21st Shav\'wal, Ghaziuddin Khan Bahadur when sent to 
conquer fort Rahiri, [249 ] received a special robe and live 
horses. His sou Qamruddin received a sword, and other 
cheers robes. On Wednesday, the 8th October/9th Zil. Q. , 
100 Turki and hill horses were sent to Muhammad 'Azam 
Shah as aid. Fakhruddin was .sent as thanahdar of Supa, 
Abdul Hadi Khan as faujdar of Chakan and Marhamat 
Khan, sou of Nanidar Khan thanahdar of Garh-Namuna. 
On Saturday, the 25th October/26th Zil. Q., Bakhshi-ul- 
mulk Ruhullah Khan, after being pre.sented with a rolie, 
a dagger and a horse wiis sent to punish the enemy. Qasim 
Khan, Muhammad Bad'i of Balkh, llhamullah !^han, and 
‘Abdur Rahman, officers of Shah ‘Alara Bahadur received 
an increment of 1,000 troopers; Hayat Abdali, who had come 
to Court from QandaltSr, and other officers of the fetfee were 
fa|)oured with promotion, robes, horses, elephants, swords 
tiusd jighas. Padamji, £kk<qi, .Malhar and Ran Sttbhanchand, 
by Ghaziuddin Khan Bahadur, each rteeived robes. 
Bhahzada Daulat-Af^ was presented with a rub^ sarpech 
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with a pearl pendant. Kifayet Khan Hatiiii Beg was 
appointed diwan of the subah.s of llie Deccan. ‘Inilyetullah, 
mushrif of the jewellery department and khiV atkhanah, 
became news-Avriter and mustaiifi of dima. Saltan Urnmed 
Bakhsh, son of Kam Bakhsh> died on Sunday, the 2nd 
November /4th Zil. H., [250] The Kmperor visited the 

Prince\s house to console him. 

News came that Ram Singh, zamindar of Chanda, had 
been defeated by the imperial army; on Sundav, 2nd 
November /4th Zil. H., he fled to tlie hills willi 2DU trcM'>pers, 
leaving his famih* behind; *Itiqad Khan, Hani/a Khan a.ud 
Kishan Singh entered Chanda. On Wednesday, the 19tli 
November /21.st Zil. H., Ram Singh came to Chanda with 
three men and wanted to enter his mansion. Murad Beg, a 
servant of Kishan Singh, who was guarding the dor»r, ros<* 
to oppose him. Ram Singh stabbed him with a javuihdr, 
but was himself attacked aud slain by others. Murad Beg* 
died the next day. On Wednesday, the 3rd December /(itli 
Miiharrain, the Kmperor sent a rol)e, a fa) man, and an 
elephant to Kishan Singh. A robe was sent t6 Hari wSiugh, 
zamindar of Garha. 

Baltuii Beg, sister’s son of Qalich Khan, came from 
Bukhara, and received a sword, a dagger with gold sdZy 
2,000 rupees and the rank of 6-sadi (200 tr.). ‘Abdul Qadir, 
son-ui-law of Muklilis Khan deceased, who had wrested fort 
Kondana from the enemy and etitrusled it to ‘Abdul Karim, 
reached the Court on vSuiiday, the Hth December/ i7th 
Muharrain. By receiving an increment of 100 (50 tr.) he 
became a (i-sadi (KX) tr,). Ihtamam Khan S.ird.ir Beg became 
darogha of nawara vice Saifullali Khan.

‘Ttiqad Khan, who had retiirncd 
from Chanda to the Court, [251] became Qurbegi ru r 
Yalangtosli Khan, receiving a robe, an elepliaut and llie 
increment of 5-sadi (150 tr.) which made, him a 2-hacdri 
(4(X) tr.). Hayat Kliaii l^came amiu of the seven chaitkis vire 
Mir 'Abdul Karim. Khidmatguzar Klian died; liis .‘^on 
Muhammad Quli received a robe of mourning. His {losts of 
darogha of the slaves and of the halting-places (inanazil) 
were given to Path Muhammad and Diw-afkan, Qazi 
Haidar munshi got the title of Klian. Shaikh Makhdum, 
inunshi and sadr, got the title of Fa/il Ktian; Haji Lsfn’ail. 
the head of the kluishnavises (calligraphists) of the age, who

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used to write the Eiuperor’s own farmms, got the title of 
Raushau-raqm. 

On Sunday, the 28th December, 1684/ 1st Safar, 
Qazi Sb^kh-ul-Islam begged permission to visit Mecca 
and Medina. He was presented with a doshdla of pann- 
naru} (soft downy wool) and the pampldet Addb-i-zidrat. 
A casket full of supplicatory letters to the Prophet was 
entrusted to him, to be conveyed to the Prophet’s tomb; 
the casket was to be ojiened befoie the door of the latticed 
enclosure of the sacred tomb, the pouch taken out and carried 
in.side the enclosure for being deposited below the hallowed 
lintel. 


Suhrah Khan, .son of Barqand.a/. Khan, was .sent to 
convey to the Bakhshi-ul-mulk Ruhullah Khan at Bijapur, 
a big gun taking one maund balls, and three other guns 
[252] taking 20 .seer balls. ‘Itiq.ad Khan was .sent to 
jjixriish the rebels .sc.'ittercd near Puniir and Saugainnir. 
Rashid Kh&n, peshdast of the khalsa office, was sent to 
Indur for deciding the question of .sowing the chena millet.* 
The .soils of Khan-i-^amau after their father’s death 
came to Court from Bm-hanpur, and re<'.eived robes and 
promotions. Atish Khali was .sent towards Nawalgonda witl' 
a strong force and a company of 500 troopers of Kara Bakhsli . 
Haniiduddin, son of Ihtamani Khan became darogha of the 
khafam hnud-khdnah vice his father. On the 22iid January, 
1685 /26th Safar, news came that Ghazinddin Khan Bahadur 
had set fire to the peita at the foot of fort Rahiri, slain niaui' 
of the infidel chiefs, plundered their money and thing.s, taken 
posse.ssioti of the women, seized their cattle, and gained a 
gi-eat victory. Saj^id TJghlan, who brought this joyous 
news, received an elephant. Shah Muhammad, chohddr of 
Ghaziuddin Khan Bahadur, who had come from the Khan 
without change of dress, received a robe and two hundred 
rupees. The Khan was created Finiz Jang and presented 
with kettle-drum.s. More than one hundred and fiftj' robes 
were sent for his officers, high iiud low. On Thursday, the 
•iyth January/4th Rabi. A.. Khanahzad Khan went to 
Aurangabad to bring the Emperor’s consort (parastar) 
IJdipnri Mahal. [253] On Wednesday the 4th February/ 
lOth Rabi. A., winter robes were presented to all imperial 
servants at Court and the provinces.

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Di^ATH OF BAKHTA WAR KHAN 

On Monday, the 9th February, 1685 /15th Rabi. A., 
Bakhtawar Khan darogha of the kiunvases died, after thirty 
years of service. His Majesty was ^'e^y .;oi ry to hear of the 
death of this confidential companion, wise *iiiinister, and 
highminded man. By his order the bier v\as hroiiglit near 
the *adalat-gdh; the Enijjeror liinhself acted as Itiiaiu, 
followed the bier a few steps, read the fdiiha, divstributed 
alms, and had the whole Quran read, and the corpse sent to 
the tomb which the deceased had pieviously built at Delhi. 
He was a great friend of scholars, hermits, and poets and 
tried to further their desires. He was an ex]^)ert in tlu? 
classic style and knowledge of history, wrote the Mirat-uh 
'dlani, and was unrivalled 'in good breeding and benevolence 
to mankind. Yalangtosh Khan Bahadur succeeded him as 
darogha of the khawases, Hakim Muhasa.n Khan as daroglui 
of the jewellery department and Mir Hedayetullah as that of 
the gold-ware. I, Muhammad Saqi, the author of this 
liistory, was the diwan and nnmsln* of Bakhtawar Khan, 
and used to show to the Emperor for correction the drafts 
of secret orders written by him. [254 \ The Emperor kindly 
took me into liis .service and immediately made me news- 
writer of Tljur.sdays. 

DKATH v)F DARBAR KHAN 

On Thursday, the 26th February, J()85<2ik1 Kabi. S., 
Darbar Khan .superintendent (ndzir) of tlie harem {inahal) 
died. Pie was an old, high-minded, and bcuevoleut officer, 
devoted to His Majesty, who similarly ordered his bier to 
be brotight and himself acted as Imam at the funeral prayer. 
The corp.se wa.s .sent to Delhi. (In .succession to him) 
Khidmat Khan became ndzir, In addition to holding his |:K)st 
of (ddro^ha of) petitions, and Shaikh ‘Alxliillah, son of 
vShaikh Isizam, became superintendent of the medical stores. 
On Saturdays the 14ih March/18th Rabi. S., ShujdT't Kh.an 
Plaidarabadi died. Hi.s sou Malik Milan lecciA'cd a rol;c 
and a niansah. 

Oil Monday the I6th/20th Rabi S., Ruhullah Khan 
was sent to punish the enemy near Bijapui and presented 
with a special robe, a jewelled kalgi, and .silver kettle- 
drums. With him were sent two and a half lakhs of rupees, 
a jigha with diamond parkkdnah, and a (BfAmoiid sarpech 
for (‘Azam) Shah, a necklace of two strings of pearls for 
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jahaiizeb Banti Begam, a jewelled muttaka for Bidar Bakht, 
a sinarani for Walajah, a ])earl necklace do~lari for 
Walashan and [255] thirty-two robes for Sarafraz Khan.> 
B'atli Jang Khan, Kanhoji, Basant Rao, and others. €hi 
Saturday, the 21.st March, 1085/25th Rabi. S., Wafadar 
Khan gi’and.son of S'aid Khan Bahadur, was given the title 
of Zabardast Khan and sent as envoy to Balkh, with the 
reward of a robe, a dagger, a sword, a shield with jewelled 
sds, a jewelled jigha, a quiver, a bow, a horse, an elephant, 
10,(K)0 rupees, and an increment of (1.00 tr.). An 

elephant valued at 1B,(XK) rnijee.s and other presents and 
precious things were sent to Siibhan Qiili Khan along with 
him. Shaiqatullah, who had the title of Sazawar Khan, 
was given pardon for his fault, and made the second 
inir-tuzuk. 

Khuji.stali Akhtar coining from Aurangabad, had 
audience on Mondaj*, the 2Brd March /27th 'Rabi. S., 
receiving a robe and a jewelled bracelet (bdzubnnd). Khwaja 
‘Abdur Rahim returricd from the embassy to Bijapur, and 
received a rolie, an elephant, and 5,0(10 rupees. Mir 'Abdul 
Karim in addition to his ])Ost at the jd-namdz-khmah , g<.>t 
the darogha-sliip of uaqqdsh-khdnah .

The Emjieror learut that on Friday, the 27th

a distance of half a kos, and Ruhullah Khan and Qasim 
Khan at a distance of a quarter kos from the fort walls. 

A courier brought the mes.<-iige that oil Tuesday, the

with many men. ,Sharza Bijapuri boldly advanced towards 
the army of Muhammad ‘Azam Shah on the bank of the 
Tungabhadra river.

A., 
ai^lave came from Muhammad Akbar to tlu; Emperor with 
two horses as peshkash.

The fort of Ahniadiiagar is situated on a plain; for 
giving it firmness and strength, the foundation of this hill- 
like fort has been sunk to the lowest stratum of the earth. 
It would not be wrong to say that tliis nail of the hill had 
been inserted to prevent earthquakes. Around the fort is 
a champaign. \Vithiu the fort are buildings and fresh 
gardens, under which ccilar.s of great rarity have been built. 
Around tlic fort is a deep ditch ever full of water. Two 
canals come into the fort from outside. [ 257 j Tlie city of 
Ahmadnagar is situated a quarter kos from the fort; it. lias 
no defensive wall. Formerly it was without au equal for 
its buildings, the abundance of canal water in every house, 
and the extent of habitation. The late Dauishniand Khan, 
who had passed some time here when he was a inci'chant, 
used to say that Ahmadnagar excels Kashniij- in many 
jxiints. In the environs of the city are the gardens of 
Farali-baklish and Bihisht-bagh, vvhicli present a wonderful 
spectacle. They were built by Salabat Kliaii during ilic 
i)enod of the insanity of Murtaza Nizamuliuulk, in his 
name. In order to preserve their memory I shall give the 
length and breadth of these two gardens and a description 
of their buildings wdiicli arc rare. 

The garden of Farah-bakhsli i.s 2U9U ziy*a in length and 
breadth (alike) which makes (the area) 27S bighas, Tti the 
middle of it is a reservoir 528 zira (square), which makes 
the area .19 bighas. An underground channel brings vater 
to it from the fool of the hill. In the centre of tlie. reservoir 
is a lofty and wonderful building in two -.toreys, having 
160 htijra (rooms) and a high cupola. Archers practise 
.shooting at its .summit, Bihisht-bagh i.s 612 cir'a in length 
and breadth alike wdiich makc.s the area 100 highas. In the 
middle is au octagonal reservoir, vvliicli is also fed with canal 
w^ater. In the centre is a building now in ruins. On the bank 
of the reservoir are a charming building and a neat Turkish 
bath, fit for the residence of elegant i)eople. 

Five Uos from the fort is a halting 'place (wanzil), 
known as Maujar Samba or Mamdl Saba. It is .said that a 
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high buiJding has been constructed in the waist of the hill . 
The fountain of the garden kajM up of itself incessajitly to a 
height of loo 3 'ards, through the force of the water that 
comes fi'om a sj)ring in the hill. The Emperor [258] visited 
this “flower of the eai'th” and ordered the ruined houses to 
be repaired. The tomb of Salabat Khan situated on the to|) 
of the hill, t.s a wonderful building. TJie climate of this 
tract is not veiw hot; at night one has to use coverlets.

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The Knii)eror learnt of a famine .in the array of 
Muliamniad ‘Azam Shah; it was so severe that a grain of 
wheat laid the snare of sednctioii for a huiidred Adams, and 
in the fear that the lack of gram would render them we!»k, 
ail the soldiers felt themselves helpless. Every day severe 
fighting took place, in the trenches and also with the out- 
lying troops. The .soldiers had no sleep and food, the two 
sustainers of life. Death nxle rampant. There came no 
ff)od from any side. A letter “By order’’ was written to 
the Prince .saying, “A.s yon have come to .such a pass, return 
to the Court with your army.” The Prince after receiving 
the letter held a council of cotisultation with his chief officers. 
Finst he turned to lla.san ‘Ali Khan Bahadur ‘Alamgir- 
shahi and .said, “The carrying out of the expedition depends 
on the co-operation of the officers. I have received such a 
letter from the Em])eror. Your advice is important in the.se 
matters of jrcncc, and war, haste and delay. [ 2<14) You have 
seen and undergone many difficulties and hard.ships of^thi.s 
kind. What is your - view of this ca.st ?” The Khan 
replied, “In view of the good of the army and happinc.ss of 
the people at large, I think a retreat is advisable. When in 
the Biilkh campjiign, Prince Murad Bakhsli owing to the 
rigour of vvintcr cculd not stay there, he h,ad to give up sieges 
aiid battles by order of .Sh;ih J.ihan and return to Court. 
What our men arc undergoing is known; and your Highness 
has received the order to retreat.” After this the Prince 
turned to the others; they all snpjx)rted the Khan. The 
Prince then .said, “You have .spoken for your.selvcs. Now 
hear from me! Muhamm.ad ‘Azam with his two sons and 
Begam will not retreat from this dangenm.s place so long as 
he ha.s life. After my death. His Majesty may come and 
order the removal of my corp.se for funeral. My companions 
may stay or go away as they like.” Then they all .said 
in concert, “Our opinion is the .same as your Highne.ss's.” 
When the Emperor learnt of this determination of the 
Prince to stay, h® ordered Firuz Jang Bahadur on Monday, 
the 4th October, .1(iH5/ l(?th Zil Q., to set out with a large 
army and [jrovi.sions beyond calculation {265 [ to reinforce 
Mid supply the Princv’.s array. The Emperor excused the 
•branding of the horses of the Srd and 4th fractions of their 
contingents in the case of the sa<Ii and 4-sadi in attendance 
on the Emperor and mansabdars out on expedition. The 
imperial officers were ordefed to buy for the State horses 
after tsking them out of da^h and send them to the Prince, 
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for distributioil to the men who had lost their horsc5^ in 
action. Firiiz Jang, on the day of tal;ii<,t; leave, was 
presented with a robe, the nuilti, and an vk jjhant for carrying 
it, four banders {nishdn} and four hairy (two luiiupcd) camels 
for carrying them, and was permilted to Iriss lIk^ feet of the 
Emperor, who stroked him on the back w itb his hand. His 
officers were fnvouied with robes, hoises, ih-plmnls^ and 
promotion, L'inu Jang reached the Prince with the speed 
of lightning, and the famished army gained the h >]>c of life.

It happened by chance that nlien Firu/ Jang was 
staying at Rasul])ur in the environs of Dijaimr, six: tliousand 
infantry, sent by the wretched Pam \-aik witli iwovisious 
carried on the head in aid of P>ijapur, were adNaiicing hv 
stealth at niglit, and arrived at this place at midniglit. 
thinking that a Bijapun force must be claying so near the 
fort. Firu/. Jang, who had been inhnued r>f it by s])ic.s. 
seized the opiwrtunity ; and fell upon them before 

dawn; no living creature escaped from the Mnglial snords 
with his life; a crushing defeat was inflicted on the enemy. 
Sixty-two mansabdars sent by Firuz Jang to convey tlie 
heads of the enemy received a rcwnid af 2,000 rupees.

Ujjaiii attacked with a large force Mulnk Chand, iiaib and 
officer of ‘Azam Shah,' who had nMden out to ])iinish liiin. 
After a stiff fight an arrow hit the rebel, and lu* died. 
Mulnk Chand’s letter reporting this victory was .shown to 
the Emjieror. The courtiers liowcd and iioaiked iilessing.s. 
Robes M^ere presented to Fazail Khan, who had previously 
learnt of the matter from the letter of a scuct-writcr and 
reported it to the Emj^ror, to ‘Inayetullali, agent, wlio 
pi^sented Muluk Chand’s letter to the Euqieror, and ‘Aixlid 
Hakim, a .servant of the Frince, who broug-ht. the rcbePs* 
head to the Emperor, [2G7] His Majc.sty ordeJ-cd the liead 
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to be sent to the Prince. ' Muluk Chand was rewarded with 
the title of Rai-i-Raian, a robe, and promotion making him 
in all a 7-sadi. 


CONQUKST OF ILVID.VRABAD DY SHAH ‘Ai,.AM YNtHAOTlR 

On Sunday, the 18th October, 1685/30th Zil. Q., 
despatches fjom Shah ‘Alam Bahadur and Khan Jahaq 
Bahadur announcing the capture of the city of Haidarabad, 
the shutting up of Abul Hasan in the fort of Golkonda, the 
interview of Ibiahim, the eneny^’s commander-in-chief (who 
had been created Khalilujlah Khan), Muhammad Taqi the 
courier, Sharif-ul-iuulk, Abul Hasan’s sister’s husband, and 
others with the prince, the recointnendation of mansab for 
each of them, and the arrival of Abul Hasan’.s supplicatory 
letter, were brought to the Emperor by Mir Hasbim, an 
officer of the Prince. The courtiers made their bow of 
thanks-giving for the victory; joyous music was [dayed. 
The Emijeror ordei'ed Abul Hasan’s letter to be shown 
to him. Mirza Muhammad Shir.izi,* .sou of Hakim 
Fathuddin, and uncle of Hakim Muhasan Khan, i^resented 
to the Emperor the following verse a.s enffiodying the date 
of the victory. [268] * * * He received a n.bc. Prince Shah 
‘Alam BahadiTr got an increment of 10,(16*^ making him a 
H)-hazari (30,00() Ir.). Mir ‘Abdul Karim, the c-v-darogha of 
of th.e ia-namaz-khiimh, was ordered to carry robes and 
jewels to the Prince, his sons, Khan Jahan, Ibrahim, .sar-i- 
la.shkar, and the high grandees serving utider the Prince. 
Muhammiid Shaf'i,, mushrif of deorhi, .Al 'h Yar, muslirif 
of the qarawwals, Mir Hashim, servant of the Prince, Sayyid 
Abu Muhammad son of Muuawwar Khan, and Kalyiin, .son 
of Hira mason were travelling together on the way to their 
work. When tliey arrived at Mangal, four kos from 
Haidarabad, Shaikh Nizam Haidarabadi with a numberles.s 
force appeared like a flooil coming on to sweep away houses. 
Though these men had not such a force with them as to be 
able to resist, yet they fought valiantly, and excepting 
Mir ‘Abdul Karim who fell down wounded [269] and was 
after;wards carried off as a prisoner, all the others perished.

ITe wrote a 
weil'kjiown account of the of Golkonda and an incomplete official history 
of 81iali *AUna I, entitled BahS4Hr-SMh^niimh. 
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Najafaat Khan and Asalat Khun, sous of Siiy}'id Muzaffar, 
who had been sent with an escort from ^.ifarabacl supplied 
by Qalich Khan, fled after some iightiu}*'. on account of 
their previous understanding with the enemy, and joinerl 
Shaikh Nizam. Manj' men who had joined them like a 
caravan and not for any other reason, were slain. The 
enemy captured the jewels and robes sent by the Kmperor 
and other articles, including the property of tlic nicrchants 
and travellers.

On Thursday, the 'ifltli 
Octobcr/llth Zil. H., Muhammad Ibrahim, sar-i-lashkar 
was on the Prince'.s recommendation made a (i-hasari 
(same tr.) with the title of Mahabat Khan, Sharif-ul-mulk 
a H-hasari (300 tr.), Muhammad Taqi the running courier,* 
a \i-hazari (300 tr.) with the title of ‘Itibfir Khan. On Mon- 
da\', the ‘Jnd Noveiiibcr/I5tli Zil. H., Sazawar (cor.) Khan 
died. Hi.s .son Kahinatuliah w.cs given a mourning robe. 

The Emperor received a letter from Firtiz Jang an- 
nouncing the capture of the raised battery of Bijapur. An 
emerald ring was made over to Siadat Khan for being sent 
to P'iruz Jang. [270] On Wednesday, the 9th Decemlier 
l(j85/'22nd Muharram, a mourning robe was scut to 
‘Lfmdat-iil-mulk Asad Khan for the death of his niother 
at Delhi. Rahim Be\' arrived from Turaii and Haji 
Muhammad Raf'i, son-in-law of Saf Shikan Khan dccea.sed, 
y from Iran ; they received robes.

Ink-pots of jasjx;r stone 
were presented to Siadat Khan, darogha of ‘arz-i-mukarrar, 
and P'azil Khan, sadr. Mukhtar Khan was given a quiver

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katara and pearl Ulaqa. An oincrald smarani was made 
over to him for the parastar. 

.The sons of Khan Jahan and Riiliiillali Khan sainted 
each other b}- raising the luind to the head. Tlie Emj’Kiror 
ordered that in future nobody at Com I should rai.se his 
hand to the head to .salute another; and if any- 
body disobeyed the order, he should not enter the 
ghusalkhaiiali.

liakht-bnlnnd wa.s given the zaniindari of Deogarh alias 
(cor,) Lslaingarli, and a robe, an arsi, and a horse. Bnlaiid 
Afghan, a .servant of Prince Mulnitninad ‘A/.am vShfili, 
bmiiglit to the Court the heads of the .sons of Pahar vSingli 
Gaiir .sent by Rai-i-Raian Miilnkchand, and got a robe. 
The heads were ordered to be taken to the Prince. Inulji 
and Tiikojj, brought by F'azail Khan, eacli got a robe and 
an elephant. Rai-i-Raian Miilnkchand died; Bahrawar 
Khan became deputy iSiibalidar of Malwa vice him. On 
Wediie.sday, the 21st April/7th Jainad. wS., Anrangabfidi 
Mahal reached the Ivniperor’s camp from Delhi. Prince 
Muhammad Kam Bakhsh advanced to the door of the fort 
near the doorhi to welcome her, Khan Jahan Bahadur on 
interviewing received a robe, so also did Hfs sons and officer 
Sayyid Mupaww^r Khan. His eldest son Himmat Khan 
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after receiving a robe, a sword, and an elephant, was sent to 
Bijapur. Jaswant Singh Bundela received a robe, an 
elephant, and kettledrums; Fazil Beg, brother of Padishah 
QuH Khan the -rebel, got the title of Tahawwar Khan and 
was apjwinted under Himimit Khan. Sayyid Mubarak 
Khaii, qiladar of Daulatabad, got the title 6f MprtazA Klian, 
Marhaniat Khan was ordered to convey treasure to Bijapur. 

At midnight Khwuja ‘Abdur Rahim Khan conducted 
to the Rmperor the two sons of Vindh.achal, who was 
brother of Ram Rai munshi of Fazil Khan ‘Ala-ul-iuulk.

S., Khan 
Jahan Bahadur was sent towards Agra in order to punish 
the rebels of Hindustan, and was presented with a special 
robe, a jewelled sword, a horse with gold saz, an elephant, 
and two krors of dam. His sons other than Hiiiimat Khan 
and-Munawwar Khan received robes when sent along with 
him. ‘Abdul ‘Aziz Khan, qiladar of Juimar, died. His 
sqn Abul Khair Khan gained his place. Jan Sipiir Khan, 
faujdar of Zafarabad, who had come to Court, w'as .sent 
away. Fazil Khan, mir mun.shi and .sadr, -got in addition 
the darogha-ship of petitions, vice Khidmat Khan. Mir 
Hasan, son of Ruhullah Khan, was married to the daughter 
of Amir Khan and received the title of Khanahzad Khan 
and a horse with gold sdz. Ihtamam Khan became nazir 
of the imperial harem vice .Khidmat Khan. Bahramand 
KhUu was .sent to the Ihdnah of Indi.

As Sikandar *('Adil Shall) was not befriended h}" the 
happy arrival of Kliizir,'" he could not re.ich tin: elixir vita! 
of dominion. The sharers of his power, |/J7(5| appointed 
vSiddi Mas'aucl, ‘Abdur Rauf, and Sliarza the ^^etieral, to 
exercise control over him and lliey treated him us of no 
account. Persisting/ in self-will and haui/htiness, they even 
quarrelled ainonjt/ themselves; the king could not leave the 
city, but oppressed the citizens. Having come under the 
influence of the infidel Sainbha, ho used to be his co-shaivr 
in hanning the Muslims. He considered the strong fort 
of Bijapur as his refuge in evil days. 

One day Shaikh Muhammad Naqshbandi of Si i hind 
had audience. In cour.se of conversation he said, ‘*J have 
heard that Your Majesty wauls to march against Hijajmr*’. 
The Ivnijieror replied, *'The only benefit which we kings 
derive from our position in the world is the gaining of fame. 
1 had wished that one of my sons would gain it;' hut it is 
not to be.

Mir ‘Abdul Karim, 
through his ingenuity, comjx)sed an extempore hemistich 
emlxxiying the date, “Bijapur will be soon conquered", 
which he showed tq the Emperor after scrawling it on a bit 
of papea- with a lead pencil. The Emperor it as a good 
-omen and said, "God grant it be so!” Thank God, the. 
^capture of the fort was accomplished that very week. On 
Saturday, the 11th September, 1686/3rd Zii. Q., the slave 
Jalal was rewarded with the title pf Sarbarah Khan for his

excellent work in trenching. As the iiupe^rial warriors had 
collected in two months and twelve days all tlic materials 
necessary for devStroying the Sikandar and his 

companions, seeing death near, begged pardnu for tlieir 
faults and cried for quarters. On Sunday, tlie 12th 
September, 108()/4th Zil. Q., tlic foit was captured h\ 
‘Alamgir, and all the jieople of the country, liigli and low 
alike, were glorified by coming under the lvmperor\s rule. 
The banners of Islam, which had been turned iii»side down 
in this country for a long time, again uplifted ilieir heads. 
From every .side of the earth the cry ‘‘Truth came and false- 
hood vanished** rose to the vault of the sky. 

The Emperor graciously [28(V] accepted the praver ol 
Sikaiidar, who thus escai>ed the imperial wralli (for his 
misdeeds.) He w'as granted an interview in the Public 
Audience-hall, and presented with a sjxxnal robe, a jewelled 
dagger with pearl *ilaqa and jjhiil kalara worth 700 rupees, 
a pearl necklace with emerald pendant wortli 13,000 rupees, 
a jewelled halgi, and a jewelled 'asd. He was given tlic tith' 
of Sikaiidar Khan and an annual pension of one lakh of 
rupees. A tent w.us fitted up for his resideiKe within the 
^uldlhdr, and supplied with all necos.sary articles. Sikaiulai- 
ilev, who held the title of Sikaiidar Khan, had the letter 
alif added to his name (/.c. , became Iskandar Khan). 
‘Abdur Rauf and Sliarza came to interview, each rereiving

His sous, Muliainmacl Miiqim and 
Kliairullali, received robes. Mahabat Khan became Sub- 
ahd.ar of Iterfir vice the deceased, and was presented with a 
robe, a steel coat of armour (zarah), a helmet, rak slialmir 
(troiLsers) and dii-balgha. Muhammad Sadiq became his 
deputy. 

On vSuiiday the 19th September /11th Zil. Q.. the 
Emperor’s tent was moved from Ra.sulpur to the tank 
half a kos from the fort and opjwsite the gate of 51apur.

‘Azizullah Khan Ix-carae qiladar, Muhammad 
Raf’i diwan, S'ad.at Khan bakh.shi and news-writer, Siddi 
Ibrahim kotwal and faujdiir, Haji Muqim darogha of 
artillery, Zain-ul-‘ Abidin and Muhaumiad J'afar d.aroglia 
and diniu diigh and lash'ih, Abul Biirkat Qazi, 
Muhammad Afzal censor (of the newly conquered pro- 
vince). On Thursday, the 14th October /Gth Zil. H. 
Sikandar Khan got a present of 10,000 rupees. Klianahzfld 
Khan was sent towards Miraj. Himmat Khan Bahadur 
.sr)n of Khan Jahan Bahadur was made Subahdar of 
Allahabad ; he was a 2^-hazari (2,200 tr.) and received 
eighty lakhs of dam as in'am. Kifayet Khan Hatim was 
.sent towards Sagar for settling the nevr territory, his 
son-in-law J'afar accompanying him as the diwan of that 
mahal. [283} The Khan got an elepht^t. Ikhlaskesh 
[became pesh~dast of the Mir mkhshi vic^ Yar 'Ali Beg, who 
became peshdast of the second bakhshi. Raja Anup Singh 
became faujdar and qiladar of, Sagar. ‘Abdul Wahid Khan 
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was sent to the new territorv ; QacUrclfid Khan became 
qilaclar of Miraj ; Qiisim Khan was :>ent towards IJasava- 
patan, and Shaikh Chdnd was sent as qilad.ir of that place. 
On Salurda 3 ^ the ‘23rd October/loth Zil. M., loO niohars 
were prcvsented to sixteen men of the family of Sikandar 
Khan, the fingers of whose left hand liacl Ixen cut off and 
who had thus been excluded from the succession according 
to the agrccnieiit of their grandfathers; these tnen were 
ordered to .stay at Sliolapur with their children :uk 1 faiiiilics, 
stipends being granted to each. Sipahriar Khan, .>on of 
Klian Jahan Ealiadur hecanie vSiibahdar of Lahore vL't^ 
Miikarrain Khan. Mtiqad Khan was detached to punish the 
force sent by Saniblifi, which had spread near iVIaugalhedii 
and was presented witli a jewelled crest with />ar- 

klinnuh of heron's feather. 


KFTrrKNMiK TTIF I-MefvRoR FROM nTJAPl'R TO SJliJLAPrk 

On Saturda}^ the 30th October, I(!8(5/2'Jnd Zil. H., 
the Tvmperor left Bijapur [‘284 | and reached Shoia.inir, on 
Tuesday, the *2ud November /‘25th Zil. H. He ordered 
Sikandar Khan to be biought with the C(wleg<* of tlic ladies 
of the inijierial Iiarem, and his mahi-maratib, unibrclla and 
otlier in.signia of kingship to be deposited in tlic storc-nM>m. 
That da}' Firu/ Jang was sent to ca))lure fort Ibnliiinigarli 
in Haidarabad, and presented witli a s])ccial robe and an 
elephant. The officers appointed to the arm}* of f'druz Jang, 
Dilir Khan, Sharza Khan, Jam.shul Khan, Mrduji, (loivd 
Rao, Kamaluddin Klian, Rao Dalpat, v^'if vShikan Khan, 
Aqa 'Ali Khan, ‘Abdul Qadir Khan, Jahangir Ouli Khan, 
Safi Khan, Udwat Singh Bhadaiiriva, Sarharah Khan (slave) 
and other officers, high and low, were rew arded with robes, 
jewels, hor.ses, elephants, iwomotions, titles, etc. (m 
Saturday, the (ith November, J 686 /29th Zil. IL, the 
Ivmperor visited the fort of Sliolapur. (.)ii Sunday, tlie 2Jst 
November/ 15th Muharram, Kidar Bakht was married lo 
the daughter of Mukhtiir Khan, Qazi ‘AbdulJalj jironounced 
the nikdh. The settlement on the bride was twa^ lakhs of 
rupee.s. The Sliahzadah was presented b}' hi.s grandfather 
with a robe, a ruby sarpech, an arsi, a jie irl necldacc, an 
ek-lari, eight rings, one lakh of rupet^, two horses and an 
.elephant.' [285] The bride received a ring, a pearl necklace, 
and a jewelled bracelet (anant). On Mopday, the 22nd 
November/ J6tli Muharram, ‘Ali Aqa,*'*' envoy of the Sharif

THK J-.MJ>HROR MAKCmCS FROM SIlOLArUR 
TOWARDvS HAIDARABAD 

Abiil Hasan, the ruler of Haidarfibad, was stupid and 
sunk in sinful lust; misled by his evil fortune, he shut his 
eyes to the. sin.s punishable in the next world, and made the 
\'agabond Hindus the managers and administrators of the 
affairs of his Stale, and gave currency to the rites of that 
accursed race. And, those tnivellers in the wrong patli of 
futile wJindering and ignorance, tliosc earnoii-eating demons 
iinliiu) of the wilderness, (namely) the Persians (f.cj., vSliias) 
with the support of that worthle.ss sect (the Pliudus) began 
to jM'aclisc there publich^ all kinds of shameful sins.

world-conqueriiijii* sword, he ou^ht first of all, hy followijiy 
the generous ix»licy of admonition and direction, try to 
i^inove the cotton-wool of h^?edlessness stuffing tlie ears of 
Abul Hasan, and open the gates of entrance into the Islamic 
land of right guidance before the face of that iinlnchy man. 
His Majesty repeatedly sent messages full of advice and 
good counsel to that wretched fellow urging him to abandon 
his alliance with the infernal infidel enemies (of Aurangzib 
and Islam), his vicious attachment to practitioners of 
irreligious acts (heresy, bid* a), and the sins of appointing 
Brahmans as his ministers (peshkdr), in giving help (in the 
form (vf money and troops) to the hostile misbelievers 
(kdfirs), the proinotio!i of various degrees of prohibited 
practices [such us drinking wine] and tieading the open 
path of cherishing vain ideas (of independence). The result 
(of listening to this advice) woulcl be that liis innocent 
subjects would not be helplessly trodden under the feet of 
the imperial cavalry and he himself would personally 
remain safe from the tem]x^st of overthrow and humiliation.

Hasan by procrastination, i.c., 
by deceiving the Prince with promises aiul flaitJny and 
clouding his intellect with many kinds of fraud and spells, 
secured his release from the grasji of the Prince, and made 
the increase of liis treasure [‘287 j and troops and the 
strengthening of the four walls of his fort (Golkoiida) Uic 
veil <wer the eyes of his knowledge and the lock on his 
pardon-begging tongue. 

Therefore the Emperor had no help but to act according 
to tile verses — 


You .s1i»)uld fondle the heads of asses w ith tlie stick in 
your hand, 

When they set their refractory sle]:>.s outside the 
right path. 

On Sunday, the 6th December, 1(580 /jJOtli Muharram, 
the Emperor started from Sholainir U> vjsit the tomb of 
Mir Sayyid Muhammad Gisudaraz at Ahsauilbad Gulbarga. 
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He re).>eatedly visited the holy place.^ Twenty thousand 
rii])ees were jU'csented to the representatives. of the holy saint 
and the residents including the hermits and beggars. After 
})assing a week tliere, the camp moved towards Zafarabad 
Bidar, where it stayed for twenty days, in the vain hope 
that Abiil Hasan would come to his senses. But the latter 
was not guided by Providence to such good fortune. There- 
fore at last on Friday, the 14th January . ]()87/J0th 
Rabi. A., the Kinperor^ mounted his horse to punish that 
luckless man. When Abul Hasan heard of it, lie in terror 
of the imperial army, could think of no place of refuge save 
his fort. vSo he shut himself up in it and reinuincd 
bewildered with his face to the wall, like a picture, lips 
despairing of laughter, eyes full of tears, head vacant of 
sense, tongue speechless. At this time, when the 

day of his destruction had drawn near, he wish<.‘d to submit 
and make n new protestation of fidelity The limperor 

did not assent to his pra^’^ers : the only reply given to liim 
w'as the sword. The Emperor advanced and then halted 
tw’o stages from Haidarabad. Firuz Jang who had been 
sent from Bijapur to conquer Ibrahimgarh, hastened l(‘» the 
Court by way of Haidarabad after accomj>lishing his task. 
Despatches from him w’ere now recci\’cd announcing that 
he had arrived at and taken possession of the city of 
Haidarabad, for Hi^ Majesty. Bui thanks to the power 
of the fortune of ‘Alamgir, the enemy, inspitc of their 
countless number and incalculable wealth were struck witli 
.siicli terror that during the advance of the imperial army, 
no hiima ap|>t'are(l either before llic Emperor’s own 

force or the army of Finiz Jang. 

On Frida}', the 2Bth Jamiary lGB7/24th Rabi. A., the 
limperor ordered the enemy’s army which had as.sembled at 
the foot of the fort [289] like swarms of ants and flies 
around a carrion or on a lump of sugar, to be driven away. 
The imj)eriali.st^ made great efforts, in carrying out the 
coinmaiul. As they say, “The wind came and the gnats 
fled”, the enemy fled, leaving their property, children and 
families in the hands of the imperialists. Qalich Khan 
galloped up to the fort and wanted to enter it immediately. 
But God had willed it olhenvisc. * A zamhurak ball hit 
him oil the shoulder-blade and save Lutfullah Khan who 
had heroically acco«toahied him in this bold enterprise, 
none advanced to aid him. So the Khaii had to return, on 
hofvSe-back from that terrible place of slaughter, and reached 
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his own cainp {dSira). By the Emperor's command ‘Umdat- 
ul-mulk went to vilsit him in liis sickness. At that time tlui 
surgeons were extracting the splinters of bones from his 
shoulder-blade, and he was sitting composedly and talking 
witii the per.sons present without any contraction of the 
muscles of his forehead, and was sipping colTec witli the 
other hand. He remarked, have got an admirable 
stitcher! “Although the surgeons and ))li 3 ^sicians, by 
command, employed all swts of remedies j he died 
after three days. The Emperor bestowed rol)es and other 
favours on Firm Jang Bahadur and other sons of the 
deceased and on vSiadat Khan. 

. On Monday, the 7th February, l(>87/4th Rabi. S., 
orders were issued for digging trenches. Although guns, 
muskets, and rockets were tired incessantly day and night 
from the fort, which seemed as if made of hre, the heroes 
of tlie imperial army under the leadership of Saf Shikan 
Khau lecked not Ixung burnt or slain, but carried the 
trenches to the foot of the ditch in the space of one month. 
This work, which usually takes years, was finished in a 
twinkle of the Heavy guns were mounted opposite 

the fort, the pillars of which were demolished by the fire of 
their guns, but success remained distant, v^'af Shikaii Khan, 
liaving cinistructed a lofty gun-platform raised it up to tlie 
height of the turret of the fort and mounted gnus on it, yet 
owing to liis spite and eniiiity with I’iiiv/v Jang, he withdrew 
his liancl from the work and resigned. vSalal>at Khan 
became Mir Atish vice him. j2hUj He l(>o could not dis- 
charge the duty a.s it should have 'been and resigned. 
Sayyid Gliairat (Tzzat) Khan succeeded him. At mid- 
night ouing to the neglect and self-will of the chiefs, the 
enemy fell upon the raised battery, S|3oiled the gun, bound 
and carried off (*Izzat) Ghairat Khan, Sarbarah Khan (a 
slave), and a party that had fallen into tlieir haiid.s. Saf 
Sliikan Khan was punished witli removal from mansab and 
imprisonment. Salabat Khan was again appointed Mir 
Atish. Lutfiillah Khan and the parly of the khfis chauki 
and other eager soldiers were apjxiintcd to guard the rai.$ed 
battery. The Khan stayed for three days in the middle of 
the river which flows at the foot of the fort, when another 
force arrived and expelled the enemy and firmly establishc'd 
the battery. After two days Abul Hasan sent back ‘Izzat 
Khan and others witli robes. They came the way of the 
battery. But owing to the severity of the rains and this 
23 
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unseasonable delay, much of the battery was ruined. 
Saf Sliikaii Khan guaranteed that in a short time he would 
construct batteries up to the turret by the side of anothei' 
bastion; he was released and did what he had promised. 

At this time owing to excess of rain the river Manjera 
raged in flood. No provision could come from the neigh- 
bourhocxi. Famine prevailed; wheat, pulse and rice di.s- 
appeai'ed. [292] Cries of grief at the disappearance of grain 
rose from the fami.shed on all sides of the camp. Of the 
men of Ilaidarabad, not a .soul remained alive; houses, river 
and plain became filled with the dead. The same was the 
condition of the camp. At night piles of the dead were 
fomicd round the Emperor’s quarters. Daily sweepers 
dragged them and flung them on the bank of the river from 
sunrise to suirset. The .same thing happened every day and 
night. The survivors did not hesitate to eat the carrion of 
men and animals. Kos after ko.v the e 3 ’e fel) onh' on monnds 
of corpsc.s. TJic inccs.sant rain melted away the flesh and the 
.skin ; otherwi.se the putrid air would have I'mished the 
bu.sine.s.s of the .survivors. After .some months when the 
rains ceased, the white ridges of bones looked from a 
distance like hillocks of snow. Thrmigh the grace of God 
to the. survivors, the rains abated,. the violence of the river 
cea.sed, and provisions came from the surrounding country. 
In the place of Sardar Khan, karori-ganj, Savvid Sharif 
Khan, .son of Mir Sa 3 yid Muhammad Qananji, the .spiritual 
guide of Shah Julian, and an honc.st. able and accomplished 
man, was apjKiinted. Thank.s to the gracious aim of the 
Emperor', the cu.stodian of the livelihcxid of the people, the 
scarcity was removed, and cheapncs.s restored. 

.IMI’RI.Sd.NAll-Nl' OP PKINCE WTIHAMNfAD 

* * * [293 j The Prince, in spite of hi.s excellent under- 
standing, reason and imagination, was so misled by his 
bad companions and evil coun.scllors that the Emperor 
apprehendeti from him mischief and disloyalty, which was 
Jikel}' to cause affliction to the Prince himself and disgust 
to the Emperor’s mind. For some time overlooked the 
Prince's conduct, not wishing such a scaadal to be made 
public. But when the Bijapur undertaking was thrown into 
confusion, so^ men who used to conv^ secretly messages 
to Sikandar in the fort, were captured and executed. On 
Saturday, the 28th Ahgnst 1386 /J8th -Sbawwal, others 
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of his disloyal servants viz,, Mumiii Klian darogha of 
artillery, 'Aziz Afghan, Multafat Khan the second bakLshi, 
and Brindaban Pnrfan (the cunning) were ordered to be 
expelled from the camp. The lamp oi wisdom and far^ 
sightedness had been extingiiislied in the Prince’s council 
by all this darkness of evil fortune (/./?. . c'il counsel Ions). 
And in conducting the war against Maidarabad, he was 
overcome by the fraudulent seductions of tlie ff)oHsh Abu) 
Hasan, [294] Gradually the letters which used to be ‘^eut 
into the fort of Golkonda through tlie mediuju of tlie wseoret- 
writer of the trendies, fell into Finiz Jang's hands. And 
other signs of dislo^'alt}^ bore witness to the truth of the 
matter. One night the Khan went from liis lodgings to the 
Emperor and showed the letters, and convinced tin* hhnperor 
of the Prince’s self-will, and various acts cf disokrlieuce and 
disloyalty. The Emperor summoned Hiiyat Khan, younger 
brother of flitamam Khan, who was (he darogiia of the 
Ibincchs di\vau-i-kh<ls, and .said, ‘'Carry this order to the 
Ihincc, Sliaikh Nizam Hnidarabadi watits to make a nighi- 
attack on the army to-night; send your men to bar the way 
of the eijomy. As your men will go there, fhtamani Khan 
\v’ill remain round ^■^our tent (as :\ guard)/' I'lre tiecessary 
order w'as issued to Ihtamfim Khan. It was done. Next 
day the Prince with lii.s .soms Muliaminad Mu'i/zuddiii and 
Mulianmiac! ‘Azim wa.s brought to the Emj)cror, who was 
silting ill I he Hall of Audience. After the Ihiiioe had come 
and sat down for some time, the Empenu' .sfiid, “I have 
spoken to Asad Khan and Kaliramond Khan about certain 
matters. Mold conference with them in the prayer-rooin/' 
The three princes went, willy nilly. Tliey were .strip}>ed 
of their ann.s, and detained there while a tent was being 
pitched (for them), and then they were taken to the lent. 
The P/inperor rose from the Court and went to the liaixnn by 
way Of the deorhi of the kbds parastdr. Crying “ala.s! 
ala.s !” he struck his hands on the two knees and contiiuicil 
.saying, *'T have razed to the ground llie work of forty 
years !** [*295 j In short, through the exertions of Ilitamam 
Khan guards were pasted round (the Prince’s camp.) The 
imperial clerks confiscated the gaxls and slaves of the 
Prince’s household, in one twinkle of the eye, and a.s it were 
carried a drop of water to the ocean. Thtamani Khan was a 
hazari; he now' got the title of Sardar Khan and the 
increment of 600. His son Hamiduddinf'who wa.s a '2-sadi, 
I'eceived an increment of 2-sadi (50 tr.). 
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In tlie course of a lung )>eriod, mines were run by 
Jamshid Klnn, treasure (mdl) was brought by ‘Abiil Wahid 
Khan; the Ktnperor went to the quarteis of Fini/ Jang 
Khan by wav of the old raised battery ; higl] oflicers were 
appointed to make tl)e assault; they worked hard all day. 
I'iruz Jang Khan Bahadur and Rustam Klirni were wounded, 
niany of the bold tiglitcrs wore slain at the end of the dav. 
Kam Bakhsh was sent with ‘Umd at oil -mu Ik 7Vsad Khan (as 
reiniou'cineiit) ; the men could not advance one inch, owing 
to the shower of iiiusket bullets, rockets, rhdJar and liuqqa 
(bombs) without being slain or wounded. Rut still the 
object was not g.'iined. After sjK-nding the night in the 
C|nariers ( f Phi-nz Jang, the Kni[)eror returned to the camp 
at early davni without ceremony. Various other plans were 
tried; immense wealtli was spent. The godless atheists, 
in greed of gain, co-oixTalcd witii the enemv and pkiycd 
their jiigglijig tricks. Some avaricivius imilors joii^.ed liim 
and aiter at first getting hopes frora him, (at J-im) wen;, 
to licll thiough Jiis deception. Some by sending in grain 
[*2U6 j caasoci llicir owm (>erditioii .'uul mel wut i) ilie late 
of ungrateful iierscms. The siege was protracted. Tlu' 
Emperor decided that a fort of wood and mi’d shouhl bo 
built round the fori of (.'Olkomia. In a shoia tina* it \vas 
completed, and guards were [daced at ilie gales, ragreas and 
egress lieing forbidden except nn producuig pa es r^'i Ls. Re 
tlii.s time h7iru/^, Khan recovered from his wound ;nid 
had audience, receiving a robe, a catah, a special jahdluni, 
and a jewelled mace. A robe was prcscuited to the 
wounded Ru.stam Khan,. Isiuvrim Kliaii, son oi IvIahidiaL 
Khan deceased, was killed by a cannon-ball, A mourning 
robe wa.s given to his brother Farjfim. JairKisar Khan’s 
brother vvas slain, and for th.-s reason (avonr.s were conferred 
on the Khan. Shujd'et Khan, brother of Saf Shikan Khan, 
JVJir Abnl-muhala, bakhshi of the army of Firuz fang Khan, 
F.kkat.'iz Khan, vSuhrab Khan, Miiliammad Hakim and 
other wounded ami scorched soldiers recovered through the 
Emperor’s gifts. 

On Saturday, the 28th May, 1.087/ 2fkh Rajab, Shaikh 
Nizam, the best servant of Abul Hasan, who commanded 
the force outside the fort-wall, came to interview the 
Evtnperor, presented 500 mohars and 1,000 rupees, and 
received the title of Muqarrab Khan,* the rank of Mazdri 
(5,000 tr.) a vSpecinl robe, a sword, a dagger with pearl *ildq(t, 
a jewelled shield, a banner, kettledrums, 100,000 rupees in 
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cash, Uvcnty Arab [2971 Mniqi, Turk! and Cutchi horsts, 
and two elephants. Malik Mnnawwnr; Sliaikh Lad, Slnnkb 
‘Abdullah and his vson.s, ond soinc* of liis relative.s got high 
titles, ranks,- none less than rotes, banners, 

kettlcdninis, horses, and elephants. 

Asuji r)eccani, who was Sainblia’s qiladar o! vSrd.hir, 
liad andience, receiving a robe, a st.iudard, . fui:h, kettle- 
driiiTis, a lior.se, an elephant, and 20,000 ruptes. Sarbuland 
Khan I'rother of Sarfanc/. Khan was given a -landard, a 
tugh, and kettlednims. M.ankoji, vSanibh.aVs qiladar of 
Saiigola had iiiuiieitce after the captnic of thi.-' hnt and 
received a robe and the lank of *2-haz(lri tlOOotr.). 

On Friday, tin* 20tii May/ 18th Rajah, Mahunmiad ‘.Ali 
Khan, Khaii-i-saiuan, died. Me was noble-minded and 
generous; everybody who vrenl to him had hi.- vvish fulfilled. 
He had rectitude, pie^v, hoiic.stv, Iruthfulne.ss, am! sagacitv. 
Kfiingar Klutii got his [)ust, and was succeeded hv ‘lliqild 
Klian as daroglia of the ghu.salkhanah, near tia. IvliJpe!‘(w^s 
person. Iftikliar Khan, son of Sharif-ul-mulk Haidarahadi, 
si.ster's son of Abnl had audience, iece}>'ing a robe 

and the rank of 3-/?aran (lOUO ir.j. v^harif Kliar., who was 
a])]iointed karoi i-ganj of lh(‘ camp and collc;:tor of jazia for 
the four siibahs of the LVceaii, was oj'dertd to lour in the 
subahs, in order to .we tliat the jazia "as colUcted according 
1<> the rules of the Holy Law, [29tsj Mir ^Abdtil Karim, 
in addition to liis {a\p dutic.s, became deputy of the Klian, 
in the po.st of kaiori-gaitj, SI’arif iil-iTiulk died on Saturday, 
the 2oth June, lfkS7;24th Sliahan. Robes v.’cre presented to 
his sons.

On Thursday, the 7th July; 7th Ratuznii, the Emperor 
rode out to ijisi^ect the trenches and ihe raised battery of 
vSaf Shikun Khan which had been carried in a sliort space 
of lime up to the height of the turret of the fort a second 
time. For two hours the l;inperor viewed tlie coiiditioi?. of 
tlie fori on f(X)t. Miihaiinnad ‘Azam Sliah, who had sla.rted 
t<> punish the reb"ls of Hindustan before the; Fvmpcror set 
out from Shfdajuir, and had reached f>urhrinpin% ami 
jiiyyj Bakhshi-ul-iniilk Ruliullali Khau» who . had been 
engaged in administering the ilisordered sul)ali of Bijaimr, 
both reached the ITeseuce by cutiiiuaud on Sunday the 
lOth July/tOtli Ramzan. Tiie 1 Vince was placed in 
command of the operations against the fort. 


CAPTURK OF GoLKONOA Fort. 

At midiiiglit, on Wednesday, tlic iiJst September; r2:ttli 
^il. Q., the -Bakhsln'Uhnmlk with a party «>f hciU'S in- 
cluding Bahadur Khan, and others (..n the look-out lor an 
opportunity, was walking roiiml the fort, wlicri throiigli the 
treachery of Sarandaz Khan Batni Bijfipiiri, who had 
dc.scrted to the imperial service before the cajjlure of 
Bijapp.r, and afterwards joined Abnl Hasan and becoiric his 
trusted f)fficer, tlu*y entered the fort through a back door 
(khirki) close to the old etitrcnchmeiit. The T’rinee who 
was staying at Jho river tliat Hovrs at the foot of the fort 
in order to su])p6j't this eorp.s, now reached the entrenchment 
and struck up the music of victory. The Bakhshi-ul -mulk 
reached the liavdi of Abul Hasau, and in spite of the frantic 
opi)osition of him. and his companions, captured and brought 
him away to the presence of the Prince. * Abdul Wali, son of 
Shaikh ‘ Abdns-sainad J'afar Khani, munshi of the [Bf)0] 
Emperor presented a quatrain embodying the date. * 
Out of hi.s innate gracioiisness ‘Szam Shah refrained from 
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ordering this doomed man to he given the due meed of his 
acts, but, with tli<? Emperor’s i^ennission brought him tu 
his (the Prince's) own tent. At ihe end of the sntuc da}’, 
lie took liiiii to Uie Emperor’s qum'lers. ‘Hjat cantive in 
the prison of error, after 1)eing freed Iroiu llic terror wJiich 
filled his heart, was lodged in a leiu ];ii.;iied for him; 
he fell under the Einperoi ’s gracuais indifi'ercnce instead 
of wrath. 

Thank God that such a stjoiig fort was c;»{)tiued in tlu 
space of eight inont!»s and a few days. What .1 mar\el that 
alter one ycar’.s inl.'rva], in the same month two forts whose 
fall had tiot been jneviotisly imagined as possible weie 
captured. Mir ‘Abdul Karim found out the date of this 
wonderful conquest in. the uords “Conquest oF tlu' f<wt of 
GoJkonOa, God b]cs.s it!" and was praised for u. 

1 sliall now describe t};e strength of this foi l, ihc chann.s 
of this city, and the climate of this country. In fortner 
limes Golkonda f'ijOJ | was called Maiigal ; its Raja was 
named Dev Rai. After him it was caj^tuied by the 
BaLniiaiiis. After the fail of the Pnhni'ini d}masjy, the 
fort wes taken possession of !>}■' ‘Ali \aqi Qutbul-mu!!:, 
a gliuLhu v)l’ Sultan Ivlalunud Bahniani. who wa.s >n 
cljargc of it.

noose of the fanc}' of oiplurin^'it to raise itself. Kut it luui 
a hillock which might liavc helped a ^’erv great gener.ai 1<> 
attack it sucees.sfully. Befo're lii.s .accession to the throne 
when Aurangzib invaded tiu.s country I>ul afterwards gra- 
ciously parcvdoned ‘Abdullah Qull)-iil-niulk, he. in the 
thought that Aurciugzib might return, built a strong fort 
round this hillock and included it witliin llie fort of 
Gol-konda, and thus gamed security. " 

1''he city <>f Haidarabad i.s .situated tw*' (^os from tin: 
fort of Golkonda; it was founded by Muhammad Quii 
Qutb-ubmulk, [302 j who was infatuated hv the courtezan 
Bhagmati and uanied the city Bliagnagar after lier. After- 
wards it got its present name. Now tb.at il ha.s been 
.annexed to the Empire, turned into ar. additional suhali of 
the Deccan, it has been named Ddr-uUjUuith Haidarai^fid. It 
is ii ver}' pleasant place, delightful to the l.xxly and the mind, 
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Tho cnlthiited area is more extensive than fancy can 
picture, the houses hi}'her than one oan imagine ; the air 
is so moist, the fomituins so pure nnjf flowing,' and the 
\(.r(inro so fresh that you niay think that the flowers and 
herhs of Uie land Iui\'e the colour of einei'ald and ruby. * * *

The sown fields about this blessed water 
are green ; the cultivators are not beholden to the rain- 
clouds, They scatter the seeds one year, and reap the har- 
vest for some years after. Here the great saint Khwfija 
Muhammad Y‘aqub Joibari left the caravanserai of life. 
The Enij^eror (330] had great kindness for the deceased. 
He conferred favours rm his relatives and sent his corpse to 
his ‘lioine^ to be buried in tlie vault of his foiefathers.

Rtiinrui 
Khan, brother’s sun of ‘ Aj;l-ul-mnlk Fazil Khan rectaved 
the post of Klian-i-saman of the fhnpeiov’.s hoii.sv hold vuc 
Kaingar Klian, and an increment of o^K) zat (100.tr.) making 
him a 2-hajdri (^100 Ir.), a kal^iri and *asd (.f jasper. Miv>.i 
Muh’zz got the title of Musavi Khan and the post of daftar- 
dar-i-tan vice him. Khwaja *Abdnr Raliim Khan became 
ba^'Utal vice Mnhasan Khan, Mu'atamad Khan succeedal 
him as darogha of dagli and tasliilia. riiqad Khan on tlie* 
death of his wife (the daughter of Jvmir nl-nmara Sliaists 
Khan) i*eceived a special robe and a dagger. Abnl Hasan 
Haidarabadi had three daughters : by the imperial command 
the first was married to Sikandar Bije.puri, the. .second to 
Muhammad ’Umar son of Shaikh Muhammad X.iqsliband 
of Sirhind, the third, to ‘Unidat-nbmiilk'S.sad Klian’.s [IJKJ j 
son Hnayet Khan who received a robe, a liorse, an elephant, 
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and ;i 'iiilini. Mnklilis Khan, Mir Atisli, was sent to bring 
the watfi' of the river Krishna to the city of Eijapur, by an 
arjneduct and was presented with a dagger. 

Fad *Ali, soil of that Murshid Quli Khan wlio was a 
servant of the days of prince-luxid, became a Khan and newvS * 
w liter of tlic Uathari of tlie High Diwiin, When conferring 
the title tlie HinixMor said ‘‘Ask him if he wants to have 
‘Khi«r added to Iiis name or his father's title." The man 
for certain rea.>ons (of his own) chose the title of F'azl ‘All 
Khan. The Emperor smd "My parents and I arc the sacri- 
bce of ‘Aii {Qurh(ui-i-\'ili). Tell tliis fool* ‘AH is gone, \on 
will be Quli’. Fa/l Quli Khan is better." 1 reniomber other 
reinark.s of liis Majesty sailed to tiiis subject. A courtier 
of Indian origin made suit that Iva* house -hold shnes had 
finished ineiuori/ing the Ourfin and iioped to be jierniittcd to 
recite it to His Majesty. The Euipe’"(/r ordered lliem to be 
bnjught him iit night. When they appeared and the 
courtier said “d'he sons of so and sn are present," His 
Majesty reina’'ked* "Don't utter the name of a heretii’ 
(Shi‘a)." TJic courtier was surprised and said, "I was 
speaking (jf so and .so." 7'be Ifinperor replied., "Well, if 
yon don't bedievo me, ask the names f>f botli." He 'vmit 
out, asked, and reported, "They are called Hasan ‘Ali and 
HUsSaiii ‘Ali."

Sayyicl 
Ahn S'aid, the disini.ssed qazi of the camp, died. Mouniitig 
rof>e.s were picsenied to his sons Nizanuiddin and Faiyiiz- 
nd-d.in. Saf vShikan Khan became claroglia of ‘arz-i- 
mukarr.’ir ‘inevvSiadat Khan, Prince Daulat'afza died, and 
by command, was buried in the tomb of ‘Ali ‘Adil Khan 
Bijapuri. ‘rnayetnllah, miishrif of the jewellery-depart- 
ment, became Khand-saman of the household of Zinat-iin- 
nisa liegam. Lashkar Khan, son of Khan Jahan Sluih- 
jaliani, who had the title of Munawwar Khan was appointed 
defender of Bijapitt.

1 shall now write about the victories of Prince 'Azam 
Shah and Firuz Jang. The Prince afi.cr takin;^ leave of the 
Emi)eror for punishing Sambha turned I'nbj his attention 
to the conquest of the fort of Belgaum whicli u.is one of the 
strong forts belonging to Bijaimr, In a siioiL time he put 
the garrison to hard straits by running ticiiclies and bom- 
bardment. Those fwlish men had set iij) as llicir chief a 
boy, whose father had l>een goveniv)!* on behalf o/ I3ij'ij)ur 
but had died a short time before this. When they found 
their dforts unavailing, and the imperialists hnuly deter- 
mined, tlicy capitulated, and the fort witli its dependencies 
was conquered and named 'AziDji-nagLir/'' Througli the 
kind mediation of the Prince, the boy made his 1k)\\ at Court 
and received a suitable vninsab. Tlie Prince returned to 
Court as it was the season for going into quarters {f hhavni). 
Firuz Jajiig Bahadur wlio had been engaged in besieging llie 
fort of Adoni, first invited the jAdilsliah!] slave Mas‘aud 
lt> \a‘sit the Kmjx'ror, but at last on .'‘iccaiig that the old IVk)! 
chose the wrong path, he plundered r.nd occn|)ied the jU'os- 
perous districts of the ctnuUrc, burnt the ■iCia//, ^dew the 
men wlio liad boldly come out of tlie fort, ran tumches, 
lircd guns niid mu.skets, and so pressed tlie besieged hard. 
[iUOj At last lie came out of the fort with all humilitv, 
sUatiiig his demands, on the (Hh August, IbW 8th Sliawwal. 
The fort was renamed Imliazgarh. 

When Khan Firuz Jung's despatch aimountiug tlK* 
conquest arrived, the bearer and Siadat Kiiau were rewarded 
witJi robes; the band played joyou.^^ notes; tlie courtiers 
made their bow of invoking blessings. The Tvni];eror in liis 
infinite mercy gave the wretch Mas'aucl tlie title of Klian 
the rank of 7-hazilri (same tr.) and the f;irjdari and jagirdari 
of Moiadribad, and ordered tliat he should accompaiiv the 
army of Firuz Jang Khan till he left the Deccan. His sons 
and relatives were highly favoured. Fini/ Jang Khan after 
taking po.ssessiou of the materials in thi‘ fort and the 
regulation and occupation of the neighbourhood, reached the 
court on Monday, the 19th Noveuiber/Sth vSafar, and was 
rewarded for his excellent services. Ttimad Khan, 

Khari-i-sam“in, got the title of Fazil Khan and Mir Husain, 
son of Amaiiat Khan got his father’s title.

Khan Firuz Jang, on hy? return from the capture of 
Initiazgarh, stayed at Court for a few days and was then 
sent to extirpate the infidel. The Emperor resolved to 
march in aid of the Prince. Friday, the 14th December/ 
.1st Rabi. A., wa.s cliosen as the day for starting, and porters 
who had gone to distant pargauahs were summoned back 
to the Court. 

In the middle of the month of Muharram (Ifith Octolnjr 
— 14th November, lOfSy) a terrible plague broke out aud 
c<irried off men. The health of the people l;ecame impaired 
and ruined, by <leclining from their normal condition. 
Joyous practices C(..a.sed. All sat down in n\ourniug. Death 
wanted to remove rhe .seed of htiman kind altogether from the 
world. I cannot say that the great Day of judgment had 
come ; but this vvis a day of doom at the poner of whicli 
great and small alike lost their lives. * [318] 

A bubo appeared in the armpit or tiu; corner of the thigli ; 
high fever and nnconsciou.snes.s raged ; the tre:itim;nl of 
physicians jnoduced no efferl. Pew men lived tlirongh two 
da 3 ’s ; but most died within two or three day.s. PN'cn those 
who lived and had lost no dependant, on seeing the prevailing 
state of lhing.s, con.sidv;red themselves as dead. How fine 
would it have been if this thought had remained in the mind 
in times of prosi'erity ! In slic^rt, none l(X)ked after an^'- 
bocly el.se; everywhere the erv' rose “My own .self! my own 
.self!” The half-dead jx'ople abstained from all worldly 
works aud affairs and lay in expectation of death every hour. 
Among the victims were, the Emperor’s paraslar, the old 
and devoted hand-maid, Aurangabiidi-Mahal, Muhamm.adi 
Raj, the sou of Maharaja Jaswant Singh, who had been 
brought up in the imperial harem aud attained to the age of 
thirteen yeats and a high mansah, Fa/.il Khan Sadr, and 
raanv other grandees. The ' middle ’ class men and the 
common people, Muslims and infidels, who died cannot be 
numbered, but are conjectured to have been not less than a 
lakh. Many were afflicted by. disorder of the brain or lost 
the use of their ej-ts, tongues and ears. Among the highest, 
Firuz Jang Bahadur received injury in his eyes. Who spoke 
or heard anything of the plight of the common people? 
Historians have not recorded any such havoc in any former 
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;igc.. The oldest man living has not seen or heard of sucli 
an epidemic, Avhich lasted for H^o inonllis. * [ol9] 

In the midst of such a destruction tlie Emperor* relying 
on the help of Qod, came out of Bija[)iu- on the above-men- 
tioned date with 'strength of heart and hiiiiness of purpose. 
Praised bo. God tli^ after one week of v iohMuc tlie epidemic 
began to abate, Tlirough the grace of GrxK the EmjK'ror 
marched to Akhij. j^s according to the physicians the eye 
of P^iruz Jang Khan ivas not likely ti^ be healed soon, the 
Prince alone was sent bff with the army to the country ot 
the enemy [Sainbha], \ 
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Wliile the Ivniperor f820] was staying at the aforesaid 
j)laee foi transacting certain affairs, the ears of the world 
were gladdened by a happy news from the invisible world. 
The merry music of victory, whicli the ears of the Muslims 
had lx*en ex]>ecting, resounded through the sky. Peace and 
safety were restored through tlie blessings of the justice 
and virtues of the Km])eror. Dustnrbaiice s.iuk dou u. vSatan 
was chained. To sjieak more [daiuly, through the i»ower 
of the Kiuperorhs fortune, the infcrtial iiifidcl Sambliii was 
made prisoner by the army. 

vShaikli Nizam Haidarabadi, siiniamed Miu[an;ib 
Khan, a brave general who with his wsoiis and relatives 
enjoyed among themselves the ranks of 2MiarM)i (131,000 
tr.) in recognition of his militan ca‘])acity, had bvcn 
ap?)omted from Bijapur before this :o capture f<u*t Parurdih 
which was iii tlie etiemyhs possession. Like a prudent and 
watchful man, he had sent spies io bring in news of llie 
infidel. Suddenly they brought to him riie true ncurs that 
Sambha, on account of his feud with the family of the 
Shirkes. wlio were connected with lirn by knuslnp, laid gone 
from Ruiri to fort Khelna, and after making a settlement 
with that famil}", and gaining composure of mind about 
])rovisjoning this fort, he had gone to Sangameswar [ 321j 
where bis minister Kavi-kalas had constructed gardens and 
lofty buildings, and was there engaged in imuriment and 
pleasure. Attended by a party of honour-seeking devoted 
followers, the Khan out of devotion to the Emperor, in utter 
disregard of his life started from Kolhapur, from vvlnch the 
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above place was forty-five kos distant, and the path full of 
htil-tops and passes so difficult and dangerous that travellers 
have not seen the like of them on earth. He made forced 
niarche.s. Although the spies of Samblid informed him that 
the Mughal arras’' was coming, that man intoxicated with 
the wine of folly and pride had them beheaded by giving the 
signal of a frown and saying, “You heedless men, aou are 
madT Can a Mughal force arrive here?’’

After a little fight Sambha concealed him- 
self in a hole in the mansion of Kavi-kalas in the ho[-Mi that 
none had noticed him.

The Klian without pur- 
suing the fugitives, surrounded the havelL Mis son Ikhlas 
Khan entered by the stejis with a company of heroes and 
dragged that low fellow and Kavi-kalas by the hair to the 
elephant ridden by th*: Khan.

Twenty-five of his chief followers with their wives and 
daughters were made jirisoners. 'Phis news reached ilie 
Eniiieror at Akluj, which was henceforth named As'ad- 
luit^ar. He ordered Haniidnddin Khan, son of Sardiir Khan, 
the provost-mar-shal {ihahna) of the cauij), U> hasten to 
Muqarrab Khan am! bring' the captive chainwl and 
manacled. The victorious Khan came out of the country 
(in safety) by prudent management, and through the good 
luck of ‘Alamgir none of the infidel chiefs made any effort 
(to rescue the prisoner. On Friday, the 15th I‘’tbruary, 
l()89/5th Jamad. A., when the imperial army after march- 
ing from ^As'adnagar had encamped at Bahadurgarh, 
Sambha was brought to ;he court. The Emperor out of his

the dmj^aced and unlucly Sambha should be made to wear

I'he night pre- 
ceding the morning on which he was brought to the Court, 
was without exaggeration the shab4-bardl bec 2 tii.se nobody 
slept till morning for the pleasure of seeing the spectacle;

As Sambhu Iiad previously ignored the value of 
imperial mercy, and fled first from the Emperor’s coiui in 
the company of his father, and the second time from the late 
Dilir Khan, therefore that ver\ night his eves were deprived 
of the pow^er of seeing, and th<‘ next day tlie tongue of the 
deceitful sjocaker Kavi-kalas (was cut out). '' 1324) 

Where was Samblifi in his lieaven-fairing stronghold of 
Rairi ! and where was hi.s present disgViice and captivity in 
retribution for his ingratitude! Of the various verse'^-. 
embodying the date composed by rhetoricians, that of 
^liiayetullah, the agent of 'Azam Shah, vi:., 

“Sambhu became a prisoner uith wife and son”, [ best] 
expresses the event, and it w'as accepted by all. His captor 
wa.s rewarded for this splendid service with the title of 
Kluin-i-Zaman Path Jang, a reward of r)0,0(X) nti>ees, a 
special and resplendent robe, a horse with jewelled saddle 
and sac, a dagger, a dhup, with jewelled punlahli, and 
promotion raising him to the rank of 7-ha::ari (same tr.). 
C)f his sons, Ikhlas Khan got the title^oi Khan-i ‘Alam, a 
robe, and promotion making him a o./mcan (:.. me tr.), 
Shaikh Miriin the title of Mnnaw'war Khan and Shaikh 
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‘Abdullah that of Ikhtisas Khan. Ihtaram Khan and other 
relative.*? and companions of the Khan each got a robe and a 
mansab. In consideration of the harshness and insult that 
he had practised by sla 3 dng and imprisoning Muslims and 
plundering the cities of Islam, the destruction of this wicked 
infidel preponderated over the reasons for keeping him alive, 
[8’2f»] and the decision of the masters of the Holy Law and 
Faith and the counsel of the dignitaries of the Church and 
State were in favour of despatching this hellish robber. 
Therefore, after the arrival of the Eni|x^ror at Koregiion 
on Sunday the 3rd March/21st Jaraad. A., he was executed 
along with Kavi-kalas with the sword on ^londay, the 11th 
March, 1689/2t)th Jamad.

I shall finish the account of this matter hy narrating an 
event wdiich was the preface to the Emperor’.s .success. Be- 
fore this, when the capture of Sambha never came on the 
tongues of the people and was regarded as an iuipo.ssi!)ility , 
Sayyid Fatli Muhammad, one of the sons of Mir Saj'yid 
Muhammad Gisudaraz, who aftoj- s];onding his h'ug life 
in the irailitary profession had taken to retirement in hi.s 
home at Ah.sanabad Gulbarga, and wh-xce .son Sayyid Badi‘- 
ullah (who.se forehead indicated his a.scclicism and gcxxlucss 
and fitne.ss to be the successor of a saint) had been appruiited 
successor at the saint’s tomb by the Knif>eror on acconnt 
of his devotion to the .saints of olden time.s and kindness to tlic 
members of this family, and who hud been granted the 
aairghul (rent-free land) of some fertile villages, besides 
.[826] lavi.sh ind'nw,— came to the camp, interviewed the. 
Emperor who loved hermits, and narrated, “I have ollen si'.t 
in praj^er face to face with the illuminated hmib, with a view 
to [forc-j seeing the end of this infidel’s career. One night 1 
dreamt that I was travelling in order to vi.sit hoh” places, and 
was passing over a hill difficult to traverse. A party w.-is 
setting up poles. They a.sked me“ Where are you going ?” 
I made my wish known. They said “A hog has established 
himself iii this hill for a long time ))ast. You, too, should 
exert your.self with us to catch him.” After dawn it struck 
me that 1 should soon come to the army, and take part in 
this holy wftr till the completion of the affair of the wicked 
infidel.” The Emperor was greatly delighted to hear these 
words, and siu^fd respect to afid amferred favours on the 
Sayyid. In l«&*~than ten days the wish of the people was 
gratified. The very day that the news of Sambha’s capture 
reached the Emperor he summoned the Sayyid and after 
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him gocxl wishes and pecimiarv :m(! jjermitted him to 
depart. By way of showing gnititucle for tliis wonderful 
victory, ten tliousand rujxjes were sent U> tlie blessed tonil) 
for the poor and the attendants. 

On Tnesda 3 % the i^ind April/i?l.st laiaad. S., tlic 
Emj)oror left Koregaon to see the fort of Islamabad or 
Chakiia. Prince Muhammad ‘Azam, ^rlio was encamped 
five kos in front of it, came there and liad interv iew. That 
day after bidding farewell to the JVince j IVi? | Hi> Majesty 
returned to his mansion. 

One of the events a-)f this an.M]>icions y.ar was tlic 
capture of the chiefs wlio had accompanied Rrimii [ Rajaiamj 
in his adversitA^ TJiis infidel, the younger brother of 
Sambhu, had been kept in jaison by the latter. Alter 
Sambha’s death he becaive cliief and gained some authoriU 
in Rairi. Pefore llio capture of Rairi, wliile Znlfiqar 
Khan was pressing the besieged very iiard, he disguised 
himself as a yogi and tied from the fort. {\'crscs) 

Behold this envard, wlio will never 
Sec the face of g(30(l fortune. 

He .sought hi< own |)ers(mal ease, 

He left his wife and son in distress. 

When this iie.ws was ctmfirmcd by the letters of si)ies, 
the Kinj'aror issued orders to VMxiullrdi Khan Barlia,- -who 
after he had acted for some time a.N the deputy of Ilaklishi- 
iil-mulk Ruhnllah Khan when tlie latter wais .summoned to 
Haidarabad, and had ix:conie liimsclf Snbahdfir of BijApur, 
and had then by the Emperor’s command gone to c<i])tmv 
two strong forts in the (loj)endencies of Bijapiir, -lunv to 
capture Rama if he wandered on that side. Spies broiiglit 
to him the true news that Riinia iRajaraiir! lay concealed 
for some time, but had now gathered abfait H()0 followers 
of the rank of chiefs, | JV28| and after ])assing vvitliin a few 
kos of tliat ])]ace had entered w’itidii tlie frontiers of the Rani 
of Bidnur. The Khan deferring to anotlier time the 
capture of the forts, first sent his eldest s(m Hasan 'Ali 
quickly in that direction, and liini.se)^ making forced marches 
for three days and nights reached tiu enemy at night within 
the border of the zaniindfiri of this shc-bear, near the fori 
of^ubhangarh and Jara, belonging to her and vsituated on 
the in tlie island of vvliieli tlic 
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enern)' had taken refuge. He reddened Ids sword in their 
blood. Many died and went to hell. Other men, more than 
a hundred, including chiefs like Hindu Rao, and Vyankoji, 
the brother of Santa, and Baharji and Mania Ghorpare,* 
were taken prisoners. In the midst of this tumult of 
lamentation, Rama [Rajaram ], leaving his turban, coat 
and shoes, not to speak of his weapons behind, fled in such 
manner that nobody got information of it. Although the 
Khan liad performed such a grand feat, yet his ill-luck 
made him show negligence in the tifi’air of the esca])e of 
Rama. And the she-bear too was suspected of having 
concealed Rama and afterwards let him go. At the first 
news that Rama had been captured, the Rmperor ordered 
Kainiduddiii Khaii to bring him to Cf>urt. On tlie arri\a] 
of the .second news, he ordered the prisoner.s to be confined 
in the citadel of Bijapur. Jan Nisfir Khan was apjiointed 
with a large party [*129] to invade the zamindan of tlie 
she-bear. The Satai ic Santa at this time triiiniphantly 
resisted the Khan, Matlab Khan and vSliar/a Kl’an. At last 
the affair of the Rani ended in her jxiving a small money- 
tribute under the name of fine. As lie (Santa) ',vas destined 
to live some time more, he escaped being caught by the 
imijerialists. It was a wonder that Hindu Rao, Baharji and 
some others of the prisoners escaped from tliis .strong jn'isoii, 
— escape from which is incredible except in concert with the 
guards. On the matter being reported to the Rni[)eror the 
remaining eighty ,pri.soners w^ere executed. Lashkar^Klian 
k'came nazim vice ‘Abdullah Khan. His son Wajih-iid-din 
the qiladar of the atadel and Faujdar Khan the kotwfil were 
punished by diminution of niansah.

Haji Shaf‘i Khan became daftar-dar <>1* tan vicr Musavi 
Khan, who got the former’s ]^ost of divvaii of tb.e Deccan. 
Robes for the rains were presented to all the imperial 
servants at the Court and the ])rov::iccs. Abnl Khair Khan, 
son of ‘Alxlul ‘Aziz Khan, became qiladar of Kajgarli; 
Mnkhtar Khan Mir-7\tish vice Muhhlis Khan, who became 
(darogha of) 'arz-i-mukarrar vice Muhammad Yar Klian. 
Mir ‘Abdul Karim, a favourite of the Emperor was rewarded 
with the title of Miiltafat Khan for his good .services as 
karori-ganj, when he made abiindance and cheapness to 
appear in stead of seaiTify and fatnine at Haidarabad, and 
thus deserved the Kintx?ror’s recognition. Ffamidiiddin 
Khan, son of Sarclar Khan, worthy of upbringing, got the 
title of Khan and was sent to bring Muhammad Klinjista 
Tvklitar, the son of Priiu’e Muhammad Mifazzam, from 
Aurangai^ad to the Court. Kamgar Khan v\itli a party was 
appointed to esv'oj-t the scivants of the harem of Mu‘az/am 
to Shahjahanabad. Mubarak iil la h, son of Iradat Khan and 
grandson of ‘Azam Khan became faiijdar of j -Wl | Islamabad 
Cliakna and Kamaluddiii Khan son of Islam Khan Wnla^ 
sluilii, qiladar of that place, fkhhls kesh became* news-writer 
of the kachari of Kluni-i-.‘-;ruian. vice Sharfuddin. YHicn 
Salabat Khan applied to come to Court, ‘Itiiiiad Khan 
became diwan and faujdar of the blessed ]x>rt of Surat virr 
him. Jan Nisar Khan Abul Mnkaram, rcreiving n dagger 
with a jasper handle and sdz., was .sent to punish tlie enemy. 
On Wednesday, the KHh July ir)8l)/2nd Shawwal, Bakhshi- 
iil-iiiiilk Rnhullah Khan was appointed to wrest the fort ol 
Ralchur from the infidels. Mukhtar Khan became his 
deputy. Before the capture of Saniblia ‘Itiqad Khan liad 
been sent to conquer fort Rairi, the liome and treasure- 
hoUwSe of this villain; on Saturday, the 19th October /15th 
Muharram he captured the fort and inaAe the mothers, wdve.s, 
daughters, and sons of Sambhfi and of Rama [Rajaram] 
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prisoners. ‘I7mdat-u1-mulk presented to his 

sou’s despatch announcing tlie conquest andh Aceived *‘a 
.siiecial I'obe, and a jewelled jigha adonied with a heron’s 
feather ipar-i-kaling). The band played joyoits. tunes. The 
courtiers made their bows and ])resented peshkash. 'Abdur 
Rahim Khan bayutat was ordered to go to Rairi and 
confiscate Sambha’s prol)ert\^ [332'| ‘Itiqad Khan had 
audience on Saturday the 23rd November, 1689 /'20th Safar 
and was rewarded by promotion to the rank of B~hazari 
(2,(X)0 tr.), and presented with a robe, a horse, a jewelled 
quiver, a bow, 30,000 rujiees in cash, and the title of 
Zulfiqar Khan Bahadur. The Rraperor graciously ordered 
that tents fit for holding vSaiublia’s motlier (Shivaji’s wife) 
and other relatives of the decea.sed should be set up in the 
gnldlbdr and they should be made to alight there with all 
respect and privacy. Close to the niisl of ‘Ihndat-ul-mulk, 
the misl of the Rani’s bazar was Iwated for her servants and 
deiiendants to live in. Annual pensions were fixed on all 
of them according to their ])o.sition. Slnlhu, the nine year 
old elder son of Sambha, was given the inansah of 1-hazdri 
(.same tr.), the title of Raja, and a robe, a jewelled d.'igger, 
nr.sf, horse, elephant, kettledrums, :ind standard. Madaii 
Singh and Adhu (Madhav) Singh, ins younger brothers, 
were given niansahs and gifts ;ind (.'rdered to live with their 
mother and grandmother. Imperial clerks were af)iiointe.d 
to the e.stabli.shment (sarkdr) of each, to manage their house- 
ludd allairs. Qainruddin Khan son of Firuz Jang Khan, 
had come to Court; he got leave to depart after being given 
a robe, a jewelled dagger, and an increment of 6-sad! 
(200 tr.) making him a 2\-hazdri (2,000 tr.). 

CONQURST OP RAlCUtJK 

On l*'riday the 29th Novetnber, 16B9/26th Safar, 
Bakhshi-ul-muik Rulinllah Khan [333] captured the fort of 
Raichur, which was now named Ifiruznagar.' A ro^ and a 
farntdn of praise were sent to him. His son Khaiiahzad Khan 
was fuomoted to ll-haedri (600 tr.). On Wednesday the 
18th December/16th Rabi. A., the imperial camp started 
on the return journey from Koregaon towards Bijapur. On 
Friday the 3rd January, 1690/2nd Rabi. S., the army 
arrived at this city for passing some time. After passing 
fifteen days, on the 9th February, l690/10th Jamad. A., 
the camp reached the village of Badri, Bakhshi-ul-mulk 
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Bahrainand Klian chose a neat place on the bank of t];e 
Krishna ‘for the imperial qiiurt'^rs. I'he Kmperor liked it-,* 
and presented Uic Khan with a diainiMid ling. Here His 
Majesty stayed for two months. 

(.)ne day while the Emperor was lioldin*: the high Court 
of Justice, Salfibat Khan, the first Mir 'rn/nk. jwesented a 
man who said, have conic from tlie far-off l.uid of Bengal 
to become 3'our majesty’s disciple. 1 hope that 1 iiia\^ gain 
my desire,” The Emperor .smiled, took (ait of his pocket 
and gave the Khan about JOO rupees and hits (rhioii) of 
gold and silver to be presented to the man and said, ”Te!l 
him that the favour he expects from me is this!” The 
Khan gave him tlie iiionev, but he flung it away and j I 
jumped into the river. The Khan r;iiscd a cry lest he shonkl 
be drovvnecl. By command some ])eoi>le swam and rescued 
liini from the rivet. Hi.s Majesty turning liis face towards 
his inner circle, said to vSardar Khan, ‘‘A man ha.s come 
from Ikmgal with the silly notion of IxHoming my disciple.

A,, 
the Emperor learnt from the letters of the news-writers that 
fort Sansani had been wrested from the infidels by 
Muhammad Bidar Bakht, [335] and the vanquished had 
been sent to hell. On Sunday the 18th May /19th Shabau, 
the imperial camp marched from Badri to Galqala. A manat 
Khan diwan of Bjjapur, became daftardar of tan vice Haji 
Shaf'i Khan; Abul Mtikaram succeeded him. Khwiija 
'Abdur Rahim Khan became darogha of dagh and tashiha 
vice Mu'atamad Khan deceased. A robe, and a sarpech were 
sent to Muhammad ‘Azam, and a robe, a jewelled quiver and 
bow, a horse, an elephant, a sarpech, a gracious farmdn, and 
the title of Bahadur to Bidar Bakht. Muhammad Mu'azzam 
was ijresented with fixe mannds of rose-water and twt) 
maunds of the essence of hid-i-mishk. Udwat Sing, who 
had come from home and had audience, received a robe and 
the title of R.iju. Khan Jahan Bahatlrr Zafar Jang 
Kokaltiisli was made Subahdar of Allahabad, and his son 
Hinimat Khan that of Oudli and faujdar of Gorakhpur. 
‘Abdullah Khan became faujdar of Nander vice Sazawar 
Khan and Sardar Khan that of (the circuit of) twelve kos 
round the camp, receiving a promotion of 400. The 
Emperor learnt that Safdar Khan, son of ‘Azam Khan 
Kok.ih, faiijdar of Gwalior, had attacked a garhi, and been 
killed by musket shot. Prince [336] Khnji.sta .Akhtar was 
brought from Aurangabad to the Court by Hamiduddin 
Khan darogha of the fil-kh.anah. The Prince had audience 
and wa.s ordered to stay with his father. As Hamiduddin 
Khan paraded the elephants in a stout condition, he received 
an increment of thirty troopers. It was learnt from the 
letters of newrs-givers that Rustam Khan Sharza, who had 
been appointed to patrol on the side of fort Satara, had been 
attacked by the enemy in that district, deleatal after a long 
conte.sl, and made pri.soner with his family and children. 



CHAPTER XXX IV.

Khwaja Khidniatgilr Khan became nazir and daroglia 
of tlie jewel department vkt^ Khwaja Khidmat Khan, who 
became caretaker (waU) of the tomb of Shah J.ilian, thus 
taking to a life of retirement. The Rmpcroj* ordered the 
ofticers (governors) [337] of every province to send ‘2,000 
rupees to the Khan (latter) as a standing practice. Lnt- 
^Ilah Khan was sent to the thanah of Kliatav. Shaikh 
Abul Mnkaram, was appointed thanahdar of Buda 
Panchgaon. Ahmad Aqa, ambassador ■)f the Kaisar of 
Roum, Nazar Bey, envoy of the king of Bukhara, and 
'Abdur Rahim Beg, envoy of the king of Ka.shghar, had 
audience, presented the letters and gifts of their masters, 
and were rewarded, with their followitigs ah the first 
interview, during the period of their stay, and at the farewell 
audience, with all kinds of gifts and presents, consisting of 
robes, precious jewels, hor.scs, elephants, and some cash. 
In return for the friendly presents of tlicsc kings, rare 
objects and vvoven stuffs of Hindustan and jewels and 
precious and substantial articles were scut to them. 
Hamid udd in Khan was ordered to convey treasure to the 
army of Muhammad ‘Azam Shah. Mir Nuiuddin bccajue 
qiladar of Murtazabad Miraj. Jan Nisar Khan was 
presented with a robe and an elephant (and sent) to {.nmisli 
the enemy. Dianat Khan, son of Amanal Khan, became 
divvan of the snbahs of the Deccan vke, Mirsavi Khan 
deceased. The late Khan was one of the pure bi-eed of 
Iran, unique by reason of his greatness of character, his 
patronage of scholars and artists, [338] liis knondedge of 
the rational branches of learning, and liis skill in poetry. 
He was a son-in-law^ of Shah Nawaz Klian and thus senior 
to His Majesty (by marriage). 

ASAD KHAN GOES BEYOND THE KRISHNA 

C)n Wednesday, the 12th November, ]C9()/19tli Safar 
‘Umdat-ul-mulk Asad Khan set out bv command to punisli 
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the enemy roving on the further side of tlie river Krishna. 
\ He was presented v^itli an amulet containing the (Jiiran 
I in a dianiond'Ornamciited khdnah (cover), a special robe, 
'and a horse worth OtX> mohar^. ' His chief subordinates were 
i'-ivoiired Avitli robes, jewels, swords, horses, and elephants. 
All others got voices according to their positions. Miiltafat 
Khan ddrogha of ja-namaz-khaiiah, got the post of the liead 
of fibdar khanah (close to the Kmperor) in addition to his 
own duties, vite Khwaja Hayat Khan Wafa. Miihainniad 
Mun‘ini got the aniinship of the 7-chauki vice him. On 
Monday, the *J3rd February, l()91/4th Janiad. S., the 
linijK^ror inarched from Galgala, newl\' named Qutbabad, 
and alighted outside the fort of Bijapur ojjposite the gate 
of Rasiilpur, this being his fourtli visit to the environs of 
Bijapur. On Saturday, the 11th A]nnl/22iKl Rajab, Khan 
Jahaii Bahadur was appointed na/iin of the Taujab vice 
Alijah. Hiinmat Khan, his son, succeeded him as the 
subahddr of Allaliabad. (H39| On Monday the 18th May, 
li9lh Shaban, Bakhshi-u)-inulk Balirainand Khan, wlio liad 
gone to beat tlie enetiiy, had audience, receiving an iiicrc- 
inent of 5-sudi, which made him a [2-hazdr tr.i. 

AlukhtJr Khan was sent to punish the enemy. Muftakh;.r 
Khan, one of his subordinates, was appointed to i:o to 
Sholapiir, and then return escorting Shaikh-ul-Islani, who 
was coining to court by .command.

At the beginning of the Kmperar*s displeasure, the 
Prince and his sons were not allowed even to cut the hair 
of their lieads. Six months passed in this way. Khidniat 
Khan iiazir who had been ndih of Shah. Jahan, and could 
speak boldly in consideration of his old services, urged this 
matter before the Iiini)eror beyond limit. At that time the 
Emperor only ordered the Prince to be reformed [by 
punishment, j After a time, when the violeiv’e of his 
anger gradually abated, and the natural kindness of His 
Majesty returned, transcripts of Quranic prayers were 
repeatedly entru.^'ted to wSardar Khan, wuhafiz, with the 
order ^‘Convey these to this second Joscpli and caj>tive ]onah 
and tell him to ho engaged in reciting them, so that the 
kindness of God may incline my heart to lelcasSe [342 1 him, 
and cause him to be freed from the j)ain of .separation from 
me.”

On the day when His Majesty marched aw^ay from 
Badri, lie ordered the said muhafiz, [343 1 that whenever 
the Emperor \vould ride away from his halting-place, the 
imperial should be kept standing with its carpets and 
decorations uncharged, and the Prince be brought from his 
quarters to it, shown all the ]daccs and made to sit every- 
where for some time, so that all his senses and limbs might 
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acquire a proper change of relish from the delight and 
exhilaration. It was done. The Prince said to the imihalix, 
ought to have an interview.

And simi- 
larly, the Prince sometimes came by command to the baths 
situated in the fort for washing and purifying bis l.»ody , and 
sometimes in order to enjoy delights he visited tlie garden 
and tank of Slialulbad, founded by tlie Emperor, fn short, 
the veil was gradually removed.

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J'afar Cliijrati, successors at the ton’bs of Qutb-ul-‘Alam 
[348] and Shah ‘Alani, came from Ahmadabad to inter\'iew 
tlie IJmperor, and according to the fixed custom each 
received a robe, an elephant and a certain pecuniar^' aid 
when going back. On Tuesday, the 5th July 109‘2/lst 
Zil, Q., the. Emperor issued an order to Himniat Khan son 
of Khan Jahan Bahadur Zafar Jang, Subahdar of Alkhabad, 
to come to C6urt. Buzurg Ummed Khan, son of Amir-nl- 
umara, Subahdar of Biliar, succeeded him at Allahabad, 
and Aluzaffar Khan, another son of Amir-ul-nuiara, became 
faujdar of the sarkar of Jaunpur vice him. 

Ruhullah Khan died. In lineage he was like the Sun; 
in acquiretucuts foremost in all joints ; of all good m..nner.s 
he wa.s the mastc’- and he set his heart on bestowing favours 
on the ]jeople. As he wa.s the .son of the Emperor’s m.'itcrnal 
aunt’s sou (cor.) and was adorned with many ucible qualitie.s, 
his departure grieved His Maje.sty. God pardon him ! One 
of tlie sign.s of hi.s being ino.st probably ])ardoued was the 
fact that the Emperor vi.sited him in hi-s la.st moment,*: and 
pj-ayed to God for pardon on his behalf. At the time of hi.s 
death he recited the verse : / 

With what pride i.s (thy) servant leaving the 
world. [349] 

That you have come to hi.s (bed) head at the time 
of his giving up life ! 

Khfinahzad Khan, his worth}' and favourite .sou, got an 
increment of 5(K) zal (300 tr.) making him a 2-Tiozari 
(1,000 tr.), and became Qnrl^gi vice Mukhlis Khan.' 
Bahramand Khan became Mir Bakhshi vice the deceased, 
and received an increment of 500 (same tr.) making him a 
4-hazdri (2,000 tr.). Mukhlis Khan succeeded him a.® 
second bakhshi, receiving an increment of 500 zdt 
which made Irim a 2^-hazan (700 tr.). ‘Azizullah Khan, 
brother of the decea.sed, became 1^-hazari (GOO tr.). Khwaja 
‘Abdur Kahim Khan died. Mir Hu.sain Amanat Khan 
became bayutat vice him, ‘InSyetnllah Khan became 
diwan-i-tan vice the last, receiving an increment of 100 
(20 tr.) making him a l-sadi (80 tr.). The diwanship of 
smj-i-khas too was entrusted to him, and he received a 
further promotion by twenty troopers. Salabat Khan, 
begged ^rmission to go to Delhi oo account of severe 
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illness, but died after passing a few stages. At this liuic 
he used frequently to recite : 

I have myself come and betaken myself to the 
corner of the sepnlclire, 

That my bones ina\ not burden ajiy l/xly’s 
shoulders. 

[350] He wa.s lionest and skilful in conducting business, 
and quick and expert in pleasing his master. Muhammad 
Bad*i of Balkh, after clisinis.sal was i-cappoiiitod \i-hazdri 
(700 tr,). On Friday, the 2*2ud July, 1092/ 18th Zil.Q., 
the Emperor ordered that Mnhainm.id Mu‘azzam sluaild 
come to tlie Court-house {^addhil-gnh) and have the honour 
of an interview and kis.sing the ground. On Friday, the 
2nd September /1st Muharram Khidinatgar Khan, nazir 
got an increment of 500 (150 tr.), Muhammad Yar Khan 
that of 5(K), making him a 2dujzdri (400 tv.). Klka]- Khan, 
till officer of the army of Kiini Bakhsh, was appointed 
thiinadar of Jiiiji, and received an increment of 500 (300 tr.) 
becoming a Li-hazdri (700 tr.). Mir Husain, muslirif of 
macebcarci's, was sent to Delhi to bring the servants (ladies) 
of the harem of Muhammad Mu‘izzuddin to Court. 
Muhammad Jamil, envoy of the ruler of Iladramaut. got 
leave to i\*.turn, a robe, and 2,000 rupees. On Monday, tln^ 
24Ui October/23rd Safar Rafbiulqadr and Kliujista Akhtar 
were orclei'ed to come to the mosque for the zithar prayer in 
company with tbdr father. Lutfullali Khun and Ssahit 
Khan wxn'e .sent to the tliaiiali of A.s^adnagar. Two thousand 
troopers who had been reduced from Rafi-ul-qvidr’s mansab 
Avere restored to liiin. Khwmja Mubarak wa.s appointed ndih of 
Khidinatgar Khan in the jiost of udzir of tlie cstablisli- 
ment of Prince Miihatnmad Mn'azzam. Raja [Jdwat Siugli. 
zamindfir of Urchlia, .serving in ihe army of P'iruz Jang 
Khan ivas made faujdar of [351] Irij with an inclement 
of 500 zdf (.same tr.), making him a 2-hazdri (1,500 tr.) 
*Abdiii Hai, mufehrif of farrashkhanah, reported to the 
Emperor that according to his command the residence-tent of 
the Prince hud been charmingly fiiniished. The Emperor 
ordered Khidinatgar Khan and (other) servants to join the 
Prince’s cortege and convey him to this mansion. On 
Wednesday, the 30th November 1092 /Lst Rabi. S., Karnal- 
nddin Khan, faujdar of Hindann-Bayana, was proinoted by 
500 zdl (same tr.) to the rank of 2-hazdri (1,000 tr.) in 
reward for his having extirpated the rebels of that quarter. 
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‘ttiqad Khan, ■Son of the Amir-iil-umara deceased, became 
Snbahdar of Agra and faujdar of its environs, receiving an 
increment of 200 tr. which made him a L^-haziiri (1,200 tr.) 
Znlfiqar Khan Bahadur was made a 4-nacdri (3,000 tr.). 
Khudabanda Khan son of tlie late Amir-nl-umara,* became 
faujdar of Bahraich ; he was a {)-sadi (4{X) ti .) and now got a 
hundred more. Abul Muhammad Khan Bijapuri, was a 
{\-hazdri (1,000 tr.), and now got an increment of 500 
troopers. Mukhtar Khan a i^-hasdri (1,500 tr.), was now 
given back the 500 zai (KKJ Ir.) w’hich had been reduced 
from his mansah. Hainiduddin Khan passed in review the 
elephants in a" robust condition ; 2('K) troopers were added to 
his rank of hazdri (600 tr.). On Thursday, the 12th 
Januar}', 1093/15th Jamad. S., Muhammad ‘A/,im was 
presented with sixty pieces of cloth, coats, sarperh, fota, 
half-sleeves, and [352 j hdldhand. Anwar Khan darogha of 
khawases, .son of Hakim ‘AHmuddin entitled Wazir Khan 
in vShah Jahan’s reign, died, leaving nothing on earth. On 
Wednesday, the 1st March /1 4 th Rajab, Mnltafat Khan, 
darogha of abdar-khanah, recei\’ed the above post virc the 
dccea.sed, and was promoted by a hundred ::dt (50 tr.) to 
the rank of a hazdri (150 tr.). His office biought liiin clo.:e 
to the Em].)eror’s person. 

Letters of spies informed the Emperor that owing to 
the .scarcity of grain which pre^’ented the arnn' from standing 
firmly, Znlfiqar Khan Bahadur had retired twelve feti.v 
abandoning the trenches at Jinji. Some time before thi.s, 
letter.s had bt'cn received stating that the enemy had 
crowded round Znlfiqar Khan at tlie siege of Jinji, that no 
provision was coming to him, and that if any reinforcement 
arrived, he would be relieved from distress. Alt urgent 
order wa.s issued to ‘Umdat-ul-mnlk Ssad Khau, wdio was 
staying at Nandiyal, to hasten to his .son’s aid. As he. 
delayed in going, the Emperor wrote another jarmdn with 
his own hand in ojien court, when I happened to be present 
and overhcartl the Emperor .saying to Fazail Khan Mir 
Mun.shi, “Asad Khan represents himself as eager to see his 
.son. Now that the latter is hard pressed, he delays and 
neglects in hastening to him. He might well say {verse ) : 

‘O Angel of Death ! I am not heavy, 

I am (only) an unfortunate old man.’ [363] 

ShaJsta Khan died in April, i6M. (P. 
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“It is eas3' to make a boast but quiU; anolbor inaltcr lu 
prove it true.” As, before going to tiiat side ‘Unidat-iil- 
inulk had openly said in his own circle, “Tlic Ivmperor has 
not 3-et assigned any task to me. If 1 were to be coni- 
niis.sioned, he would sec what a Turk cdu do” and this 
speech had been reported to tb.c Kmperor, Uis Majesty now 
tiddressed the aforesaid Faziiil Khan and Qabil Khaii, the 
darogha of the library, “His Turkshij) is rn’er. liow runs the 
proverb?” Both of them recited it, as they had heard it, 

'Digar ba-kliud niandz ke Tuiki lamdm shud, 

‘Don’t brag again; as your Tnrksliip ha.s ended, 
\'our boast lias failed).’ 


This verse w.is embodied in the furimin, 
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20tli April, 1093 — 15th April, 1694. 

* * * At the gracious arrival of the blessed month of 
Ramzan, exhilarating to the Muslims, the bud of ‘Id 
blossomed in the garden of fasting, and%he thorn and 
bramble of the oppression and injury done by the infidels 
weie totally .swept away from the flower-bed of the age. * * * 

A glazed palki was .sent by the Rmi^eror to Prince 
‘Azam Shah, who w'as attacked by dropsy, [354) .so that 
when journeying he might travel in care and safety. The 
Emperor ordered that excepting those who had been granted 
palkis by him, none of the Princes, shahzadas and amirs 
.should come in a palki within the guldlhar. After a time 
permission was given to ‘Umdat-ul-mulk Asad Khan and 
the intimate servant Multafat Khan to come [in their 
palkis] so far. The agent of the Rani of Biduur presented 
lier letter and tribute, consisting of 300 hnn.

‘Umdat-u1-mulk, after conquering the fort of Nandi 3 'al 
in Kadapa district, which is the frontier of Karaatak 
Haidarabadi, had encamj^ed. The Prince w'as sent from the 
Court to capture fort Wagingcra in company with Bakhshi- 
ul-mulk Bahramand Khan [355] and engaged in the work. 
When Bakhshi-ul-iuulk Ruhullah Khan was appointed to 
this task, the Prince by command turned to reinforce 
‘Umdat-ul-mulk. When he arrived at Kadapa, an imperial 
order was received directing him and ‘Umdat-ul-mulk to go 
to the aid of Zulfiqar Khan Bahadur Nasrat Jang, wlio was 
besieging jinji and who had been put to hard straits by the 
assembling of the enemy and the failure to get provisions. 
The Prince, in' his pride of youth and under the influence 
of the evil coun.sels of flatterers and his disinclination to 
listen to the words of experienced and far-seeing men, 
travelled all the long way from beginning to end, .stage by 
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stage on horseback, the journey including hunting and 
visiting (noted) places. Bahramand K!ian utilising his oppor- 
tunities, pleased the Prince by his smoothness (of tongue) 
and gentleness, and left for the Court. ‘TTuidat-ul-mulk, 
inspite of his great weakness and the infirmities of age, had to 
undergo trouble and hardship in obsei*ving pro])er etiquette, 
and travelled all the way on horseback in constant sadness. 
But as the kernel of complaint turns into tlic grain of vexa- 
tion in the soil of friendship, and the result of nuitnal opposi- 
tion is calamity and disgrace, tlie ill-feeling bi tween tiie 
partisans of the two chiefs grew stronger. The displeasure 
and bitterness on the two sides increased tlirongli the inter- 
vention of bad men. When the army came near Jinji, Nasrat 
Jang Khan advanced to welcome the Prince, and had audi- 
ence. The Prince sat in the aiiclience-hali. [3of) | ‘Uindat-ul- 
mulk, Nasrat Jang, and Sarfaraz Khan got permission ti; sit 
down; Lashkar Khan, son of Sayyid Khan Jahan of Barha 
had expected equality of treatment with Nasrat Jang, but on 
being disappointed in that hope, left tlie audiouce-hall in 
anger, and never again went to interview the Prince. The 
servants of the Prince alleged to Laslikar Khan that llii.s 
incident was due to the machination of tlie father and the 
.son, wdiile these [two] generals made him l^elicvc that it 
was owing to the Prince’s disfavour. All tlie materials for 
ill-feeling and malignity were thus assembled, and the.se 
tilings increased the irritabilit}'^ and disturbance in the 
mind of the Prince. Meantime, tli rough the agency of 
some reckless fools, the Prince opened a .secret corres- 
pondence with Rama [Rajaram j in the fort. The enemy 
were greatly encouraged by tlu.s occuj'reuce and pracll.scd 
ini.schief-creating and deception and misled tlie Prince. 
Nasrat Jang who watched every direction aiul paid one 
thousand rupees daily to his spies in the fort, learnt the 
truth about this secret . affair, and t!ic father and the son 
wrote to the Pmiperor about the state of affairs and wore 
permitted, at their request, to station Rao l)aipjit Bundehi 
in constant attendance at the Prince’s residence, and to 
forbid the Princess riding, holding court, and the ingre^^s and 
egress of strangers without the perrjis.sion of ‘Tbndai-ul- 
mulk. The quarrel became public.'’. Tlic spies within the. 
fort repeatedly sent news that the Prince in concert with his 
wicked servants [357] wanted to enter the fort on a dark 
night, by reason of his difference with ^fJindat-nl-miilk and 
Nasrat Jang. The father and the son being shalcii by their 
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fear of the king of men," held a consultation with the chiefs 
of the and w,ith the consent of tlieiii strengthened the 
cltauki (sentry) arid strictness (in examining visitors) at the 
door of the Prince, and by common consent called in the 
thanalidars from around the fort. As vsoon as the army 
withdrew from around ilie fort, the enemy getting news of 
it cam^ out in a strong body to fight, and a battle raged on 
every side. 'Umdat-ul-mulk was busy at tlic base-camp 
(bungdii) in guarding-the Prince. Nasrat Jang was engaged 
in the trenches in planning to remove the large guns and 
other siege materials. They could not help the thanalidars ; 
eve^^one who could come away safely by his own exertions 
did?ISo; the rest were destroyed. Isma‘il Khan .Maklul, a 
great commander, w^ho held the thanah in the rear of the 
fort, stood up to fight; but tlie enemv were too many and 
he was wounded and carried off through tlie exertitms and 
reinforcement of Santa. A great confusion occurred. Nasrat 
Jang hastened the work of withdrawal from the trenches; 
the large guns were {fnekh zadah) damaged by hammering 
nails into their touch-holes, and having arranged his men 
lie carried off all the properly to the camp. At this time the 
enemy in great confidence, joy, and vigour surrounded 
Nasrat Jang in a body of one Inkli of horsemen and infantry. 
The (Princeks) camp was two kos and the fort-wall only a 
quarter k(fs from the place. The audacity of tlic inlukds 
was beyond measure, and death faced the Mu .liuis. At this 
time the Khan Bahadur and all the other commanders liad 
not with them more than [358 j 2,00() troopers. Tlie Khan 
relying on GoePs help and keeping the Rmix^ror in his 
remembrance, joined the battle with a loud cry. The herocfs 
made brave charges, a great give and take battle was hmght. 
About three thousand infantry of the enemy were slain by 
the Islamic ghazis, and three hundred cavalry too. The 
Khan Bahadur, on an elephant drove them back to the door 
of the fort, tlie garrison shut the gate. In this conflict one 
thousand infantry of the enemy perished. The imperialists 
gained the victory^ and the. enemy took to flight. The 
Muslims captured one. thousand mares whidi the enemy had 
left behind when fleeing to the fort. About four hundred 
horses and four elephants of the victorious warriors were 
slain by cannonball and zamburak fire. And the same 
number of eager fighters from among tfie mansabddrs of 
the retinue and other corps becai^ martyrs. Few' were 
tmwound<?d, After such a great victory the Kl^n ^ahadnr 
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arrived at the camp at the end of the day, and met ‘Umdat- 
ul-mulk. As they had learnt that the Piiiicc and his 
advisers had formed the plan of iihprisouinR tlie father and 
the son when they would come^to visit him, the two nxk 
out and unceremoniously entered the Prince’s house and in 
fidelity to tteir master, took their master's son [359] into 
their custody. Next clay the KHan Bahacliu u^ssured and 
cheered all the members, great and small, of the army, and 
made them happy by the presentation of elephants, horses, 
robes and cash rewards. He gained victories (several) times 
over the enem 3 ^ As grain was exhausted and the troqps 
had not the strength to stand up, he made some sort of truce 
with the enem 3 s marched away to the imperial dominions, 
and halted. At this time orders were received from the 
Emperor commanding that the Prince should be sent lo 
Court with Muliarram Khan. 'Umdat-ul-mulk set out for 
the Court. The Khan Bahadur [Nasrat jangj returned 
after four months, again laid siege to the fort, an;i presSed 
the garrison hard. 1 shall narrate in its place the capture 
of the fort and the escape of Rama rRajaram’j and Santa, 

On Wednesday, the Jlth June 1 fJUS /20th Shawwal, 
Kim JJakhsh arrived at the Court, rjud through the 
mediation of ZInatunnisa Regain had an interview with the 
Emperor in the hareiu. He presented one thousand mohars 
as fiazar and the same number of rupees as nimr. 

An imperial order was issued that no amir to whom a 
sarpech of jewcllciy was granted should wear it except on 
Sunday ; thev should be cemtent with it and should not make 
another [sarpech) themselves and should not wrap their 
head [with any such unauthorised sarpech], [360] 

On Sunday, the 13th August, 1093 /21st Zil. H., 
Khan Jahan Bahadur Zafar Jang Kokaltash Khan, the 
dismissed nazim of Lahore, had audience. His son Hinimat 
. Khan Bahadur the dismisvsed Siibalidar of Allahabad, prayed 
for an audience, but was ordered to conve 3 '^ the faiiiilv of 
Muhammad Mu‘izzuddiii to him at Parndla. Hamiduddiu 
Khan, who had gone to punish llie enemy returned and had 
audience on Saturday the 7tli October /KJlh S.ifar. Formerly 
he had to stand outside the barrier (katra) railing; the 
Emperor now graciously gave him the honour of standing 
within it. ‘InSyetuHjih Khan on Uk* occasvm of th^ deatli 
of his maternal uncle Mulla Muliamniad Tahir, received 
A shawl halabmdl^iOn Thursdav, the 9th November, 
: : 28 
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1693/20tli Rabi. A., ‘Umdat»iil-mulk Khan Jah3n Bahadur 
informed the Emperor that Himmat Khan had had a three 
days’ fight with Santa, and had defeated the infidel after 
great exertions. Raja Anup Singh became faujdar of 
Nasratabiid Sakkhar, R'adandaz Khan, qiladar of Imtiazgarh 
Adoni, Sardar Khan that of Muhammadabad Bidar, and 
M'amnr Khan, faujdar oi Bir and Shiwgaon, receiving 
promotions and rewards. 

ARRIVAL OP 'ALIJAH ‘AZAM AT COURT. 

Prince ‘Alijah, who had been summoned to Court on 
account of his illness, (arrived) with Muhammad [361] 
Bidar Bakht Bahadur and Shahzada Muhammad Walajafi 
on the 22ud October /2nd Rabi. A., and had audience. As 
he had not yet fully recovered, the Emperor wished to be 
himself his physician and nurse. (The Prince) resided in 
the tent which had been set up for liis residence in the 
middle of the gtddlbar close to the Hall of Private Audience, 
and in which a hall and 'two rooms had been built for 
sheltering him. On Sunday the 5th November, 1G98/I6lh 
Rabi. A., Muhammad Walajah became a l-hazari (2,000 tr.) 
and was given a standard and kettledrums. Khan Zamau 
Fath jang, an officer of the Prince’s army, had audience. 
Hakim-ul-ratilk and Fazail Khan Mir Hadi, Mir .Munshi, 
who liad been .sent by the Emperor to the Prince for treating 
and .soothing him respectively, returned with him and had 
audience. The Phniieror went once every day to .see the 
Prince, and partook of the Prince’s sick-diet with him and 
Zinat-un-nisa Begam. And that was the onl}- food which 
the two took till the Prince recovered. Thank God, through 
the blessed efforts of the Emperor, the Prince recovered from 
such a fatal illness. Muhammad Salim Aslam a sen'ant of 
the Priflee found the date of recovery in the ver.se : 

“The Prince’s medicine wa.s only the Em|)eror’s 
*' „ prayer.’’ [862] 

The Emperor heard it and praised the poet. 

On Saturday, the 23rd December, 1693 /6th Jamad. A., 
the Prince (on recovery) came to the Private Audience Hall, 
sat down before the Emperor, and so gladdened him. 
Hakim-ul-mulk, who had shown marvellous skill in the 
treatment, was rewarded with prwnotion of a 
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making him i-hasdrL' Shah ‘Ali Jali narrated the history 
of his own illness thus : ‘'Three years before this dropsy 
api)eared, Hakim M'asum Khan used to say indirectly in 
my presence but plainly by messengers that he Iiad observed 
the symptom of dropsy in me and was trying as far as 
possible to guard my health and check the disease, and that 
he would feel satisfied if I took medicine, followed a strict 
regimen, and abstained from the things that caused the 
disease, I did not listen to the words of the deceased. Two 
years after his death I reached the brink; wd:cu T was about 
to go towards Jinji, this disease appeared. Although Hakim 
Muhammad Shafi, Hakim Miiliammad I<aza, and Hakim 
Muhammad Amin Sawji, worked hard, the disease became 
severer, till it came to this that the girth of my sleeve was 
increased to 14 gira and 3 ^et I fell it as too trght. The girth 
of the cloth of my diawetwS (piiijdma) \vas one v^ard and 
six gira. I abstained from w^hatever was lit to be given np. 
Instead of water I drank essence of white succory and night- 
shade. The doctors, as they were of good intention, used 
to say “the Prince does not abstain**. At night all 

gave up hopes of recoveiy and expected my skm to crack. 
The Begani, Muhammad Bidar Bakhl, Gaiti Ara, Bakht- 
iin-nisa, and some other Inmates of my harem, who 
surrounded iiy couch, and T \vere half dosing and half awake, 
wdien a lumiiions man with beard and moustaches, yellow 
like wheat and barley, appeared at the foot of the bed fating 
me, and standing near he said, ‘Up to tliis lime no part of 
the disease has gone away. Make sincere and unrelapsing 
penitence, and God will give you quick recovery.* I said, 
‘I shall repent in any form of words that you command, and 
God wulliug, shall not relapse into the sin.' And so T 
repented at the direction of that internally and externally 
great being, and felt ease of body. He vanished. T informed 
the Begam and other people and gave them the glad news 
of ray recovery. That instant I felt inclination to pass 
Walter, passed two large ewer-fuk in one discliargc, and felt 
the traces of lightness and relief. Up to dawn thi.s sort of 
urination occurred five times, and seveti parts of my swelling 
disappeared. Men asked me, ‘Could 3 ^ recognise the 
g’eat person, who appeared at the bidding of the Great 
Healer?' I answered ‘I do not know him or his name.’ 
But on the^second da}^ ShaikJi ‘Abdnr Rahman Darvish 
wrote from Adoni forty Jzos from that i^rce. ‘Today when 
three gharis of. night remained, His Holiness the Cora-

mander of the P'aithful ‘Ali, the son of Abu Talib, said to 
me, ‘To night I have given liim dust, and begged his 
recovery of God; he will speedily recover. Don’t doubt at 
all.’ After my recovery, my servants, such as [364] 
Mustafa Kashi and others di.stributed their own household 
property with a certain amount of cash to faqirs and poor 
men. Mir Zairt'ul-* Abidin gave away 12, (XX) rupees. After 
ray bath of recovery Hedait Khan held feasts for a week 
and entertained (all) people, at an expenditure of 16,0(X) 
rupees. The Begam sent 00,000 rupees as present to the 
ble.ssed Najaf and the exalted Karbala. One lakh and 
twenty thousand rujjees were sent to the piwr of Mecca and 
Medina and other sacred places from (my) own purse. The 
Begaras and Shahj!ada.s gave away some amount of gold to 
the poor. When Hakim-ul-niulk and Faxail Khan arrived 
from the Eraijcror, only a little swelling on the face and 
hands was left. The Hakim prescribed electuary of gold ; 
on taking it a juew] swelling appeared. He .said ‘There 
is no fear, it w'ill n«tw totally disappear’ Then I started for 
the Court. I gave 2,000 ashrafis to the Hakim, with a ro).ie 
and an elephant. Favours were conferred on Fazail Khan 
too.” 

Muuawwar Khan son of Fath Jang, (by an increment 
of 6-.va</i) became a 'il~}tazuri (2,0(X) tr.). ‘Ali Mardan Khan 
Haidarabadi had been captured bj' the enemy ; on being 
released he was made a 5-Juizari (same tr.). ‘Umdat-nl-niulk. 
who had retired from Jinji, and by command stayed at 
Nasratabfd Sakkhar, arrived at Court on Monday, the 8th 
Januaty, i694/21.st Jamad. A., at the Emperor’s invitation. 
C)n -account of the affair of Kara Bakhsb, he had anticiiiated 
the severe anger of the Emperor. On the dav of interview, 
-when he arrived [365] at the place of making salam, Mul- 
tafat Ejhan who was standing close to the throne by virtue 
of his'offic'e of darogha of the khawiises, recited iu a low 
tone : — (verse) ‘Forgiveness has a .sweetness which venge- 
;ince lacks.’ The kind Emperor said, ‘‘You have redted 
it at the right»ttme”. Ivxiking kindly at the chief of minis- 
ters he ordered him to kiss Ms toes, and raised his head 
from the dust of distress. Sipahdar Khan son of Kokaltash 
Khan Zafar Jang, who had become Subahdar of Allahabad 
vii;e Buzurg Vmmed Khan deceased,* got in addition the 
faujdari of Jaunpur, and the increment of 500 tr. to his

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rank of 3-hasdri (2,600 tr.) and one kmr Mm as in' dm. 
Khanahzad Khan, who had gone towards Garh-namuna to 
guard the way, arrived at Court on Timrsday, the 8th 
February, 1694/22nd Jamad. S. Bidar Bakht was sent to 
chastise the enemy, receiving a dagger with a fish (mdhi) 
handle and pearl 'ildqa worth 10,00(j rniiees. Khan Fath 
Jang, (his) sons and relatives, and others upiwiuted to the 
Prince’s army were rewarded with robes, promotion, jewels, 
horses, and elephants. On Thursday, the 8th March /21.st 
Rajab* Muhammad Mu’izzuddin, giving up the siege of 
Pamala, came to Court; he was granted an interview in 
company with his son Tzzuddin in the private chamber. 
Mukhtar Khan became Mir Atisli. Nawazish Klum Runii 
became defender of chakla Moradabad. 

A Sayyid of Barha, who was a mansabdar and officer 
of the imperial semce and Amanullah, a trusted servant of 
Shah ‘Alijah, were friend.s. [366] One day as they were 
going together to the same place, they had words, their 
Wendship was broken up, and a quarrel follow'ed. 
xlinanullah fatally stabbed the Sayyid with a cutlass 
(jamdhdr)^ Tlie other Sayyids in a body went to the resi- 
dence of Amanullah, situated in the camp of the Prince, on 
whose side too, a large party ap|«ared: a great tumult 
occurred. The Kmperor on being informed sent Mukhtaj- 
Khan Mir Atish, to the place to try hi.s bc.st to brimr about 
a reconciliation. The Khan tried to carry out tfie command 
and put down the tumult, but the Sa3^yids could not be 
pacified. He reported the matter.. The Emperor wrote on 
the sheet of the letter the Quranic verse 

“If two parties of the faithful quarrel, reconcile them, 
and if either of them rebel against the other, you may fight 
against the party that has rebelled until it inclines to the 
wmmandment of God’’. That day passed. Ne-vt day the 
Sayyids in a body sat down outside the Court of Justice. 
The Emperor ordered them to go to the Qazi-ul-quzat, whose 
^dsion according to the .Holy Law would be carried out. 
These fools cried out, “We wo’nt go to the Qazi. We shall 
settle the matter with our enemies.’’ 


The Emperor became angry on hearing these words; 
he rolled up his sleeve-s and cried out, “A group of men who 
have often been beaten by me and felt my anger, dare give 
such a reply when asked to conform to tlie Holy Law ! Let

ordeted all the Saj'yids serving in the tihds r.hauki and the 
old retinue to be dismissed, and to be expelled from the tent 
in front of the door of the ghusalkhanah where they used to' 
sit. [3G7] No man durst now speak a word. Saif Khan 
and Sayyid Khan and other chiefs of the Saj'yids like them, 
took refuge in the houses of influential grandees and pro- 
tested a thousand times, *‘We w'ere not in it”. They 
remained under disfavour and removal from service for some 
time, and were then reinstated through petitioning and 
mediation. They restrained their breath in their throats 
and sat down on the knees of good manners. On one of 
these days .some twenty of the servants of Mu'izzuddin 
became rude to his diwan Fazl ‘AH Khan and like ruflSans 
acted .so violently that every one who tried to reason with 
them met with abuse only. When it was reported to the 
Emperor, he ordered Hamiduddin Khan to go and punish 
these men, as the rca-nt affair of the Sayjdds had disgusted 
his mind. W'hen the Khan went there they did not withdraw 
but rushed into the burning fire. The capacity of moths is 
well-known ; if a thousand of them collect together, they 
cannot fill a closed fist. But when tliose few desperate 
men charged these thousand men, all of the latter were 
shaken and they fled away uncontrollably. At this time the 
elephant of the Khan Bahadur frightened by the crowd and 
tumult, stamjreded out of the field and ran for one kos 
towards the Bad.shahi ganj. The Khan .saw before him a 
large thatched house in which grain was heaped up. The 
instant the elephant came beside it, he coolly jumped do'vn 
on it from his howda [3G8|. People punsued and brought 
back the elephant. The Khan returned to the battle on 
another remount. Ultimately the men were destroyed by 
the fire of their own kindling. 



CHAPTER XXXVIll. 

38th year op the reign : IlOu a. h, 

16th April, 1694 — 4th April, 1695. 

News came that Amir-ul-umara Shai.sta Khan, 
Subahdar of Agra, had died. The excellent qualities and 
praiseworthy virtues of this noble amir were such that the 
fame of his liberality aud charity enveloi^ed the sky. His 
memorials are the many caravan-serais and bridges which 
he built at the cost of lakhs all over Hindustan. Salih Khan, 
.son of 'Azam Khan Kokah, got his father’s first title Fidai 
Khan and leaving the faujdari of Gwalior, became Subahdar 
[369 ] of Agra vice the deceased. Bakhshi-ul-mulk Bahra- 
mand Khan, a 4-hazari {'2, 5(X) tr.) got an increment of a 
liacdri, on Tuesda}^ the 31st July/ 1694 /18th Zil. H., 
Zulfiqar Khan Bahadur a 4-hazan (8,000 tr.) got an incre- 
ment of a hazdri zdt. Bakhshi-ul-mulk hlukhlis Khan a 
2,-500 zdl (600 tr.) got a promotion of 500 (100 tr.). By an 
increment of 500 Fazil Khan Khan-i-saman was made 
a 2^-hazdri (500 tr.). On Sunday the 7th October /27th 
Shaban, Ism' ail Khan Makha came to Court on being 
released by the enemy, and was made guard of the road 
from Indi up to Murtazabad, receiving an addition of a hazar 
to his rank of 5-hazari (.same fr.). Khanahzad Khan became 
darogha of the servants of the khas chauki. ‘Askar Khan* 
Haiclirabadi rvas made Subahdar of Oudh. Raja Bhim 
Singh S^hazari, died. 'Itiqud Khan and Abul Mn'ala, son.s 
of the .Smir-ul-umara, and Murltdhar, diwan of the same 
deceased, reached the Court on Friday, the 14th December, 
1694 / 7th Jamad. A., and got mourning robes. Ikhlaskesh, 
after transacting certain bnsine.ss for which he had l)een .sent 
by the Emperor to Ujjain, returned to Court. On Tuesday, 
the 12th Februarj", 1696/8th Rajab, Buzurg Ummed Khan, 
Subahdar of Bihar, died. His brothers 'Itiqad Khan and 
Abul Mu'ala, received mourning robes. Fid.ii Khan became

Orders were issued at Court and in the provinces that 
no Hindu except Rajputs should bear arms, or ride 
elephants, palku, or Arab and ‘Iraqi horses. On Monday, 
the 3^ 3b95/2fith Sliaban, the Emperor marched 

from Qutbabad, and on tlie 3rd April /28th vSliaban arrived 
at Bijapur for the fifth time. Hi.s camp was .set up near 
Nauraspur and Afzalpur. ' 



CHAPTER XXXIX.

The Kjiiperor passed the month of Ramzan here, a.s 
Bralnnapnri was ru^t fit for his residence (ns yet). One day 
Khan Jahan Bahadur Zafar Jang presented to. the Emperor 
a small circular China ewer in the Court house {Uuidlatgah), 
[371 1 saying that it was the cup of Moses. The Emperor 
glancing at it, gave it to Princes Mnhaniinad Mu‘izzuddin 
and Muhammad ‘Azim. On its neck were inscribed two lines 
of dnawings resembling writing. The vShaliZcidns said, 
“Then this writing must be Hebrew. “ The Khan Bahadur 
looking at the characters said, *T don't know Hebrew or 
Mebrew. The man who sold it gave this infoniiation”. 
The Emperor said “These are letters, and the workmanship 
is not bad”. Many wonderful and fantastic anecdotes are 
current among the peo))le about this merry and virtuous 
Khan, But as the afx)ve incident happened in my presence, 
I write it as his niemoriul. 

The Emperor ordered Nazir Kliiclmatgfir Khan with 
Khwaja Manzur to take a special robe to Muhammad 
Mu'azzam's house, and bring him to the prayer-room to 
make his bow for it. He then came with the Eniperor to the 
diwaii-i-‘adalat, offered two-fold prayers and was permitted 
to ki.ss the feet . The Emperor kissed his foreliead. After 
being prCwSented with a diamond sarpcch worth one lakh of 
rupees, a sword, two horses with enamel and gold sur, and 
an elephant with silver sdz and taldir, he was sent back to 
his mansion, Khudubanda Khan son of Amir-ul-iimarii, 
after his father’s death came to Court from the faujdfiri of 
Bahraich, and got a mourning robe. Hamiduddin Kh an on 
receiving an increment of 100 tr. became a U-hazari 
(500 tr.). ' 

As the [372] eldest son of the Eniperor alvvay.s s.at on 
His Majesty’s right hand and duri^ Shah ‘Alam’s 
retreat’ (disgrace), Shah Alijah had b een given that 
noncBjr, the eldest prince asked the Enioeror, “What 
'39 
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is your Majesty’s order about my right on the day of ‘Id?” 
He replied, ‘‘Go to the ‘Tdgah before my cortege and you 
will sit on my right side”. He did so. When the cortege 
reached the steps, Mu‘azzara advanced, interviewed, and 
kissed the feet of the Emperor, who, after shaking hands 
with him took his left hand in his own right hand and went 
to the mosque, and so it happened that the eldest son sat on 
the right, touching the Emperor. Shah ‘Alijah who came 
behind and had a special sword in his hand, deposited it be- 
fore the Emperor, and touched the arm of his brother wish- 
ing him to make room for him and let him .sit down on the 
right side of the Emperor. His Majesty’s glance fell on 
that side ; with his right hand he grasj)ed the .skirt of ‘Alijah 
and brought him to the left side. Who else had the audacity 
to advance or hang back ? After the prayers had lx;en said 
and the khatib had ascended the pulpit (mimhar), as soon .a.s 
the Emperor’s name was uttered (by the Khatib), His 
Majesty rose up holding the hand of ‘Alijah, and made a 
si^ to the eldest Prince to depart. Sliah ‘Alam went out 
with his sons b}' the third d<x>r and the Emperor by the 
.second. 

Zakiat-un-nlsa and Sallyyat-un-nisa, daughters of 
Muhammad Akbar, who had tome to Court by command, 
were ordered to be married to Ra<^‘i-ul-qadr and Muhammad 
Khujistah Akhtar. On Thursday, the 9th May, 1695 /6th 
Shawwal Prince Muhammad Mu‘aiV.am [373] came to the 
prayer-room and made his bow for the robe of farewell to 
[act as Subahdar of) Agra, which had been .sent to his 
mansion with Kliwaja Manzur. He then went with His 
Majesty to the diwan-i-'adakt, and kissed his feet, the 
Emperor kissing his forehead, and dismi.s.sing him after 
reciting . the fatiha. Of his sons Muhammad Raf‘i-ul-qadr 
and Khujistah Akhtar were sent with him, and Muhammad 
Mu'izzuddin and Muhammad ‘Azim were left with the 
Emperor; (they) were ordered to accompany the Prince to 
his camp {daira). 


THE EMPEROR’S ^^ARC^ PROM BIJAPt'R TO BRAHMAPORI 
RENAMED ISLAMPtJRI. (1695). 

On Saturday, the 11th May /7th Shawwal the imperial 
army moved from Nauraspur tod Afz^mr, and reached 
Braiimapari on the bank of the Bhima on Tuesday, the 21st/ 
17th Shawwal. By order, all the Emperor’s sons, shah- 
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zadas, &nd nobles made their “boAv of blessing”, on the 
occasion of arrival here. On the way tt> his mansion the 
Emperor passed by the tent of vShiih ‘Alijah ; the circuit of 
the ddira apijeared to him to be too large. The surveyor 
was ordered to measure the area, and restrict it to the area 
of Aurangzib’.s own daira before his acccs.sion. A son was 
bom to Muh.ammad ‘Azim and the daughter of Ruhullah 
Khan [374], the father pre.sented 500 niohars a.s nazar; the 
son was named Ruh-ul-quds. On Friday, the 23nl August/ 
22nd Muharram a son was ix>rn to Bidar Bakht and Mukhtar 
Khan’s daughter, Shah ‘AUjiih made his bow at Court and 
presented 500 inoiiars; the newly-born child was named 
b'iruz Bakht. On Sunday, the 22nd .September /22nd Sal'ar, 
Muhammad Mu'izzuddin and ‘.'\ 7 .in 1 , when getting leave to 
go to Agra, went to risit Shah ‘Alijah and each received a 
robe with hdldhand, half-sleeves, tui'ban-cud a.nd necklace of 
pearls, and an elephant. Khudabanda Khan was married to 
‘Umdat-ul-mulk’s daughter, and got .i robe. Zulliqar Khan 
Bahadur was promoted to a 6-hazdri (4,000 tr.), Bakhshi- 
ul-iuulk Bahramand Khan a B-hazdri (3,000 tr.), Bakhshi- 
ul-inulk Mukhli.s Khan a S-hazdri (1,000 tr.) and Hamid- 
ud-din Khan a 2-hazdri. 


A SHORT ACCOUNT OF THE DISASTER TH.AT BEfELI. KHANAHZAD 
KHAN AND QASIM KIUN BAHADUR. 

When tlie Emperor learnt that Santa after robbing the 
imperial dominions was hastening with heavy lands to his 
own country, [375J and would. pa.ss within eighteen kos of 
the imperial camp, he ordered Qasim Khan, an active .and 
able officer who was commander of the country of Sera and 
had arrived near Sera, to go with his army to the path of 
uie eneniy and to punish him severely in company with 
hanahzad Khan, ,Saf vShikan Khan, Sayyid Asalat Khan,

forces united six fees -from the track of the enemy. As 
Qasim Khan’s household proi^ertj" was at Adoni and he 
wi.shod to entertain Khwaja Khanahzad Khan and others 
to his heart’s content, he brought out of the foit showy 
articles, like Karnataki tents not yet ivsed, j^old,' silver, 
cop|>;r and china vessels of all kinds, and sent them the 
next day with his own advance-tents and those of othei- amijs 
to a distance of three kos (in advance). The enemy learning 
of the arrival of the advance-tents, divided his army into 
three bodies, of which one went to plunder the camp, the 
second to encounter the army, and the third was kept ready 
(in reserve). At four gharis after dawn the first body fell 
ujion the advance-tents, slew and wounded many, and 
carried off everything. All of a sudden the news reached 
Qasim Khan, who without rousing Klianahzad Khan from 
his sleep, hastened to the battle. [37l)] .Before he had gone 
one kos, the sca>nd body of the enenu’ told olT for the battle 
ajjpeared and began to fight. Khanahzad Khan, on waking, 
heard of it and leaving the baggage camp, porters, burdens, 
and teuts there, advanced quickly. As the enemy had a 
numberless force of “black infantiy’’ musketeers and a 
very large body of cavalry too, a great b.attle was fought, 
and' many were slain on both .sides. In spite of the firmnc.ss 
of the imperial generals and men, and the loss of the enemy, 
tlie latter did not yield' one foot of ground or show the least 
.shaking. At thi.s time the third or reserve division of the 
enemy fell uj-wn the camp and baggage left behind and 
plundered everything. When this news reached Kh.anahz.'id 
Khan and Qasim Khan in the very heat of the battle, their 
firmness was shaken, they held a consultation and resolved 
to go to the place where the advance tents had been .sent, 
where there was a small fort {qilacha) named Dodderi and 
a tank before it. Fighting for a kos they arrived at the 
tank in the evening. The enemy now left this party at 
peace, and formed their daira on one side. The imperial 
men who were in the sjnall fort .shut the gates upon them. 
The two Khans shared the food they had brought with the 
others ; and the common soldiers, had nothing to eat except 
the water of the tank, not to speak of grass and gram for 
the horses and elephants. As the night closed, the endiny 
surrounded the imperialists who stood ready to fight. 

But for three days the enemy cmly appeared in view without 
fighting ; till .some thousand infantry from the zamindar of 
Chitaldurg, who had been humiliated by Qasim Khan, 
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came out to fight ou getting an op]X)rtunity. On the fonrtli 
day, before it was dawn, ten times the foniicr number of 
(biack) infantry darkened the plain r.nd began to figlit. As 
the artillery ammunitions had been ]->lnnckred, and what 
had been brought with the soldiers had l^een exliansted, the 
troops sat down in helplessness, after nuining about and 
groaning and sighing for some liours. As the enemy con- 
tinued to hail musketballs, many men were destroyed here 
also. The survivors, seeing the path* of egiess closed to 
them, forced their waj' into the small fort. Trsistworthy 
reporters who were present at llie <:atastro]>he ;ind fought 
boldly .said, “One-third of our soldiers were slain by the 
infidels in the two advance-tents (l>esh-khaHahi,), on the 
way, and on the bank of the tank. I'hc enemy besieged the 
fort on all sides and Telt sure that tiie garrison would die of 
hunger. On the day of entering the fort, all the .soldiers, 
higJi and low, were given bread of jaivar and bdjra <nit of 
the provisions' of the place, and the straw of old and new 
Inatche.s to the cattle. On the second day' neither was bread 
Icit for men nor barley' for the horses. In thi< irremediable 
di.sire.ss, if life departs let it depart; Qasini Khan was an 
inveterate opium-eater, his life depended on it, the lack of 
opinm [3/8 j teeanie the cause of liis death. He died on the 
tJiird day, and thus escaped the enemy, who became bolder 
on lieanng news. The garri.son were eorresiKnidingh' 
c.cpres.sed. Though the enthusiasts .caid, “How long sliould 
we bear hunger and die in this mi.serable way? Let us once 
nmg ounsclves on the infidels, and gain either martyrdom 
or victory. In either case, we shall e.scai)e from distress and 

died of hunpr and the horses cliewed each other’s tails

[379] They gave neces- 
sary help to the defeated nobles in the form of tents, dress, 
and ca.sh. R'adandaz Khan, qiladar, exerted him.self in 
lieljiing be}’ond his means, and articles more than they 
'needed were collected from the houses of all (the citizens) 
and from all .sides. The enemy, who after gaining such 
booty had started for their homes, wished to fight Hinimat 
Khan Bahadur, who on account of the smallness of his force, 
was staying at Basvapatan inspite of his having received an 
order to puni.sh the enemy.

The Khan Bahadur who had not more than a thousand 
soldiers with him, reached the enemy, and seemed likely 
to»fcdefeat them, when suddenly a miisket-.shot struck his 
breast, and he died instantly. The e]ei>hant-driver wanted 
to turn back, but Baqi Beg, commander of the Khan’s con- 
tingent, an'ived there and told him, “The Khan is alive; 
drive the elephant forward, f .shall drive away the enemy”. 
He encountered the enemy and stood his ground well. But 
how long can a headles.'s (army) make a stand ? There was a 
small fort at hand, and he entered it. The enemy plundered 
his baggage, and besieged the fort for .‘some days. Then 
finding it fruitless, they withdrew ; Baqi Beg seized the 
bppoitunity and came to Court. The Kmperor ordered 
Khanahzad Khan to go to Zafarabad (Bidar) as Snbahdar, 
Saf Shikan Khan to Dhamnni as fanjdiir, vSayydd Asalat 
Khan to Rantbambor as qiladar, tind Muhammad Murad 
Khan to Dohad and Godrii as faujdar.

Khanahzad Khan got the jw-st of Khan-i-saman ’,vith the 
title of Rnhullah Khan. Abu Na.s<ir Khan became Snbahdar 
of Lahore vice MukaiTim Khan who was siiinmoncd 
to Court. Khudabanda Khan became bayutfit of the 
Emjjeror. Sarup Singh, son of Raja Anuii (<f>r.) Singh, was 
.sent to hi.s father. He was a 7-sadi (600 tr.) and now got 
300 more. Matlab Khan and (iv»r.) Wajihiuldin Khan were 
sent towards Indapur to punish the enemy.

FXvOOD OK THE BHIMA 

One of the marvellous occurrence.s of this mirage-like 
deceptive world, which is a testing ground (for true. manhood) 
was the raging up in billows, of the waterless calamity-breed- 
ing ocean and the whirling of the fire-showering circle (the 
heavens), in a temiiest of clouds. It took the form of the out- 
break of a .second Noah’s flood, on the morning of Monday, 
the 19th July, .1697/lOth Mnharram, in tlic river Bliima. 
Owing to heavy rains at a di.staiice. ( 388 j a Terrible flocxl 
swept down, the very sight of which robbed people of their 
lives; none had the courage to lofjk at it. Kvcrv moment the 
current, violence and wildness increased.

At a di.staime of thirty hos from Bahadurgarh wa.s the ■ 
camprof Shah ‘Alijah; the stores of fodder and' fuel {panlhi 
wqedr which the merchants had collected, came down the 
river iJiritliout being scattered. Many of the villages were 
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totally destroyed by the force of the flood. The men and 
caLtle seated on thatches were carried lieiplessh" down, by 
the swift flowing water. Natural enemies hkc cats and mice, 
dogs and hares, looking at each other irernblcd for their own 
lives and drifted down i)eacefiilly togetlici . After the water 
had extended and covered the plain, the mi sis of ‘Umdat-ul- 
mulk Asad Khan, MnkliHs Khan and olaers — many of 
(these) rich men having built ^charming hous(?s on the bank 
of the river at great expense — were destro3^ed by the fl(K)d. 
Tile rich men got into boats and reached the bank of safety 
after being tossed about. Others lost both life and property 
in the river. * 

[389j The hillock on which stood the mansion of VVala 
vSlinkoli, the tents of Shall ‘Alijilh, of Kam Bakhsh and 
other great and poor men, was forty yards liigh, more or 
less. Jti three days onW four yards of it remained above 
water. Through GoeVs grace, the water began to subside, 
in tile middle of the third night, and the people were I'eleased 
from the captivity of water. 

As tlie illness of Khan Jahan Kaliadur Zafar Jang grew 
se\erer, the Kiiij)eror wliile returnin.:r from Shoiapur visited 
him at liis hoii.se on Saturday, the 20th November, 1697 / 
Uhli Jamad. A. 'i'he Khan was confined to his bed and could 
not rise; the limperor sat on the masnad, and the Klian 
continued to lament that he could not kiss the imperial feet. 
He said, “I had wished to die in battle and thus be of seiwice 
to Your Majcst\^*’ The Ivmperor replied, |390| ‘‘You 
have been devoting yourself to my service all through your 
life, and yet your desire for it is not satisfied !*' J3ehoId a 
servant's, devotion and a master’s favour ! On Tuesday, the 
23rd November, J697/i9th Jamad. A., the Khan died. He 
was H grand amir, full of piety and virtues, and a great coin- 
iiiaiider. His assembly {nmhajil) was of great spkndoiir, in 
which few persons spoke except he alone; he himself said 
what he desired; others had nothing to say cx(>:'[)t “Yes, 
it is so!“ He did not like miicli talk. In his assemblies, 
the topics of conversation were mostly verse, prose, .sword, 
jewel, horse, elephant, and aphr<xlisiac.s. He. did, so many 
well-executed tasks and acts of bntvwy tliat even a fev^ of 
them can not be recorded here. 

On PViday, the 24th December, 1097/20111 Jamad. S., 
Kam Bakhsh w^as made Subahdar of Berar. He was a 20- 
hazdri (7,000 tr.), and now got 3,00() tr. more. Mirak 
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Husain, his diwan, wnt as his deputy. As ‘Umdat-ui- 
luulk’s illness made it difficult for him to sign his name, 
the Emperor in order to expedite business ordered ‘Inayet- 
ullah Khan to sign. ‘Umdat-ul-muifc Asad Khan placed 
before His Majesty Zulfiqar Khan Bahadur Nasrat Jang’s 
cicsjxitch, announcing that the Islamic heroes, with G(^'s 
help, [391 1 had captured Jinji which was situated on a iiigh 
hill and enjoyed the greatest feme aud pre-eminence among 
the foi'ts and strong places of Karnatak in respect of height 
and abundance of ni;iterials of vvar and defence, and that lie 
had slain large numbers of the infidels ; and that tlie wretch 
Rama [Rajaram] vvlio had taken refuge in this stronghold, 
being frightened at seeing the valour and hearing of 
the assault of the ever-victorious anny, had fled away from 
the fort, leaving his family, pioperty and things >K‘liind. 
On Mondaj', the 7th February, IflfiS/lflth Shaban, this 
strong fortress, consisting of scv’cn forts, was forcibly cap- 
tured and annexed to the Empire. F'our wives, three sons 
and two daugliters of the luckless infidel, his dependants, 
friends, and assistants were made prisoners. Aud the hun- 
dred other forts which make uj) llie kingdom of Karnatak 
with some ports of the Europeans, were annc.xed to the 
empire. The powerful and rich ^amindars (of the country) 
submitted and seut .suitable tributes to the Emperor through 
the Khan Bahridur. T’nidat-nl-mulk in reward for the 
excellent work, [39'! J got an increment of a ha^dr tr. making 
him a l-hauiri (same tr.); Nasrat j.ang by an increment of a 
hazur tr. became a ^i-hazari (same tr.), Rao Dalpat, an olficer 
t)f N,israt Jang, who had endured great labour and hardshij) 
in tins war, was a 2^-hazari (1,3U0 tr.), and got an incre- 
ment of 5-.sad (‘iOO tr.). The conquered fort vrus named 
Na.srat-garli, ‘Itiq.ad Khan who was apixanted Subalidar 
of Agra, vice Mukhtar Khan, had his fiOO conditional tr. 
made unconditional, and was given kettledrums. Siadat 
Khan died of pestilence. His son got his title, and with his 
other rclative.s received nionniing robes and )vromotions. 
Tlie po.st of darogha of the diwan-i-khas, vacated by bis 
death was given to Ruhullah Khan as an addition to his own 
jmst of Khan-i-.sainrm ; Qazi ‘Abdullah became Sadr. 
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As in the last 3 ’ear, this year loo, the Pvm])eror went U) 
vSholapiir to pass the month of Ramzan in religious obser- 
vances. On the 2iid Ajjril {X'ciirred the ‘id-iil-fitr. Sluih- 
zada Bidar Bakht Bahadur who had ]>cen summoned from 
Bahfidurgarli to Court, halted at JXMg.lon. Bnldislii-nl- 
nmlk Bahraniaiid Khan Jind Mainsur Khan, Mir Tuznk, 
advanced to welcome Iiini and conducted him to the Fm]>c*n>r. 
Before coming lo the Audience Hall, the interview’ look 
place in the mosque. He was sent low’ards Pttriu“ihi and pre- 
sented witli robe w’itli sarperh of ruby and emerald, a 
jewelled punrhhi, a horse, and an clepliant. The ofiicers of 
liis force all got suitable favours. Bhagii Banjarali, wlio 
on his first coming to the IvnqxTor had got the rank of a 
o-ZiactiW (4,000 tr.) and had afterwards joined the enemy, 
again came ovys to the Emperor and w’as restored to his 
former rank, and given a robe, a horse, and an cle]>hant.

you have broken your re])eiitenec hundred times, 
come (unto me) again. 

yazi ‘Abdullah died of (lateral) paralysis. Muhaininad 
Akrain, one of the hereditary muftis of Delhi, w'ho had Ixxm 
serving as qazi of Aurangabad was suniaioned to court to 
act as qazi of the imperial camp. ‘Inayelullah JCIinu was 
ordered that, a.s tlie department of the Sadr was a part of llu: 
department of the diwaii, he sliould discharge the fanner 
wwk as deputy, till the appointment of anollier Sadr. He 
was a 9-sadi (70 tr.), and now got a sadi (80 Ir.) more. Tlie 
Emperor sent with Nur-ul-Haq a gracious fa) man, eagerly 
inviting his brother Shaikh-ul-Islam [894 ) to come to the 
Co\xrt, as he had not come once to the Court after his resig- 
nation of the qaziship and return from -the Holy Land, but 
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was staying at Ahmadabad. The Emperor’s desire was to 
appoint him Sadr, if he consented after reaching Court. 
The holy man was planning to go to the Court, when a severe 
illness overtook him and he hastened to the world for which 
lie had been feelmg a great desire. The Rmperor sent orders 
to Muhammad Amin Khan, to hasten to the Court from the 
army of P'iruz Jang Khan, in order to take up this post (of 
Sadi-). Arshad Klian Abul ‘Ala, son-in-law of Anianat 
Khan, had reached court after .service in Kabul, and was 
now appointed diwan of Kiialsa ^7Ve'_Kifayet Khan deceased. 

News came to the Court that Amir Khan Subahdar of 
Kabul had died on Thursday, the ‘28th April, 169B/27th 
Shawwal. He was a perfectly beneficent amir, of high 
dignity, one of the chief servants of the Crown, and a lo 5 ^al 
expert officer. Among his great feats wa.s tlie regulation and 
settlement of the disordered administration of the province 
of Kabul, The Emperor greatly trusted him. As he was the 
son of the Emperor’s maternal aunt and had done excellent 
services and had tlius displayed his greatness of character 
ill the period of prince-.ship, His Majesty was very sorry 
for his death. He .sent an order to Mu'azzam to start for 
taking charge of Kabul, with [395] a sarpedi worth 50,fW)0 
rupees. 

On Friday, the 20tli May, lfi98/20th Zil. Q., Durgii- 
das Rathor, through the intercession of Slnijil’et Khan 
Subahdar of Ahmadab.ad, brought to Court, as the instru- 
ment of his pardon, Buland Akhtar, .son of Muhammad 
Akbar, who was born during that Prince’s wunderings in 
the land of the Rathors, left there on his flight from the 
country, and brought up by the Rajputs with a view to 
causing tumult and confusion. At his interview Durgadas 
came with his wrists tied together. The Emperor ordered 
him to be unliouiid, and gave him a robe, a jewcHed dagger 
.and the rank of Z-hazdri (2,5fX) tr.). Buland Akhtiir h.ad 
audience in the private-chamber and got a robe and a 
sarpech; his residence (dJiVo) was placed within the gulal- 
har. Abul Path Khan, .son of Khan Jahan (Bahadur) 
deceased, got a rolie and a horse and permission to go to 
Delhi, in order to be married there. Neknam Khan, son of 
Himmat Khan, and grandson of Islam Khan, became 
bakh.shi and news-writer of the force of Bjdar Bakht Baha- 
«i?dur and was made a hazari (300 tr.) by an increment of a 
^^ad, (200 tr,). Chin QaKch Khan Bahadur after punishing 
the enemy near Bijapur, came to Court, Satva Dafll, had 
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audience, through the luediation of MuiVirn Khan, and got 
the rank of a GWaa^ari (6,000 tr.) and kcLtledruias. Bakhsiii- 
ul-mulk Mukhlis Khan became :i (2l)0 tr,). Tar- 

biyat Khan [390 | Mir Atish, who was sent towards Benir 
to break up the cneni^’^'s chhatuii, became a 2^ hazdri (1,200 
tr.), Ruluillah Khan, Khan-i-siuiian, got ilio same niansab. 
Muhtashani Kliaii, son of vShaikh Mir dva -cased, was 
reinstated after dismissal, as a 2-liazari (1.000 tr,). Chin 
Qalieh Khan Bahadur xvas sent against the ciiciuy near 
Kota, and presented with a belt dagger. 

Hcdait-kes!i Bholandih, a convert to Islam, son of 
Chliattar Mai, became the head (hiti) ncws-rc])ortoi after his 
father’s entry into hell. Fazl ‘Ali Khnn (son oi) Mursliid 
Quli Khan became diwan of Multan. Mulia Abul Qasiin 
had been enjoying a daily stipend of one rupee, on condition 
of chanting the Qiu'an at the tomb of Sliah ‘Alijah^s molljcr 
in Aurangabad. He was admitted as one of tlie new Deccani 
uiansabdars, and on account of his accomplishments he 
become a high officer and the first baklmlji of Kam Bakhsh 
and diwan of Bijapnr, and got the tiilc of Darait Klian. He 
used to say, *‘1 have a taste for poetrr {taba* -i-7nanzani) 
too”. He took the pen-name of Tcz-liush on account of his 
acuteness. Hainiduddiii Khan l^ahadur wlio had gone to 
demolish a temple and build a mosque (in its place) in Bi ja- 
pur, liaving excellently carried out his orders, came to Court 
and gained praise and tlie post of darogha of ghusalklianah, 
which brought him near the ICmpen^r’s person. ‘Askar ‘Ali 
Khan Haidarabadi, wm.s appointed vSnbalidar of Berar vice 
Kam Bakhsh. Muhammad Amin Khan on coming to Court, 
got [397] the post of Sadr of all Hindustan, and three 
emerald rings with silver enamel. Muliammad Akram came 
to Court from Aurangabad and became Qiizi of the imoei ijil 
camp. Haibatullah ‘Arab, having brought from Haioara- 
bad things worthy of Emperors, presented them. Among 
them was a cop}/- of the Nehdiya written b}' Mulla ‘Abdullah, 
(the cook); the Emperor had got the fir.st volume and had 
been longing for the second. He rewarded the man wi(Ii 
an elephant, an iucrcraent of fifty troopers, a mansab of 
hazilri, and 1,000 rupees. Qutbuddin, envoy of Buklifra, 
had audience. On the day of interview he wa.s given a robe, 
10,000 rupees, a mohar weighing 200 niohar.?, a rupee 
weighing 200 rupees, and on tlie dav of fa?*eweli, a female 
elephant and 16,000 rupees, Zabardast Khan, subahdar of 
Otidh, was promoted to be a S-hazdri (2,lfo0 tr.). Fathullah 
81 
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Klian was appointed to patrol round Parenda, and presented 
with a robe and an enamelled dagger. 


Y.\Qt(T, KUNUCH, WOr'NDED WITH AN ARROW : 

Ivliwfija Yaqut, mzir of Kam liakhsh, owing to hi.s 
.sincere fidelity and devotion to his master’s interests, .some- 
times .spoke to him true but harsh words [398], which 
offended some ruffians who had access to the Prince and 
stuck in his service. The villain.s wished to pierce him with 
an arrow. On Monday, the 12th December, 169B/18th 
Jamad S., when he was returning at night from the Prince’.s 
palace to his own house, a ra.scal, who was waiting on the 
way for an opportunity, sliot a two-forked lance-likc arrow 
at him. As he had some life still left in him, the Defender 
of Life prevented the anow from onterii\g into the 
membrane of his stom.ich, and made his arm serve as .i 
.shield. Otiierwise he would have been killed. 

( I'Vrsc) If the enemy is strong, the Protector is stronger 
still. ' 

When the Kmi)cror learnt of it, * * he decided u> 
inquire into the matter in order to protect his servants and 
ordered the chief of police t>f the camp to imiwison five of 
the chief jaiti’adars of the Prince’s service, and to exert 
liiin.sclf in finding out the archer. The kotwiil, after getting 
huld of four men wlo loyally surrendered tiiein.selves, 
reported that the Kokali (foster-brother) of the Prince was 
refractory. The Emperor ordered that Khwaja Mnhannnad, 
the Priuee’.s bakhshi, [399] .should bring the min Lo His 
Majesty. The bakhshi, after softening him with Hatteriiig 
words brought him in his company near the imperial palace, 
when he lui-ned back at the instigation of some wdeked mexi. 
What could he ilo? P'ate was adverse lo bim. Khwaja 
Muhamraacl reported to the Emijcror, “He will not come, 
and i.s making preparations for disobedience.’’ The Emperor 
ordered that the Prince should expel him from the camp. 
The Prince summoned him, gave him two hundred ashrajis, 
a tent, and porters, and sent him away, and was displeased at 
his expulsion. He had not yet crossed the river, when the 
Emperor sent a message to the Prince, ordering him to bring 
this man with himself to His Majesty’s Court and to inter- 
cede for the pardon of his insolence. The Princ^ summon- 
ing him back, took him to the Court. On being informed of 
it, the Emperor ordered the Prince to come to the Presence, 
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leaving the Kokah in the diwan-i-khas. The Prince 
replied, “This man and 1 must have audience at the same 
place,” and after taking oft' his own i.,iUi'Hind, he tied the 
Kokah to his peison firmly round the waist. When these 
unpleasant acts were reported, the Ivuip-mr ordered him to 
remain in the Court-house {'addlatffuln. Then according to 
command, Bakhshi-til-mulk Muldilis Khan conveted goo<! 
advice to him. As fate was then hostile to tin- Prince, he 
did not listen to the good counsel. Hamiduddin Khan Baha- 
dur was ordered to .separate this bad toai])aniun fr-nn the 
Prince. The Prince drew his dagger (UiUfir), the Khan 
grasped his hand to \vre.st it. The Khan received .! cut, InU 
through G'xPs mercy the Prince remained safe- and what 
happemed hapjjcned to that wreleh. j liUM The Ivmperor on 
learning of it, ordered that a tent should be .set up near the 
jewel-room and the Prince conllned in it by w.iy of jmiiish- 
nient, and the Kokah .should be sent to |>rison fcir piinisli- 
ment. The Prince was dismis.sccl from In'.-, mansab, and all 
hi.s wealth, furniture, and insignm of digniiy wcj-e confis- 
cated. By order, the Prince’s chief officers Were bnmght 
l>efort the Ivmperor, pre.sented with rohes, anrl l.'ilcen into 
His Maje.sty’s service. 

At Ihi.s time the liead of Santa, .sent by Chaziuddin 
Khan I'iruz Jang, reached the Court, and w'as ordered to 
lie paraded through the chief jiaits of the Deccan. Iti many 
places of this book something has been already iiarralcd 
about the villain; the test of his lii.story is thi': ; — After 
the aff.air of Dodderi and the martyrdom of Himmat Khan 
Bahadur, Santa wanted to go towards Jiaji. An imperial 
order to puivsne him reached Hamiduddin Khan Bahadiu 
who left the company of Rnhullah Khan to carry out the 
order, arrived quickly, fought with him, and recovered sotne 
of the elephants of 'Q.isira Khan. Then an order reached 
the Khan that Bidar Bakht had been ordered to cliase him. 
and that he should come to Court leaving .some of his officers 
who had been appointed to accompany the Prince behiiul. 
The Shahzada too had severe fights with the wretch, who 
e.scaped in safety every time. Dn the way to Jinji ( Ktl ] 
the villain h.id had a fight with Dhana Jadrsv, w!i(> w.is 
conveying Raja Rama to Jiuji, on account of an old quarrel. 
Santa triumphed, aud capturing Amrit Rao, brother-in-law 
of Nagoji, the companion and assistant of Dli.'m.'i, had 
him trampled down by an elephant. He aDo ca]itured Raja 
Rama, but Dhaua escaped. The nex^day Santa .appeared 
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with his hands tied together before Raja Rama and said, 
“I am the same servant (as before). My rudeness was due 
to this that 3^ou wanted to make Dljana my equal, and to 
reach Jinji, tlirough his help. I shall now do any .service 
that you tnay command’’. He released and conducted Raja 
Rama to Jinji. In fighting with Znlfiqar Khan Ihihadur, 
intriguing to instigate Kam Bakhsh, tlirowijig the siege into 
confusion, and in capturing Tsm'ail Khan Mnkha, he took 
a leading part. When tlie fort was captured, lie fled with 
Raja Rama, and went towards Satara to fight witli Dhana, 
who w'iis there.

Matlab 
Khan, v/ho was a])pointed sazdndl, on hearing this news 
caane upon Santa. The stories vary, but ’c.e w as eiiher soicA-d 
by the Khan and sent to hell, or was slain ])v the saiUe 
claimant of blood (Mane’s biother-in-lavc) ; his head fell into 
the lamds of the soldiers of Firiiz Kliati and was sent to the 
{•miperor. Fn return for tiiis spleiidi<l service, the 

Khan was re\rarded with a turban {dmat), in additum to 
praise; and Matlab Khan got an increment of oOO.

Muhammad Amin, deputy of Sarbarah 
Khan Kotw'-al, was ordered that, as Mii ik Husain the dis- 
missed diwati and nfiib of the Prince had misappropriated 
large amounts of imoerial money, he sliould confine him in 
the chahutra and realise \diat tlie diwiini officers would 
report as due from him.

Conquest of Vasantgarh alias Kilid-i-fath ; 

[408] The Emjteror after four ye.'ir.s’ sta)? at Islam- 
jniri, * * * wished to set out on expedition in |)er.son and to 
trample under the hoofs of his horse the land and forts of 
the infernal infidels. He ordered th.at a cutcha wall (lit. 
fort) with a circuit of two and a half Av.s' .should be built 
arcamd the small fortalice of .stone and plaster which had 
been constructed a year earlier to enclose the Bniijeror’s 
quarter.s. This work was finished in fifteen days. Zinat- 
uu-ni.sa Begani, the mother of the Prince, (i.e., Udipuri), 
and other ladie.s of the harem, and t!te families of all 
(common) peojde were left in this safe base under the care of 
‘Umdat-ul-mulk Madar-iil-maham Asad Khan with .suit- 
able force. 

Oil Thiir.sda3', the 19tli October, l()99/5th Jamad. A., 
the Emi^eror started at an auspicious moment. [400] I can- 
not record the marches and places of alighting at all the 
stages (of his journey). In short, he readied the outskirts 
of Murtazdbad Miraj iii twenty days. Prince Muhammad 
‘Azam, who liad been .summoned to the Entperor from Ped- 
giioii, had audience here, and received various favours, a 
sg^cial robe, a jewellq^ dhakdhaki, and a horse with 
"ejmmelled sds. As true news was received that Raja Rama 
had gone towards Berar, Bidar Bakht was order^ to leiive 
his camp at Murtazabad and hasten in pursuit of him. 
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Riihullah Klian was given a robe and a sword and Hamid-* 
iiddin Khan Bahadur a robe and a katdr and ordered to 
ravage the tract between Pariialagarli and vSataragarli, leav- 
ing not the name or vestige of liabitalion. On the way, 
when the imperial camp reached the neighbourhood of the 
pargaiiah of Karad the Kinperor learnt that an imperial out- 
post {tliduah) once stood liere, but the enemy had ruined it, ' 
and tiiat a mosque built here in former times was without 
a lamp. The Rmperor marclicd two has in tint direction 
and [410 1 said two-fold jU'ayers in llie !ilo^qne and issued 
an order to populate the place and rcsL03*c* the ihanah. The 
runawns'- ryots l.>eing reassuted witli proini.scs of safety and 
reward, resumed llieir I'esidence there. A ]>arly was 
appointed to guard tliein. Kroni this pliee the Kinperw 
went to a lluuiah hanied Masur, wlicie a l)r>dy of Islamic 
troops were slaying. Opposite it, at a distance of three kos 
on the top of a strongly fortified niil wa.s a firmly-built fort 
named Vasautgarli, l)ek?uging to the enemy and famous for 
ils strengtli. * 

The Ivmperor ordered Tarbivat Khan Mir Atisli to 
ascend tlie hill and fight tlie devils. The Khan did in two 
days tlie work of two years, carried the artillery-men under 
the gate of the fort, and placiiig gims opposite to it, got 
ready for destroying the cneni 3 % who did mjt abstain from 
cannonade and sliowering fire. On learning of it tlie 
Kinperor ordered his lent to be pitched on the bank of the 
Krishna, winch flows at the foot of the fort at a distance of 
one k(k^, and said, “My object in tliis journey is r.othiu i 
excejjt holy war (iihaui), so please G(k 1 and His Prophet. 
Next morning 1 shall m<mut nw liorse to conduct the assault, 
and raise my banner to sia)" the intidels'k | 41.1 1 On seving 
the tent set up so near and licaring of the Ein])eror’s dciei - 
niination, the enemy lost liearl. ''' 'riiev crie<l quarters 
that very day, and wanted only to esc'ij)e with their lionour 
(family). As the Kmi)eror is the protector of tlie wcik, he 
graciously ordered that the garrison shordd be alhjwed to 
'go out without their arms, instead of being to tlu* sword. 
At night, the enemy got their opporl imilv f)f evacuating the 
fort, and iiext^ morning, Saturday, the 25tli November, 
l()99/12th Jamad, S., the foil was conquered and renamed 
Kilid4-fath. Much buried trea.sure, ]movisions, and 
weapons were seized by the imperialists in the fort. 

On Friday, the 17th Novenil>er/4th Jamad. S., the 
Emperor learnt that Bidar Bakhl hafl had a severe fight with

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Rama on tlie further side of the Nita. Khanii-‘Alatn and 
Suriitiu Khan had distinguished themselv&i and the enemy 
hnd tkd Icnviag his cimp and baggage behind. Ihe ^flan- 
zada and other [41.21 good warriors had rewards sent to 
them.

sent to Akbar with these men. 

Amanat Khan miilasaddi of the jx^rt Surat, died ; his 
elder brother Difinat Khan succeeded liim. Saifuddiu Khan 
vSafavi became qiladar of Sholdpur. Lutfullah Khan became 
Subahddr of Bijapur ; he was a ^l-ha^dri (Tr1(K) tr,) arid now 
got 500 zdt (000 tr.) more.

| 41o| On Friday, ihe 8ih December, lf)V)9/25tli 
jamad. S., the imperial tent was pitched at the foot of the 
fort, at a distance of half a kos. On the other side was placed 
the cj.mp of ‘Azam Shah. The army surrounded the 
environs of the fort. Kv order, Tarbiyat Khan Mir Atish 
began to run trenches. In a few days the henxjs readied 
the waist (of the liill) and carried lieavy guns [414 | up. A 
terrible lire was directed upon the fort. Bui wdint looked 
like the wall of the fort was entirel}^ rock, tliirly yards high, 
and above it had bjsen ijiaced sixty yards of ninr.auwar and 
sangchin (loo.se .stones); there was no wall which could be 
sliakcn (by bombardment). As Satara was the refuge and 
abode of the hellish infidel Rama [Rajarum], it was full of 
all (he materials of strength, such as artillery, provisions, “ 
abundance of w^atcr from fountains which flow’ed even in 
.summer, and, soldiers ot skill and desperatesfeourage* Caj?* 
and night, rockets, muskets, Intqqa, chddar, nmhk and 
mativdla were fired incessantly (from the fort). The count- 
.lesp force of the enemy outside the fort fell on the provisions 
;m4bnrnt the grass, the means of life of the cattle^ for twenty 
miles round. On som^ occasions they baldly approached 
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the camp but \;ere put to fiiglit . Scarcity ot grain and fodder 
reached the extreme i)oint. Tho.se who looked at the external 
aspect of things thought the conquest of ihn fort an impos- 
sibilitj\ The Emperor relying on the H( l[)cr of jihad- 
fighters in the path of Allah, remained as iinn and conrage- 
niis as ever to vanquish the infidels, till at last, 13 .zi/a from 
the door of tlie fort a raised battery was c I'ected oj)j.'>o.site the 
tower ; in procuring materials for it not a tree as left within 
tliirty or forty kos. hVoin the side of tlie Prince, too, all 
the trenches were run ia the foot of the fort. It was ordered 
lliat miners should run mines under the foundations of tljo 
fort, |4i5j Witliin a few clays twenty-four yards of ha.rd 
stony soil were excavated from the neighbourhood of the 
sn.me raised battery. With these men (the miners) were 
present, according to eonimaud, two lliousand Mavle infantry 
who w’ere very expert in capturing forts ( )ne lakli and 
tliirbv thousand rui)ces, tlie salary of three years, was jiaid 
in advance to the.se men. And materials hn* scaling the fort, 
sut'li as, ladders with stei)s, i%,‘pc-ladders fn/J/), and leather 
covers (jcnitah) were jiroN'ided. 

Aufl as in the o])iniou of the chiefs the mere assembling 
of these material was not likely to n^sult in the capture of 
the fort, Tarbiyai Khmi made a portable ladder from the 
foot of the sc.mc raised l)ritterv, which (battery) was 
tw^enty four yards in height, h'or the niateiials of this ladder 
lie u.scd up a Ihousand camel-litlcrs and bags uf sack-clc»th 
and (even) firie iiiien-'-tlic la.st of which was sc scarce that 
less than four \'ards of it could be had for a rupee- -and all 
the firewood of the plain around. After making a glacis, 
he carried the mi'iic to the foot of the fort, rmd planted tlie 
wwdeu ladders above it. But tlic business did p.ot prosj -r 
beyond this that tlie Khan had mounted lalikalas (Muali 
cannon) on the former raised jihafoun (daindama) and the 
garrison could not show' their heads above the fol•t-w^'lll or 
fire muskets hut had 1o sit dowm in liidiufr b-elii.nd tlie wall 
and thrown .stones. The plan of storming the walls was not 
likely to snccecd. Tlie Pbnperor ordered that under the 
leadership of Rnliullali Khan, Fathullah Khan sliould run 
another trench from the side of the gate of the fort. On 
Friday, the li3th March, 17()0/bth Shaw'wal, the Khan 
boldly following the right plans (411)) carried the trench 
under the rewni (fansse-braye) of the fort in one month. Tar- 
biyat Khan, in order to reiuedy the in idanning he 

had shown in the wwk of forming ladders, excii\ated u 
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recess in the sangciiin of the fort, and made a ca^'ity four 
yards on one side and ten yards on the other in the length of 
Uie wall. There was only a thin screen between the garrison 
and tlic heroes who kept watch in this recess. But from 
neither side did any body dare to cross this /ir‘a of land. 
It was decided to fill the whole cavity witli gunpowder and 
overthrow the wall, in order to open a path for the easy 
enti'ance of the storming party. The Kniperor ordered that 
/in addition to the cavalry, infantry, artillery, khascliauki, 
Afghan and Ghakkar clansmen, other troops, and Kar- 
natakis, wlio were prc.sciit there day and night, Bakhshi-ul- 
mulk Miikhlis Khan and Hanududdin Khan Bahadur 
should go with some thousand troopers and wait for the 
opportunity so that, when after the explosion of the niitm, 
the forlorn hope* would enter the fort, they might reinforce 
them. On Saturday, the morning of 33tli April, 1 700 /5th 
Zil. Q., at first a fuse was fired, tlie fort-\vall fell inside and 
a large body of the garri.S(m were burnt. In the expectation 
that this wall too would be tlirowni down inside, no warning 
was sent to the storming party to run back, but the (.second) 
match was fired. Tlie wall fell on tlie Mughal side, hills 
•>f stone and clay were showered on the tliousands of men 
ready for the movement; those who had hidden themselves 
in raud-holcs in wait for the opportunity (to storm), found 
ready graves there, i 'll? ] Many were flung into the nadir 
which resembled the coflSin of (their) destruction, and their 
limbs were scattered. In short, nearly two thousand brave 
aoldiers perished. Although a wide path for men opened 
oi itself (in the wall) and some infantry ran to the top of 
the wall and cried “Come on ! there is none here“, yet so 
over'^ome were the men of the trenches by fear that none 
advanced. The plan was upset. What was done pr(»duced 
no better result than if it liad not been done ; so that, when 
after a few hours, the opportunity passed away and the enemy 
.saw that none appeared on that side, they mounted the wail 
and made the hot place hotter vStill, occupied it fiimly, and 
began to fire their muskets. As the daindama too had been 
thrown down, the rahkalas had fallen down, and the soldiers 
withdrew their hands from their work, who could encounter 
the enemy? A.t this time the Emperor baldly supported 
i^em from behind, so that they began to enter the fort over 
Seaps of the slain.. Yes, without the le<uder^ works fall into

What was 
more .strange was that the haiilln inf nitre, Siiddened by 
ihe sinking dowm of their brothers, .sons and friends, and 
angry witli the Mir .Atish, [4111] on seeing tk.at it wa.s 
inipos-sible to extract the dead from under the lull of stone 
and clay— and as it was the rule nt their bad religion to 
burn the dead, .secretly .set lire that night to tlu eiitrem h- 
inents. which were entireh" of wood. Tin- lire inirnl for 
seven days and nights. Where wa.s llie water b) qneni 'a lijis 
wildcmc.ss of lire? Many Hindus anti .some ^lu.-dini.^ that 
could not be brought out, were burnt together 

This nobleman (Tarbiyat Khan), in the innw of bread 
and fear of life, which all .slaves of the Enuiertw have, had 
made such exertions in conquering the fiat as tiie imagina- 
tion cannot picture. But “Men plan, tiod alone perforins”. 
Holy God ! the fortune of the Emperor was sudi .is in these 
eijrbty-five yefars of his life v.'herev'Ef he turned his fade. 
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many remote objects and many hijL^h desi^^ms hastened to wel- 
come him. On Tuesday, the 5th March 1700/25th Ramzan, 
news came that Riimri, [Rajaramt who had made a da.sli 
towards Berar, liad returned disappointed to his home and 
m^oiic to hell there. On Wednesday, the 20th March/lUtb 
Shawwal, news came that his 5-vear bid son, wdiom his 
chiefs had set np as their [420] had died loo. On 

seeiii;;* these divine aids and fcarin^ij extirpation, Parsnram, 
the chief officer of tlie iiifidcrs household, came out of the 
fort (Parli) seven kos from Satara, and got the Km])eror\s 
pardon through tlie mediation of Rulnillah Khan. Subhan, 
tlie commanclant of vSalJira, a prudent and lucky man, on 
seeing that <'tlier (Maratha leaders) were going to outstrij) 
him ill olTenng submission, and serving their own ends, that 
the fort wall on the side the trenches of Tarbiyat Klian 
had fallen down for seventy yards up to half the tower, that 
many men had been destroyed by artillery fire, especially 
the gnu *Miilk-zabt\ wliich had i)een mounted on a hillock 
behiiul the ircnehcs of the Print'e and commanded the fort, 
was demolishing the houses in tlie fort, that 40b men ha.d 
been destroyed at the exj^losion of tlie mine, that Pathullah 
Khan had luii lofty entrenchments to the gate of the fort, 
and was wishing to break the gate and demolish, tlie wall 
at otic. blov\\ — found no refuge left to him except begging the 
iimperor’s forgiveness, and sent an envoy (miLhiji) to Prince 
‘Azam Shah to beg for quarters. He, taking pity on tlie liN'e‘; 
of the thousands of men and women in the fort, iiiLcrceded 
with the Ivmoeror who granled his request. [421 j The order 
of [xirdon was issued : the garrison were allowed to go in 
safety out of the fort. On Sunday, the 21st A])ril, 1700 / 
1 3th Zil. O., our banners mounted the tow^ers and parapets 
of that fort of infidelity. 

A.s the fort w'as captured through the mediation. of the 
Prince, it was named ‘A/amtara. The next day, the Prince 
brought ySnbhan with his hands and neck tied together to 
the limperor w'ho ordered him to be unbound and enrolled 
in the imperial service. He w^as given a mansab of Miazdn 
(2,(K)0 tr.) a robe, a katdr, a horse, an elephant, a tugh, a 
standard, kettledrums, and 20,(X)0 riq^ees. '**' *** 

[422] The, siege of the fort from its cpmmencenieut on 
8th Deejimber, ir)9U/25th Jamad. S., to its conclusion on 
^Ist April 37tK)/18th Zil. Q., occupied four months and 
.|:ightcen days. I shall now narrate briefly the other events 
fliat happened during.’ this* peHock - - 
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On WediiCwSday, the fiih December, 1 1)99/ 23rd Jainad. 
S., four hundred ashrajis sent by ‘Ilnidat-ul-imilk from the 
base as peshkasli for the conquest of Kilid-i-fath, were 
presented to the Emperor. Ihikbshi-ul-nmlk Mukhlis Khan 
by command conveyed Krmi Bakhsli to Shall ‘Alijah ; and 
at the Shali’s request it was ordered tljat at the iiiiu: of 
holding Court Kiim Bakhsh tw should come. Shaikh I'ai id, 
son of Hamid Khan got the title of Khan. (')n 'riie.sday, the 
26th Deceinber/14th Kajab, liidar Bakht, returning from 
the i)unishment of Rfima, [Rajarami had audience. Nhisrat 
Jang had audience and received inan\' favours. On Saturday, 
the (Uh Jaiiuaiy, 170O/25ih Rajab, Ikhlas Kliaii, v.lio harl 
the title of Ihtamrnn Khan went out for i atrollin;.^ when 
the enemy appeared one mile from the imperial eani]); a 
severe battle was fonglit; he was slaiti ivilh Id.', .sou and a 
son of Najiibat Klian dccea.sed, and mmy soldiers were slain 
or wounded. Tlie po.st of tlic deceased | 423| was gi\'on to 
Fiainidnddin Klian, who got a sperial robe with a jewelled 
waist- 1'iie Kni]»eror learnt tliai Muhammad Amin 
Khan was liaving an encounter with the enemy one and a 
half kos from tlk camp, and tJird if I’e got rcinfonviueiit he 
might vaiiqui.sh the rebels. ITamiduddiii Khun Bahadur 
was ordered to go to lii.s aid. Bakhshi-ul-umlk JIahrarnand 
Khan and Hamidnddin Klian Hahadnr who. had gone to- 
wards Kliatdv to bring »n provisions, IxMt and drove av\ay 
the enemy wherever he aj)]>eare<l, and conveyed large 
supplies to the imperial caiiq). After interview they were 
imaised. Bahrainaiid Khan got an emerald vinttaha and 
Hamidnddin Khan a sarpt^ch. Ramohand, thaiiadar t>f 
Khatav, wa.s promoted to be a 2-!)a/an (3,090 tr.). On 
Wedrie.sday, the 31si January, ■17(K)/20tIi vShaban, lh<‘ 
Crowm Th'inee was made Subahdar of Laliore vlrr Tbrrdn’m 
Khan ; a sword, a dagger, a sln’cld, a qiiivcr and a ])ow ca*"'e 
were jiresented to Bulaiid Akhlar. He made liis Ixi.v in tlm 
private chamber. 



CHAPTER XLIV. 

44th year op the reign : 1111 a. h. 

10th Eebntary, 1700— 2Hth January, 1701. 

Ht 4* 

[4*J4] Ffizil Khan, Subahclar of Kashmir, was ordered 
to administer the Panjab as the deputy uf the Crown Prince. 
He was a ^2\-hazdri (1/200 tr.) and now got an increment of 
500 (200 tr.). Vija 3 ^ Singh, zaniindar {humi) of .Amber, 
got tile title of Raja Jai Singh on the death of liis father, 
and his brother (Jamiina) got the title of Vi jay Smgli. Ho 
\ras a hazari (800 tr.) and now got an iiuTcinent of »5()0 
(1,200 tr.). Chin Qalich Khan Bahadur vvas restored the 
500 zdL deducted from his rank, and became a i-haanri 
(fi-hasSr tr.). Chhatra Sal .Buudcla [ror. Rather j became 
qiladar of ‘Aznmtara. On Monda 3 % the. 22nd April, 1700/ 
14th Zil, Q., the Emperor visited the fort, and performed 
the two-fold prayer of thanks in the old luo.'^'rjue, built by 
the Bahaniani kings, which was white-washed at His 
Maje.st 3 ^’s coinmand, 

CAPTXTRE OF FORT PAULI : 

When the lilmperor [425 | had finished the conquest of 
Azamtara and had ap]3oiritecl its qiladar and faiiidar, he 
N^'anted to conquer Parli-garh. He ordered Fatliulhih Khan 
to go in advance and besiege tlie fort. The Khan reached 
the fort that very day and decided to run trenches directed 
towards the tower under which w’^as a small door of the fort. 
The imperial officers quickly conveyed the siege materials 
collected at vSatara to the foot of Parli. On Tues(ia 3 ^ the 
30tli Aiiril/22nd Zil. Q., the Emperor having traverwsed the 
intervening space in three days, encamped on the plain in 
front of the fort-gate. The Prince's camp was located before 
the imperial mansion. Ruhullali Khan became mir murchal. 
Chin Qalich Khan Bahadur and the .soldiers of the Prince, 
and other forces of the army surrounded the hill of the fort 
on all sides forming a circuit of a few Icos. Parli is even 
stronger than Satara. In short, the Khan without heeding 
its strength, worked hard to run trenches and to mount guns 
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on a hillock commanding the fort, doing the work of years 
ill as many days. But what shall I write about the ckccss 
[42dJ of rain and scarcity of grain and forklcr? The 
dark clouds showered day and niglU like the eves of orphans. 
Houses were submerged. * * In short, ov\ing to tlie flood 
of the rivers and the non-arrival of provisions fnuu all sides, 
famine became ^#fevere. I wonder at the JirmiKss and 
strength of the Emperor who, without being alarmed by it, 
encouraged and consoled the soldiers. At last the Khan 
carried the trench under a very broad and long sloping n^ck* 
which on one side fifteen yards high and ou another ten 
yardvS high, was situated opposite the .small door. It wiis 
very difficult to mount this rock, but if it could be captured 
the conquest of the fort would be easy. On Tuesdav, the 
'Ith June, 170()/27tli Zik H., a few ladders were placed on 
the side which was ten yards high, and the heroes were 
ordered to escalade so that the enemy would assemble to 
oppose them. Then the Khan mounted the rook by means 
of another ladder secretly planted [elsewhere |, with a ]H>cly 
of heroes, and brought under their .swords the enemy in 
the plain wliicli extended up to tlie small door of the fort, 
and afforded ground for horsoriding. Tlie infidels unable 
to re.sist ran to the door and the ^.fuglials arrived theiv 
speedily. As it was not [427 | tlie Khan's intention to enter 
the fort, lie wished to mount the rock, station Iiis men on 
it, and mounting a gun on it break the door. At this time 
he himself went dowm to send up hnndks of wood and straw 
to make a refuge for the soldiers (on the lovk). Tu the course 
of the fight three or four Mughals and one Balialia entered 
the. small door pell-mell with the infidels ; others too wanted 
to do the same, wlien suddenly a Mughal was shot down, 
and the Balialia losing lieart, fled awa\' in such a wa>' as to 
mingle himself ivilh others in flight. vSei/a'ng the oppor- 
tunity tlie enemy closed the door, and began to fire muskets 
and throw luiqqas from the top of the wall, and set fire to 
the gunpow'der wliich, in anticipation of .such a day tliev 
had hidden underground on tlie w^ay leading to tlie fort. 
Faqirullali Khan, grandson of FaUiiillali Khan and sixty 
or seventy other men were killed, and many were wounded. 
The rest who could not maintain their stand on the toj) of 
the rock for its lack of shelter as it was e\’po.sed to deadly 
attack on all three sides, descended and. took up their old 
position. But this feat struck terror into the hearts of the 
lufideis. Next morning thev permitted the two men who 
33 • ’ 
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had entered the fort with them to go out by the gate towards 
the imperial army, and crying quarters besought the Prrace 
fof safety. As the Emperor had based the work of conquest 
on the counsel of the Prince and he always accepted the 
Prince’s suggestions, according to the ErajHiror’s order the 
I’rince’s men sent the garrison out of the fort on Sunday, 
the 9th June/Brd Muharram, [428] without their weapons, 
property and wealth. This seat of Islam, which through the 
tricks of the hellish Shiva had gone out of the possession 
of the Bijajmris and been turned into a seat of war (dar-ul- 
harb) verified the verse “Trutli came and falsehood dis- 
appeared”. The old mosque was filled again and Ihe new 
temple was destroyed ; this fort had been built b}’ Ibriihim 
‘Adil Khan in 1625 A.D./IOMS A.H. and as he u.sed to 
give the name' of Nauras to all newlj'-niade things, (such 
as the title of the book of Mulla Zahuri, the name of the city 
of Nauras-i-Tbrrihim, and the name of the dam or coin 
Nauras,) it was now named Nauras-tara. * * * 


MARCH OF THE IMPERIAI, ARMY '|f)WAKnS 
BHUSANGARH : 

After the capture of Nauras-tara, the Euiperor wished 
to march towards Bhusaugarh. Although getting out <^f 
such a bad place wais regarded by high and low in the arm\ 
as a great boon, yet owing to material and celestial cala- 
mities there was no beast of burden left in the wide camp, 
nt * 'Pile soldiers considered it a great comfort to .stay 
there, [429] and could not march under the load of fatigue. 
But the Emperor is the custodi.'iu of the comfort of his people 
and if he had not wished it, none conld have come out of that 
dangerou-s place. 

The return march commenced on BViday, the 21st 
June, ITOO/lStli ^uharrani. The g}'psies willy nilly, had 
to load their household gootls on cocks. One march was 
followed by two balks, in order to enable the men mounted 
on pack-saddles devoid of baggage to .arrive by any means 
they could find. Many of the army passed over five kos in 
three stages, and reached- the Krishna which was in such a 
‘ high flood that the banks could not be seen. , The army 
* finished the crossing in a few days, and wilfc g^t difficulty 
reached Sabitgarh and the neighbouring .villages. On 
Thursday, the 25th J illy/ 19th Safar the arrived war 
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Blnisangarh. The rains ^vent back to their houses. The 
iirniy regained peace of iiiiiid. The violmce of the rivers 
and nullahs ceased. The people got .s.ifcty and cor.ifort. 
The Prince was ordered to go to Khandcsli, the land of repose 
and stay at Burhanpur, in order to refrosli his troops. And 
the war-worn soldiers ucre sent to various fiuiirishing j.)i'\ces 
in the old dominion. Orders were sent to the provincial 
governors to send fresh troops to tlie Itniperor. Prince 
Bidar Bakht, who with his own troops, 1 | had been 
guarding the base, was suniinoned to the Presence. Aft< r 
interview he was deputed to conqnei fort Pnniala. Tn add’'- 
tion to his own troops, Zulfiqar Khan Bahadur Nasrat Jang 
was appointed to serve under him; and after some time 
Tarbiyat Khan, Mir Atish, too. As llie Ivmperor’s sole 
wivsh was to give ease to the people, lie decided to make 
Khuwaspur, which was about one day’s jonrnev, his base, 
so that the .soldiers accompanving him might enjoy repose 
cliiring Ills stay there. On Friday, the. bOth August:, .17(10/ 
26th r<abi. A., the army started for tlie place, and on the 
arrival there the. soldiers rciilly gained ease through the 
comparative abundance of grain, fodder and mo.st otlicr 
necessaries. 

In a waterless river, tlic uaiue of whose bed {fjolb) is 
‘^the mirage of abundant water”, and on both banks and 
middle of which many commanders and soldiers oi the right 
and front (divi.sioiis) i 4bl ] had pitched tlieir tents, never 
dreaming that up to the dav of Resurrection, a drop of water 
would descend on it except in the rainy season, the verse 
”The oven spouted forth water” at Noali’s deluge came, to 
be proved true. On the night of Tuesday, the 1st October, 
17()()/28th Rabi. S., there was rain in the heiglits, the 
hill streams set their faces towaicls it. While llie men w'crc 
fast asleep in their tents, all on a sudden the water came 
down raging from both banks and spread over tl’.e pOain, 
turning the land into water. The tents were mined. Vast 
numbers of men and animals were drowned. 'Phe rest 
became pri.soncrs of u'atcr. If the remaining period liad 
been night and the flood had continued longer than four or 
five gharis of day, no one would lia^^e rciuamcd alive. By 
the grace of God the dawn apj)eared ; the men saved their 
lives. They sought for the traces of their houses and found 
none. . Giving up all ho])Cs of their proj-^ertv they went 
crying in all directions. In soing misb \vluc.li had })cen 
located on distant and high I]ill(3^t:s, no news arrived of 
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what hapi^ened (iu the river). Praised be God that no harm 
befell the imperial tent which was pitched very high. * * 

As I have not yet recorded certain incidents from the 
beginning of the 44th year [482 ], I shall now narrate them 
to the end of the Sh'abSn (last month) of that 3 fear, it being 
necessary for the historian of events to preserve the, chain 
of narrative. 

Zulfiqar Khan Bahadur Nasrat Jang, who had been 
ordered to punish Dhana Jadav returned to Court, after 
crushing him. He and his companions Daiid Klian, Dalpat, 
Ram Singh, and others, got prai-se, robes, jewels, and pro- 
motion. Prince Muhammad Mu'izzuddih, Subahdar of 
Multan, was rewarded for having wre.sted the fort of 
Dhaohar from the possession of the zeunindar of Dogra, 
with an increment of 2-Jiasar tr. making him a 12-hiizari 
(fi.OtX) tr. doaspa). Prince Muhammad ‘Azini, Subahdar 
of Bengal, got the hazar tr. tiiat had been reduced from liis 
rank. Hifzullah Khan Subahdiir of Tatta, a •2~lMsari, 
(same tr.) got 600 more at the Shahzada’s request. Fazil 
Khan Subahdar of Kashmir, who had declined to act as 
deputy Subahdar of J^ahore, and applied for permission to 
come to Court, had the 2(X) tr. which hud been given liim 
oil condition of being deputy', taken away from his mansab, 
and his application was granted. On the way, he died at 
Burhanpur. He was an upright, honoured, and faithful 
man. ‘ Inay'^etullah Khan was orderetl to give jagir for 
3,000 tr. to Kara Baklish in tankhwei and not to insist on 
a new memorandum {ydd-dasht). Khudabanda Khan 
bay'utiit, became Subahdar of Muhammadabad vice ‘Askiir 
Khan, witli an increment of 600 (.same tr.): Fazail Khan, 
rnir mutishi, darogha of the library', [488] became bayutat 
vice him. ‘Inayetullah Khan became diwan of Bidar Baklit 
Bahadur. The Emperor learnt that Hindus did not ttike 
(cooked) food during imprisonment, and hence Raja Shfiliu, 
son of Saiiibhii, used to eat .sweet-meats, fruits, aud 
pakivan, instead of (cooked) food. Hamiduddin Khan 
conveyed to him this message, “You are not a prisoner; 
you are living iu your own house. You should eat cooked 
food.” Zinat-un-nisa. Begam who had been .summoned 
from the base, arrived on Saturday', the 12th October, 
fel7()0/J0th Jamad, A., mounted on a chaudol. Kara 
iBakhsh and Buland Akbtar. welcomed het by. adx'ancing. 
Fidai Khan, Subahdar of Bihar, got the fa'«jd5ri of Tirhut 
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and DarbhanRa. He was a ‘2^;-hazari (same tr.) and now 
<^ot an increment of 500 r:at luiconditioiially. \\'hcn ilio 
affairs of the country fell into confusion oii tlie death cf 
Bulbaris Khan, kin^* of Kaslij^liai-, the IJnipcror ordered 
Arslan Kliau, son 'of vSliali Khan and .^ranihson of the late 
king’s uncle, who was in tlie imperial service, to j»o home 
and take possession of the kingdom. Sardar Klum of the 
Crown Prince’s army, was ]jt*riuilted to help liim. 
Sadriiddin Muhammad Klum became Siibaluiai of Kliaiidesh 
vire Muhitaqad Khan, and was made a 2-hazari (s.'une tr.) 
by an increment of 500 troo])ers f484|. 


KMIM'KOK’s .\f\KCn TO CVPTURK eAU\\!..A 

On Monday, the JOtli December, ITDO jIitli Rajab. 
Hi.s Maje.sly marched towards Murta/albad Miraj, arjiviiij; 
tliere on Wedne.sdav, the 1st January, l70],/2nc] Sliahaii. 
Bakhshi-ul-jiiulk Muklilis Kliaii, son of S if vShikau Klian, 
grandson of that Qawainnddin Khan wlio had been Sadr of 
Persia, and bruther’.s son of the iciiownccl Khalifa Siiltdn, 
died of severe illness on Saturday/, tlie ‘>rd January, 171 ) 1 / 
4t]i vShhibrm and was buried in the tomb-garden {ruuni) of 
the saint Sayvid Shamsuddin, siiiiated in tlie new city 
(Miraj). He combined nobility of birth willi j^erfection in 
tlie discharge of liis jirufession. Inde^jiendencc* of earthly 
needs and freedom of .s])irit were natural to him The 
Emperor used often to say Jibont him, “I ha\e a young 
Khalifa Sultan with me”. Ruhuliali Khan became second 
bakhshi vire the deceased, and was siucceded by Saf vSliikan 
Khan in the posts of Ourbegi and baklislii of the ahadi.s. 



CHAPTER XLV. 

45th year of the reign : 

29th January, 1701 — 18th January, 1702. 

The Emperor stayed at Miraj duriuR the month of 
Ramzan. When it was o^’er, on Sunday, the 2nd March, 
1701/;-3rd Shawvval, he started for the conquest of Parnala 
and Pawangarh, close to it, a very lofty fort nowise inferior 
to Paniiila in strength. On Saturday, the 9th March /lOth 
Shavvwal, tlie imj)erial camp was pitched in the environs of 
the fort, at a place (facing) the door of the fort, on the bank 
of the river that flows under the fort within gunshot. [435] 
That day 1 took omens in the ]>uetical works of His Holiness 
Hafiz concerning the conquest of the fort, and my eyes fell 
on the following couplet : 

The heart which has the invisible world in siglit 

possesses the cup (tf Jumsliicl, 
Wliy be anxious about a ring which gets lost for a 

tnonicnt ? 

In truth, this ring of auspicious inscription {i^c , 
Parnala) had often been taken j)ossession of by Mnhannnadan 
kings. Shiva wrested it from the ‘Adil-khani kings. 
Afterwards, when the whole country of the l)ecc<in. was 
cleansed of the filth of infidel dominion, it was cai»tured by 
the imperialists through the exertions of Muhammad 
‘Azam. Then Sainbha recovered possession of it through 
some of its defenders conducting themselves like infidels 
and the negligence and cowardice of its qiladar. Thank 
God, it now again came into the hands of the Muslims. 
In short, Nasrat Jang Khan, was sent to punish the rebel 
‘thieves’ on whichever side they might raise their heads. 
Shahzada Wala-tabar and other forces having come, some 
of the troops accompanying the Emperor were ordered to 
pitch their tents on the other side of the fort. The army 
surrounded the circuit of both the forts, seven kos in extent. 
Under the supervision of Tarbiyat Khan trenches were 
nm, and guns [43fi] began to pla}^ on the enemy. In a short 
time five towers of the fort ivere demolished down to more 
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than half their lieiglit. This coniiriaiidcr exerted himself 
marvellously in breaking the stony soil and running up 
lanes (tunnels) into tile hilly region. Having excavated a 
distance of some jarib (land-nicasiiring rope) under the 
ground, he made a patli, through which tlirce fully aniied 
men could walk abreast at their full height. At a distance of 
some i)aces a chamber was made large enough to seat twenty 
soldiers. On all sides of it ^vi!ldow^s were made for the 
wind to blow and the sun to sliiiie in. He stationed his 
artillerymen in this house to prevent will', llicir nu'skets 
the enemy from showing their lieads above the '.vail. This 
lane vva.s carried under the tower on whicli llie guns were 
playing, and its base was hollowed out so inucli that a party 
of liercx^s kept w'atch in it witlaail being touched bv the 
huqqa and matwala of the enemy. And at last he led this 
lane inside the fort by carr^nng it under the outer breast- 
work of the gate. But as delay occurred in the progre.ss of 
the work, the rainy season was close at hand, and this 
country on 'account of its bad weather in llic rains, ihe 
intervenlion of some rivers diflicnlt lo cross, and the 
dilhcnlty of bringing in supplies, was not fit for the encanip- 
me’iL (chhauni) of the imperial artiiy, the Emperor ordered 
Falhnllali Khan, who had gone to Aurangabad lo refresh 
his broken troops and liacl recent! \ returned to the Presence, 
j437j to run a second trench from the side of the troops 
of tile Eini:)eror’s son, imder the coiTiniand of that Prince 
I'Kani Baklishj and with tlie co-openiiiou of Mnnb'm 
Khan. The Khan, in one rnoutli, cut away the stonv soil 
of the high liill and carried tlie lane to the foot of the gate. 
The garrison of both the forts hnight (for a long time). 
But when they saw the running of lanes, and the skill of 
the musketeers, and a]>prehended that Tarbiyal Kliaii from 
one side and Fathnllah Khan fj*om the otlier would destroy 
the impregnability of their fort, that Mnhammacl Miinid 
Khan with his followers and Khwaja Muhammad, Ixikh.shi 
of the ax’im’’ of Kam Bakhsli wislicd to cwerlhrow the 
towers and battlements of Paw'angarh, that tlie be.sicging 
army had left to ihe garrison little chance of flight, and 
that it w^as the Emi^eror ‘Alamgir who never gave up his 
pnrix)se on account of rain or other accidents and these 
were troops who never left their work un<lone, * they saw 
no recourse left to them but to submit and sent men 
through the mediation of TarbJyat Khan [438‘j to the 
Eniperor:s son and the Shahisada to beg for quarters. These 
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two gracious ones taking pity on the multitude of likely 
victims recommended the prayer for mercy, which the 
Emperor granted. Trimbak, the qiladar was permitted to 
depart witli liis life and property. On the 3Sth May, 1701/ 
1st Muharrani, the conquest was accomplished, and the 
two forts annexed to the P^mpire. Pamfila was so higli 
tJiat A/amtarii could not lift its head al)ove the wall of 
the foniKT. * 14391 Pai'iiala was renamed Nabishah 
I^trg. 

1 shall now narrate certain former and S}nichronotis 
events of this year. Slier Zaman Khan, qiladar of Kabul, 
l)ecaine naib Subahdar vice Nasir Khan, who was punished 
by reduction of his ranlv by 500 rdf (600 tr.); Sadruddin 
Muhaniinad Khan Safavi, got the tittle of Mirza. The 
Emperor learnt that Ohaziuddin Khan Bahadur Firu^s Jang 
had arrived by command to guard the base. Chin Qalicli 
Khan Bahadur, son of Firiiz Jang, having left his father 
on account of ill-feeling, by command went to Aurangabad, 
Jan Sipar Khan, son of Miikhtar Khan, nazim of 
Haidarabad died ; the subadarship was entrusted to the 
agents of Kiim Bakhsh. Riustam-clil Khan, son of the 
deceased, (Jan vSipar Khan) became naib (vSiibalidfu) and 
received nn addition of 50() zdt (same tr.) to his rank of 
liazari (500 tr.). Bulbaris Khan became guardian of the 
base at Murtaziibad, and received an addition of 5i)i) rdl 
(100 tr.) to his i^*ank of IJ^j-hazari (500 tr.). Daud Khan 
became faujdar of Karnatak Haidanlbadi (Bijapnri) as 
deputy of Nasrat Jang. 

As the Emperor could not ride out to perform the two 
prayers of Td-ul-fitr (28lh F'ebruarv, 1701) owing to the 
violence of his catarrh (narlali), [440] Kani Bakhsh with 
his sons and Buland Akhtar, made the bows of congratujfc 
tion (for the Td) to the Emperor, who ordered that instSST 
of the name of nazar that of nidz should be applied to the 
presents made by the Princes, and that of nisar to those of 
the amirs. Qutbuddin, envoy of Turan, who had received 
his congee, begged the Crown Prince on reaching Kabul 
to admit him into the imperial service ; he was given the rank 
of a hazari (200 tr.). 

y ^ On Friday, the 18tb April,' 3701 /2ist Eil. Q., the 
lightning stni(i the courtyard of tlie diw3n-vfchas ; a kahdr 
of the dhdat-kham was hit by it and killed but the other 
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men remained safe. The Princes, Sultans, and amirs of 
the Court and the provinces sent inouev for tasadduq to the 
Emperor. Hifzullah Khan, sou of tlic late Shidiillah Klian, 
Subahdar of Tatta, died. Amon;> the sons n{ the Khan he 
was not without ability. Kljanaji^jad Khan, sun of vS*aid 
Khan Bahadur Shah-Jahaui, was ap])ointed Sobalidar of 
Tatta and faujdar of Siwistan, at tlie request of Mu‘iz/uddiu. 
He was a 2-hazari (100 tr.) and mw gni an increment of 
500 (700 tr.) and the title of S*aid Khan. Mnltafat Khan 

the title of Khaiializad Klian. Ism* ail Khan Makha 
became faujdnr of Nabishahdurj^. lie was a 5-hazari (4000 
tr.) and now got 1000 tr. inoie. Muliatshani Khan son of 
Shaikh Mir, had been appointed a 2-hazari , he got back a 
ha/ar tr. which had been reduced. Hamiducl'ldiii Klian 
Bahadur got [441] a robe and svaist-m/O/n/oi, Tarbiyat 
Khan Mir Atisli a rolie and sarpci lL Kliairanclesli Khan 
Kaiubuh faujdar of Etdwah, gut seven lakhs rrf (hlvi as 
in*(lm and ilie fanjdari of Dliamuni also. Chin QaJich Khan 
Bahadur became faujdar of Karniitak Bijapiiri virr M‘anuir 
Khan; a 4-ha/ari {3,()00 tr.) before, he now gut an imn'c- 
nicnt of 000 tr. 

News came to the ijinperur from the siibah of 
Alimadabad that Sliuja'ct Khan Miihanmuul Beg, the 
nazirn, had died on the KUh June, .1701 /20ih Miiliarram. 
He was a wonderfully foi'tnnate man, as he rose from a 
low ]) 0 .sition to the dignity of an amir. He was an upright 
and efficient officer, an able genenil and :idmiui.strator, 
never committing any blunder, and ))ossessiug many noble 
qualities."^' Arshad Khan, diwan of Klullsa, died. 

‘iNAYKTULIvAH KHAN BIvCAMK lUWAN OF TAN AND KIMI SA. 

‘Iiidyetullah Khan, in addition to his ])ost of diwan of 
tan, got the jxist of diwan of Khdlsa vice the dece;ise\!. He 
was a IJ/^-hazari (150 tr.), and now got .lOl) ti. moie. 
HJmdat-ul-inulk Asad Khan, who had been sumnioned from 
the base to the imperial army, had audience on Tliursday, 
the 28tli August /4tli Rabi. S., .Lutfiillah Khan wa.s trans- 
ferred from the subahdari of Bijapiir to that of Anrangabiid 
and by an increment of 600 tr. became a S-hazari (2,500 tr.)

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Abu Nasar Khan [442] son of vSliuista Khan was restored 
to his rank of 2 >i'-ha 2 ari (1000 tr.) and got the subahdar- 
ship of Malvva vice Mukhtar Khan and an increment of 600 
(1,600 tr.). The Emperor issued a farman on Shah ‘Alijah, 
\<^ho by coiinnand had formed his chhauni at Dliar in 
Miilwa, to march to Ahinadabad as Subahdar. As 1 have 
finished briefly narrating the events of the whole year, 

I sliall turn to the account of the Emperor’s inarch from 
Nabislialidurg towards Kliatav. 

Acconut of the conquest of i)ddiqi^arh, Ndmgir, Mifidh 
and Maftub : * *’• * The Em|)eror who liad stayed 

for some time in the environs of Panialfi in order to capture 
it, started for Khatav for the beiietit of the people, as the 
abundance of provision in that placx* would give comfort to 
the creatures of God, and also tlic report of the inarch of the 
imperial army would lead to the reco^'erv of foii*^ Wardhan- 
garli, Niiingii', and Cliancian and Wandaii, from the hands 
of the iiifldels. [443 j With this view, the army vSlarted on 
Thursday, the 2lHh Max*', I701/2nd Muliorrain. 

Falluillah Khan, who had been created a Bahadur in 
reward of his splendid services, was ordered to go with an 
advanced detachment and jmt down tlic robelliinis iniidels. 
The Khan hastening, struck at the waist of the liill-gairison 
of all the four forts, and slew a number of the enemy, and 
seized innumerable cattle and prisoners. On .seeing tliis 
feat andi the arrival of the army, the garrison (d Wardaii- 
garh saved their lives by flight, leaving Uie fort empty, 
on the fith Jnne/iOth Miiharram, As the Khan Baliadurhs 
name vvas Muhammad Sadiq, the fort was renamed Sadi(|[- 
garli. On Monday, the 23rd June/27tli Muharram. the 
Emjieror ordered his tents to be pitched in the environs of 
the fort, which is two kos from Kliatav, for the purpose of 
chhauni. Ihom tliis place he sent the Khan Bahadur with 
a large force under the command of Bakhshi-ul-mulk 
Bnliramand Kliari to -conquer Nandgir. In ten or tv.'elve 
clays, the qiladar of Nandgir in fear of his life interviewed 
that great minister, and surrendered the key to the Khan 
Baluulur [444] and the fort was renamed Namgir, on 
«account of the rencuvned (chiefs) having turned to its con- 
quest. Fjom this place the Muslim army started for the 
-JSnquest of Chandan and Wandan, which were renamed 
Wiftrih and Maftuh. First Chandan was besieged, and in 
a short time the garri.5on begged for quarters. Next, fort 
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Wandan, a first-rate fort, was ciirircled by tlie army. The 
garrisSon had no recourse excejjt to bcj,^ for safely. < )ii 
Monday » the 6th October, 1701 they cAacuated tlic ha t. * 

These four stronj:C forts were loaquercd not in h'ur 
nioiitlis [445] but in four da>'s 
• In the course of tin's time, IJnidat-iil-nuilh Asad Khan 
came by command from the base to the Court and h;id 
audience, Ghaziuddin Khan Fini/ Jaii.e ariixed fosuj 
Bcrar and was appointed to i^uard the base, ^klnkarram 
Khan, who had taken to a life of retirement on a ixmsion, 
came from Delhi to see the EmjKTor, and after a few days 
\ras ,i^iven leave to return to his place of i>ioi!s retreat. 

Cm jytnre of Khelna aui! other events : [np. ddtbll?": •*' •’ 

The. Emperor liinicd tn the conque.st (d this fKlielna) 
fort. Iw this par|X)se the army startefi from the neii>:!'hom'- 
hood of tlic fort of vSadiqj^arh on the 7tl) November, 1701/ 
lOth Jamad. vS., and reached the environs of Alalkapnr in 
twelve stages. On account of the roads from this pla.cc to th ' 
Amba-glidt being diihcnlt to traverse and for the purpose 
of removing obstacles and intricacies, there was a halt of 
seven days (here). Bidar Bakht, who at tlie time of return- 
ing from Nabishalidurg [44H] had been given leave to 
pass the rainy season near Ilukri, and Gokak and tlie 
neigdibouring tract, and had conquered many of the forts 
of the infidels in a short time, wm.s now ordered to come to 
ksee’ fort Klielna will] liis troops by way <->f Borgaoii, and 
having burnt many villages and wadis on the way, met the 
Emperor at this stage. Ov.dng to unsea.son.ablc rain, all 
sorts of liardship were borne at this unpleasant ’place. Ai 
last through tiie agency of Fathullah Khan Bahadur, came 
tlie jo^Tul news of tlie roads being cleared and this di.stancc 
of four kos wliicli was extremely liaicl to pass, wa.^' traversed 
by the army with it.s abundant baggage witli tl:e grcatC'^t 
ease. 

On Saturday, the 6th December, l70]/]btli R .jah, 
the skirt of a hill, whicli on account of the s])riciousrtess of 
its oj^en space and the elevation of the ground was suitable 
for the residence of the army, was fixed upon ;is tiu.' (ptarters 
of the troops. As Khelna is three and n half kos from it. 
and the imperial army had not passed tliruugb this region 

* ffukeri and Uokalr. in the Ilelgaon dl-irict Uioiu xii 5«7 mikI .*^0/)' 
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more than two or three times in such large numbers and 
with sucli materials (before?), the haughtj' heads of the 
inhabitants of that quarter were trampled by the chargers 
of the imperial army. In all the paths of this hilly tract 
are impregnable forests and dense thorn}' jungle, at which 
even the sun dares not look. [449] I,ofty and stout trees 
abound on all sides like the wretched inhdels. The branches 
were so iutertwined that even an ant could hardly pass 
through them. The path tliat there was, was difficult even 
for footmen. The defiles and pits were deeply sunk. The 
hills were firmly rooted in the soil. Tlie Khan Bahadur 
wa.s ordered to remove these difficulties and hindrances 
from the path. Under his supervision and efforts, .sappers 
(men with .spades and axe.s) and stone-cutters in one week 
wonderfully accomplished the work. Hills were removed ; 
ups and downs levelled, and trees cut down. Tlu’s a level 
road was made broad enough for a hundred hor.semen. to 
march abreast easil}'. 

On the 'idrd Dcccinlrer, 1701 /Hid Sh‘iib.an, the Khan 
Bahadur was pre.sented with a special quiver and .sent to 
guide the imperial army under the comniaud of Umdat-ul- 
mulk Madar-ul-mahain Asad Khan and with the co-opera- 
tion of Hamiduddin Khan [450] Bahadur, Mu'nim Khan, 
Ikhlas Khan, and Raja Jai Singh, -ind begin the siege of 
the fort. On the tlOth i)ecember/nth >Shaban, Uindat-ul- 
,nuilk was given the title of Amir-ul-umara, a jewelled 
dagger, 4000 aslirafi as reward and the honour of kissing 
the liinperor’s feel, and sent (to the siege). On that day 
the Khan Bahadur with Hamiduddin Klmn Bahadur, 
Mu'nim Khan and .some other brave warriors entered the 
pass before dawn. A.s the enemy had strengthened the 
walls of the towers on it and occupied Ijefore-hand the 
hillock overlooking the fort wliieli the Khan Bahadur had 
kept in view for mounting guns on, the Khan turned to 
them. Having posted Hamiduddin Khan Bahadur to guard 
the ambuscade on thg left, Fatlinlla Khan Bahadur himself 
went to the right side. Having extiiigui.shed with the wind 
of valour their first day’s fuse, he with 13 or 14 men 
.suddenly fell upon the devils without number, and doubled 
the height of the hillock with the heaps of the slain. The 
enemy saw .no recourse save in flight. They flung them- 
selves down in bewilderment from the Wllock and wanted 
; 5 tto run to the fort. The Khan Bahadur [461] before he 
• started had sent (.some) men armed with jazirahs (long 
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matchlocks fired from rest) to puiiisli the enemy, and these 
were staying in the road leading to the fort. 'The enciny 
finding tnis road closed hy tliis measure, fled to tlic jungle 
and hid themselves under the trees At this time another 
division of the imperialists had arrived close behind (the 
first), and spreading out captured many of the enein\'. The 
Khan Bahadur sent them into the pit of destruetiem by- 
tying rocks to their waists. After this victory, he thought 
it good generalship to take a firm stand oii tlie hillock. 
Tents were pitched there. In the evening tlie mws reached 
the lymperor . Hie Khan Bahadur was rewarded witli an 
increment of 200 tr., a standard and a jewelled dagger, 
Hamiduddin Khan Bahadur with a kaliir, Mii'nini Khan 
with ail Arab hor.se with gold coated saz (as his horse had 
been killed) and the lynipcror’s own fcfKl. Promotions 
were .given to all the followers [haradan) of the Khan 
Bahadur. The night was spent in entrenching. Next day 
another hillock was captured from which arrows and guns 
could be shot into the fort. Guns were mountcil on the 
hillock so as to bum and demolish the houses of tin- 
garrison. A covered lane v,.i.s commenced. [4r)2'[ 

On Sunday, the lllh January, 1702,'22ud Sh.'iban, the 
Hniperor went to view the work done tind inspect the fort, and 
oidcied the trenches to be pu.slied on. .dnd on Friday-, the 
lOth J<inuary/27th Shahnii, he removed his camp from its 
former position to the plain h.nlf a kos from tin fort in order 
to b.ick the front divi.sion and expedite the work. 



CHAPTER XEVl. 

4r)TH yRAR OF THK KKION : 

19tl) January, 1702r-7tli January, .i70:i

Oti Monday, tlie lUth Jamiarv, Hidar Bakht, who had 
been sent to jjatiol round the base camp and tliat region, 
was ordered to turn back and station himself near Nabisliali- 
dur^;. Muhanjuiad Amin Kliafi, Sadr-us-sadiir, was ^iven 
a promotion of 200 tr. and a standard, and sent to descend 
throiio ‘13 tile jiass {koial) ot Amba yhat into Tal Kokan, and 
devastate tlie eneinyN land up to the tiatt on the further 
side of Khclna, and close the patli of inq^ress and egress to 
the garrison of the fort. Tarbiyat Khan by command, sat 
down at the entrance (moiitli) of Amba ghat. Muhammad 
Amin Khan, f4o0j jdundered the pnrganahs and villages 
of that tract, seized many captives and cattle, and engaged 
in closing the Kokani gate of the fort. 

I shall now record the deeds of Khan Baliatlur 
Fathullah Kluaii. flaving planted guns and jazirahs he 
boldh' carried tlie (covered) lane up to the ditch situated 
before the rexvni of the fort. The garrison, on their part 
inces.saiitly iired guns and muskets, day and night, and 
canned away the live.s of men of all kinds working in the 
covered gallery (Jane of .safety). The Khan Bahadur finnly 
pursued liis work. The lives of friend.s and foes alike were 
net woTth purchasing at half a grain of barley. The enemy 
who had run a concealed lane from the gate of the fort, and 
sat in the rewni for offering opposition, on seeing that the 
Khan Bahadur had made planks (dhabs)^ arrived in front 
and w ished to mount the ladders, —lost their senses and stocxl 
])erT)lcxed with their faces to the walls. They destroyed 
the ladders, wdiich had been raised from the midst of the pit 
to the level ground under the gate. The Khan Bahadur 
having made ladders out of kajdwahs (cameWitter) and 
fastened dhdhs above them, advanced in front of the 
ad^nciiig party. 

shall now brieflj" narrate the deeds of Muhammad 
Aimn Khan. He had been sent to close the Kokani gate. 
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Having braveh' traversed the sk 3 '-high hill of Machal, j 451] 
he arrived at a hillock opj)Osite tlie g.ite (>vi:rlookiug ilie rcwni 
of Khclna. The enemy had built slouc-w-alls on it and deep 
ditches before it. * In short, for a lime tlie \eil of clilhculLy 
covered the face of the progresr, of Uie undm taking, Chi 
Wednesday, the 4th Match, 170:^!, .i5t!i Shawwfil, in utter 
disregard of life, he climbed tlie hillock nith lioiiour-sceking 
. 'Toes, ex|.)elled the eiicniy from the ivdonht ,iml drove them 
bat’' to the rewni. Heaps were formed by the slain. The 
road V IS closed to the garrison and victory was gained. 
The Ein^/'tor on hearing of it gave the title- of Ikihadur to 
the Khan aiu^ sent him a dimp (I)eccani Sv\ord), a roljc, and 
a jarmdn. His comrades get suitable promotion, swords, 
waist-daggers, horj'\s, elephants, and n;bes. 

The Jvmperor in his foresight suminoned Ih'dar Bakht 
from Nabislidhdnrg, and ordered liim [455 | U» alicmpl the 
conquest of tiie fort from the side of the Ivokani gate, with 
Ins oWi, troo])s and tliose of Raja Jai Singh, the defender of 
the trenches- kA l^aik'-Hah Khan Ikihadnr, md a few thon- 
sTiUcl infantry sent by Vaqut coilcctoi (witiasaddi] 

of Danda Rajpuri. He began to run trenches ana overthro\\' 
towers and ' battlements by cannonade. MulKunmad Amin 
Khan lialiiidur was recalled to the Km])eror on account of 
illness. Although Fathullah Khan Bahadur with great 
exertion fastened tiJulhs to tlie. extrenitdv hard rock and 
reached the waist of the lower, and lan lanes from all sides, 
yet the siiccess of the work did nol come in siglit al all. 
Inspite of the severe bombardment by tlie shols of tlie guns, 
Shet-dalian and Kark-hijli, which could split hills, onlv 
few stones were loosened from the tower. The enemy ceased 
not to shower iiiccsscntly tnahviilnks weigliing 101) maunds 
and'2()0 maimds. Some nights tliey made sorties and fell 
on the trenches. Tlie Khan Bahadur per‘^ona]h foughl' i'> 
i*esist them. One dav lie was himself helping the labourers 
in binding the dhahs, wdien a stone fell from above on a plank 
10 fingers’ breadth in width, and broke it to pieces. The 
Khan being hit on the head by it rolled down a long distance 
and at last reached the edge of the Kaidwah, wdiicli arrested 
his. descent and .saved his life. Mis waist and (some) other 
limbs were severely bruised. After a month lie was able to 
leave his bed, had audience, received a special sarpech, and 
returned to his work. He was [45^^] planning .to make a 
feint and assault the fort from the side of another tower, 
when through the exertions of Bidar Baklit the rwn/ of the 
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fort was captured on the 27th April, 1702 /10th Zil. H., 
which meant in effect that the fort of Khelna was conquered. 
In this assault Raja Jai Singh and his men did splendid ser- 
vice. At the breaking down of this b.nrrier the enemy lost 
their composure of mind, even though they were as- 
numerous as (the armies of) Gog iind Magog. * * * The 
Shahzada was rewarded with a jewelled sarpech, the Raja 
with the increment of 600 zat {^1-hazar tr.), and other heroes 
with promotion and favours. Asadullah, son of Saifullah 
Khan, who used to travel on the roads with great speed and 
bring intelligence, was given his father’s title. The Shah- 
zada (was) ordered to carrv the guns forward and batter 
down the gate of the fort — which n-as not so very strong, 
high and hard to open as the gate on Fathuilab Khan 
Bahadur’s side. But what shall I write of the .severity of 
the rain, which fell ince.ssantly and fa.st, gallopping like a 
two-horsed* trooper without let or hindrance, and ran for 
10 and even 20 days at a time without opening the eyes or 
raising the head? But inspite of all this, the warriors of 
both the [457 j trenches moved with the speed of the wind 
sarsar ; as tlie\' had no fear of the enemy, so they i)aid no 
heed to this cruel calamity'. Fathnllah Khan in .s()ilc of the 
road for a.ssault not being prepared, tlie Jlulbx (planks) 
liaving fallen down, and confusion having overtaken the 
woik, determined, that i'" lie had to make an as.sault he 
should at once climb the wall with th-.' speed of w iiid and 
thunder. Parashnrara, on .seeing .all these preparations for 
his ruin, .sent to the Prince .some Brahmans to make certain 
requests and to offer to surrender the fort. A few days were 
.spent in carrying messages to and fro, through the media- 
tion of Bakhshi-ul-mulk Ruhullali Khan and Fazail Khan 
bayutat, who had been deputed by the Bmperor. At la.st, 
Ili.s Majesty granted no prayer except this that he and the 
garri.son would go out with their lives. On Thursday, the 
4th June/19th Muharrani, Parashurain jilunted with his 
own hands the flags of the Shahzada and the Bakh.shi-iil- 
nmlk; and on Sunday, the 7th June, 1702/22nd Muharram, 
he came out under the veil of the darkness of night. By the 
Emperor’s command none hindered him. * * ♦

Its face is veiw' strong. * * * But inside 
it has no buildings, gardens or re.scrvfiirs tliat excel those of 
other fort.s or can please the mind. As it is a frontier forf 
and the vast kingdoms of Balaghat and Priinghat (Talk<ikau) 
u^ere annexed to the lirapire tlirough its conquest, and a.s 
Enijxwors have a thoirsand .seci’et ])olitical rea.sons for cverv 
affair, therefore its conquest ( 459 ] was regarded as a great 
victor)'. Next daj’ the Shahzada w'as rewarded with one 
lakh of nipee.s a.s in'iim, by the EmjxTor in greatness of joy, 
and sent towards Hukri and Baibagh to form his cucaiiip- 
ment. Fathullah Khan Bahadur wa.s rewarded with a 
jewelled jiglia and the additu'ii of ' Alai}igii-ihr.!i.t to his title. 
Ruhullah Khan and liamiduddin Khan Bahadur each 
received an increment of iJC'J tr. Kliunahzad Khan, a 2- 
hazari (4()0 tr.), close to the Emjicror’s person, got an incre- 
ment of 5(}0 tr. and an eleiihaiil. Mu'nim Klian became 
lidrogha of jilkhuna and \va.s promoted to be a haziiri (iiOO 
tf.). ‘Abdullah Klian, (iw.) brother of Khwaja Lulfnllah 
(an old servant of the days of IVineeship), the dismis,sed 
qiladar of Agra, was removed from Ids rank of ‘2-hazdri 
^1,_00() tr,), for some rea.sons. Mir Abul Wafa, grandson of 
Ziauddin Khun deceased, elder Inotlicr of Kh.'inalizad Klian, 
was made ddrogha of jd-nauidz-khana in addition to his 
former post, vice Path Muhammad Qul, the decea.sed old 
sei'vant. The fineness of understanding and ingenuity of 
intellect which was innate in his fertile genius, displayed 
itself in the Emperor's Court in a short time. One instance 
of the brilliance of his genius was this : A letter was received 
by the Emperor from Muhammad Mu'azzam Bahadur Shah 
written in cypher {khaH-i~ramz). As it could' not be 
deciphered, the Ejiii»ror handed his private memorandum- 
book over to the Mir saying [460] "I have left (undeci- 
36 ■ 
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pliered) two or three obscure hints (rams) of this letter. 
Compare them with these and extract the meaning.” The 
Mil, guided by his penetrating sight and quick-moving 
brain, brought that puzzling raviz out of the veil of okscurity 
iuto the light of deciphering, and, writing out the purport 
of the Prince's letter in full, showed it to the Emperor. The 
Emperor prai.sed him and formed a high opinion pf his capa- 
city. He was rewarded for this with a mohar weighiilg 50 
. mohars, 500 rupees, and an addition of 20 tr. , ib his rank 
bj' which he became a i-sadi (.SO tr.). 

On the 18th Pebruary, 1702 /Tst Shawwal, the ‘Id-ul- 
fitr was celebrated as msual. As the Amir-iil-nmar.a was ill, 
the Phiqieror gracioush' ordered that he would issue from 
ilic inner side of the liall of justice which was henceforth 
ordered to be designated- ‘‘the h.ili of the oppressed”, enter 
the passage and sit down in the kathra at a distance of one 
.z!r‘a from the steps of the hujra (cell). Eor three daj's he sat 
there and afterwards stood as before. ‘Inayetullah Khan 
was presented with an elephant. Mnkbtfir Khan, nazim of 
Agra, a ti^-hazdri got an iucreme.nt of 500. Tarbiyat Klian 
Mir Atish, a d-hasari (.500 tr.), got .500 more. Dianat Khan 
nmtasaddi of the port of Surat, b}’ an increment of 500 be- 
came 2-hazdri (150 tr.). On tlie 27th April, 1702, occurred 
the ‘Id-uz-zuha. On Tuesday, the 25th Angust/12th Rabi. 
S.,* screens w'crc set up round a tent containing tlie pro- 
phet’.s relics. [401] The Emperor acquired blessing by 
making a pilgrimage (zidrat) and keeping vigil there. Inci- 
dentally he learnt that a person had come within the gn/dl- 
hdr in a palki. An order was issued that none should come 
in a pdlki except the Amir-ul-umara, Bahramand Khan, 
Ruhnllah Khan, Khiiuahzad Khan and Hamiduudin Khan 
Bahadur. ‘Azizullah Khan Qurbegi was made qiladar of 
Qandahar (witliin the Deccan) vice Sazawar Khan. A 1^- 
hazdri (800 tr.), lie got an increment of 200 tr. Bidar Bakht 
was ordered to guard" Aurangabad. Lutfullah Khan, nazim 
of that place was sent as Subahdar of Berar as deputy {mih) 
of Khau Firuz Jang. But before reaching the place he died. 
He was endowed with learning and great bravery, an4 
.^atedly did excellent service, and spent most of his life 
0a. high offices at the Court or in commandiag troops outside.

By com- 
mand Kdiii Bakhsh condoled with the Amir-ul-uniara and 
brought him to Court. The Emperor sootlied ids wounded 
heart with consolatory words, and presented liim with a 
special rohc and a jewelled sarpech. The deceased Khan 
was a, noble possessed of dignity, moclesly, grandeur, purity 
of nature, gracious looks and ainiai)ilil\'. Zuhiqar Klian 
Bahadur Na.srat Jang became Mir Baklrshi vie,' the deceased. 
[4(i2] Khudabanda Khan became faujdar of Karnatak- 
feijapuri vice Chin Qalicli Khan being ri\st()ix‘d to In’s former 
post. Muhammad Yar Khan ndzim of Delhi, became fauj- 
dixr of Moradabad, and b)’^ an incrcinent 5^)0 (same tr.) 
was raised to the rank of (300 tr.), and presented 

with kettledrmiis. As Mun'iin Khan had .sliown delay in 
going to reinforce Muhammad Amin Khan, he was ininished 
wdth decrease of 200 zdt (50 tr.) and removal frcjin the po-^t 
of (darogha of) filkhdnah, Hainidiuldin Klian Bahadur 
getting that post and an increment of 500 zdi (250 tr,) to bis 
rank of ^l-hazari (850 tr.). Although I had numeixms ofdces 
and was appointed to write urgent secr et orders, vet tlie j)Ost 
of munshi of the nazarat was added to them. The post of 
newswriter u'a.s conferred on my son HdfrA Muhammad 
Mnhasan vice myself. 

News came to the Empen))* froin Delhi lhat Zebunnisa 
Begam had died. The Empcroi was so s^iddencd l>y the 
news as to shed tears, but had to resign himself to trod’s 
will. Order was sent to vSayyid Amjad Klian, >Sliaikh 
‘Ataullali, and Hafiz Khan (lVui Muhammad) to give alms 
(for the benefit of her soul) and build her tomb in tlie 
appointed place, namely tlic Garden of Thirty-tliousand 
(Tis Hazdri), which was ti legacy from Jahanani.

[463] Beturn of the Emperor from vS.ikhhliarlaiia to 
Bahadurgarh and some other events. 

On Wednesday, the 10th June, 1702/25tli Mnliarram, 
the imperial army set out tOAvards Baliadurgarli. One can 
imagine how’^ very long a time the army took to cross, in the 
midst of this heav}?- and incessant rain, the pa.ss (kotal) wliicli 
it had traversed in many days even in dry weather. Of the 
baggage-animals, ’»**»****= the camels refused to set foot on 
this path; the elephants began to, carry the loads of the 
camp in a dazed condition, but tlirongli the inclemency of 
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the weather sank into the mud like donkeys. * * * * What 
was (to be) undergone was undergone. Porters carried on 
their heads the property and baggage of all the men (of the 
army). ***■'* [464] Rich men, reixwiug in the paradise 
of comfort, somehow or other arrived at the foot of the kotal 
which was the first halting-place. Owing to the non-arrival 
<J£ the stores (kdrkhunasdi), the imperial army had to dela}'. 
The Emperor ordered the things to be entrusted to the com- 
mandant of Sakhkharlana. After seven day.s the forward 
march was resumed. The nullah in the w'ay ijermitted the 
imperial cortege to pass, and then opened its mouth to devour 
the people. For some time a halt had to be made here. 
Whosoever wa.s drowned was drowned, aud he whom fate 
saved was saved. As the march for the next stage was re- 
newed, the same nullah was encountered. It was a strange 
fraud of the deceitful (nullah) that it first cunningly allowed 
the passage of the advance-tents of the Emperor and other 
owners of advance-tents, and afterwards ran like a rash 
horse, making all jieople utterly helpless. The owners of 
elephants with much persuasion and coaxing re.scued from 
the nullah their usurped pro^ierty. Others could only erv 
.'lias! uud strike their foreheads. At last at a di.stance of 
one kos the -Emperor twk the left side roiid to Malk.ipur. 
In this stage a nullah obstructed the path without heeding 
the lamentations of the people. * * In this evil time grain 
sold at a rujice a icar; fodder and firewood appeared only 
by mistake. The helpless people died from the heavy rain. 
Having trodden their property underfoot, the men jiassed 
their time in peace of mind, [405] and wondered at the 
hardness of their lives. 

One day Muzaffar, a mansabdar of the Emiieror's own 
retinue, interviewed His Majesty during liis journej’. After 
alighting at the mansion the Eunxjror addressed Hamid- 
tiddin Khan Baliadur, saying “Dilaiara was a slave-girl 
(paraftar) of long service ; after bringing up (her) daughter 
she had married her to Mnzaffar, who to-day came under my 
notice during the journey as a whiteljearded man. Have the 
couplet 

'‘Fix your heart ein the Heart’s Delight (Dilaram) that 
you have^ 

P' Withdraw your eyes' from the rest of the world,” 

•tod this hemistich, “You will be unique if y<m be devoted, 
to erne”, written in a large hand and carving them on a 
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stone-slab, bring them to me”. Tlie Klian carried out the 
order in a few daj’s and presented the piece to the Kmperor 
who said ‘*Give this stone-slab to Mnzaffar to carry it to 
Delhi and fix it on the tomb of the deceased Dilarani.” 
Five himdred rupees were presented to him. An order wa.s 
is.sued to the clerks of Delhi to giv'c a fanhhii'a (a.ssignment) 
on the revenue of the province for one year’s salary to the 
man. After two years when he returned to the Kmperor he. 
got his full jjnd standard (kantaj) .salary and an increment of 
00 ^ ^ 

[406] On vSatnrday, the 4tli July, 170^2/ HHli Safar, Die 
Emperor crossed the nullah on an elephant and pitched his 
Lent at a distance of one kos from it. He a place to sit. 
down in the Imjra (small room or recess) of\lie *ada1at. The 
Prince and other grandees had not even Live ]vnver to stand 
ill their tents. His Majesty, patient as a inoniitain, s])acious 
as the ocean, used frequently to say, “A little cloud is 
showering rain, a little wind is blowing. Why then li:ive the 
jieople been seized with despair?*' He encouraged tliem 
by repeating the (Quranic) verses,. ye who Ivlicve! seek 
lielp with the patients and witli prayer, for (hxl is with the 
patient. But ye understatid not. Willi a little fear and 
liunger, and loss of wealth and lives and fiuits, will we 
surely ])rove you ! but bt*ar good tidings to the patient, who 
when a misfortune happens to them say, ‘Verily, we are 
God’s and to Him shall we return” 

Ah ! After a few days of darkness, the sun broke forth 
again and cheered the ix'ople. 

On Sunday, the 26th Jul\, 17()2/12tli Rabi. A., when 
the labouring army after traversing fourteen kos [4()7J in 
one month and 17 days, reached the for^t of fort Nubishrdi- 
durg {Panhdid), the sun again shone in the former manner. 
The men in need of food Ixgaii to stir, and iippetile and 
avarice again prevailed. The chill passed nw;i\ from the 
mind. Porters ran on all sides. A Io;id descended from 
the heads and necks of the people. 

The men lagging behind, in a condition wliich may no 
man ever see ! came up limping. On Wedne.sday, the 29th 
July/15th Rabi. A., the imixrial camp reached Vadgaon.f

t yadgiion, 13 miles cast of rauhalfi, and 4 wiKs ^ouU> of iIf' right bank 
of tho'Vaind. 
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After a stay of one month and eight days, it set out for 
Bahddurgarh. On Sunday, the 6th September/ 24th Rabi. 
S., although the rain did not cease, and news came of the 
flood in the Krishna river, these difficulties could not deflect 
the Emperor from his purpose. Covering nine kos in sixteen 
days of inarch and halt, the whole army reached the river 
bank. The river was violent and w^avy. The army began to 
cross in boats. [408 ( In this state of hardship half the army 
crossed over in ten days. The Emperor embarked to croSwS 
to the other bank. The imperial camp stayed fch; twent}^ 
days more on the opposite bank, till the whole army had 
crossed in .safety. 

Hence he marched by .stages to As'adnagar, where he 
halted, a few days, and then encamped at BaJiddurgarh. In 
travelling through these (last) stages, the Emperor gazed 
on a road four kos from beginning to end in leugtli, bordered 
on both sides by the ixirajihernalia of the army of Ghazi- 
uddin Khan Bahadur Firnz Jang. The Khan had sent from 
the base of Islampiir hi.s mahalla (troops for review) with 
splendid equipment and decoratiou.s and material exceeding 
the means of a high grandee, and guns above the allowance 
of a general, and abundant l>eshkaslt of every kind. Among 
them a short sword was accepted by the Emperor and named 
‘Hhe Young Ghazi’k Much of the artillery wa.s conllscated 
to the State. The Emperor i.s.sned an order that the amirs 
should not kcc]i more guns than those allowed. Tt isS ])ropcr to 
give here a copy of the sentences w'rittcn by the l^mpcror 
himself, according to which a 'By order' letter [469] was 
written 1 y) Bidar Bakht,’ “I'lie viahalla which Khan 
Firuz Jang, a .showed in his quarters, contained 

gums, ^ajndl, shutarndl, ghoniHl, and all (other) things, as 
many as he ought to inninlain according to lii.s man-sah, nay, 
more than what ought to be kept by a general, in addition 
to what had been placed under him by the Government.

Conquest of fort Konddnd : On Thursday, tlie 3rd 
December, 1702/24tli Hajab, the army set out for ilie eon- 
que.st of Kondana and on Sunday, the 27lh Dec./J8t]) 
Sliaban arrived at the f<x>t of tlie fcri. 

[470] Mithammad ‘Aziin, the Subalidar or Bengal, got 
in addition the Subahdari of Bihiir, viro Shamsliir Khan, 
who became Siibahdar of Mu‘azzamabad Otidh. A ]>roino- 
tion of 500 zdf nncoiiditionallj^ in each case was given to 
Najabal Khan, Subalidar of Burliaiipur and faiijdar of 
Baglana, a ^hazciri (TKK) tr.), Shiv vSingh cjiladar of 
Rairi, a hazdri (same tr.) and Sarandar. Khan, ndth of the 
subah of Berar on behalf of Khan Firiiz Jang, a Lk-hazdii 
(500 tr.). Mulitasliam Khan became qihidar of Naldurg 
vice Qasim Khan, Hidar Eakht the nazim of the tin bah of 
Aurangfibad became Subalidar of Khandesh (in addition?). 
A 15-hazari (iO-hazur Ir.), he got an increment of '2-hazdr 
tr, Nasrat Jang Khan was sent to ]>uuisli the enemy near 
•Burlianpur, and rewarded with a jewelled mu t taka and four 
elejihants. Sultan Miihi-us-sunuat, .sou of Kfnu Bakhsli, 
got the rank of 7-haxdri (‘JjlXlO tr.), a standard and kettle- 
drums. Mu'izzuddin, vSubahdar of Multa?i and T^itta was 
rewarded for his exertions in extirpating the liirbiilent 
Bakhtiar, by the sending of a royal letter, a l obe, a je-vclled 
dagger, and praise. He was a 12-haznri (S-hazar tr.) and 
now received an increment of 2diazflr tr. and a reward of 
ten lakhs of dam, [471] Chin Qalich Khan Bahadur got 
the Subahdari of Bijapur, a sarpech, and a hor.^e, and hi.s 
son an elephant and a horse as reward. Kfim Bakhsh was 
sent with a robe and a jewelled sarperh to bring Zinal-un- 
nisa Begani from Islampuri to Bahadtorgarh. Sadr-us-.sadur 
Muhammad Amin Khan was appointed under him. On 
Saturday, the 13th March, .1703/6th Zil. Q., the retired 
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Fazail Khan,* son of Wazir Khan, (Mir Haji), Mir Munshi, 
Bayutat and deputy Khan-i-saman, died. Virtues and 
accomplishments were the upper garment of this expert one 
cpf our times. He used to say about himself, '*The man is 
present. Where is the work?^’ The Emperor said about 
him, “He used to discharge the duties of deputy Khaii-i- 
sfumln in such a way as almost to illuminate my house 
‘Abdur Rahim, son of Fazil Khan deceased, who came to 
Court from Delhi after his father’s death, got the post of 
bayutat, the title of Khan and increase of rank. The 
Emperor said, “Brazil Khan ‘Ala-nl-imilk and Fazil Khan 
(Burhrmuddiu) have great claims on me for their services. 
I shall cherish and bring up this house-hold servant And 
he too had great capacity and worth. But he died in a few 
days in the bloom of youth. And as none was left of tliis 
family except Ziiinddin, brother’s son and (own) son-in-law 
of Fazil Khan Biirhannddiu, he was summoned to Court 
from the diwani of the country of Chinapatan | 472], given 
an increment of rank, the title of Kliau and tlie post 
of biiyutat. The goed services and ability of Fathnllnli 
Khan Bahadur in conquering forts and ])U!iisshittg the enemy 
are so much in circulation in the mouths of people that there 
is no need to reccfl'd them here. He had set \vs heart on 
being appointed to Kabul and had often requested the 
Ivm|x;ror about it; on BViday, the 28tli May, 170.H/23rd 
Mnharram, his desire was granted. He got an increment 
of 500 to liis rank of 2\-ha::dri (1,000 tr.) and started for 
Kabul in great joj"; Muhammad Quli, newly arrived from 
Persia (vilayet), got a hamri (100 tr.), the title of Khan,

The Prince gave him a robe and an arsi as reward. By 
orclcT, the tent of .Raja Shalni was ])itched near tJie man.sion 
of Ram Bakhsh. Hamidiiddin Khan Bahadur, dfirogha of 
the diwilii-i-khas, presented a wcxiclen han^yla lit for .sitting 
on in the * 'Court of the oppres.scd ' h An iiu rement of 500 
(‘WOtr.) was made to his rank of :^-hozari (1,700 tr.).

Udwal 
Singh, qiladiir of Sakhkharlana, a -^-hazdri (1,200 tr.), got 
an increment of conditional and unconditional 500 (300 tr.). 
Sicidat Khan, .son of Siadat Khan tJghlfin, a 'I^hazari 
(200 tr.), got an increment of 500 (same tr.), (^halib Khan 
son of Rustam Khan Sharza Bijapuri, a ‘Ihhazdri (:) 000 tr.).

Chin Qalich Khan Bahadur, Subahdar of Bijapnr, was 
appointed faujdar of Talkokan AdiJkhaiii, ‘Azanmagar 
Belgaon, and thanadar of Sanpgaon, vice Saif Khan. A 
i-hazdn (3,000 tr.), he got an mcremeiit of a bazar tr. and . 
a kror of dam as reward. Niaz KHian wa.s appointed his 
deputy, getting an increment of 500 tr. to his rank of 5()0 
30 ^ 
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(300 tnj. Khaiiahzad Khan, cIo«e to the Einperor*s person, 
was given the title of Mir. 

After having done the recording of certain events of 
this year, I shall now nairate the conquest of Kondlina and 
other events. The Emperor ordered his soldiers to mount 
the hill under the command of Tarbix-at Khan, Mir Atish, 
and fire on the besieged. The Khrui mounted (big) guns 
on a hillock opposite the tower of this tall fort, and for some 
time engaged in burning the enemy and demolishing their 
towers aticl battlements, so that the beastly enemy were 
driven out of their grazing ground. On Thursday, the 
8lli April, J703/2nd Zil.H., this and otlier forts capitu- 
lated. It was renamed Bakhshenda Bakhsli. 'I'ruly it is 
so strong a fort that no amount of exertion but only the 
Gixxtr’s gift could have led to its conquest. As tlic rniny 
season wes im])eiiding and the difficulty of the road extreme, 
[475] in view ol ilie fact tliat the Kniperor\s aim was 
jvstricted to the conquest of fort Rajgarh, it was decided lo 
pass the rainy season at Muhiabad Puna, and afterwards 
pursue the object. On Saturday, the 24th April, 17()3/]8tb 
Zil. H., the return march to that place was ordered, and it 
was reached on Saturday, the 1st Max*" 25th Zil. II. 

[ shall narrate an incident of this period whicli sliows 
tlie Ivmperor’s regard for his servants, recognition of merit, 
and attention to the rules governing men and ])CTfecL 
justice. 

^ At the time of the imperial camp alighting at Puna, In- 
chance tlie quarters of the Ainir-ul-umard xvere located on a 
loxv land and those of 'Ttta 3 ^etul]ah KImn, nnzim of Khalsa 
and tan on a higher tract. After some time when the Khan 
had enclosed the land ^adjoining the quarters of his liareni, 
Va.sant, eiiinich of the Aniir-ul-umara, sent a man to say 
‘‘Get out ol this place, the naxvwab’s tent will be pitched 
here^’. The Klinu sent replv ‘‘Very well ; please wait till I 
liax^e found some other spot in this vtisl, in which T liave to 
take up (my) quarters^. The eunuch gave a rude answer. 
The Khan removed hi.s tent to another place in the same 
neighbourhood, and the Amir -ul-uniara's tent was set up 
there. From the uews-slieet of Iklilaskesh, news-xxndter of 
the kachari [476] of the diwan, this matter came to the 
l^ipcror’s knowdedge. He immediately ordered Plamidud- 

Khan Bahadur to go and tell the Amir-ul-nmara, ‘Tt 
Was not done well. You should go to j'our former place or 
.some other spot. The man who had set up his tent before, 
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should remain in^hrs own phice"'. The Kluin conveyed 
the order. The Aniir-ul-umara dehiyecl in consenting to 
it. The Khan Bahadur leaving him iheve went in a 
friendly manner to Tnavctullah Khan’s house and narrated 
the occurrence, saying *‘It is l)cUet tiwil you should go to 
Aniir-ul-umara and say that yon hrue got another place 
and that you don’t wish him to change his quarters.” 
‘Tnayetiillali Khan said ”Yoii went to tlic Amir-ul-ninaiTt 
by command. How can I go to Iiim withemt order ?” The 
Khan Bahadur on coming to the Ivinpercn* rej)ortcd the. 
whole afi'air. Next day when iiie Amir-ul-njiuira came to 
His Majesty at the time of holding Court., the Emperor 
ordered Ihtaniam Khan Qul to take tlu* Amir-nlmmara to 
‘Inayetullali Khan and make* him beg ]>ardi>n Tor wliat lii\il 
(X'currcd. Asad Khan Iiad Jiot so many lives ihai he could 
disekey tlici orcicr now. Ho submillcd miU carried out the 
order. ^Amir Khan sent me to co»ivey this message, to 
‘InriyetnlJah Khan. “Such an order lias been issued. Bin 
it is advisable that you slionld quickly petition i!k.- Knypero^ 
to postjxme the visit of the Amii-uhiunara.” My going at 
iiiid*day and the visit of the Amir-ul-uninrii to the Khan’s 
house happened at die same time. My message remained 
iindcJiverecl. B}^ chance Hnayetnllali Khan was at his batli. 
Tile Amir-nKuma.ra came and sat down in tlic diwan- 
klianali in wldch ttie carpel liad not t)ccn yet spread. The 
Khan quickly came out, llie Amir-ukuniara took his hand, 
rose, and riding br(nighl liiin to his own house. [477 j He 
prc.seiited one thdu of clotli by way of welcoming to tlie 
Khali and ne\cr to the cucl of the period of their being 
together did lie in any way express complaint or displeasure 
(against tlie Klian) biit increased his favours and attempts to 
jileuse. Such men Ino.e lived andc*r the sk\^ and passed the 
stages of their lives in this cxctdlent manner ! 

After a .stay of six months and eighteen days, in.srnte 
of famine on account of drouglit, death of the poor, 
lamentation of the weak, the disappearance of wlicai, vetch 
and rice, the filling of Shahganj (royal market) to the brim 
with tlie groans of the stricken beggars, the Eini)eror’s 
resolution would not turn back, let the cele.stial firmament 
turn back if it will ! So, on Wednesday, the 10th Novemlicr, 
1703;T2th Rajab, the army maivlicd out for the conquest 
of Kajgarb. Four feox from tliis fort’^’ is*a kotal reaching

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up to the sk}'. Although for two months labourers had 
been working hard to level tlie ups and downs, 5 'et when 
can the looks of earthly men rise to the sky, and where 
can the hand of the celestials be equalled by that of the 
terrestrials ? * * * In seven days the army crossed the pass, 
and after [478] passing one more stage, arrived on Sunday, 
the 28th November/80th Rajab, at the narrow plain at the 
foot of the fort. 

Fort Rajgarh is a hill .second only to the fort of the 
towered sky.

Its circuit is twelve has. Imagination cannot CsStimate 
its height. Its thorny jungles and spectre-haunted chasms 
can be traversed onlj^ by the wind. Nothing can descend 
on it except rain! In former days, the ^Adilkhani kings 
oossessed it. The infernal Sliiva after gaining possession 
^of Rajgarh ], made terraces on three sides around it on a 
bwer level [machi] and there built three strong forts, 
namely Suveld and Padvidvati sittiated towards Kokan 
uplands, and Sanjivani on the si<le of Kokan lowlands; 
lie thus made its capture by any eiienn^ impossnile. 
On Thursday, the 2nd December, 1703/4th Shaban, the 
Emperor issued orders that under the su];)ervision of Hainid- 
uddiii Khan Bahadur aiid management of Tarbiyat Khan, 
Mir Atish, the army should begin the attack on the fort. 

[479] The infidel now in hell (namely Shivaji) had 
formed a triangular enclosure, which is called a ryumi 
( ? elephant’s trunk) in the language of military fortification, 
by erecting two tliick walls from the postoin-gatc (wicket) 
of the fort of Padmawat to ilic end of the hillock, and making 
these two walls meet at a point. IJelow both of lliesc (walls) 
the path decline.s so sharply and is so full of slippery holes 
that no one can pass there on foot. At the junction of the 
* two walls, Shiva had built an even stronger tower, which 
opened upon the back of the hillock opposite to it. Here he 
had collected war materials. 

As the apex of tills tower is thirty yards in height, 
5^ight as a stretqhed rope, the two active generals told off 
the Eniperof for the attack, "working from the side of 
PMmawat, built a raised battery, loft}* as a hill, opposite 
thi^! tower and carried the work up to the san^-chin 
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(protective bulwark of loose stones round the raised plat- 
form). ^Vl^ile this work was being pushed on, although the 
garrisf)!! erected batteries of their own, they did not s'uccetd 
(in .stopping tlie imiieri.ilists). Our thundering guns, 
which were planted at certain jwint.s to demolish tlie fort- 
tovver-s and walls, did havoc to tiieni in many i.'lacts.

presented him with a rolje and a hoi.se. Shamshir Beg, 
grand.son of Aghar Khan was married to the daughter of 
(Raja) Ram. The bridegroom wa.s presented with three 
jewelled rings and a robe. Taqi Kiuin, grandson of 
Bahramand Khan, wa.s married to a daughter of Shaista 
Khan, he was presented willi ornament, s woi'th 6,000 rupees. 
Shaista Khan became faujdar and cjiladar of Mandn vice 
Nawazish Khan, son of Islam Khan Rumi. Mir Ahmad 
Khan, diwan of the establishment of Bidar Bakht Bahadur 
was apjxiinted deputy .Subalidar of Khande.sh. Ru.stani 
Khau Sliarza Bijapuri, who \va.s naih-Subahdar of Berai' on 
behalf of Khan Firuz Jang, and had lieen captured in battle 
with Nima [SindhiaJ, secured his release and returned to 
the Khan; from his rank of 7~hazari {.same tr.) a iiaziir (same 
tr.) was reduced. Td-ul-fitr occurred on the 27tli Jauuar\’, 
1704/ 1st Shaww'iil, 1115. Raja Nekuam was married to 
the daughter of (Raja) Ram and pre.sented witli a robe. 
Padaji, thanadar of Buddha Panchgaou, .son of Shiv.aji’s 
uncle, was a 2^-hasdri (1500 tr.); he now' got an increment 
of 500 zdt. Sarfaraz Khan had been removed from his rank 
for an offence; at Kam Bakhsh’s request he was restored to 
the niansah of O-liazdri {o-hazdr tr.). Saif Khau, son of Saif 
Khan Faqirullah, the dismissed qiladiir of Belgaon, liecame 
naib-Subahdar of Bijapur on behalf of Chin Qalich Khau 
Bahadur. [481 1 Mukhlis Khau who was formerly Mut'aqad 
Khan was sent' to Agra as qiladir. Firuz Jang Khan was 
rewarded for his punishment of Nima, with the title of 
Sipalisalar, an increment of ii-hazdr tr. which made him a 
^^-hazdri. (lO-hazdr tr.) and a kror of dam as in' dm. 
Pluhammad Amin. Khan Bahadur a S'hazari (1000 tr.) got 
]|kn increment of 500 zdt (200 tr.). Difir Ehan an officer 
iinder Firuz Jang Khim, a 7-h<tzdri (same tr.), got 600 tr. 
added to his rank. Sipahdar Khan nSzim of Allahabad, a 
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4-.ft<R!an (3,00p tr.|> vtros rewarded for the chastisement of 
Mahabat, zamihdSr of Jaunpur, with an increment of 500 tr. 
Hamid Khan Bahadm*! brother <if Khan Firuz Jang, a 2^* 
hazari ^1600 ,tr.)i got an increment of 500 zat (200 tr.). 
Raja Indra Singh, a B-hazari {2-hazar tr.) got an increment 
of 500 zdt, Rahimuddtn Khan brother of Khan Firnz Jang, a 
Itazaii (250 tr.) got 500 ziit (100 tr.) more. Sayyid Husain, 
succe.ssor at the tomb of Mir Sayi’id Muhammad Gispdaraz, 
was presented with a jewelled dagger and a lior.se with gold 
saz. Khidma'tgar Khan Kliwaja T.alib, iiCi/Av of the 
Emperor’s harem, died at the ba.se after a perifHl of illness 
from par.aljfsis. The Emperor had received Inm from Shah 
Na\v;iz Kliaii a.s part of his wife’s dowry ; lie ^va.s an old 
good-natured servant. Murbamat Khan .son of .\mii- Khan 
deceased, [482] a hazari (250 tr.), got an inhrement of 
150 troopers. 

Kamgiir Khan, dismi.ssed Snbalidar of Orissa, came to 
Court. Hamiduddin Rhan Rahadtir who received the 
ble.s.sed cap of Mian ‘Abdul Latif, and Tarhiyat Khan a 
dagger, were .sent to chastise the enemy spread near the 
river Ghod nadi. Mini'im Khan who had become diwan of 
Oie e.stablishment of tlic Crown Prince vira Mnhammad 
Asl.'.m Khan, became, diwan of the Panjab vice Sayyid 
Mirak Khan. Kani Bakli.sli had been reinstated a.s a 
20~hazdri (JU.WO tr.); 5,0(X) tr. of his former reduction was 
now restored. ‘AH N’aqi, daughter’s son of Shah ‘Abbas, 
king of Iran, was led by fortune to vi.sit tlie Ivmperor. p'ivc 
thousand rupees were given from tin; trea.sury of the port 
of Surat for his travelling e?crenses. On coming to court, 
he got the rank of B-hazdri (1,000 tr.) a lobe, a hor.se, an 
elephant, and a jewelled jigha. Mulmminr.d Muhiuddin, .son 
of Sikandar Khan Bija]niri, was married to tlse daughtcr 
of Sambha. The Enijjeror presented a dowry worth 7.0U() 
niiiees. The marriage of Raja »S!iahu, the son of Samhha, 
was settled ivith the daughter of Balrldmji. He was 
pre.sented with a jewelled belt, au cnaim-Ilei! sarptuli, and 
a jewelled jigha, worth 10,00() rupees. Tin.' iCmperor re- 
ceived a present sent by Muhammad ‘Azim on the occasion 
of the birtli of a daughter to vSuItan Farnikh vSii ar [483]. 

Qazi .?krani Khan got an dcpliant. Robo.s for the 
rain.® were sent to all the imperial .servants at the Court and 
in the provinces. Ru.statudil Khan was appointed faujdar 
of Kaniatak-Bijapuri vice Salabal- KUan. A l^-hazdri 
(1,000. tr,), he got 500 zdt (1,000 tr.) more and a kror of 
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dam as in' am. Khwaja Zahid, ambassador of Baikh, 
received on the day of interview a gold coin weighing 100 
mohars and a rupee weighing 100 rupees. On the day of 
taking congee he received a robe, a jewelled dagger, and 
.5,000 rupees in cash . A farmm with robe was sent to Bidar 
Bakht appointing him Subahdar of M.alwa in addition to 
Aurangabad. Baud Khan, naib of Nasrat Jang, became 
Kam Bakhsh’s dejintj'- in governing the subah of Bijapur, 
vice MnzalTar Khan. A 5-haz'dri (same tr^, lie got a hazdri 
(.same tr.) in addition. Murshid Quli Khan, defender* of 
the province of Ori.ssii and diwan of (the establishment of) 
Muhammad ‘Azini and of the province of Bengal, was a 
l^-hazdri (1,000 tr.) and now got an increment of 500 nuf 
(100 tr.). Hnmiduddin Khan Bahadur and Tarbiyat Khan 
wiio had gone to chasti.se the enemy, returned to Ccnirt 
according to command. On the 21st November, 1704/4th 
Shaban,f the Rmperor learnt that Firuz Jang Khan had 
started from Berar toward.s Hindustan to chastise Nima 
Sindhia and Chatrasal Bimdela. News came from in- 
hinnants on the frontier of Persia tlial Prince Muhainm;id 
Akbar, who had fled into the wilderness of di.sapjx)intmi;nl 
and whose affairs have been described in previous years 
(484 1 had died. The Emiieror con.soled himself by reading 
the verse of tarji'a and .said, “The great disturber of 
Hindustan has sub.sided.” He .sent the news to Zinat 
un-ni.sa Begani, and presented a mourning turban-end to 
Akbar’s .son Buland Akhtar. Condolatory turban-ends 
were .sent to his eldest son Nekusiyar in the fort of Agra, 
to Raziyyat-un-nisa| Begam, wife of Rafi-ul-qadr and 
Z.akiyyat-un-ni.s'a Begam, wife of Kliujistah Akhtar, the 
daughters of the deceased. 

1 .shall notv turn to the narratidn of the history of the 
remaining portion of the siege of Rajgarh. 

On Sund.iy, the 6lh February, 1704/llth Shawwal, 
our heroe.s mounted the tower and penetrated inside the 
wall, drinng the erteiny, who had come up to oppose them, 
back to confinement in the fort. They firmly establi.shed 
themselves here. Althongli these prisoners closed the door 
of submission on themselves and for a time did not slacken 
in di.sfhargiug guns, muskets, rockets and stones, and

of life, shook the resolution of the enemy; [485 j their 
generals F'irangaji and Danuiji’*’ sent an envoy to the liouse 
of Bakhshi-ul-miilk Ruhullah Khau to beg for quarters. At 
the Khan's interces>ion the Emperor ordered that the 
garrison might go out without arms or armour. On 
Wednesday, the Ifith Febi*uary/21st Shawwfil, they with 
their own hands planted the imperial banner on the top of 
the fort, and themselves retired to the pit of ruin. That 
very day Bakhslii-ul-mulk Hniniduddiii Khan Balifidiir with 
other grandees entered the fort by the door, and raising to 
the sky the loud shout of conquering four such forts, ex* 
polled the infidels as he had been coiuTiianded. * * 

Hamiduddin Khan Bahadur, who a few days before had 
received the increment of 500 sat (300 tr.), making him a 
ii^-hazdri (2-hazdr tr-) was now rewarded for his heroism 
with the permission to beat tl\e naubat, Tarbiyat K1)ati 
was rewarded for the conepest of the fort with an increment 
of 500 zdt (200 tr.) which made him a Hi^-hazari (T,800 tr,). 
[480] The Bakhshi-ul-mulk, who had been promoted to 
a H{-liaz(m (1500 tr.) \ras presented wa’th a costly jewelled 
sarpech. The fori was renamed Nabishahgarii. 

Capture of Torna fort : Toriia was situated four ko.N’ 
from Rajgarh. On Wednesday, the 23rd February, 
1704/28th Shaww^fil, the imperial tent was pitched In its 
neighbourhood, and the heroes, as usual, were sent to 
attempt the capture of the fort. * * In spite of the strength 
of the fort, Tarbiyat Khan engaged himself in running 
trenches on the side of its gate. Muhammad Amin Khan 
Bahadur closed the path of egress to the garrison on the 
other side. Other guards enclosed it around. * * [487 |. 

Amanullah Khan, grandson of Alaliwardi Klian J‘afar, 
who was famous for his reckless ^'alour in this family of 
brave men, in the night of Friday, the lOlh March, 
i704/15th Zil. Q., when the 89th Umar year of the 
Emperor's life began, inspired some Mnvle infantry, from 
his own side, so that first. one of them in disregard of life 
went up to the sangchin of the fort and fastened a rope ladder

(tnal) strongly to a rock, and then twenty-five otihers of the 
same party ascended the hill by means of the noose (r^- , 
ladder), entered the fort, and raised the din of fighting. 
The Khan, his brother ‘Atanllah Khan and some others 
in disregard of their live§ followed them quickly on hearing 
of it. Hamiduddin Khan Bahadur, who was walking on 
every side in search of an opportunit}^ tied a rope to his 
waist like the first party and entered close behind. The 
infidels who offered resistance were slain. The rest fled to 
the citadel and shut the door. Although this hard enter- 
prise in this simplified form was one of no small (danger), 
yet where could cowards resi.st the charge of heroes, and 
[488] the enemy became helpless and begged for quarters. 
The Emperor permitted them to leave the fort without their 
arms. The fort was renamed Fatnh-ul-ghaib. The Khan 
Bahadur Hamiduddin was rewarded witli a robe, a fathpech 
and doshdla from the Emperor’s own wardrobe. Amaniillah 
Khan by an increment of 50<J zdt (200 do dspii tr.) became a 
ll-hasSri (700 tr.). (Athens were properly rewarded. As 
through the bles.sedness of the aims of the Emperor, the 
people escaped the hardships and dangers ot p.issing the 
rainy season in this fatal region, the Emperor -set out on 
the Veturn march towards the old dominions for making 
chhauni id the neighbourhocKl of Junnar. [480 ] On 
Wednesday, the 15th March, .l704/20th Zil. Q., Mir Khan, 
close to the Emperor’s person, got his father’s hereditary 
title of Aniir Khan. The Emperor said, “When your 
father Mir Khan became Amir Khan he presented to the 
Emperor Shah Jahan one lakli of rupees ip return for the 
granting of alij (to his name). What will you present?” 
He replied, “May a thousand thousand lives Ije sacrificed to 
Your Majesty! My life .and pi'operty are all propitiatory 
alms {tasadduq) for the sake of Your MajeiJty !” Next day 
he presented to the Eanperor, a Quran in the handwriting 
of Yaqul. The Emperor remarked, “You have made a 
present which exceeds the world and its contents in price, 
and gave him an elephant. On Tttesday, the 9th May, 
1704/15th Muharram, Bakhshi-ul-mulk Ruhullah Khan 
died, in the fulness of his youth <»and prosperity. Mourning 
robes were sent to the houses of his scina K^lilnllaL. Khan 
and ‘Itiqad Khan (who afterwards got the title of Ruhullah 
Khan). They came to bow to the Etnperor who consoled 
them. The daughter of the deceased came to Court; she 
was consoled with the present of jewels- worth 6,000 rupees, 
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Mind Sadruddin Multanimacl Khan became second Bakhshi, 
vice the deceased. Mir Khanahzad Khan was ordered to act 
as his deputy pending his arrival from the base. Khuda« 
banda Khan became Khan-i-sanuin vice the decea.sed. On 
Monday the 17th April, 1704/*23rd Zil. H., the Emperor 
fixed his camp at [490J the village of Khed, which was 
renamed M.as'audabad. After st-aying hvre for seven and 
a half mouths, the array .started for VVagin-gera. * *

I have already narrated some of the incidents of the 
capture of Nasratabad Sugar from Pam Naik, his coming 
to the imjjerial Court at Haidarabad through the mediation 
of Khanahzad Khan, .son of Ruhulluh Khan, and his flight 
to hell shortly afterwards. 1491] Afterwards when 
Ruhullah Khan, son of Khalilullah Khan, was ordered in 
the 3‘2nd year of the reign (to go) from Fathab.ad Koragaon 
to conquer Raichur, Pidia, brother’s son and adopted son 
of Pam Naik, w'ho, in the 28th [corr. 27th | year at the 
time of the Emperor’s dismounting at Ahmadnagar, had 
come to Court and received a mansah, was taken by the 
Khan with him.wlf, as likeh' to render help in the work. 
Thi.s trickster informed the Khan, after the conquest of 
R.uichur that if he could get permission he would like to go 
to Wagingera for a week, rc])lcnish his materials and equip- 
ment, and come back. This place was a village within the 
jurisdiction of Sagar. Its habitations are situated on a 
hill. After Sagar had been wnested from Pam Naik, 
it developed into the home and refuge of the infidel (reljels). 
The Khan being deceived gave the permission. The wretch 
after reaching his shelter violated his promise, took up an 
attitude of oppo.sition, and tried to strengthen thi.s place, 
I.C., to make a qamargha with twelve or thirteen thou.sand 
musketeers. * * * 

When Jhe Khan employed force against him, he kept 
himsself safe partly by force and partly by money. The 
Khan was summoned to Court ; and he outwardly conducted 
himself as a tenant, continued to pay revenue, but gradually 
gathered togetlier wealth,, built a wall on one side of the 
hill, and assembled [492] fighting footmen, and thus 
constituted Wagin-gera. By increasing the buildings of the 
town and the cultivation in its neighbourhood, he acquired 
power and authority, and became th^e leading partner of the 
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Marathas in raising disturbances and rebellion, qnd dis- 
possessed the legitiiuate son of Pam Naik, tne lieir 

to the estate! The latter betook himself to the Court and 
took service there. After < learning of Pidia s robberms on 
all sides and his devastation (of the property) of high and 
low, the Emperor sent ‘Akam Shabto extirpate him. Then 
he interviewed the Prince find saved him.self from destruction 
by paving seven lakhs oil rupees (as tribi^). And dwing 
the governorship (lit., domination) of Ghaziuddm Khan 
Bahidur Firuz Jang, he iWlowed the same policy, and by 
paying in all a tribute of riine lakhs of rupees saved himselt. 

When the Emperor’is attention was absorbed in con- 
quering the country of Bijapiir, this short-sighted man again 
provoked his own min. 'i Till at last, the Emperor _^mng 
free from the conquest of t'no.se great forts and the opening ot 
so manv difficult passes leading to Junnar, 
retribution on the infidel arrived. On Sunday, the -2nd 
a'tober, 1704/4th Rajab, the Emperor set out towards it.

(In 
account of some offence, the Eiupcroj' ordered tliat it should 
lx- a tent [tambu) with qalandari and an euclo.sure of clotli 
screens {qandt..} Hafiz Mur Muhammad, Mir-i-saman of tlie 
establishment of Gauiiarara Bcgam, haviiyg written and 
corrected .selections from the Ahia-ul-ulum, .sent it as a 
present to the Emperor and was rewarded with an elephant, 
1000 rupees in ca.sii, and the title of [494 | Hflfiz Klian. 
Rustamdil Khan, the dismis.scd faujdar of Kaniatak- 
Bijapuri, was appointed naib-Subahdar of Haidarabad, vicf 
Daud Khan and received an increment of 500 zat (same tr.) 
to his rank of 2-hazari (1,000 tr.). Chin Qalich Klian 
Bahadur, nazim of Bijapur, got the faujdari vice him He 
was a 4-hazdri (.'same tr.). and now got .an incicmeat of 
2,000 tr. and 5 lakhs of dam a.s in' am. 

On Tuesday, the 13th M.arch 1705/28th Zil. Q., news 
came from Ahmad.lbad that Jahanzeb Bann Begam, wife of 
Shah ‘Alijah, had died. Some trusty female friends, w'ho 
had access to her, said, "a pimple of the size of a Until 
appeared on the nipple of her right bo.som. For some time 
medicine was taken, yet the swelling grew wide and tlik'k 
and its infiammatibn at times caused a burning fever. The 
doctors applied /medicines. At last Monsieur Martin, the 
Frenchman, said “There is a .skilful woman-surgeoi 
(hdziqa) among my relatives at Delhi. If she is summoned 
and after examining the patient tells me the details of the 
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case, she will be quickly cured.’’ After her arrival, the 
Begam said to her foster-brother (Koka), "Siimtuon her, 
and inquire about her age and habit of drinking wine.” The 
Koka after inquiry reported, “She i.s 40 years old, and 
drinks wine.” The Begam said, “It is certain that I shall 
not be able to .save myself from this disease which is daily 
increasing. 1 don’t wish that my body should be touched 
by a sinner.” Although the Shah pressed her, it had no 
effect. The disease lingered for two 5 ’ears, and at last she 
died.” In all two lakhs of rupees were spent in furnishing 
the corpse, shrouding it, distributing money and food [495] 
(to beifgars), sending the corpse to Delhi, and burying it in 
the cemetery of Khwaja Qutbuddin Bakhtiar. The Shah 
gave up hearing nm,sic and seeing dances, of which he was 
very fond from his youth. All her jewels were sent to 
Bidar Bakht. Her other things and cash were made over 
to the officers of Najib-nn-nisa Begam. 

Sayyid A.salat Khan, an officer serving under the 
Crown Prince, came to Court by command. At the Princc’.s 
request he received an increment of 500 sal (‘200 tr.) making 
him a .l^~hasdri (7(X) tr.). Ya'qub Khan at the recommenda- 
tion of Ibrahim Khan became faiijdfir of Pakhli Dhamtnr 
vice Rahmandad Khan and got an increment of a hazdr 
1roo{x;r.s. Kanhoji Shh’ke, a 5-hasdri (same tr.), got an 
increment of a hazdr sal, Miirid Khan, son of Hiinmat 
Khan, became qiladar of the port of vSurat, vice Dilir Khan 
decea.secl. Hamid Khan Bahadur quarrelling with Finiz 
Jaiig Khan came to Court. He was a 2-hazdri (1,000 tr.), 
and now regained the 500 sat (same tr.) which liad been 
reduced. Vasudeo, zainindar of Chandankera, got his first 
mansah (a H-barart zdt) and an elephant. Raja Shahu, by 
command, Avent to and came back from the house of F'iruz 
Jang with the troops of Haraidnddin Khan Bahadur. [496] 
Monday, the 4th June, I.705/2nd Safar had been fixed for 
giving leave to Kam Bakhsh to go to Haidarabad. But the 
Emperor postponed it. Chin Qalich Khan Bahadur 
Snbahdar of Bijapur, got in addition the posts of (faujdar of) 
Nasratubad Sakkhar and Mudgal vice Burhaniillah Khan 
and Kamil Khan; Saif Khun got the qiladari and faujdari 
of ‘Azamnagar attd Talkokan vice Chin Qalich Khan, with 
an increment of 500 sat (1,800 tr.)., Mirza Safavi Khan 
was married to the daughter of Mu'ajszam Khan deceased ; 
he was given a robe with a sarpech and 12,000 rupees in 
cash. Bakhsbi-ul-mulk Nasrat Jang Khan was prescatted 
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with a ring with a ruby set in il, worth 5,000 ruj)c:es. 
‘Inayetnllah Khan's wife was prcsculed with a pearl hadhi 
wortii 8,(XJ0 riijxies and other jewels. Hainiduddin Khan 
Bahadur's daughter was presented \vit!i an udnij ar.d 
makri with two pearls, Sipalidar Khan, nazim of Allahabad, 
a 4.-hazari (3,1)00 tr.), got an inerenieiit of a liazUr ^at, 
Fathullah Knan Bahadur ^Alamgirshahi got the thfuialidari 
of Lauhgarh vice Alah Yar Khan, with an increment of 
200 tr. On Sunday, the 2iid September/ 41)} Jamad. A., a 
farmdn wais issued calling Sfiah ‘Alijrdi to Court. On 
Sunday, the 9th vSeptember, 1705/lst Jamad. S., the 
subahdarship of the Punjab was given to tlie. Crowm Prince, 
vice Zabardast Khan. The snbalidriri of Burhanpiu ami 
Aurangabad was given to Shah ‘Alijah vice Bidar Baklit. 
Ibrahim [407 1 Khan, dismissed SiibalnUir of Kashmir, 
became vSubahdar of Aliniadabad vice the agents of Shall 
‘AlijVih. A ^)-haz(iri (same tr.) he got an. incj-euieiit of a 
fiazilr zdt (same tr.). Zabardast Kliaii, his son, became 
Subalidar of Ajmir vice the agents of vShiili 'Alijali. A 
hazd}i, he got an increment of 500 (1 ,000 tr.). MuiPirn Khan 
diw’an of the establishment of the Crown Pniict* and of the 
Subah of Kabul, became deputy governor of tlie ]\nnjab on 
behalf of the Prince, and faiijdar of Jammu on liis own 
l;ehalf. A liazdri (500 tr.), he got 500 zat (same tr.) more. 
Nawazish Klian became Subalidar of KasJnnir. MiPi/zr.ddin, 
Subalidar of Multan and Tntl.i l>ecame (also) fuujdar of 
Lakhi jungle vict? Zabarda.st Klum. Hayiitiillah Khan son of 
Cilia Qalicli Khan Bahadur was presented with an clcjihanl 
and a jewelled dagger. Mirza Safari Khan became third 
Bakh.shi. Tarbiyat Khan, Mir Ati'^li, was made qiPadar of 
Nabi.shahdurg and Muhifibiid up to the river lOiima. He 
got a hazdr tr. seh-handi, Haqi Khan, son of Ikhji Khan, 
uncle of Hainiduddin Khan, became qiladar of vVgra vice 
Kaluga r Khan, \ Hajari, he got 5iK) zei (.‘>i)() ir.) as 
an increment. Tarbiyat Khan, Mir Atisli, got in addition 
the daroglia.ship of the Dcccan a.rtillerv vice Mansur Khan. 
His .son Muhammad I.shaq was appointed his deputy, 
Wazarat Khan ^Arab Shaikh Miihaniin.Kl, diwan of Kain 
Bakhsh, was sent to settle Haiderabad. 

On Friday, the iGth November, ITUo /lOtli Shaban, 
[498 1 the snbahdari of Malwa was ordered to be continued 
to Eidar Baklit, Mukhtar Khan nazim of Agra, in reward 
for the conquest of Sansani, a pr^session of the rebel 
Rajaram Jal, wliich was cajitnred for the .second tiin^ on 
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Tuesday, the 9th October, 1706;/ 2nd Rjyab, got an addition 
of 500 zai to his rank of S~hazari. The Eniiiei'or learnt that 
Durgadas Rathor, who had left the army of Shah 'Alijah, 
had returned. He was ordered to be restored to the rank of 
3-hazari {2-hazar tr.). 

I shall now turn to the siege of Wagin-gera. The inter- 
vening .space was covered in three inoiiths and a^ew daj's, 
and oil Thursday, the 8th February, 1705/4th Shawwal, 
the army arrived near it. Chiu Qalich Khan Bahadur, .son 
of Khan Firuz Jang, nazim of Bijapur and jagirdar of this 
country, who had hastened with the advanced detachment 
by command, took up a jxisition a quarter of a kos from the 
fort, in company with Muhammad Amin Khan Baliadur, 
Tarbiyat Khan Bahadur and the officers of the artillery. 
The Emperor’s camp {daira) was located at a distance of a 
kos. Everyday the enemy sallied forth and fought the 
imi>erialist.s. And as some thousand active musketeers and 
vigorous troopers, Hindu and Muslim, mostly of the Sayyid 
and other tribes, and servants of the best of Khalifas were 
opposed to them, severe struggle.s took place. The lug guns 
from the top of the hill cau.sed tumultuous slaughter; rocket.s 
followed each other vehemently. One morning Chin Qalich 
Khan Bahadur, Muhammad Amin Khan [499 1 Bah.adur, 
Tarbiyat Khan Bahadur, ‘Aziz Khan Rnhila, and Ikhlas 
Khan Miana, on the look out for opportunities, seized a 
hillock named Lfil Tikri, the capture of which would greatly 
weaken the enemy. The enemy learning of it, came in a 
large body, and so stoned the occupants of the hillock that 
they could not stand. The heroes waited for an opportunity 
to encitclt the infantry. But the work did not prosjier and 
they turned back. Although Kam Bakhsh and the Amir- 
ul-umarS wete .sent, the efforts of the warriors did not 
succeed. The Empei-or after the retreat ordered them to 
give up the endeavour from that side and try to promote the 
work from other sides. 

That day, when Chin Qalich Khan Bahadur and Muham- 
mad Amin Khan Bahadur were riding out with a party to 
select the places for the trenches, by chance a cannon-ball fell 
upon them. Two legs of the horse of one and a foreleg of tlie 
hor.se of the other were blown away ; but the two generals got 
down in safety. The Emperor on hearing of it sent with hi.s 
? personal (servant) Amir Khan two Arab horses with gold 
sSz for the two generals and one precious perfumed pastile 
of amber for Chin Qalich Khan and gratified them. In 
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sliort, the heroes planned to I'un trene.lies bclweeu Ival Tikri 
and the hillock opposite the pi*tla and Dliedapur, Muhammad 
Amin Khan Bahadur establisiied an outpost for repelliii;:^ 
the enemy between Lai Tikri ami the place of the trenclievS. 
Sultan Husain, surnamed Malang, with tlie men of the 
Prince kept his hold on the conquered liillock for some time. 
[500] And similaiLv, Biicjr Khan, son of KiiliuJlah Khan 
boldly inaiiitained liimself long on anotiier hiUoek. Tiicse 
two parlies encountered the enemy day and night, and 
checked tlieir assault. In spite of the daily crowding of the 
enemy against these men, it seemed liktdy for the work to 
succeed sooji, when the r.ews spread that the Maratlias were 
coming to aid the eneiu}'. On Tlmrsdrn^ the ^ih Marcli.. 
1705/23rd Zil. Q. Dliaiia Jadav and Hindu Kao with live 
or six lliiHisand troopers arrived near the imperial arniv. 
As the families of many (of tlunn) were living in the protec- 
tion of this foil, tiiey kept the imperial army in |;lay, and 
earned olT the families' by .the other side of the hill. O'hev 
advised the chief of Wdgingera thus, --‘‘With all our joint 
armies and materials, yon and uc cannot oppose Ll;e 
Lmperor. ff your liill be of iron, it nould bo dissolved and 
if your fort. l'.c of brass, it would be overthrown by him. 
Don’t ruin your country. Don’t overthrow your zamindari. 
Don’t rely too nmcli on vonr remaining iiropcrty. vSav'c your 
army from being scattered.” Regarding the Marathas as 
his helpers in lii.s evil day, he liad kept them attached to him 
by means of a daily subsidy of sonic tlioiisands of rupees. 
The money went out of the ]»nrse of this luckless man, but 
what came from tlieni (the Marathas) in rctmai? Tlvv 
Maratlias at his instigation, aiipeared on some oevasions from 
the ^’arious sides of the camp, but being oroken they lied u,- 
the hills. Several times great feats were perfoi uKal through 
the forward mo\ement of Mnliaininad Amin Klnn li;iiiadur, 
iramidiKldin Khan Bahadur’, Amrumllali Khun [oOl i ;ind 
other henxjs. In the meantime, the rebel clii- f mad.* over- 
tures for peace. He gave a letter containing a prayer for 
safet}' and some other requests to ‘Abdul (lhani Kashmiri, 
a hawking grocer, who had no (uierdiandise) under his arm 
save fraud and duplicity and had attained to (influence on) 
the chief by tricks. and deception. As ifiat unclean fellow 
was not one of the grandees known to the. Ivmperor, he 
brought the letter to Hedayetkesh, thy general news-reader, 
who had once had an occasion to speak to him and said, 
had gone to take a walk towards the fort, and was delayed 
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by liaviii" to ])erforin the evening prayer. At that time 
some men of the Berad Chief airived and carried me away 
bound. He after some inquiry wrote and gave me this 
letter’ \ 

Hcdayetkesh reported the matter to tlic Bmperor, who 
in spite of his prudence, experience, the indications of the 
approaching end of the siege, and knowledge of the worth of 
tliat worthless fellow, said that the prayers would be 
granted. The Prince was ordered to be the mediator for 
these affairs. The rebel chief sent to the Court his brother 
Som Singh, who desired the zamindari, the name of Pidia 
and a mansab for him; he got rewards aiid a mansab on 
coming, Muhatasham Khan, son of Shaikh Mir, a debtor 
of llie Kashmiri, who was living without a mavsab and 
making no exertions (in the siege) and had been through 
the deception of that unclean creature appointed as qiladiir. 
was taken inside the fort with some men after being given a 
mansab, [5()2’| Som Singh spread the tale tliat Ihdiii had 
turned mad and fled from the fort. The Kaslimiri l)ro\ight 
a message from his mother that the wretch had fled with the 
Maratha devils, that Som Singh might now be permitted lo 
come to th-' fort and engage in the duties of zamiiidar, .'uid 
that the fort would be vacated in a week. Tl was done. The 
Kashmiri w^as given a mansab of 3-hundrcd. Hedavotkesh 
for a few days got the title of Hadi Klian and ■j^roinotion. 
The fire of the trenches was stopped. The generals were 
summoned to Court. As the deceiver had imagined tliat 
according to liis fraud and promises the Pvinperor would 
march away and liis jugglery and hypocrisy M’oukl succeed 
but the affair did not result as he had expected, — lie delayed 
in evacuating the fort and admitting the imperialists, and 
opened the door of disturbance with the desire of fighting. 
He knew' not what enormous materials for ensuring the 
success of the w^ork the Emperor had kept in view during 
the negotiations for peace and what mass of water had been 
poured [by him on the tree of j his object during the few 
days that the fire of slaughter was extinguished ! 

To put it shortly, in this interval of delay Baklishi-ul- 
mulk Zulfiqar Khan Bahadur Nasrat Jang who had been 
ordered to come to Court from Burhanpnr with treasure, 
quickly arrived with Rao Dalpai, Ram Singh and a strong 
force ; Baud Khan who was acting at Jinji as naib of Nasrat 
Jang arrived speedily with Bahadur Khan and a large party ; 
Yusuf Khan, qiladar of Qamamagar and Kamyab Khati 
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[503] qiladar of Gulbarga and other faujdars and qiladiiirs 
with excellent corps arrived. Tlie finiperor ordered Nas’^at 
Jang to capture the fort and punish the enemy. TJie day 
following the interview^ the Khan went to view the fort on 
the side of the hillock of Sultfni and Bagr Khan. 

The enemy firing muskets from tlieir pcrclies in the petta, 
advanced to fight, and were beaten, many being slain, and 
the rest fleeing to their holes, and firmly hoVlnig the wall 
of the petta. In this day's fight many of the followers of 
Rao Dalpat, after fighting valiantly, were slain or wounded. 
Jamshid Klum Bijapnri was killed by a cannoh-ball. Nasrat 
Jang firmly planted himself a sliort distance fjconi that wall. 
By order Hamiduddin Khan Bahadur, Tarbiyat Khan 
Bahadur and otliers joined Nasrat Jang. Chin Qalich Khan 
sat down between the trenches and Lai Tikri to punish tlic 
enern^^ After a few days he was ordered to patrol round 
the fort with Muhammad Amin Khan and other Mughals, 
and Baklishi-ul-niulh Mirza Sadrnddiu Muhammad Khan 
vSafavi, to keep his place hot for him. Meantime Nasrat Jang 
had cai)tured some wells situated on the skirt of the. Iiill 
whence the enemy used lo draw water, and by setting uj> 
]^ali.sades (katgara) and making head-covers (? ''tortoises’* 
or wide .shields), had come clowse to the wall. Till at last on 
I'riday, the 27th April, 1705/14111 Muharram [5041 relying 
on God and tlie l^mperor, he ap])oinLecl for the assault Dane! 
Khan with his brothers from one side, and Hamiduddin 
Khan Bahadur, Tarbiyat Khan Bahadur and other heroes 
from another; while he him.self stood on horseback to sujjport 
them. I'lie heroes, eager for honour, ran on foot from botli 
.sides; the enemy who fought while fleeing could not resist 
the onset. Ahicating the pettah they fled to the fort. The 
victors, traversing the ups and downs for one kos on fool, 
sli3dng and breaking the enemy, e.stabli.slic(l ihcm- 

.selves. When the accursed Berads and Marathas .saw the.ve 
victories, the Berad chief knew that he had no refuge save 
in fliglit, and stationing a bodv of musketeers to check the 
imperialists during the day, fled out of the other side of the 
hill with the Marathas, the companions of liis days of 
adversity. Towards evening the party of musketeers set 
fire to the houses and property {tnnn) and fled. The 
conflagration and the disappearance of the niiforlunates 
revealed the real circumstance. Daud Khan, Mansur 
Khan, and others ran towards the chief's house,, and found 
it empty. Before his flight he had confined Muhtashani 
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Klian hi his house. After the conquest of the fort the 
dooj* [505] was opened to the Khan. This great victory 
fell to the lot of f^hisrat Jang through the grace and good 
fortune of the Emperor. 

Next day, when Nasrat Jang interviewed the Emperor 
lie was rewar^ied with a jewelled sword, a horse, with gold 
,sdz and an elephant with silver accoutrements; DaucI Khan 
with a s\\'ard and a horse; his brother Bahadur Khan with 
an increment of 100 tr. and the granting of kettledrums; 
Rao Dalpat was rewarded by the prmnotion of his sons, and 
Rani Singh by an increment of 500. Hainidiiddin Khan 
Bahadur’s exertions were rewarded with an increment of 
800 tr. and a special robe, and those of Tarbiyal Khan Baha- 
dur with an increment of 200 tr. and the granting of nauhat ; 
Matlab Khan and Amaiiullah Khan each received an m- 
crement of 200 tr. and the nauhat, Saifullah Khan, Mir 
Tuzuk, who was that day wounded in the arm witli a 
musket-ball, received 100 moliars. Next day Amir Khan 
(close to the Emperor’s person), Bakhshi-ul-mnlk Mirza 
Sadniddin Muhammad Khan (vSafavi), and ‘Inayctnllali 
Kliaii, the chief of ministers, eacii recei\^ecl a promotion of 
500. Khw-aja ‘Ambar got tlie title of Khidmalgrir Khan, 
Khwaja Bakhta war the title of Khan and [50()1 each 
of t^m got an increment of a .100 zni (5 tr.). 
Qiizi .Akram Khan became, by an increment of 1.00, a liazdri, 
Chin Qalicli Khan Bahadur and Muhammad Amin Khan 
Bahadur, who had gone lo patiol in the ncighbourliofxl, 
done excellent work, and worked hard in the pursuit of the 
enemy, were summoned to Court after the enemy’s escape. 
The first by an increment of haznr zdt l>ccamc a b-hazdri 
(same tr.) and received 1 kror and 50 lakh ddni as iiihiin, 
an enamelled sword, and an elephant. The second received 
a sword and the increment of 500, which made him a 
4-hazdn (1,200 tr.). xSayyid Sarfaraz Khan was given back 
the 500 tr. formerly deducted, and thus became a Udiazdn 
(5,000 tr.), and also received a special robe and 1 ,000 mohars 
as reward. Faridun Khan and Hasan Khan, sons of 
Jamshid Khan deceased, received, the first 5(X) zdt (300 tr.), 
the second 500 (200 tr.) as increment, and thus each became 
a l^-hazdri, Mughals and other clans, Hindu and Muslim, 
of the forces of the two Khan Bahadurs, were favoured wnth 
promotion, horses, swords, and daggers. 

In sliort, a great celebration was made for the victory. 
The Muslims universally rejoiced. The peasants and

oonimoiialty, the high people and Sayyids of this country 
became composed and happy at the cxtiipation of the 
wicked infidel. The fori was renamed Rahman-BaklLsh 
Khera.

As the chief object of conquering this ronntry was to 
spread Islamic practices in an infidels* land and lo iinprcvo 
the coiiditiou of all tlie slaves, Chin Qnlicli Klian was sent 
with a ]>ort:on of the army to hasten and settle the neigh- 
bourhood, reassure and compose the ryots, wlio had fled 
far away in terror and liidden themselves, and stud messages 
of their being treated with justice anti favour, in order to 
induce llietn to return to tlieir old homes and engage in 
cultivation (again) : and to exact tri})ntcs fi-om scwie re- 
fractory chiefs or to punisli them. In view of furtlicring 
iliese works, the return of the timid inhabitants to Rahiiiau- 
Ilakhsli-Klicifi, the building of a fort and a mosque here, 
and the passing of the raiiyv season, tlu^ Kmperor ordered 
that .some jdace should be selected in the neiglihoiirhooil 
wliicli was suitable for the imperial camp. The officers 
cliose Dewapur, 3 ktis from Raljinan-Bakhsli-Kliera. near 
tiic Krishna. The Emperor reached the place in one Tiiaich. 
It was a truly cliarjuing seat, the Ciiuse of conjfort and re- 
pose to the peo])le. Thank.s to the Emperor, repose was 
ciijcn'cd. During the stay here, the tributes tliat had been 
collected reached the Emperor; the peasantry relumed to 
their homes and engaged in tillage, the rebels were 
chastised. Under tlie .supervision of Khwaja Mashuid 
Mahalli, a strong fort and a l;e:nitiful mo.sque were built, 
the superintendent being rewarded with the title of Mas'aud 
Khan. At this time, [508] Bakhslienda-naklisli Kondana, 
having been recovered by the enemy through the cowardice 
of the qiladar and tlie tricks of the enemy, the limpen>r 
sent Hamiduddin Khan Bahadur and Tarbiyat Klian 
Bahadur with a party of heroes, aftei* favouring them v/ith 
proper promotions and rewards and iielping them with 
money, to hasten there. 

ACCOUNT OF THE EMPEROR'vS ILLNESS 

Owing to the fickleneSwS of fortune, every soundness of 
health is clo.seIy linked to some kind of illness, and every 
happiness goes hand in hand witli^sonie misery. At this time, 
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when the people had acquired a little repose, suddenly a 
stranjje disorder and bewildering distress took place, owing 
to the illness of the Emperor who was the life of the world 
and the ctnise of the repose of men. * * * 

At linst His Majc.sty, through his natural strength of 
mind and firmness of purpose, did not allow himself to be 
overcome by the disease, and so did not give up the tran- 
saction of business, but sometimes like the sun in the 
eastern sky, he showed his face at the small door of the 
Court (of Justice). The prayens of men reached his 
knowledge through the medium of petitions and letters, and 
he used to write suitable answers firmly with his own hand. 
Thereafter, through the severit}'’ of the illness and the 
increase of the pain, extreme depression seized him. and at 
times lie became unconscious. It seemed likely, that through 
this terrible [509] occurrence, the kingdom and the faith 
would break uji. The people preferred their own death to 
their lives, but could not get it (death). Great agitation 
seized the camp. Wild and heart-sickening rumours began 
to spread. Fools formed the unlucky ambition of boldly 
practising oppression in this di.sorderly country, where the 
eneunr lai' in ambH.sh evciywhere in search of opixirlunities. 

For ten or twelve days this stale continued; till at last 
tlie life-giver of the world breathed new lives into the bodies 
of tlie frightened |>eople; and the removal of the Hmperor’s 
illness gave peace and safety to the world. The turbulent 
enemy and evil-natured wrong-doei's scattered the dust of 
despair on their he.ads. Amir Khan used to narrate, ‘’One 
day in extreme pain the Emperor muttered, 

‘By the time you reach your 89th or 90th year, 

You will have met with many afflictions from Time 
(or Fortune) ;

The Uw moan reached my ears, I quickly said to him 
‘Peace be with Your Majesty ! Shaikh Ganja has compo^d 
all these couplets merely as the preface to the following 
couplet ; — 

’Then, it is better for yon to be cheerful. 

For in cheerfulness you can remember God ! * 
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The .Emperor said ‘Reciie aj^ahi’. 1 recited it a 
number of times. He ordered me to show it written. I 
did so. He read it for :i time. The Giver of mercy to the 
helpless, the Remover of ilie pain of tn)iibled ” hearts, 
bestowed strength on the Cause of the world’s comfort, and 
[51.0] next morning the Emperor caim. to the Court of the 
oppressed. Tlie people got back their lives. The Emperor 
said ‘Your couplet gave me jjerfect recovery and brought 
wonderful strength to niy weak heart’. The method.s 
which doctor Hiiziq Khan employed in the Ivmperor's tre.at- 
ment were woi thy of the ancient doctors. Prai.ied be. God, 
and again prai.sed Ik‘ God ! This lucky man w.is, in reward 
of his excellent services, weighed against gold and in'cscntcd 
with a xarpcch. The lvnii)eror after gaining relief from the 
use of Cliina root (Sinilax China) which had done great gwd 
to his constitution, .sent away, to guard hi.? ov.-n siihah, 
Chin Oalich Khan Bahadur, who in excess of agitation hail 
quickly reached the camp. On Tuesday the i?3id ( Ictobei’, 
1.7(15 /.Idtli Rajah, the Emperor .set out for Bahudnrgarh in 
a palki (tahht). The rest of this month (Rajah) and the 
whole of the ne:rt (Shaban) were spent in the journey. On 
the way, yazi Akram Khan died. He wa.s unjiarallellcd 
in legal kiunv ledge and uprightnes-s. Tlie Kmjx’ror in 
recognition of his merits n.sed to .S])e.ik of him vuder the 
name of ‘the late most learned man’. 



CHAPTER L. 

50th vk/vr of the reign : 1117 a. h. 

(itii December, 1705 — 25th November, 1706. 

* * [611] On Thursday the 6th December, 1705/l.si 

Ramzan the imperial camp I’eached Bahadurs'arh. As the 
ojiicei-s, appointed to recover Bakhshenda-Bakbsh had onlv 
made a tour and circuit and putting off the accomplishment 
of their purpose to another time, had returned to Court, 
Zulfiqar Khan Bahiidur Nasrat Jang, who after the capture 
of Rahman-Bakhsh-Khera had l^eu scut totvards Am-.mg.a- 
bad in pursuit of the thieve.^, was summoned to Court, and 
had interview at Bahadurgarh. 

On the 2;ird January 17(X5/.l9th Sbawwal* when the 
imperial army began its march for Ahmadnagar, the Kh.an 
"(Nasrat Tang) after Irciug suitably favoured, was sent against 
Bakli.sl;cncla-Bakhsh. In addition to his own tr>x>ps, 
Tarbiyat Khan Bahadur, ziPadar of this quarter, obeyed 
orders (by joining Na.srat Jang). Shahu, son of the 
infidel Sambha, who was residing within the gul.ilbar, w.as 
ordered to accompany the array of Nasrat Jang. (.)n Fridciv 
t'.a 25th Jamiary, i706/21st Shawwal, for some political 
r'''isons, his tent was ordered to be pitched clo.se to the daira 
of the Khan and he was pre.sented with a special robe and 
two costly udrdj. The imperial camp returned to Ahmad- 
nagar, after the lapse of 22 years, on Sunday, 20th 
January /T 6th ShawAval. [512] 

On Thursday the ‘21.st March, 1706 /17th Zil. H. in- 
formants rtiwrted to the Emperor that Nasrat Jang had 
recajrtured Bakhshenda-Baklnsh, and expelled the k*aten 
garrison without arms and accoutrements. Prince ‘Alijah, 
who had been engaged in governing Gujrat, on hearing of 
the Ejiiperor’s illness, had in his excess of love and devotion 
applied for permission to come to Court. By order, he 
arrived and had audience on the 25th March, 1706 /21st 
Zil. H.. Bidar Bafiiht was ordered to put down the enemy 
.who had spread ’towards the proving of Gujrat, on account 
of the delay in the arrival of Ibrahim Khan who had been

He gratified her dependants with nianj^ kinds of con- 
solation and favour. He appointed Hafiz Khan^ her 
inirsamau, as diwan of Lahore vice Muluuntnad Aslam 
I Khan. Saj^yid Muhammad, grandson of Qdzi Muhammad 
j AsUiin deceased who was the Emperof ’s iistddf was a])]»ointed 
* vSadr of the same Subah. Khwaja Zakria and Khwaja 
Yahya, sons of Sarbuhmd Khan Khwaja Musa and 
daughter’s sons of Prince Muhammad Mu^izzudin, had 
audience and received robes and cash gifts. Tarbiynt Khan 
Bahadur’s daughter received ornaments worth 4,000 ru])ees 
to the delight of her father. Chin Qalich Khan Bahadur 
heoaiiic faiijdar of Firuz-Nagar vice Ynsiif Khan, and also 
faujdar of Talikota vice Qudralnlluli Khan. Muhammad 
Muhasan, brother’s son of Bakhslii-nl-niulk Mirzd Safavi 
Khan having newly come from Persia, interviewed the 
Emperor. Amat-ul-llamid , daughter of Hamidiiddin 

Khan Bahadur was presented with ornaments worth 2,000 
rupees. Surafniz Khan, a Miaziiri (^yhazdr tr.) was re- 
w'arded for the pursuit of Pidia Naik with the increment of 
a haziir troopers. Jagia, deshmukh of Nasratabad, a 
2l-hazdri (1,500 tr.) received an increment of [514] ^y-sadi. 
Mulla Haidar, n<td(l of Muhammad ‘Azim, and Qiizi of 
Delhi, had been siimmotvd to Court to be made Qazi of the 
imperial camp. He now arrived and got the high post. 
At Nasrat Jang’s request, the zainindari of Mau-inaidana 
was given to his officer Raja Ram Singh H.ida virc Rao 
Budh Singh. This Emperor, so gracious in tlu: malorial 
and spiritual spheres alike, had been permilled by vSliaikh 
Abdul Latif, the chief of saints, to put away from himself 
the surname of Abiil Faiyaz (“the father of bounties’’), and 
now, out of kindness and favour to ’Aiijah, \hiit prince was 
directed by His Majesty to a.dd this ti’ : to his own 
name.**'

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Khudabanda Khan, Khan-i-sanian, a 2^-hazdri (1,000 tr.), 
>:ot an increment of 500 sat (200 tr.). The enemy who 
were commanded to be henceforth w'ritten of as 'thieves’, 
appeared two kos from the camp. The Emperor ordered 
Khan-i-‘Alam, Bakhshi-ul-mulfc Sadruddin Muhammad 
Khan Safavi, and others to go and chastise them, AvS thej', 
in the thick of the battle, sent repoi'ts of the numerical 
superiority of the ‘cneinj’ to the Emperor, he .sent 
Hamiduddin Khan Bahadur and Matlab Khan to their aid, 
after presenting them with amulets for safety. The enemy 
were beaten back. Khan-i-'Alam and Munawwar Klian 
were .sent to Shah ‘A(lijah, with the present of swords. 
[515 ] A ring set with an emerald, carved with the name of 
Chin Qalich Khan Bahadur was .sent to him. Baqi Khan,

“The work succeeds tlirougJi the Emperor’s favour; 
Baqi (J . he and 2, the re.st) is a mere pretext (as the doer 
of it) r; 

Gajtiara Begam and ‘Iffat-ara Begam, daughtcr.s of 
Shall 'Alijah, and Bakht-un-nisa Begam, daughter of Bidar 
Bakht, came to Court : each. was pre.sented with ornaments 
varying in price from eight to ten thousand rupee, s. Nasrat 
Jang Khan hastened with light kit, for punishing the 
‘thieves’ near Aurangabad sending his baggage to Court, 
with Ram Singh Hada. Abul Khair Khan, faujdar and 
qiladar of Jiuinar, son of 'Abdul ‘Aziz Khau, who had 
received his father’s title, became administrator {wali) of 
the tomb of Mian Shaikh ‘Abciial Latif, situated in tlie 
Daulatmaidan quarter of Buriianpnr. Qami'uddin Khan, son 
ot Muhammad Amin Khan, wa.s pre.sented with a yamani 
sarpech, and Muhammad Hasan, son of Mukhli.s Khan de- 
ceased, with a jewelled ring. On Tnesd-ay, the 18th June, 
170f)/17th Rabi.A., a round box full of jewels and one 
bundle of .special dresses were’ sent to Sultans Dadar 
Baklrsh and Dawar Bakhsli, in condolence for the deaths of 
their parent.s, Izid Bakh.sh and Mihr-un'^nisa Begam, the 
daughter of the Emperor. On Sunday the 80th June/20tli 
Rabi. A., at the eud of the. night the Emperor learnt that 
Buland Akhtar had died. Khwaja Ma'saud Khan was sent 
to convey his three .sons and the ladies [616] of his harem 
to the fort of Alunadnagar, Jewels and mourning robes 
were presented to Chamni Begam, th6 daughter, and to 
Sultan Fatiha Qariba and other swis of the deceased, 
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vSatva who was at Islanipuri, died. On Thursday 

the 25th July, 1706, Tarbiyal Khan Bahadur was sent 
towards Rahman-Bakhsh-Kliera to chastise the ‘thieves’. 
Abu Nasar Khan (son of Shai.sln Khan), an ofticer serving 
in Bengal, became vSubahdar of Oiu’h vicr Mirza Khami- 
'Alam deceased. A S-hasdri (2,000 tr.), he received an 
increment of 5^)0 tr. Siw Singh, qiladar and faujdar of 
Rairi, became qiladar and faujdar of Nabi^li.'ilidurg, 
vice Ivodi Khan, and also qiladar of Chakna vice ‘Abdullah, 
tliaiiadar of Shirwal. A li^-hazari (1,000 tr ), lie received 
an increment of 500 zdt (800 tr.). ‘Azznddin, son of 
Mu‘izzuddin, and Muhammad Karim, son of Muhammad 
‘Azim, had been enjoying daily allow aii(‘e.s ; each \vas 
presented with forty lakhs of darn. The t'roxvu Prince sent 
the robe of ap])ointment for the po.st of liis Court agent to 
Muhammad Iklila.s-kesli, (whose name, tli rough the gr;ice 
of the Emperor had been prefaced by tlic holy word 
‘Muhammad’ and thus rendered famous as Mnliammad 
Iklilfis), and the latter' made his bow' to tlie Emperor. 

Mehtar Mubarak, Tnes.senger of the king of Balkli, 
had audience, and presented a.s pe.slikash, tuelve horses and 
five iniilcs. Two dillis of robes, an elephant, and a horse 
were sent to Mu'izzuddiii Bahadur in rewax'd of his concpiest 
of Malik Ghazi. Muhammad Raza, sun of ‘A!i Mardaii 
Khan Haidarubadi iDecamc qiladar of Ranigarh vice his 
deceased father. [517 j A hnzdri (200 tr.), he received an 
increment of 200 in Mfindhata, son of Rao Kaiihii, an 
officer under Na.srat Jang, xvas appointed in company with 
Yasin Khan to conquer the forts Hanumant-gaidi and 
Parichhitgarh, witliin the promised period of one year. 
Tnayctullah Khan, muUiiiaddi of tan and khdlsa, used to 
stand on the carpet. The Emperor granted liiri the 
honour of standing wnthin tlie railing {katru). Mehtar 
Mubarak, the envoy^ on the day of taking congee, received 
a robe, a dagger, an elephant, and 5,000 rupees in cash. 
Yusuf Khan, qiladar and faujdar of Qamamagar, became 
qiladar and faujdar of Imtiazgarli vice Chin Qalicli Khan 
Bahudnr. A hazari (600 tr.), he received mi increment of 
500 tr. Zinat-un-uisa Begam had bled herself. The price 
of tasadduq was sent to her, viz,, 2,000 rupees from the 
Emperor; 2,500 rupees from Shah 'Alijah; l,0i30 ruj)ees 
from Kaiii Bakhsli, Hamiduddin Khan Bahaduy showed 
the Emperor some sarpcches of chthan^work which he 
graciously accepted. ***"***

Muhatnm.'id Amin Khan Chin Bahadur, a i-luuiin 
(J,*200 tr.) received an increment of .'100 tr. ‘.Aziz Khan 
Bahadur Chaghtai, a '2,^-hazdri received an increment of 50l) 
zdt ; Sulaiman Khan, son of Khizir Khan Batani, a 1-|- 
haziiri, got an increment of 500. Khw.aja Khan, brother’s

DEATH OF THE EMPEROR :

After accomplishing holy war by wresting the. spacious 
land of Deccan from the hands of hellish infidels, and con- 
quering the forts of this region, on Sunday, the 20th 
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Jaiuiary, 1706/I6th Shawwai j SyO] he aH);rhted at Ahinad- 
nagar. After one year of re'adencc there, owing to the 
fickleness of fortune, he fell severely ill at the end of the 
month of Shawwal of the olst regnal year (‘iOth December, 
l70t) — 2;lrd January, 1707). But lu* recovered from tlie 
illness. According to his usual custom, ho came to the 
‘‘Court of the oppressed** several times and engaged in the 
business of the vState. In the toursc oi* this time, Shah 
‘Alijah was sent to remedy the disorders of the snbah of 
Malvva, and Kam Bakhsli started for Bijapui* us Snbulular. 
After a space‘of four or five da 3 ^s, a severe fever attacked 
His Majesty, and for three days, a.llliougli the scvciaty of it 
continued, lie by exerting his natural strength of purr'O.se 
and loftiness of spirit came to the Court ('adiilali/dh) di every 
one of the live hours of prayer, lor the purpose of offering 
his pra^’crs with tlie congregation, reciting Ci>d*s n.ime and 
|Kn*forming (other) religious duties ; and he did not neglect 
a single item (of woiship). Tn these days he frcquentlv’' 
recited this couplet : 

“In a twinkle, in a inimite, in a breath, 

The condition of the world changes.’* 


[oiJl j 111 the afU-rnoori of Thursday', the Itmperor was 
shown a petition of Hamiduddin Khan Bahadur i)roj)osiiig 
the giving away of an elephant as tasadduq, and l)Cgging 
thfit 4,000 rupees, the price of the elephant, miglit be 
eulnisted to the Qazi-ul-qazdt Mnlla Haidar for distrilniLion 
among llie poor. The Rmperor wrote the letter sad 
(^correct') on it. On the top (of the sheet), wliile he was in 
a condition winch was almost that of the parting of life, he 
wrote “Convey this worthless person (khdksar) to llic first 
stage”. On llic morning of BTiday, tlie '20tii I'^ebruary, 
1707/28th Zil. Q. 11.16., the Emperor came out and went 
to his bed-room {khdbgdh) lo perform his morning prayer, 
and engaged in reciting God’s names, end in s])ile of his 
being overcome by unconsciousness and difficulty of breath- 
ing, his fingers moved in counting the beads of the rosary and 
(hi.s tongue) in leiieating the phrase “There is no deity save 
\ God*’. When nearly one quarter of the day was ovxr, in 
: accordance with his own wish, — he used to say that it is a 
j great, boon to die on a Fridays — he pasjsed away\ ^ 

The Qazi, scholars, and pioi^ men engaged in furnish- 
ing and shrouding his corpse for burial, in the terims of his

last will, [622J performed the funeral prayer, and kept his 
bo(h/ in the khabgah, till at last at the request of Zinat-'tm- 
nisa Began, ^second daughter of the Emperor, Prince 
Muhammad *Azam, who had been halting twenty-five kos 
from the imperial camp, arrived on Saturday, the 22nd 
P'cbniary, 1707/30th Zil. Q., and weut into the deepest 
mourning. 

On Monday, the. 24th P'ebniary, the Prince in extreme 
grief carried the corpse on liis own shoulders up to the hall 
of justice, by way of escorting it reverently, and tlieu sent 
it away. According to His Majesty^s last will, he was buried 
in the courtyard of the tomb of vShaildi Zainuddiu [at 
near Daulafabad ] in a sepulchre built by the Em])eror in 
his own lifetime. 

[523] This place, called Khuldabad, is eight from 
Aurangabad and three kos from Daiilatabad. Tlxe red stone 
platform (chahutra) over his grave, not exceeding three 
yards in length, two and a half yards in breadth, and a few 
fingers in height, has a cavity in the middle.

He never dies whose heart is (ever) awake with love. 
My eternity has been inscribed on the pages of the world. 
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[ 525] The noble character of this perfect Sovereign. 
As his blessed nature dictated, he was characterized by 
perlect devotion to the rites of the Faith; he followed the 
teaching of the great Imam Abu Hanifa (God be pleased 
with him !), and established and enforced to the best of his 
ix)w^er the live foundations of Islatii (five daily prayers). He 
was ever performing the purificatory lavation (before prayer) 
and repeating the blessed words (of the Prophet) and other 
holy sayings and prayers. He used to perform the obliga- 
tory prayers for the time (of the day) in the masjid or with- 
out a masjid, in congregation, and all the sunnan and 
nawafd and the dearly loved (mnstahabbdi) ceremonies 
publichy and with perfect humility. Fasting every montli 
on the 12th and 18th days from the new moon (the briglitest 
days), every week on Monday, Thursday and F'riday, he 
used to perform the Fi'iday pra3^er in the congregation 
mosqu^ the coinpan\^ of all the Muslims and the 

community of the faithful. 

The sacred nights he used to pass in wakefulness. With 
th(‘ light of the grace of God, he kindled the lamp of the 
church and the State. In his excessive quest of truth, in tlie 
sanctum sanctorum of the mosque of his royal residence, 
at nights he lield converse with the men of God, in his 
private ohaiuber, he never reposed on a cushion {nnisnad). 
He used to pay the canonical zakat (contribution to the po^ r 
of 2| per cent every year) on the income that he had drawn 
and si)ciit for his own food and clothing before his accession, 
in ways which were free from scruple or doubt, and who- 
ever during his kingship he had added to the former by 
setting apart certain villages of Delhi and two or tliree sa t- 
producing niahals for his privy punse; caloiilatiug the ':alat 
on the income of his royal sons also, he used to send tlie 
amounts to the needy. The blessed month of Ramzan [52 i] 
he .spent in fa.sting (in the day-time), and to the very e id 
of that month he used to remain busy up to midnight in per- 
forming the Sunnan prayer and the tdrawih’**’ and in chantii.g 
the entire Quran in full congregatioit along with crowds cJ 
pious and learned men. On the- 10th day of the month ov 
Mbharram ("Ashurah), he resided in the mosque in con- 
tinual 'prayer xhe performance of the ceremonies pres- 
cribed ^ cue pilgrimage to Mecca — ^which was an obligation 
. tile faith and the goal of his heart's desire — ^had outwardly

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to be postponed by him ow ino to certain obstructions and 
difficulties; but in order to atone for it, he conferred so 
many favours (moue 3 f) on tiie jjil^rini.s p:omg to tiie two Holy 
Cities that it was eqiiivalent to the Grtat Hajj itself. And 
during his i-eign he used to sentl large amounts of money, 
for some years annually, at others once ir. two or three 3 -cai-s,

Tile characteristic qualities of scholars and the morals 
of perfect men, as they ou< 4 ht to be, wore. truly found in this 
Kiriperor of anodic character. His Mrijcsly from the dawn- 
ing of liis understand ihg, Ixang fully aware of the [canoni- 
cal I duties and prohibitions, out of tlie perfevU continence 
of his passions, never partook of any thing except the cano- 
nicnlly sanctioned pleasures. 

A.1! the agents of pleasure and entertainment, such as 
sweet-voiced singers or chaimdng players on mnsical instru- 
ments, were gather'd in large u imbei\> round liis throne, 
and in the first few years of his reign he occasionally listened 
to their music and had a perfecl expert’s knowledge of this 
art; vet out of extreme abstincn.-c he [Inter ou] totally gave 
up listening to music ('527 {. 

Those, of the court chantets, singers and musicians 
who repented of their sinful art, he made happy by the grant 
of daity stipends and land as ‘hiid tc living”. Mirzfi Mnkar- 
ram Khan Safavi, who was an exyKTt in the nuisical art. 
. once said to His Majesty “WHiat is \ >iir Majesty’s view of 
; music?” The Emperor answered >'n Arabic) “It is 
miihah,* neither g(yxi nor bad*'. The h han asked, ”TIien 
: what kind of it is in your opinion most wot hy to be heard ?” 
f The Emperor repli^, cannot listen k music without 
flutes, (be^mazdmir) espei^ialh^^ pahhdu'aj, out that is un- 
animously prohibited {hardm ) ; so I have le. •* off hearing

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He never wore garments declared impure by the Canon 
(such as robes of unmixed silk yarn], and not at all used 
vessels of gold or silver. In his company, no improper 
word such as of slander or obscenity or falsehood was 
spoken. His courtiers were instructed that when speaking 
or reading they should substitute some elegant word for 
every word that had any suspicion of being objectionable. 
Out of his love for doing justice, eveiyday, with open fore- 
head and tender heart, he used to stand up two or three 
times, and grant justic(! to plaintiffs who used to iind access 
in crowds without any obstruction to his court of justice and 
owing to the excessive kindnes.s of His Majesty, used to 
.state their plaints without the lea.st fear or despair : and 
if ill pleading th^^sllits, they used any bombavSt (hyperbole 
in, praise or censure) or exaggeration (or straining any point) 
of Ikiguage or wrong pronunciation (or wrong expression), 
he did not at all get angry, and no lowering of anybody’s 
dignity w'as ever vseeii on His Majesty’s part. Many 
tiij^'S his courtiers urged him to prevent (the idaintiffs) from 
displaying too nnich boldness (of speech). But he used to 
reply “From hearing [528] .such w’ords and the occurrence 
of .such cases, the (sovereign's) character acquires an angelic 
paticuce*\ Never did he do any act wliich was without bene- 
'fit to the jxipulace. The tribe of harlots was expellexl from 
Delhi, and the same order w^as published in «al] the provinces 
and.all sides of the imperial dominions. 

’ The w^ork of the Censor of Morals was carried out to 
the full among the general public, both high and Iqw, In 
administering sucli a vast empire he never had recourse to 
any punishment except the hadud and siydsat authorized by 
the Islamic Holy Law (Shara*) and never issued an order 
for the killing of a man through the force of anger or the 
vehemence of passion, and none else had the poiver to do 
such deeds. By rca.son of his recognition of the dignitj’^ of 
others and his appreciation of merit, he used to honour 
Savvids, Shaikhs and learned scholars (ulama). Through 
the auspices of this hearty endeavour, the Hanafi creed (i.c., 
the Orthodox Sunni faith) has gained such strength and 
currency in the great country of Hindustan as was never 
seen in the times of any of the precpdiiig sovereigns. By one 
. stroke of the pen, the Jlindu clerks (writers) were dismissed 
from the public employment. Large numbers of the places 
of worship of the infidels and great temples of these wicked 
people have been thrown down and desolated. Men who can 
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see only the outside of ihiiiKs lire fiUeu with \\'oiKler at the 
successful accomplishment ol such a sceniuii^ly difficult task. 
And on the sites of the tejnples lofty nu.sques have been 
built. His Majesty •ix'rsonaliy taughl. the credo lu nianv 
of the infidels who came to him, guided by tlieir j^iuxl for- 
tune, with a view to bein^^ converted to Islam, and lie l)est- 
owed oil them robes of honour and other | 52U | favours. 

About the middle 'of hi.s reign lie decided to levy the 
jaciya tax on the Hindus, as ordained hy the Shura* and it 
was enforced tlirougliout his empire; and this rare jneee of 
g<X)d work (hasndt-ugharih) had not been dojie in llindustai) 
and tlie Hindus had not been degraded to such a degree in 
any other period. He used to s^^end so much money in reli- 
gions alms {khairdi). bencficcmt public works, (like the. 
building of i)i!blic inns, mnharrdt), and pensi-ms (idriirdl), 
that the expenditure of former rulers had n:.5i. reached even a. 
huiidrc-cUli part of it : In the blessed month of Ramzan he 
used to distribute among the needy rupees and in 

other months smaller amounts than that. Nunierou.s free* 
kitchens {haly^knrkhdndh or langar kiwnah) for feeding the 
weak and the ]xx)r were establisiied in Dellii and othei pro- 
vinces ; wherever there was no inn or sarui for ilie accom- 
modation of tiavellers before, they were built bv him. The 
rcjiair of (old) mosques thruiiglioiit the empire nas carried 
(mt at the exjicnsc of his (lovernnient, and they were also 
supplied with a staff of imam, mii‘a::zin and khatih (for 
each), so that a huge amount of numev was .spent on this 
work. In all the cities and regions of this vast kingdom, 
he assigned adequate subsislence-allowance.s in the form of 
daily stipends and land grants [imlnl:) to (Islamic) scholars 
and teachers, rind provided food-money (cost of mainleuaiicc) 
for their .students according to their condition and numijcr. 

All the aim of his exalted heart was dwoteJ to making 
the general Muslim public act according to the legal deeir 
sions and precedents of the tlicological .scholar.^; (iilanul) of 
the Haiiafi school ; but seeing that these rulings as found in 
the existing law-books were confii.scd (///. mixed! on account 
of the diversit}" of opinion among the qazi.s and muftis and 
the weakness little weight or authority) of the tradi- 
tions, and the contradictory nature of tlic declarations of 
those ancient authorities — ^aiid above all as these rulings were 
not embexlied in one book, so that till many law b^^K-jk.s were 
[530] collected and men (in India) cbnld acquire adequate 
mastery^of the science of jurisprudence, it was impo.s.sible to 
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make a correct extract (of the Quranic precept applicable to 
the particular case), — (therefore) the heart of this Emperor, 
the asylum of the Faith, was set on this that a syndicate of 
celebrated theologians and well-known scholars of Hindu- 
stan should go through the long authoritative books on juris- 
prudeuce, which had been collected in the imperial library, 
extract the rulings of muftis, and compile one comprehen- 
sive hook out of them all, so that all may find out the' autho- 
ritative rulings (on their cases) with ease. This great work 
uas entrusted to a board pre.sided over by that highest of 
jscholars Shaikh Nizam (of Bhfigalpnr in Bihar) and all the 
I scholar.? engaged in the work were given gt)od pay and sub- 
' sisteuce. About two lakhs of rupees were spen^ in preparing 
this book, which was entitled the Fatawa-i-'Alamgiri, and 
which rendered the world independent of all other books on 
juri.sprudence. 

Among His Majesty’s many favours to the public was 
the abolition of the taxes on grain and other food-stuffs, the 
charge for road -patrols (ra/tdari), the ex'cise duty on cloth 
and other articles subject to the snir (f)ctroi), especially tlie 
duty on tobacco, which last aiticle yielded a vast revenue 
and the excise-officers used to practise, astonishing outrage.? 
on the mode.stj' of women* in searching their persons, niidev 
the suspicion of its being smuggled. 

Another of his gracious concessions was the remission 
throughout his doTiiinious (of certain cessesjf on the Mus- 
lims in particular and the aforesaid itcjus on the people in 
general, the total annual yield of which taken together ex- 
ceeded thirty lakhs of rupees. He al-so abolished the rule of 
realising from his niansahdars the unspent Government ad- 
vances to their grandfathers and other kinsmen, wliicli under 
the standing practice of the finance department u.sed before 
his time, to be recoa^ered by gradual deduction from the pa}- of 
their mansabs, and credited to the Exchequer, and which 
ever}'^ year brought in a large total. [531 | His Majesty also 
forbade the practice of escheating to the State the property 
of the dead nobles who had left behind them no debt due to 
Government, but he let their heirs succeed to their legacy, — 
whereas in former reigns the imperial collectors used strictly 
to confiscate such proj^ty and this rule proved a source of 
suffering to the surviving relatives. The Emperor also sent

The military activities tliat His Majesty liad performed 
lx>tli l)efore his accession to the tin ore and after it, luive 
been embodied in the course of the oceiirvcnces dcscrilx'd in 
this auspicious history. Here I sliall write only a little 
about the wonderful iirinncss of His Majesty, which was 
witnessed when the imperial army (of Shfd., Jahan) invaded 
Balkli, and ‘Abdul ‘Aziz Khan opposed liiui in baUie. A 
hostile force, more nunieroas than ants am^ locu.-ls, com- 
plete.h' enLiicled the inipca ial army and engaged in ligiiling; 
in the very licai of tiie ongugement, the time of l!w ::i{har 
prayer arrived ; His Majesty disregarding the dissuasions of 
ids officers, alighted fiotn his mount, adorned tlu‘ ranks of 
l>rayer in eongregation, and pcid'ormed the ua>iuv:(\<, ohU- 
gatory, siinaal and nafl, with tlnnness*'- and perfect 
ciuiipo.sure of iiiimk ‘Abdul ‘Aziz Khan, a>s ;>oon as he 
hoard of this act of bravery, w'as overpowered by the force 
of the verse “Help is from God“, and gave up thi‘ tight, 
saying*, “To quarrel with such a man is to ruin onehs sclf“. 

Among* the adTuirable pursuits of His Majesty, whieli 
adorned him w'illi divinely bestowed conditions {lnlUlt-i- 
'liuiluihiya, ecstasy?) was his diligent study of ’-eligious 
books, such as the Comnrmlarics on the Quran, the Tradi- 
tions of the Prophet, and works on jurisprudence', [532 i the 
writings of Im«am Muhaniiiu<l Ghaz.ali : seleetunis fiom the 
bt^ks of vShaikh Sliarf Yahia of Maner, v^haikh Zain-iid-dlii, 
Qntb Muhi vShirazi, and other books of the same class, wliich 
he j)erused coustcUilly. 

Another of his brilliant diaracteristivs was the inenio- 
risiiig of the Word of G(xl : although from ilic !'>eg inning of 
his fortunate life he had committed to iiieinorv certain of 
tile chapters (sura) of the Qurun as the result of his follow- 
ing the guidance of chanters, yet the Ounhf w\is completely 
inemoi'ised by him only after his accession to ihe throne, 
with great exertion and angelic [x^'sistencc. 'Pbe date of 
his commencing this work of metnorising will be found from 
the numerical value of the letters in the blessed sentence 
Sanqarck — faldtansi (=s 107.1 A.H.) and tlie date of comple- 
tion frqm the pin use Lawh-i-mahf uz (-1078).

Stale), or f2) with the firmness of pillars. 
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The hand-writing of His Majesty in the naskh style 
was exceedingly firm and wellfonned, and he showed great 
energy in writing it. Two copies of the Holy Quran 
transcribed with his own hand — on the tablet {lawh), 
marginal line.s in gold and silver, and binding of which 
7,(H)() rupees had been spent, — he liad presented to Medina. 
He con hi also write the naslMiq and shikastah hands very 
well. 


He pos.se.ssed great skill in prose coni])osition and 
letter-writing, and was well-versed in prose and jioetry 
(literature). Ent holding firmly to the precept of the h.oh' 
verse; "It is the erring who follow the poets", (Qiiriiu, 
.xxvi. '224), he did not incline to the hearing of useless 
poetry. How then could he Ije expected to listen to 
adulatory venst'S? But poems breathing moral advice (he 
liked).

In order to j)lease God the High and Splendid, I iuu c not 
Turned my e 3 'es on an}' ghazal (fawm-like beauty) 
nor my ears on any ghazal (erotic ode). 

It is beyond the power of the jieu to embrace all the 
noble traits of the. character of this Choice One of the Age, 
and to recount them, (Verses omitted) * *

Thi.s iK.‘rfect-natured Sovereign brought up his sons in 
■ such a way that through his outward and inward cxertidns 
they became endowed with high accompli.shments and 
orthodox learning and came to jwssess an abundant share 
of virtue, subniissivcness to God, abstinence from un- 
canonical acts, the science and practice of kingship and 
generalship, and skill in many useful arts. 

Guided by the 'Emperor, they committed the Quran to 
memory and acquired some amount of polite learning (under 
twelve hcad.s), gained skill in writing dilTerent kinds of 
hand, and mastered the Turki and Persian languages. So, 
too, all the females of his harem (daughters) under his 
direction learnt the necessary rules and doctrines of 
religion, and all engaged in the worsbi|) pod, reading 
and transcribing the Quran, and the acqni^tion of virtues 
and provision for the next world. 
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The Lord had given His Majc‘sty five sons and five 
daughters. [534 J Here 1 .shall give :i account of each 
of ihciu, although the affairs of tlie Kniper(>r\s sons and 
daughters liiive been narrated atiioug llu* events of the life 
of this Lhnperor in the ' Aliim^inuiniali and lliis history 
of mine.

He 
was noted for his noble manners and admirable qualities;

and Tnrki sufficieiitlv well. In the wars of Mis Majesty, 
lliis Ihince perbmmed brilliant exertions and gaw ])roMfs of 
his valour. Hied in tire iiOth vvar of His Majt'sty’s reign. 

ti. Prince Muhammad Mn‘az/an\ Shrdi ‘Alain Baha- 
dur, born on tlic last day of Rajab, il)53; 4lh Oi lober, 1()43, 
from the womb of the .same qncen as the abo\'C.. Tin’s epi- 
tome of the “]J(X)k of Night and Day”, owing to his blessed 
character and the leaching of His Majesty, from the dawn 
of his reason, acquired noble traits of character and manly 
accomplishments. When young he memorised the Quran, 
Me has mastered tlie art of reading tlie Qiirdn with the 
correct intonation; and he chants the verses with such a 
clear melodious voice, that [535 1 tin? lisleiicr’s cars arc 
iiox'er satiated with hearing it. Btfforo reading llie vcim/s, 
one verse is j cor. from ms. j the manzi] ( ^ phase, stage)'’’* with 
regard to this Chosen One of the Times, He spent the 
time of his youth mostly in acquij*ing learning!; and united 
tlieovetical knowledge to practice. P'or his knowledge of 
the PruydieCs traditions, the trustworthy men of the age 
call liim ”t)ic foicniost master of the H(idis*\ He has sncli 
a minute and accurate knowledge of canon law that l.c can 
extract the Quranic or Fladis rule ap}ilicablc to :?nv case 
(very quickly). He speaks Arabic .so correctly and elcgaiitlx* 
that ewn the Arabs of Arabia praise it ; ai:d lie ha^- a ]>crf'.sl 
)lxnovvledge of the Turki and rersiun toiiguc:^; in wiiting 
j various kinds of hand he can serve as a master and guide to 
I others. He spends most nights in wakefulness, pet forming 
‘the nafl, the daily tasks, the chanting of the Quran, the 
reading of books on the Hadis, i’ommeularies on the Quran, 
Canon Law, and right conduct (saluk). 3'he inonung

Next he appears at the window (of darshan) and delights 
the eyes of the people waiting to see him, and listens to the 
petitions of oppressed persons seeking justice ; here he stays 
as long as may be required on each particular day. Then 
he sits in the Hall of Private Audience and conducts the 
administration of the revenue and the Government on the 
reports of the High Diwans, Bakhshis rind other officers. 
After the prayer (of noon), he retires to the hai'em and takes 
his meal and repose for his health’s sake. After offering 
the 'osar namaz, he remedies the pain in the hearts of the 
oppressed. Before sunset, the officers in charge of the 
armoury present the weapons befoi-e His Majesty. [536] 

After the sun has set, kindling the lam]xs of adoration, 
he performs the ‘asha prayer at one-third of the night past, 
and then retires to bed . . . May the gracious God keep 
the shadow of this great monarch for ever on the heads of 
the people of the world ! 

3. Prince Muhammad 'Azam, born on 28th June 
lC53/.12th Shaban 1063, to Dilras Banu Begam, the 
daughter of Shah Nawaz Khan Safavi, The lustre of great- 
ness shone from the first lunar .station of hi.s forehead and 
tlie star of intelligence glittered from the horizoft of hi.s life. 

By the excellent training of His Majestj- (Aurang/ib) 
he ascended to the pinnacle of perfection and gained an 
abundance of accomplishment.s and excellent qualitie.s. 
That Emperor used to be extremely delighted with this 
Prince’s noble character and excellent manners. He had a 
wonderful htilliancy and firmness; in contests of quick 
repartee and di.scovering the aptest word he wa.s everywhere 
very nimble-witted. 

He had attained to the status of a comrade of his father, 
who often used to say "Betw'een this pair of match- 
less friends, a separation is imminent”. On the 18th 
JRabi.A./8th June, 1707, three months and twenty d«ys 
after the Emperor ‘Alaiugir’s death, he died after nghting 
bravely in battle (against Shah ‘Alam I, at Jajau.) [637]. 

i. Muhammad Akbar, bwn ak the 12th Zil. H., 
1067 /11th ^ptember, 1667, to the Begatn (Wlfas Banu). 
Under the teaching of hi» father, he acquired sublime 
l^'ct^plishments. Efia death took IrSn in the 48th 
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\^ar of *Alamgir*s reign. He had nm av/ay from the .side 
of his august father to the \rildeniess of di-sappointinent, but 
two thing.s prove that his end was good : the first is, -- “I'be 
Emperor used to say that Akbar never gave up attending 
tlie congregated pra 3 ’'er with the (Sunni) community and he 
had not the. least fear of tlje enemies of the fai'h (i.c., tlie 
Persian Shia’s).

Brought up b}’ the Emperor, he memorised the Quran, and 
studied the standard books more than all his brothers, and 
acquired a great knowledge of the Turki language and .skill 
in writing various kinds of Imnd. How can' T embrace 
within the limits of mv writing his bravery and liberality, 
which were characteristic of these excellent princes? On 
3rd Zil. Q., 1120/3rd Jauuaiy, 1700, two rears after 
Aurangzib’s death, he fell, fighting like a Rustam or an 
A.sfandiyar.

She coinpletcl_v mastered the 
Arabic and Persian languages, and in writing ^'a^ious kinds 
of hand, .such :is nastdliq. nashJi [539], ‘and .‘;hikasiah 
coiiectly, she had full competence. She apjireciated the value 
of learning and skill ; imd till her heart was .set on the 
collection, copying and reading of books and .she turned her 
kind attention to improving the lot of .scholars and gifted 
men. The result was that she collected a library the like 
of w'hich no man has .seen ; and large numbers of tlieologian.s, 
scholars, pious men, jwets, .scribes and calligraphi.sts bv thi.s 
raean.s came to enjoy the bounty of this ladv hidden in the 
harem of grandeur; c.g.. Mulla Safi-ud-din'Ardbili by her 
order took up his residence in Kashmir and engaged in 
making a translation (into Persian), of the ^‘Great Commen- 
tanr on the Quran”, which came to be entitled Zeb-ut- 
lafosiv, The ornament tommentaries”. Other tracts 
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and liooks have been composed in her liouoiired name. She 
died in her father’s lifc-tiine, in the Ifith vear of his reijrn. 
;ni3, (26th May, 1702).
